/ Resolution. —In exercise of the power (;onferred by the thirty* third and 

ihirty-fourth of Victoria, Cap. fifty-nine, Section two, the Governor General in 
Council is pleased to decjlarc that the under-mentioned classes of the deeds, con¬ 
tracts and other instruments referred to in tlic twenty-second and twenty-third 
of Victoria, Cap. forty-one, Section two, may be executed as follows in the terri¬ 
tories under the administration of the Chief Commissioner of Assam : 


1. By Deputy Commissioners 


2. By Assistant Commissioners 
and Sub-Divisional Officers. 


3. By all Heads of Departments 


4*. By Superintending and Ex¬ 
ecutive Engineers.

ending the 9th March 1878. 

The weather was unseasonably hot, but fever is said to be less prevalent and less fatal. 
Prices shew no tendency to improve, and as little employinent is now to be had in the villuges, 
there has been a pretty general increase in the numbers seeking relief. 

S. Imports by rail amounted to ],8S0 tons or 55 tons less than in the previous week. 
From Bangalore 513 tons were exported, being 31 tons less than last week. . • 

3. The number of laborers on Civil Relief Works was 9,724, or 906 more than last week, 
due to tbo opening of a work near Chik Ballanur in the Kolar District, and anotlur near Chik- 
nailvanhalH in the Tumkur District, and to some works tentatively opened in tlie Hassau 
District, which will be transferred to the Public Works Department as soon .as arrangements 
can be made. In the Bangalore District two of the works in the Anckal Taluk have been 
made over to the Public Works Department. * 

4>. The Public Works Department employed 45,160 laborei*3, or 3,176 more than 5n the 
■ preceding week. The increase extended to every district, but was greatest in Bangalore and 
Tumkur.

Special Famine Report for the week ending 16^4 March 1878. 

Statement No, 68, regarding Famine Relief Operations in the Province of Mysore for the week 

ending the iGih March 1878. 

The weather continued oppressive with appearances of rain. Locusts have appeared in 
the Hassan and Kadur Districts, and did considerable damage over a small area. Some of the 
smaller tanks are running dry, and where cultivation has been unduly extended, the rice is 
suffering. The reaping of V>shak paddy had just commenced. Prices .are very high, but on 
the whole steady, with a slight upward tendency. No material change has occurred in the 
condition of the Province. There is again some increase, as was to be expected, in the numbers 
on relibf, but the accounts froiA the districts arc hopeful. 

2. Imports by rail amounted to 1,323 tons, or 557 tons less than last week. From 
Bangalore 681 tons were exported, or 168 tons more than in the week previous. 

3. The number of laborers on Civil Relief Works was 10,875, being 1,151 more than for 
the previous week. The increase was mainly in the Kolar and Tumkur Districts. In the 
latter no new works were opened, but the numbers rose slightly throughout all the works in 
progress : in the former the rise was partly due to the starting of two new works tentatively 
in the Malur and Gudibanda Taluks. The arrangements for transferring some of the larger 
Civil Works to the Public Works Department are not yet complete. 

4. The Public Works Department employed 46,884 laborers, or 1,724 more than last 
week. The increase was iu the Tumkur and Chitaldrug Districts. The following list shews the

General REifARKs.—From Madras slight rain is reported in Ganjam^ Vizagapatam, and parts 
of* Kistna^ Nellore^ and Tanjore; general prospects are said to be unchanged; prices are fluctuat¬ 
ing. The total number on works is 128^*325^ and on gratuitous relief 100^584; the former is more by 
15,082, and the latter less by 8,642 than the figures for the previous week. Rain has fallen in Coorg, 
but not in Mysore; the number on works for the week ending the 23id March was 56,784, and on 
gratuitous relief 7,065; the former is less by 975, and the latter more by 1,979 than in the previous 
week. In Bombay showers are reported from parts of Guzerat and Belgaum. In the Central 
Provinces slight showers have fallen in Sambalpur, Seoni, and Damoh; the threshing of the rabi 
continues, with a generally scanty outturn; prices are still high, and show a tendency to rise further, 
except in Saugor. In Berar ploughing for the kharif is in progress. In Central Jiidia there has 
been ho rain. In Rajputana the harvest is in progress. In Bengal rain is reported from Tipperah, 
Chittagong, Dacca and Darjeeling; the spring crops are doing well; the rabi harvest is rapidly being 
got in, with a generally good outturn, except in Patna, Gya and Shahabad; the prospects of the mahua 
crops in Chota Nagpore have improved. The early rains have set in in Assam and Sylhet, and sowings 
are in progress. In the North-Western Provinces and Oudh no rain has fallen: harvesting is going on 
everywhere, and is nearly finished in the eastern half of the Provinces; distress is diminishing owing to 
the employment aflbrded by harvest operations, but there has as yet l>ecn no appreciable full in prices, 
la the Punjab rain has fallen in Rawalpindi, Dora Ismail Khan, Peshawar and Hajpura; prospects are 
generally good, and prices have fallen in Delhi and Mooltan.

The annual reports which are now prepared on the results of the expe¬ 
riments conducted at the Government Farms are mostly issued so long after 
the end of the period to which they relate that much of their interest is lost 
before they reach the public. Arrangements have now been made for the 
preparation of reports at more frequent intervals, and in most cases monthly 
reports will he made. These will he published on receipt in the Supplement 
to the Gazette of India. 

The first series of the reports thus arranged for is printed below for 
general information:— 

Bangalore Esperimental Farm, for February 1878 . 

Superiniendenty Mr, F. E. Harmatty M, R, A, C.y F. C, S. 

Rainfall ,—There has been no rain throughout the month. 

Ifry land (high ),—Castor oil seed and Togaray have been harvested. Ploughing (with 
English ploughs) has been actively prosecuted where practicable after removal of cotton and 
gram orops^ and where sprouted weeds required checking. 

Rry land (low ),—Bengal gram flowering freely; crops patchy through the necessity 
of sowing indifferent seed. As this crop is not largely grown in the neighbourhood^ only 
North Indian seed was procurable in the bazaar. 

Land not under crop reploughed to experience the benefit of tbe action of the sun and air. 

• Land irrigated from wells ,—Tarmeric harvested. Experiments on the value of different 
manures applied to this crop will shortly be available. 

Guinea Qrase ,—Oecasionsdly watered as labour is available. 

SugareanSy No, /•—A plot has been ploughed 12 inches deep and ridged with English 
ploughs 18 inehes apart^ sets planted ^tween ridges on freshly 
* watered land. 

J/.-^A second plot has been prepared in the same manner and planted in 
rows 18 indies apart alternately with sugarcane sets and Queensland 
mdze. 
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A plot of melons is growing well. The young'plants Are dag round, weeded 
and manured with a top dressing of equal parts of village refuse and tan 
bark as they attain a suffioient size; i lb. of danure is applied to each pit 
containing three or four young plants. 

Maize ,—A plot of maize has been sown on the land formerly occupied with turmeric, by 
the usual plan of throwing up ridges, with an English plough two feet apart 
and planting along the furrows at a foot distance from se^ to seed. 

^ Crops of maize sown in December are growing well under occasional irrigation. 

Plantains ,—Shoots planted in 1S76 ai*e now bearing freely. New shoots are being 
planted in parallel trenches dug three feet deep. As a blue clay sub-soil 
is found at a foot and a half below the surface, care is taken to disturb this 
and leave it in large clods without bringing it to the surface. The expense 
of digging treuchf j is but a little more than that of the ordinary method 
of making pits, as ttih coolies having more room can urork with greasier 
freedom and rapidity. ' The plantains are put in 6 feet by 6, at a cost 
of 1 anna and 8 pies per sot. The advantage of this system of deep 
cultivation is found in 4;he length of time which plantains so grown can 
exist without water. During the dry weather of 1877, a single watering 
during three months, which with the short supply of water in the wells 
was all that could be attempted, was found sufficient to keep the plants 
ill health. 

Phlaioes, —The crop is making satisfactory progress. 


Record of Experiments made with Ragi (Eleusine coracana) on the Bangalore Experi¬ 
mental farm, during the year 1877. 

The main object of the experiments was to afford comparative results between continued 
deep cultivation incident on the use of iron ploughs, and that ordinarily pursued. 

The land selected for this experiment consisted of the following plots 

Plot No. I, of about three-fourths of an acre, of which one-tenth acre was measured and . 
weighed from an average part of the field. Had been cultivated with English ploughs since 
October 1875, and had consequently experienced the benefit of cultivation for a year and a 
half, and of lying ploughed up during two hot seasons. It had received a dressing of twelve 
loads of village manure jier acre in December 1876, after bearing a crop of safflower (CartAa- 
mus tinctorius). In character the land is a medium land, which previous to the opening of the 
farm had" become overgrown with‘*buffalo-grass and other tenacious rooting weeds. 

Had it not been for the use of an English plough it would have been impossible to eradi¬ 
cate these roots without hand-picking and burning; but the action of this implement inverting 
the furrow, the roots were exposed to the drying iuflucuce of the sun and air, while the leaves 
being buried, decayed. As a consequence of thus killing the weeds in the ground, the whole 
of the organic matter was retained in the soil and aided very materially the absorption of mois¬ 
ture from the air, and its retention during the scanty rainfall of the south-west monsoon, be¬ 
sides assisting, by its chemical action, the increase of available plaut-food previously inert in 
the soil. 

Plot No. II, of about three-fourths of an acre, of which one-tenth was measured and 
weighed from an average part of the field. 

This plot had only experienced the benefit of one summer fallow and one yearns cultivation, 
being broken up in May 1S76, when it was sown with peas and oats. Both of these crops 
failing were eaten off by cattle, so that their actiou was insignificant. 

In December 1876 it received a dressing of twelve loads of village manure per acre. 

Plot No. Ill, of about three acres, of which one-tenth acre was measured and weighed 
from an average part of the field. This plot formed a portion of the land transferred to the 
farm in March 1877. It had previously been cultivated by the former owner precisely in the 
method usually adopted by the ryots of the district, and being in close proximity to the town 
had experienced the same advantages as the rest of the farm land in receiving manure. It was 
dressed with twelve loads of villnge manure as soon as it passed under x^y superintendence. 
Cultivation commenced on this land on April 1st, by ploughing with an En^ish plough after 
the heavy rain of 2*2 inches that fell on that occasion. It must be noted that this land, not 
being overgrown with weeds, received no addition to its value by the ploughing-m of org^ic 
matter. .

Plot No, IV, This plot, about ten acres, was a continuation of plot No. HI, aad was 
dressed with twelve loads of village manure, but cultivated only with the natife pl^iq^h. lihe 
following is a tabulated statement of the experiment. , , 

Note ,—^The area weighed and measured, viz,, one-tenth acre, was made np of duplicate 
v plots taken from different parts of the field, and each one-twentieth acre in ^tent. It is im- 
^ posrihle, with the limited subordinatepstablisliipciit and small storage room at command, to ma- 
< idpukte largcbr plots, Which in harvesting in the busy season of crop cuttings would be certain 
'i to be mixed^' while areas of tiie dimensions given, especially as worked in duplicate, serve eyery 
imefol purpose.

This statement seems so startling, at a time when the effects of famine are felt through* 
out the Province, that it requires farther explanation. First, with regard to the sowing time. 
The plots were sown on May 26th or 27th after a rainfall of 2*04 inches since the 17th of that 
month, which rendered the land sufficiently moist for planting. 

The depth of loose soil was as follows :— 

Plot No. I 8 inches. 

Ditto II 7 „ 

Ditto III 5 „ 

Ditto IV ^ „ 

The rainfall from April 2nd to May 17th had been *28 of an inch, consequently the sub* 
soil Teta[ned no moisture from previous falls of rain. 

The grain in all the plot!* germinated freely, and no difference in appearance could be 
detected for some time, as the weather continued showery and 2*89 inch of rain fell between 
the date of sowing and June 14th. From that date unti] July 8rd only *28 inches was 
recorded, and as a result the moisture in the inches of loose soil in Plot No. IV evaporated 
to an extent sufficient to cause the complete destruction of the young crop. In Plot No. Ill 
the plants languished, but still retained sufficient vitality to exist. 

Plots 1 and II continued healthy. 

On July 6th, after *33 inch of rain Plot, No. IV was re-sown, as, like many of the lyoto 
in the neighbourhood, I was led to sow by the sky presenting every appearance of more rain.. 
Appearances were however delusive, and the crop but germinated to die from the continued 
drought which lasted throughout tha month. At the commencement of August all the plots 
urgently required rain, the stems being stout and stunted and the leaves brown at the tip. v 
On August 6th *63 inch of rain fell, and a third sowing was made by myself and my 
neighbours, hut a week's drought again rendered the* operation hut a waste of seed. The 
land was thgn left untouched until September when gram was however sown by some neigh¬ 
bouring ryots which, owing to the unusually late season, produced a quarter crop of poor grain 
and two-thirds of a crop of straw. 

The rain in August caused the ragi in the surviving plots to put forth a few ears, which 
were supplemented by a larger number through the, rain in September. Harvesting was- 
comraenc^ on October let, and the ears being threshed out by hand, some of the grail^ was- 
sold as early as October 12 th, and a large quantity disposed of before the end of the montlt 
at ten measures per rupee. 

This is a point of much interest, as showing that, had deep cultivation "for ragi been the rule- 
instep of the exception, the staple grain of the country might have been available in quantity' 
at this early date to arrest import and save roon^ from flowing out of the county; while the 
advantage of growing 2,813 lbs. per acre, at a time when the whole countiy is suffering from. 
drought and famine, through the adoption of deep cultivation, is too obvious to need comnfent/ 
more especially when, even in favourable seasons, the average returns shallow ddlivatidn is 
only 512 lbs. per acre throughout the province. Ihe saving of labour by using ploughs,: 

which plough so much more land in a given time, is allowed for in i^e calculations; wd. 
through the pavy loss of plough cattle throughout the province during the recent unfavourable- 
years, is a point demanding attention, i£ the land under cultivation is to retain iter present^area. 

* ^ *l^e sa ving in seed at a time when its price was so great is also noteworthy. From Plot 
Ko. 1 a plant plucked casually was examined. It was found to contain 24 ears and among 
^h^ an average ear of seven parts was filled with 2,056 fully matured seeds which is eqdivte* 
lent to a return of 40,44^fold.

Paddy Cultiyatioii on the Bang^alore Bzperimental Farm dtiring the /ear 1877. 

As the whole of the farm is above a tank, the growth of paddy is of necessity confined to 
dry cultivation, and dependent on the rainfall alone for a supply of water. Under these cir¬ 
cumstances it has been considered advisable to grow only the coarse variety which I am in*- 
formed is that usually sown by native cultivators under similar conditions. Whether, by taking 
advantage of the deep cultivation ensured by the use of English ploughs, it will lie possible to 
grow more valuable varieties, is a question which will be subsequently investigated; but I 
hasten to make public the results as far as they have gone, as 1 consider them of no mean value 
in elucidating the importance of deep cultivation to combat a dry season. 

The plots on which the experiments were carried out were two in number. Their history 
is as follows :— 

Plot No, I ,—On taking over the farm in August 1875, a large area of rich low lying 
land was fouud to present the appearance of having been formerly under wet cultivation, but 
was at that time overgrown with a thick matted growth of coarse grass on which bufialoes 
and cows had been grazed for some years, and by their treading in wet weather had injured the 
land for cultivation. Owing to pressure of other work, this land was not touched until June 
1876, when it was taken in hand, and a portion (of which plot No. I forms a part) was broken up 
by several plougbings with English ploughs. These ploughings were given at intervals 
throughout the year when requisite from the sprouting of weeds, and the result was that, by 
the end of the season, the whole of the weeds propagating by roots were killed, and the soil 
stirred to a depth of some eight inches. The dryness of the season assisted this operation very 
materially, especially as care was taken only to work the laud when it was sufficieuily dry to 
render the pressure from ploughs and cattle uninjurious. 

During the hot months of this year, occasional ploughings were given, so that no stray 
weeds might remain in siiu and the land was brought to a fine state of tilth by the end of May. 

Plot No, II ,—The operation of breaking up this land was similar to that of No. I, 
but was commenced in September 1876, and only ploughed \o a depth of about four inches 
until April 1877, when a depth of 7 to 8 inches was reached. * 

Pl^i No, III ,—A third plot of land adjoining the farm and worked entirely by the native 
plough and sparinglj^ manur^, was weighed and measured to shew by comparison the difference 
in yield. I am not in possession of all the details of this plot as it was in possession of a 
native cultivator, but it had been treated in the ordinary way in every respect but is of a 
slightly inferior quality of land. The difference in the treatment of this plot and those on the 
farm was that it received a scanty dressing of village manure, while they had none, and that it 
was lying untilled during 1876, while they wem roughly broken up and exposed to atmospheric 
action.

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As so muoli of the work in breaking up the land was due to.ihe weeds which Beeamnlated 
before the land was made over to me, 6nancia1 results would if given only tepd to mislead;^ 
The fact however of growing 4,320 lbs. of paddy per acre with only the natural rainfall under 
an improved system of deep cultivation and thorough aeration remains. Granted that it is but 
an isolated fact obtained on first rate land and by the heavy rains of the N. E. monsoon 
falling just at the time they were most required to bring the crop to maturity; it is worth the 
gravest consideration. It proves bow rich, in this case at least, is our soil beneath thif few 
inches usually cultivated, and naturally suggests whether it may not be so over large areas in 
the Mysore Province generally. Should our soil prove so,—and only extended experiments all 
over the country can disprove the theory,—it also establishes the fact that the continuance of 
what has been hitherto a universal custom-Hshallow cultivation—will not suffice to place new 
riches within the reach of our agricultu' ists to benefit alike themselves and the revenue. 


iniftndflah Experimental Farm, fin: Kardi 1878.

Sugarcane crushing has been in hand most of the month. The mill on trial is a small 
horizontal one with three 1^-foot diameter fiuted cast iron rollers. Turned by two pairs 
of bollocks, it crashes on an average 4,500 canes, or 5} tons weight daily, the outturn of 
jagri k^ing 9^ owt. This is a lower rate than resulted from similar experiments last year. 
The decrease is owing 1 k> the water-supply in the Jamda canal having failed six weeks before 
the crop came to maturity. This had the effect of lignifying the canes and fixing part 
of the sugar, as was proved by the megasae which was submitted to the crude diffusion process 
of ihekumhar (potter) and yielded an additional 15 per cent, of inferior jagri. 

Land for the new cane crop has been broken up and manured at the rate of 80 tons of 
farmyard manure per acre. 

The sericnltnral operations of the month Iiave been mostly confined to reeling and the 
farm apprentices have made considerable progress under the instructions of the Baboos. A 
sample reeled by them independently has been described in Bengal as silk even, and in 
most other respects fairly good. The only real defect is its being slightly undertwisted.^^ 

The production is also much improved, being now up to the rate of 7i tolas silk from one 
pound of cocoons. The maximum in skilled hands is eight tolas. 

Owing to the scarcity of river water much attention is being directed to the different kinds 
of deep wpll pumps and water-lifts. The following fonr have been worked more or less con¬ 
stantly during the month ^ 

let Burgess and Ee/s No. 2 Bucket lift 40 feet well. 

2od ditto No. 2 ditto 20 to 30 feet. 

3rd ditto No. lA ditto 20 feet. « 

Statistics of the working of these machines have been regularly taken, for the inform¬ 
ation of visitors. A d5-feet chain pump and bullock-power apparatus have been lent to the 
Patel of Chiknltan for trial previous to purchasing one for himself. The senior agricultural 
apprentice has been detached for the purpose of instructing the Patel’s people in the method 
of removing, erecting, and working the pump. 

A pneumatic windmill pump, a new invention, has been ordered for the farm. 

The linseed crop has been threshed out daring the month. The implement used was 
Ransomes Sims and Head’s small-sized thresher which does the work effectually and quick. 
The haulm of the linseed plant—usually a waste substance—^is on account of the scarcity this 
year being cut up in the chaff engine in certain proportions with wheat straw, &c., and thus 
forms a palatal^le fodder. 

Like other dry rabi crops the linseed is turning out badly this year, as regards quality 
as well as quantity: the weight per bushel a verages 2| lbs. less than last* yeaPs crop. Of 
other grain crops the results of the harvest have not yet been obtained. 

The ploughing of stubble was finished about the middle of the month. On account 
of the dryness of the ground European and American ploughs have been of bat little use.

' brought to the aiprfBce. It n$w haa a fair seed bed» and if the season is not too wet yields up 
to the average. The 2nd elass black cotton soil- when manured, Hmed, and irrigated, yields 
very large returns, ^eae 66 acres are chiefly devoted to experiments. 

The farm is irrigated by an open channel, taken from a head formed under the embank* 
meat of the Ambajhari tanlc, the leakage from which is the chief source of supply. The 
supply is not auflicient for the wants of the farm and measures are under consideration to 
increase the flow of water. 

’ l^e fields are manured with stable dung from the farm sheds and with latrine and village 
sweepings. The latter are pitted together and left for one year undisturbed, after which it 
forms a very stimulating manure. The supply is however not sufficient, 20 acres being the 
most that can he yearly manured. 

The present condition of the fields is in tilth and in bearing capabilities above the average 
of the best lands in the vicinity, but owing to the •careless husbandry practised all around 
there is great difficulty experienced in keeping them clear of weeds during the monsoon. 
The high cost of cultivation per acre, vi^., 3-12 to 4-4, arises chiefly from weeding by hand 
being constantly requisite if a crop is to kept in good order. 

There are 19 pairs of cattle on the farm, and the English machinery in use consists of two 
threshers, two chaff-cutters, a cotton gin, a pea-crusher, four winnowers, two sugarcane-pressers 
a corn-draser, the whole being driven by cattle power. The whole of the crops except /itrond 
ill, pass through the threshers and winnowers. There are six English ploughs and six llorse 
hoes, the tines of the latter having been lengthened to permit of their use as.cultivators 
during the breaks in the rains. Of native implements the following are used, four improved 
native ploughs with mould boards, the native hakan or scarifiers, the iiffan or seed drilling 
machine, and the dowras or weeding hoes. 

The average outturn per acre of each crop has not as yet been worked out, but it may be 
said generally that the outturn of all crops will be very poor this season. Cotton has been up 
to the average; jowar suffered when in cob from the rains of October and November. Linseed 
and gram were damaged by the untimely fall of rain when in blossom; wheat has been ruined 
-d)y rust. Thur has been a fair crop. Sugarcane has been above the average of the neighbour¬ 
hood, and the gdr now being made is pronounced as worth Ks. 5 to Rs. 6 per kandi above the 
value of the stuff ordinarily offered in the market. 

Experiments were tried during the past year with lucerne, which yields well, guinea grass 
which is at present cultivated for propagation, English wheat which failed to germinate, 
ground nnt, carob, and mesquit beans which are at present in ^le nursery. Both theee latter 
promise to succeed under garden culture, but it is doubtful wheather treated as an ordinary 
farm crop they will prove of much value.

irOTE ON TOBACCO CXTLTUBE AND CUBING. 

By the Director of Ag^cultnxe and Commerce, N.-W. P.

ghAzipur tobacco farm. 

A tobacco farm was projected in 1876 on the stud lands at Ghdzipur, which 
consist of about 1,200 acres of culturahle land. In that jeax little more was 
done than to divide the land into blocks, improve its irrigating capabilities, settle 
cultivators upon it, and collect manure. Meanwhile an arrangement was made 
with Messrs. Begg, Sutherland & Go., of Calcutta and Cawnpore, under which 
they were to take over the farm on lease, on condition of their bringing over a 
skilled curer from America and continuing the cultivation of tobacco. 

The curer arrived in January 1876, and proceeded to cure, hut under unfa¬ 
vourable conditions, a small quantity of leaf which had been raised at Cawnpore 
and Gh&zipur. The plant had been badly cultivated, and no proper curing- 
houses were ready. Notwitlistanding these difficulties, sufficiently good results 
were obtained with the leaf sent to England to give reasonable expectations to 
every one concerned that Indian tobacco can he profitably raised and cured for 
the European market. The area under cultivatiou in the year 1876-77 has been 
about 50 acres. 

The outturn in good leaf from a properly cultivated acre of land ought not 
to be less than 800 lbs. an acre, and in America is said to average 1,000 lbs. an 
acre. Now, as the leaf can undoubtedly he cured up to a quality which will 
not fetch less than hd. a lb. in the English market, the gross outturn of cured 
leaf ought not to be worth less than 6<2. 800=4,000<2., or about 1^. 167. This 
has been proved by the facts obtained in the Ghizipur experiment.. 

Eight hundred pounds an acre may, accordmg to In^n notions, be a low 
estimate^ but it must he remembered a coarse heavy leaf will not fetch 
such a good price, or be received so well in the European inarket, as a more de¬ 
licate and bettei-^voured leaf of less weight; M. a lb. (although a very much

higher price than that usually fetched by East Indian tobacco, which generally 
sells for Id. or 2d,) is not a high standard for the bulk of cured leaf imported to 
England from other countries, and it is not at all unreasonable to expect that an 
average price of &d. or 7d. may be attained. In fact samples sent in consider¬ 
able quantity last year from Ghdzipur to England and Australia were valued at 
prices which on the average were nearer ^d. than 5rf. ti lb. (in bond). 

I may hefe point out that Id. a lb. profit is equivalent to a profit of from 
£150 to £200 on 50 acres ; and that therefore for every extra Id. which tobacco 
fetches above 5d., or for every Id, which the cost is reduced below 6^?., aU in¬ 
come of about Rs. 1,500 to lis. 2,000 per 50 acres may be realized. 

The climate of the North-Western Provinces (at any rate above Ghdzipur) 
is not favourable for tobacco operations upon a large scale. In the first place, 
the plant would be exposed to much danger from frost and hail; and in the 
second place, the climate is so dry, that while a great deal of irrigation is re¬ 
quired for cultivation, a great deal of trouble must be incurred in regulating 
temperature during curing processes. There is little doubt that the climate of 
Upper Bengal, in which tobacco cultivation has already settled by a sort of 
natural selection, is much more favourable. 

The Gbazipur experiment confirms the idea, which has often been mooted, 
that indigo planters or other gentlemen who have land in Upper Bengal should 
attempt the cultivation and curing of tobacco. Operations required for tobacco¬ 
curing will apparently dovetail in well with those required for indigo manufac¬ 
ture. In the first place, the indigo gpdown can without great difficulty lie 
converted into a curing-house ; in the second place, it is clear of indigo at the 
season when it would be necessary to fill it with tobacco. The same argument 
applies to labour and supervision. The busy time with tobacco will be from 
November to Eebruary, wdien indigo has been already sent to market, and even 
if it is necessary to keej) tobaepo leaf in the curing-house till the rains, it ought 
to be packed before indigo is cut. 

In Virginia , a planter never confines his farming operations to tobacco, 
which, on tlie cdntmry, onlj^ occupies a comparatively small portion of his farm 
area. One planter indeed seldom cures more than 50 acres of tobacco in a year, 
and hardly ever attempts to grow so much as 100 acres. The produce of 50 
acres is usually as much as one curing-house and establishment can there under¬ 
take, and although it may be found that wdiere labour is as plentiful as it is in 
this country, a large area may be undertaken, it must be left to time and expe¬ 
rience to prove this. 

The following figures may be assumed as approximately indicative of the 
cost of production and curing:— 

50 acres at SOOlbs.

The above profit ought to be a sure one, since the estimates of SOOibs. an 
acre and 5d. a ft. are both very moderate. Moreover, experience has shown 
that the expenses of cultivation can be largely defrayed by the sale of a 
“ kuuti ” crop (leaves of second growth), which is not included in the SOOfts. 

The question of manufacturing will not now be raised. Manufactories 
will no doubt he eventually established in India if curing succeeds, but it will 
take many plantations to feed one manufactory. 

The cost of curing is now being tested at Ghdzipur, but will be still more 
accurately asceitained if planters will consent to try an experiment themselves 
on a small scale. 

ToIkmjco importers in England declare that there is no chance for iTidign 
leaf of good quality establishing itself firinly in the market otiIabs a regular 
supply of ]arg(^ quantities is annually despatched. It appears therefore desir¬ 
able that as mauy estates as possible should export properly cured l ea f , if there 
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is to be any chance of founding a regular trade between Bengal and Europe in 
the better class of leaf at a remuneratire price. * 

Prospects are sufficiently encouraging to invite further and more extended 
enterprise, and it is hoped tnat every advantage will be taken by those who 
have the power to make experimente of the facilities afforded by the Ghdzipur 
farqa of obtaining information. 

Enquiries will be answered and small quantities of Virginian seed supplied 
on application to the Office of Agriculture and Commerce, North-Western 
Provinces, imd, if possible, arrangements will be made to obtain a valuation of 
any cured leaf which may be prepared next season. 

Any information deducible from the Ghdzipur operations will be given to 
any one who may wish to ask further questions. The Ghdzipur farm is, more¬ 
over, open to public inspection. 

The instructions which follow are founded to a great extrait upon ex¬ 
perience gained at the Ghdzipur farm, and upon iiri'ormation given by the 
gentleman from Virginia who is engaged upon curing operations on that estate, 
and who thinks very favourably indeed of the prospects of tobacco in India. 

The Ghdzipur experiments have succeeded in showing that Indian tobacco 
can approach American tobacco in quality, and is so valued in the English 
market; and also show that if an export trade can be established the profits 
will be sufficiently good to prosecute the industry.* That the firm who have 
taken up tobacco enterprise at Ghdzipur believe in its capability is proved by 
the fact that they have imported a seqpnd curer from America, and have es¬ 
tablished a new centre of cultivation and curing in Upper Bengal, which 
c6untry I have for some time recommended as likely to be the most favourable 
to success. 

CULTIVATION OE TOBACCO. 

Seed, if possible, should be procured yearly from Virginia or other country 

where a good quality of tobacco is grown, and as 
seed is very light it costs little in carriage. The 
experiment is being tried of growing tobacco for seed in Kumaun, where the 
plant retains its delicacy and flavoxu* better than in the plains; and. if the plan 
succeeds, the same system may be adopted under which indigo seed is annually 
exported from the north to the south of the country. 

Soil for tobacco should be rich vegetable mould, with a limited quantity 

of nitrogenous manure. It is a mistake to put in 
■ too much organic manure, which renders tobacco 

leaf coarse, rank, and too full of saltpetre; well rott^ indigo refuse, house- 
sweepings, ashes, &c., are better on the whole than strong organic manure, 
although an admixture of the latter is necessary. The very best soil for 
tobacco is the virgin black mould of forest land, and the nearer an approach 
can be made to this class of soil the better. 

Tobacco should not, as a rule, be grown more than once in three years on 
the same soil, though, if the supply of manure is very abundant and land rich 
in humus, it may be grown every other year. It should not be preceded by 
opium, sugarcane, or other exhausting crops, unless it is an object to clear the 
land of an excess of nitrogenous matter. 

Soil should always be worked up by plough, rakes, &c., so as to be soft and 
powdery. This is most important. 

If it is possible to prepare and plough land chosen for cultivation before 
the rains commence, still better results will be obtained. 

If the supply of manure is deficient, it will be advisable to concentrate it 
either along the rows on which plants are to be grown, or at the spots where 
each seedling is to be planted. The latter plan may be adopted with advantage 
in the case of special manure, such as poppy refuse, rotted sheepdrmg, &c., of 
which the supply is limited. 

In proportion as manure is strong in oi^fanic matter, atobacco leaf will be 
heavy, coarse, and acrid, and although a better weight will be obtained per 
acre, the quality of leaf will be inferior. Although one of the points to be 
still ascermned by experiment is the proper amount of organic or nitrogenous 
manure which should be employed, yet the fact may be accepted that far too 
much is used, as a role, by natives (at any rate in the North-Western Provinces), 
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and that excess of such manure is probably the primary cause of the complaint 
constantly made in the home market against Indian tobacco, that it is too acrid 
and full of saltpetre. 

The bulk of tobacco exported from Virginia to Europe is a heavy leaf cured 
to a brown colour, and although it is a very much coarser, larger, and stronger 
flavoured leaf than that employed for the manufacture of “ golden leaf ” and 
first class tobacco, yet it is not so coarse, large, or strong flavoured as the rank, 
heavy leaf to be found in the rich patches of ground close to an Indian village 
site watered from nitrogenous wells. p, 

How much weight may be sacrificed to improvement of quality without 
injury to final result is therefore the problem to be solved. But whatever may, 
be the ultimate solution, there is no doubt that strenuous endeavours should be 
made to eliminate from aU early consignments of improved tobacco to the Eng¬ 
lish market those faults wMch have hitherto given Indian leaf a bad name. 

The necessity therefore of having a well-worked, rich vegetable soil as a 
base cannot be too strongly urged, and if no such soil exists in the vicinity of 
an indigo flictory where an experiment may be tried, it will be well to com¬ 
mence preparations as soon as possible, in order that the soil may be thoroughly 
mellowed by exposure to atmospheric influences. 

Ploughing in a green crop (of clover in America) is strongly recommended 
by more than one writer in “Tobacco Culture,” and it is specially stated that 
strong organic manure is much more useful after it has been worked under an¬ 
other crop than if put down immediately before a tobacco crop, notations of 
crops are prescribed which are not suited to this country, but from wliat is 
written on the subject, I believe the following rotation will be found adapted 
to Upper India. Assume the first year to commence 1st July 1878. 

Rains of 1878. —Heavy manuring with rich nitrogenous manure and 
deep ploughing. 

Cold weather, 1878-79. —^Plant sugarcane. 

Cold weather, 1879-80. —Harvest sugarcane. 

Rains, 18&0.- —Plough‘for kharif (judr or bajra). 

Cold weather, 1880-81. —Sow peas and gram, and plough in when full 
grown, but before seeding. 

Rains, 1881. —^Manure with vegetable refuse, ashes, and manure from 
stables or village heaps, and plant tobacco. 

Cold weather, 1881-83. —Remove tobacco and sow indigo. 

Rains of 1882. —Remove indigo, plough in vegetable and stable manure 
and sow wheat. 


Cold weather — 1882-83. —Harvest wheat, and prepare again for sugarcane. 
If tobacco is required more frequently, omit wheat and follow indigo by 


another green crop of gram and jjcas to be ploughed in, and repeat tobacco in 
1883, to be followed next year by heavy nitrogenous manuring and sugarcane. 

It is very important to get the plant as forward as possible, so as to begin 
Time of sowing. curipg before the hot weather Commences. Seed 

should be sown as soon as the first heavy rain has 

fallen. 

A second advantage of early sowing is, that irrigation may to a great extent 
be dispensed with, unless the later rains are very unfavourable. 

Early sowing may, however, often result in a destruction of seed or seed¬ 
lings by a heavy fall of rain, and in that case there is no help for ft but to re¬ 
sow or re-plant. 

Seed beds should be constructed on raised ground, in order to save plants 
Seed beds from excessive moisture, and should (if conveni¬ 

ent) in shady ground, so as to be protected from 
midday and afternoon sun. They should be well worked up with spades amd 
rs^es, and covered wjth two inches very fine, well rotted manure, free from litter 
(T.O, I. and IV.), to be mixed with the earth of the bed by raka 

&>w one gUl of seed for every 10 square yards, mixed with one quart of 
feie sifted ashes (T. 0., IL), the object of mixing being to disiribute and scatter 
the seeds at even intervals (T. 0., V.) If when the young plants come up they 
aee too ttuok thc^ ifliould be thinned ouh ^ 
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The greatest hare must be taken to watch the bed constantly, so as to keep 
out weeds, and no manure should be put down likely to engender them (T. C., 
II.) It is of much importance that seedlings should be strong and healthy. 

A bed “two rods long and 12 feet wide is enough for one acre” (T. C., IV.), 
but an extra supply of seedlings should always be maintained to meet deficien¬ 
cies caused by weather or accidents. 

If weather is dry the bed should bo kept damp, and weak Uquid manure 
may be occasionally given with advantage (T. C., III. and V.) 

If plants are ready early in the season, the field to which they are removed 

must be made up into ridges, so as to prevent their 
““ ■ being soaked by the continual rain to wliich they 

will be subject. 

'Transplanting should, if possible, take, place when the weather is not ex¬ 
cessively dry. 

Seedlings are ready to be transplanted when they have four to six leaves, 
and are four to six inches high (T. C., III.), which will be (if seeds germinate 
properly) about six or eight weeks after sowing. 

Seedlings may be carried in baskets from the bed to the field. They should 
be planted not deeper than they stood in the seed bed (T. C., II.), from'2| to 3 
feet apart. The latter distance is best. A hole should be made with the 
finger for inserting the seedling, and care should be taken that roots are not bent. 

" Dirty” tobacco is objected to in a European market, and plants should, as 

„ , - . , far as rwssible, be protected from wind, which 

TO ec ion rom win . both breaks them and covers them with dust. If 

the tobacco field is in an exposed portion, a hedge or hedges of some sort, 
whether permanent or temporary, should be raised. Hows of safilower or arhar 
may serve the required purpose. 

Careful weeding should be kept up until leaves have begun to spread to 

such an extent that hoeing would break them. As 
“ each plant grows, the soil shquld be earthed up 

in a “ hill ” round it, and the sun-ounding soil lopsened. 

Topping, i. e., removal of top, should be comSnenced “ When the button 

(». «?., blossom or top) of the stalk has put out 
sufficiently to be taken hold of without injury to 
the leaves ” (T. C., I.) The number of leaves which should be left when 
topping is uncertain. It depends on the forwardness of the plant, and one 
advantage of starting plants early is that “ they will have more leaves at the 
time of topping and give a more remunerative crop ” (T. C., III.) The general 
deductions to be drawn from the “ Tobacco Culture ” papers is that very strong 
healthy plants may have 12 to 16 leaves, and poorer ones 8 to 12. The curer at 
Ghdzipur recommends 10 to 12. 

The lower leaves which draggle on the ground, and are thereby damaged, 
should be removed at the time of topping or earlier. [Such leaves cured .tSter 
native fashion fetched as much as B.s. 5 a maund at GMzipur.] 

After topping, suckers appear which “ ^ring out abundantly from*the 
bottom of the plant where it joins the stalk (T. C., I.), 
tto enng. places higher up where the stem of a leaf 

joins the stalk” (T. C., III.) Constant attention must bo paid to their 
removal. 

The better the soil, and the more thoroughly it is worked by plough or 
irri spade, the less is irrigation required; early planting 

mga ion. saves irrigation. But although, and especially 

in a moist climate, irrigation may thus be reduced to a wiiniimiTri, it will be 
advisable to have means of irrigation available to bring the plants to proper 
maturity at the end of the rains, or during the rainy season if the fall is 
scanty. 

The plants must be cut when they are thoroughly ripe. This may bo seen. 

Time of cutting. Ws bwoiiung dotted over with yellow 

spots, and by their assummg a roughish appearance. 
Also, if any portion of a leave be doubled between the finger and thumb, it 
will crack if thoroughly ripe.

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“ It is ready if leaves when held against the sun show yfellowish, reddish, 
or brownish spots, feel sticky, and when bent break off short and clean.’* 
(T. C., II.) 

After the first cutting a second growth {kunti crop) springs up, which, if 
the field has been well cultivated and planted out 
econ grow . early, yields a large return, as much, in some 

instances, as f^ur or five maunds per acre. Tliis at Ghazipur is given to culti¬ 
vators for sale in the bazaar. 

METHOD OF DEALING WITH CULTIVATORS. 

On the home farm at Ghazipur the following pi’actice has been insti¬ 
tuted :— 

The first crop is bought from the cultivator at the following rates :— 

1st class plants at 2 aRnas for ten plants. 

2nd class plants at 1^ anna „ 

drd class plants at 1 anna ,, ,, 

4th class plants at 6 pies „ ,, 

The second or kunti crop is given to the cultivator. 

Suppose one field realizes plants of all classes in equal number, say 1,000 
of each. The cultivator will receive Rs. 33-12-0, plus the value of his kunti 
crop, say Rs. 10. If the field is properly cultivated there ought to be little 
difficulty in bringing up the whole crop to second quality. 

Where cultivators not on a home farm have to be dealt with, they must 
be supplied with good seed and instmcted how to cultivate, especially in regard 
to the use of less organic and more vegetable manure, and to planting out at 
greater intciwals. In order to induce them to do this a higher price than that 
prevailing in the bazaar must be given for good plants. If a commencement i8 
made on a small scale (i. <?., by inducing e.ultivators to adopt the new seed and 
method on a small portion of their tobacco area, and by giving them a liberal 
prico for the outturn), it is possible that they may in time be persuaded by self- 
interest to grow good tobacco on a larger scale. Plants of very large size, if 
coarse, should not be bought,. especially at first, as it is a point of extreme 
impori«‘ince to persuade tli« cultivator that he should grow for quality, not 
quantity. 

CURING. 

Generax Remarks. 

Objects of curing. The scicncc of curing operations is— 

(1)—^To fix in tobacco leaf the colour wliich is required. 

(2;—^^fo retain flavour and strength. 

(3)—To secure a leathery texture. 

Colour once fixed cannot be altered easily, and never without detriment to 

quality. The colour which it is desirable to secure 
may vary, but in no case should the colour which is 
fixed be either green or mottled. The colours admissible range from dark- 
brown to very bright-yellow. 

, Cedour is finally fixed at any stage by allowing leaf to dry rapidly. If 
(|ui(rkly dried when green or mottled, it will remain green or mottled. If it 
has changed from green to yellow, a yellow colour can be fixed by rapid drying. 
If after changing from green to yellow slow drying is continued, a further 
change will ensue to a darker and darker brown, which may be fixed at any 
shade by the application of heat or dry air. 

The brightest colour in America is “fancy bright,’* a very bright- gold 
colour—rarely exjwrtcd—used for smoking in America, but not perhaps superior 
to less brightly-coloured leaf. It is preferred on account of its good looks. 

“ Bright” and “ medium bright” are used for the manufacture of what is 
known as golden leaf. The best has medium bright “ fillers” with bright 
“wrappers;” “wrappers” being the covering leaves, and’“ fillei-s” the inside 
leavers of a manufactured cake of tobacco. 

Brown fillers may be, and often arc, as good as bright fillers, and, as a rule, 
are genc'rally u.sed. But as only a fine delicate leaf can be cured bi'ight, the 
chances :ire in favour of bright fillers having a finer flavour than brown fillers. 
The bulk of leaf us(Mi iu manufacture is brown, and not yellow, because it is 
more easily and cheaply cultivated. 

Tlie golden rule to be observed for preserving such flavour and strength as 

FWonr «d strength. M contains is not to aUow it to un¬ 

dergo change from a dry to a moist state, and ag^ 
pxm a ]Uoist sdate to a dry state more often- than can be helped. Every titnn

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such a change oftcurs the tobacco gets (according to the American phrase) 
** into case and out of case,” and on each occasion loses strength and flavour by 
the evaporation of its essences. 

A leathery texture is secured by drying slowly and gradually at first, at 
.which stage, if cured rapidly, the leaf becomes 
papery and crisp. 

The following systems of curing are practised 
in America, and are technically tcrm^— 

{ Coal-curing. 

Flue-curing.

I. —In air-tight houses tlie moisture or dryness of the atmosphere is re¬ 
gulated by charcoal fire (coal-curing) or hot air flues (flue-curing). Such houses 
are only used when it is desired to cure a bright-coloured tobacco which requires 
very rapid drying. Flues are of recent introduction. Air-tight houses must be 
used in this country for curing the same class of tobacco, but the natural heat 
and dryness of the atmosphere \rill not require the same amount of artificially- 
raised heat as is necessary in a colder climate. Indeed it is probable that in 
some parts of this country where the air is very dry and hot no fires will he 
wanted. It may be, on the other hand, necessary to guard against too rapid 
drying either by applying steam or by keeping the house moist with water in some 
form, though it is very improbable indeed that any such appliance will be required 
with early cut tobacco in Bengal. 

It must be remembered, too, tliat the natuml e\^aporation of tobacco leaves 
will produce a good amount of moisture in the room, which may be increased 
by stringing the plants in as close proximity and iu as great numbers as space 
will allow, although in iio case should they be allowed to press against 
each other. 

Natural evaporation suffices in America, and should be utilized as far as 
practicable in this country, so as to prevent, if pocsible, the necessity of intro¬ 
ducing artificial moisture, which is expensive and troublesome. It is probable 
that in Bengal, where the atmospliere is not so (excessively dry as in Upper 
India, natural evaporation will sufiico in maintaining a necessary amount of 
moisture. 

II. —It may be laid down as a general rule that tlie more the curing-house 

House or barn not air-tight. approximates to an air-tight condition the better; 

Wood-curing. hut in America the curing-house is often a loosely 

constructed bam, with more or less apertures admitting air, and this is suffi¬ 
cient for curing ordinary brown leaf, which forms the bulk of exported tobacco. 
In Virginia wood is usually burnt in such houses for tlie purpose of drying and 
smoking the leaf (wood-curing). A few small logs or heaps of sticks are placed 
in rows at intervals of four or five feet underneath the hanging plants, and are 
kept burning for longer or shorter times according to the state of the atmos¬ 
phere. Sometimes these fires are lighted each morning and allowed to bum for 
a few hours, and then to die out. This is continued until all sap is dried out of 
the stem as well as the leaf. If the sap remains in the stalk the leaf absorbs 
it and is thereby discoloured. 

The drier the climate the less burning will be wanted. It may be so dry 
that no burning is required, and that, as noted before, the admission of dry air 
is more to be guarded against than that of moisture. 

In air-curing no burning is used. The atmosphere is regulated as wedl as 

Air curin Opening and shutting the barn dooi*s, 

• ir-cumig. hanging the leaves further apart (to reduce 

the amount of evaporation) than when fire is used. Air-drying is practised 
in the northern states of America, but not much in Virginia on account of the 
uncertainty of the result. 

III. —In sun-drying tobacco is cured in the open air, the plants being 

. slung in closer proximity than in a house, so as to 

keep off the sun’s direct rays from the bulk of the 
leaf. This process is generally employed for tobacco intended for chewing, as 
it is free from a smoky flavour. It does not appear to be adapted to the climate 
of Upper India. 

These preliminary indications of the objects of curing operations will 
enable the following notes to he better understood. The instructions which 
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they contain are not intended to be absolute, but only suggestive of the pro¬ 
cesses which, as far as present experience goes, are believed to be best adapted 
to this climate. 

The Virginian curer strongly recommends wood-curing if fine brown 
System of curing to be adopted in tobacco is wanted, OT charcoal-buming if golden 
l“dia. leaf is required. This is the system adopted at 

Ghdzipur, and if circumstances admit of proper buildings and appliances, it is 
doubtless much more satisfactory and safe to adopt the firing system which is 
followed in the best tobacco-curing states which export most largely, especially 
08 air^dried leaf does not stand a sea voyage so well as fire-cured leaf But 
natives wiU probably find it too elaborate and expensive a plah, and for them 
•I recommend air-curing on the American method, at any rate until it is proved 
that air-curing is not sufficient. It*must not be expected that the finer classes 
of cured tobacco will thus be produced, but if other instructions as to cultiva¬ 
ting and treatment after drying are followed, there is no reason why good 
average “shipping tobacco,” as it is called in America, should not be cured 
without fires, except in a very damp climate. It is probable that the northern 
states of America are less humid than the southern states, and that in this 
circumstance we may find a reason why fires are universal in the latter, and not 
in the former. If fires are not used care must be taken not to crowd plants too 
closely, or evaporation will prevent drying. “ The better plan is to have suffi- 
“cient house-room, and hang it tliin in houses not too large, which have 
“ windows and doors so as to admit light and air, and by closing them in 
“ bad weather exclude the rain and •dampness, which materially damage the 
“ tobacco, besides injuring the colour of it.” (T. C., I.) 

The construction of a curing-house will be best understood by a special 
U6scTiptioii of curiDg-room and illustration. A room A B C I) IS 18 feet long by 
scafiEoiding. IS feet wddc and 24 feet in height.* 

(1.) Pi P 2 , two strong posts 8 feet high are erected 6 feet from each other 
and from the walls A B G D, and 9 feet from the walls AD,.BC. 

(2). Across these posts, with one end nailed to them and the other resting 
in holes in the wall, are placed four strong beams, each a little over 
nine feet. These are made to form a horizontal frame or tier eight 
feet from the ground. Diagram 1 shows the position of the posts

and beams, only the square in the upper left comer being furnished 

with bamboos and tobacco sticks. A similar frame-work is con-

structed at rather less than every four feet above the lowest tier, 
so that there arc five horizontal tiers;— 

(1) 8 feet from the groaud. 

(2) About 12 ditto ditto. 

(3) About IG ditto ditto. 

(4f) About 20 ditto ditto. 

(5) About 2'l! ditto ditto close to the ceiling. 

(3;) Transversely to the cross-beams, and at intervals of three feet, are ^ 
nailed strong male bamboos, the ends resting in holes in the wall 
where necessary. 

Diagram 2 shows a room of three tiers, with scaffolding in course of

construction, the middle tier only being furnished with male bamboos ’for two- 
thirds of its width. 

(4.) At right-angles to, and resting loosely on, each pair of male bambfK>‘=', 
are placed tobacco sticks, ^.c., sticks on which tobacco plants are 
hung. The “ sticks” should b«) tliin bamboos about three feet six 
inches long; each stick being calculated to hold at least five fulJ- 
sized plants, and they should be placed upon the male bamboos at 
intervals of about eight inches. 
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.Diagram 3 represents a tobacco stick resting upon a pair of male bamboos.

It is not necessary that the lengths and distances given above should be 
strictly observed. The arrangement of the scaffolding depends much upon the 
character and size of the room, which, if narrow, may not require, upriglit 
posts at all. 

In scafFolding described in “ Tobacco Culture,” the distance between the 
poles corresponding to the male bamboos is four, not three feet, n distance 
which will require tobacco sticks of four feet six inches, instead of three feet 
six inches. 

Tlie scaffolding, specially in the upper tiers, must be strong, as the weight 
of gr(;en tobacco is very great. 

The distance of the lowest tier from the ground, eight feet, is determined 
by the fact that no part of the liung plants should be h^ss than five feet from 
the fires which are placed on the ground for curing purposes. The ordina¬ 
ry length of a good plant is three feet, so that the entire distance required is 
eight feet. 

Cubic space of curing-room re- Wc arc now in a position to calculate the amount 
quivc'd lor one wre. of poonq required for euj*ing. 

Eaidi tier in the house above di'scribed will carry 810 plants. 

[Eacb slick bolds five plants each, and each pair of baraboos bolds nine slicks, and there are 
three rows, each with six pairs of bamboos. The number of plants on each tier is therefore 
5x95Cfix:3=S10.] 

There arc five tiers, and the total number of plants is therefore 4,050, 
wliich is about the number of good plants to be taken from one acre. 

Hut the same room can be utilize d for curing the produce of at least one- 
half acre more, if the plants to be cured are not all ready at the same time ; 
the jdaiits already cured being pushed close together, so as to make room for 
another lot. 

* The hoviso above described is therefore amply suflicient for an acre and a 
iialf, and since the measurements given for distances, between plants and sticks 

dcssignedly maximum distances, it follows that the house could, if really re- 
. quiw^d. « nre a still larger quantity. 

Roughly we may estimate 5,000 cubic feet as necessary for an acre. 
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But the cubic space required per acre will be greater in proportion to re¬ 
duction in height of the house, since the lowest tier is eight feet from the 
ground, and the higher tiers only half that distance apart. 

Thus, take a room of three tiers. It must be 16 foot high, and will 
only carry 3 X 810 plants ( =2,430) at one time, whereas a room of 24 feet 
in. height, i.e., 50 per cent, higher, carries 4,050 plants, or 66 per cent, more 
plants. 

If a room is prepared for tobacco in which it is not intended to light fires 
the tiers should bo further apart, say 4| to 5 feet, and the lowest one may then 
be the same distance from the ground. In such a house the cubic room for an 
acre comes to about the same amount. 

The chapter on cultivating operations concluded with a description of the 
Cutting and removal of leaf to appearaiiccs presented by plants ready to be cut. 

They should next be cut for removal to the house. 

It is not considered necessary to gather leaves sepcaratcly, unless the object 
is to make cigar-wrappers. Leaves of different classes will be sorted after 
curing. Plants should be cut by knives Wo inches from the ground, and laid 
down with the “butts” towards the sun, and allowed to “wilt” or soften 
for a short time, say a quarter of an hour. 

The best time for cutting is in the morning, after the dew is off the leaf, 
or in the evening; extremely dry and windy weather should be avoided. Ex¬ 
posure to sun is certain to produce “ sun bliglit” and fermentation, which* 
will fix the colour of parts of the loaves a dingy green (the injury is irremedi¬ 
able) ; nor slvould plants be j)iled in heaps and left thus for any length of time, 
as fermentation would again be the result. 


After lying at most a quarter of an hour in the sun (with the butts in the 
direction of the sun) the plant should be removed to shade or to the curing- 
house. They may indeed be removed at once to the curing-house, without 
allowing any time for wilting, if put carefully intsmall quantities into baskets 
wliicli may be rcmovc^d on coolies’ heads. 

If plants are removed in carts, let them be carefully handled and placed 
in two rows with tlic “ butts” projecting towards the sides of the carts, and the 
“ tails” interlapping within. 


On arrival at the curing-house the plants sliould be laid out in the veran- 
. . , ^ , dab or sliade, evenly*, five or six deep. Coolies 

rnva a curing- loubo. should not be allowed to take them out of carts in 

armfuls, or in any way likely to break the leaves, but to hold them by the 
butts, two or tlirec only at a time. 


The best way of hanging tobacco is found at Glidzipur to be by “spiking,” 
and not by slinging, as suggested in the first edition 
of this note. S])litting the stem (sometimes 
practised) is objectionable, as inducing too quick an evaporation of moisture. 

Thin bamboos or tobacco sticks of the requisite length sliould have already 
been prepared in sufficient number. The following is the mode of filling sticks 
given in “ Tobacco Culture (T. C., I.) :— ^ 

The tobacco being brought to the barn, should be unloaded on a platform or bench 
convenient for handling. An iron socket, about 6 inches long, j by IJ inch at the big end, 
tapering to a sharp point, is necessary; the sticks should be shaved so as to fit the socket as 
near as possible, but do not bring the stick to a sharp point, or it will not lie firmly on the rail. 
Have a 1^-inch bole bored three inches deep in the barn-post, three feet from the ground or 
• floor; lot the hole be bored slanting down a little, sp that the socket end of the lath may be 
the higlicst; put the end of the stick that is not tapered into this hole, and the socket on the 
lath; tiike hold of a stalk with the right hand, about one foot from the butt-end, bring it 
against the point of the socket, six inches from the butt of the stalk, grasp the butt with the 
left hand, and give the right hand a firm, quick jerk to start the stalk to split; then with both 
hands pull it back against the post, and so on until you have the stick full. The stalks should 
not be crowded on the sticks four or five inches apart is close enough; eight or nine large 
stalks are enough for a four-feet stick. Having filled the stick, remove the socket, lay your 
stick of tobacco on tbc fioor, and go on sticking until the load is all stuck; or it is a good 
plan to have rails laid on the lower tier, and hang for the present as you stick. While one 
or two hands are hanging one load, another may be in tlie field bringing in another. 
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Tlii< is prartioally the same method as that now recommended at Gliazijpur. 
It should bo added that plants must not be nearer than four to six inches from 
each otiior. 

Tlio best way to manage liangingis to have coolies standing on the rows of 

bamboos at inteiwals up to the top tier; other coolies 
bring in the tobacco sticks from the place where 
they are prepared and hand to the lowest coolies, who hand them to the coolies 
in the tier next above, and so on, the last set of coolies jdacing tlie sticks across 
the bamboos. Tlie top tier being lilled first, every endeavour should be made 
to fill one room in tAVo or tlirce days, or otherwise it will be impossible for the 
tobacco to be of uniform quality and ripeness. 

The house should bo jilled as qukkly as possible, so that all the leaf may 
^ ^ , be in somewliat the same condition at starting, and 

‘ijuationo atmosp ere. 1)0 suse('ptiblc to the saiuo treatment throughout. 

Enough has beem said to sliow tli d the main object i.s, aaIkmi once the house has 
been tilled, to regulate its atmosphere according to tlic state of the leaf, and it 
is evident therefore that all the leaf in the house should, as far as possible, be in 
a uniform condition. 

Tlie regulation of the atmosphere in the house must depend greatly upon 
the condition of the atmosphere outside, and a great deal must therefore be left 
to the judgment of the curcr. 

The first point is to iwevent the leaf drying up in a green state, and slow- 
jiess of curing is at this stage very necessary. In an aii*-tight or nearly air¬ 
tight room tlic’! doors should be closed so as to keep in the evaporating moisture 
of the plants, Avhich should, for at least three or four days and longer if the 
weather is Acry dry, be strung closely together, after Avhicli they should l)e 
opened out. If they shoAV any sigijs of crispness, which may he tested by ex¬ 
amining the ti]>s of the leaves Avhich are the first to dry up, some artificial 
means of increasing moisture must be employed. 

If a proper degree of moisture is maintained the leaA’cs will gradually turn 
partially yelloAv, fiuged Avith §i*een, especially aliout the stem. At this stage 
more ra])id drying should be introduced. If the outer atmosi)hcre is itself dry, 
it may be suflicient to open thf' doors of the house. Otherwise (and, as a rule, 
it will he desirable) fires of charcoal or AA'ood may he employed, so as to induce 
a gradually iiicrc'asing tenn)erature. 

Slow and gradual drying have already been indicated as necessary to develop 
the leathery character of loaf Avhich is so mucli roqtared, and the absence of 
which is at present one of the groat dedects of Indian cured leaf. 

Eircs may usually be lighted AAithin a Aveok after first hanging up the 
plants, and after tires are begun a temperature of 70° or 80° may be allowed, 
increasing gradually until the leaf accpiirt's either the yellow or the brown colour 
which it is desirable to fix. 

If it is desired to fix a yellow colour, a gradually increasing amount of 
Iteat from 00° to 180° must be acquired. The more rapid and fiereie the drying 
is at this stage the brighter will be the yellow obtained, if the leaf is such as is 
capable of assuming a very bright yclloAV. 

It may he noticed here that a small delicately nurtured leaf of thin texture 
is the only one? in Avhich it is worth while attempting to induce a very bright 
gold colour. Such a leaf is grown on rich vegetable mould, not on^ strong or¬ 
ganic manure, and is of better quality and flavour when groAvn in a epoi than 
in a Avarm climate. 

If brown is the colom* required, drying must be slower, and the final heat, 
kept at from 100° to 120°. 

It is safer to cure brown than yellow, as a large percentage of leaf is liable 
to b(!corae moHled under the ficrcjo heat (mijdoyed for yellow, unless the whole 
of the li^af is in ]>]*eeis('ly the same condition wdien heat is applied. It will prob¬ 
ably pay better, ('xoept for manufacturing purjAOses, to cure a coarse loaf brown 
than to attempt to cure it yelloAv. If yellow is wanted, remember that charcoal 
is lyiiv.'vilmi wood, as the intense smoko of wood is liable to giA-e a smoky 
i^voiu to t a* leaf. 

When a houseful has been cured, the plants may be closed up without 
iiyuiy and new tobacco hung in the cleared space. It must be borne in mind, 
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however, that when haK the leaf in a room is dried and half green there will be 
only one*half of the evaporating moisture from leaf in the room that there was 
when it was fixed with green leaf. The air is drier therefore, and there will be 
in dry weather a risk of leaf drying up green if moisture be not artificially 
introduced by pans of water, &o. • 

The following extract on drying up” is from (T. C. VI.) :— 

‘ Drying simply means to dry out all the juices of the plant, which can only be done artifi¬ 
cially by evaporation through the agency of heat, which must be obtained either from the sun 
or from fires. 

It is important, for many reasons, that the evaporation be as rapid as possible. Left to 
the sun alone, it would require, in ordinary seasons, at least three months. I have seen plants 
of ripe tobacco of a green colour in January ; and I have seen whole crops perfectly cured by 
fire in five days. The latter was the plan in* Virginia, the fire being kept up night 
and day during that period. I have not used fire for that purpose since I came to this 
state (Ohio) seventeen years ago. But whether here or anywhere else, if large quantities of 
freshly cut tobacco be stored in a close house, it will rot or mould during long spells of warm, 
damp weather, if fire were not used. Tobacco well ripened, and timely cut in onlinary seasons, 
can be cured by the 1st of January* without lire, if suffered to remain on the scaffolds a week, 
and then placed in sheds with open ends and sides; but the roofs should not leak. Rains will 
not injure it any time during the first eight or ten days after cutting in any other way than by 
delaying the process of chring. 


A large number of small fires is better than a few large ones, as tHey diffuse 

boat more ecpially. The number required depends 
on the heat necessary (wbieb must be tested by 
thermometers). Tiy ten feet apart, and.if insuflBlcient add more. Place fires, if 
possible, so that no leaf is exactly above the flame. 

A close-grained wood is best as fuel, e, g.^ babul, oak, sliisham, &c.; three or 
four small logs are crossed over each other for each fire, the ground being slightly 
hollowed out for the pui’poso. Two coolies must be employed to keep up fires, 
one to relieve the other, as the smoke is trying. 

*l^hc next point is to know when tobacco is cured. On tliis question I 

quote the following extiact from “ Tobacco Culture” 
(T. C., VI.) 


Prwautioiis subKeqiiont to curing. 


It may be asked—-Are there any certain signs or indications to shew when tobacco is per¬ 
fectly cured? 1 think there are; and with the exercise of a little judgment tliere can be no 
mistake. There should not be the least greeniices of colour or scent about the stalk, the stem, 
or any portion of the leaf; and stems should be so brittle that they will snap short in bending 
them in dry weather. With fire it can be put in such a condition in one week ; but without 
tire, in ordinary seasons, it will require till Christmas (three months). 

Cured tobacco left hanging in the house must be carefully watched and 
prevented from becoming mildewed, and on cloudy, damp, or rainy days small 
fires should be lighted in order to keep it in uniform condition. 

The best time for striking or bringing down from the scaffold is in moderately 
Strikinc^ wet weather. If the atmosphere is damp, and there 

” is not much rain, the doors may be left open until the 

leaves arc moist enough to admit of their being handled early. But it is very 
important that they should not be too damp, or they will heat when ‘‘ hulked,” 
and be ruined. 

“ They must not” (according to the instructions in the first note) be too 
moist—just damp enough only to admit of handling gently without breaking; 
just in a condition, indeed, in which rough handling would break them.” 

Thus also in “ Tobacco Culture” (T. C., VIII.) advice is given to strike 
“ when the leaf is in as low case as convenient, if it will bear handling without 
breaking. If in too high case it will be liable to mould when btdkcd.”t 


Readers of “ Tobacco Culture” must be cautioned that much of wliat is 

there written under this head (bulking refers to air- 
cured tobacco, of which some part is generally im¬ 
perfectly dried. The following were the instructions given in the original 
pamphlet, and founded upon the advice of the Ghazipur curer:— 


Bulking. 


* The date does not apply to India. 

t ** Low case" and “ high case** are technical terms. ** In case*' means damp .and pliable enough to handle. 
High case'* means therefore very damp and pliable; “low case” alightly^iamp and pliable# 


n 
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Then (i. e., when just moist enoug-h to handle and strike") the plants must be balked," 
i. e,y placed in heaps or stacks in the following way \— 

Two rows of plants should be built up, the plants being alternately laid with their "butts" 
outwards, and " tails" lapping a few inches. The height of the stack should be three or four 
feet. The length any distance convenient. When built up, the stacks should be covered, so 
as to exclude damp, with turpentine-cloth or something of the kind. 

The object of bulking is to prevent too much moisture being absorbed, and also to induce 
a*gentle fermentation. If plants are kept hanging separate they will absorb too much moisture 
and become mouldy. If rains are very heavy, and very excessive moisture gets into the curing- 
house, it may be advisable to keep bulks dry by lighting fires. But cauthm must be used in 
doing this, as if leaves are dried and again exposed to moisture they will (as previously ex¬ 
plained) lose flavour and strength in the process. 

If a good fall of rain should occur at any time from March to May, *. before regular 
rains set in, it will be advisable to take thejtobaoco down and bulk it then. 

The above instructions stand, with the following additional cautions :— 

(1.) If the bulk heats violently, so that the hand inserted cannot bear the 
heat, it must be opened up and repacked. This is liable to occur within 36 
hours after bulking (T. C., III.) 

(2.) No improperly or imperfectly cured leaves ought to find their way 
into the bulk. 

(3.) The caution about not bulking the leaf when too wet must be care¬ 
fully attended to. 

(4.) If weather permit, the best plan is to take down and bulk at one 
time so much as can be stripped in two or three days (see “ stripping and 
sorting’*). The bulk is then opened out for stripping just when it does good to 
open it out and rebulk it in “ hands.” 

(6.) Cover the bulks with a rather weighty covering [a roof of tobacco 
stalks is strongly recommended underneath the tarpaulins or other covering of 
the kind.] 

(6.'' Take care not to bulk on damp ground. It is desirable to lay a 
founiition of logs or sticks. 

The plants may be removed from “ bulk ” for the operations of stripping 
. • . %nd sorling when there is only a moderate amount 

tnppmg an sorting. moisture in the air. If they are opened out 

when there is much moisture the flavour and strength will be injured, and if 
bulked again or packed in that state will become mouldy. If the bulk is 
opened in good weather, and very damp weather comes on, the plants, if very 
wet, must be hung up again until they become quite diy, and taken down 
again when a moderate degree of moisture returns and the bulking process 
repeated. This must be done at any stage before packing, i.e., whether the 
stripping and sorting has been effected or not. 

Stripping merely consists in pulling the leaves off the stalk; and when 
coolies become proficient, one man should take off all loaves of one kind of size, 
quality and colour, and a second should take off leaves of another kind, and so 
on. At first, however, each plant had better be stripped entirely by one man 
and the leaves roughly sorted by him. A second sorting may then be made 
afterwards. Sorting of course requires some skill and experience, which cannot 
be acquired very quickly. 

The method of tying up hands is described in full detail in the extract from 
T. C., I., quoted in the appendix. 

Most of the American writers give instructions to follow the practice noted 

above at (4), viz., only to strike aj? one time so 

General remarks on bulking much as Can he stripped in tvvo Or three days, so 
an h ripping. plant with the stalk on may only remain 

in bulk for tliat time. But it must be remembered they arc writing of plants 
which have not undergone the process of ** curing by fire,” a process more com¬ 
mon apparently in the Virginia State than in any other. Stalks, if not dried 
by fire, retain xnore moisture than if fire-cured, and are therefore more likely 
to spoil and cause fermentation in the bulk. The explanation of the seeming 
nifferenec intone between the instractions given by the writers from whom I 
have made extracts (see appendix) is that those who advocate striking only so 
much ^ can be stripped at once are accustomed to air-curing only, while those 
who admit of bulking*plunti^ for a length of time before opening out for strip- 
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ping pinposes, seem to be accustomed to the firing process. The writer of 
T. C., VI., states that he came from Virginia to Ohio, and that while in the 
former state fires were kept up night and day, in the latter he had never used 
fire, and he is the writer who says that unstripped plants may be kept in bulk 
‘‘ for years.” 

A minimum length of time for which tobacco should remain in bulk 
(whether stripped or unstripped) cannot easily be fixed. One writer m 
Tobacco Culture ” (T. C., III.) says “ 20 to 80 days, until all heat has gone. 
Others are silent, or appear to mean that bulks need only be kept in that form 
as long as is convenient (see extract fromT. C., VIII., quoted in the appendix). 
The following extract also bears upon the point, and is further useful as im¬ 
pressing the desirability of placing weights on the bulk, for which purpose (as 
previously indicated) it should be remembered that tobacco stalks may be 
utilized in addition to other coverings used to exclude air :— 

While in the ^M)ulk,"a8 we must now call the piled tobucco, much care must be taken lest 
the pile heats if the slightest warmth is perceptible the pile must be overhauled and re-bulked 
in piles of less height, without weig^hts upon the top; but generally the tobacco will con¬ 
dition” for packing in a short time, when it will remain without packing without much injury, 
ill the same shape for a long time. If it is not convenient to pack, however, the tobacco had 
better be re-bulked in piles of greater height, and pressed with heavy weights. 

PACKING (TECHNICALLY ‘'PRIZING”) (T. C., VIL) 

The following paragraph is taken from the original note published in this 
office;— 

If in right order, hands should then be pabked in boxes, tiei'cos, or bales alternately, 
butts outward, level, and straight. It is best to press them with a screw or lever, but not so 
hard that the leaves cannot be easily opened when taken out. The packages should be as 
close and air-tiglit as possible to prevent absorption of moisture. 

I quote the following from “ Tobacco Culture ” (T. C., I.) :— 

Boxing. —Boxes should be made 30 inches square by 4-2 inches in length outside; saw the 
end-boards 28 inclies long, nail them to two H inch square slats, so that the head will be 28 
iuches square ; when two lieads are made, nail the sides of the box to the heads so as to come 
even with the outside of the head, the sides being 28 inches tvide; then nail the bottom on 
firmly; the top can be nailed slightly until after the tobacco is packed, when it can be nailed 
firm. Set your box by the side of the bulk, and let one hand get in the box and another pass 
the tobacco to him, one hand at a time, taking care not to shake it out, but put in the box us 
it comes from bulk, with the butt of the hand next the end of the box. Place close and press 
with the knee firmly ; hiy alternate courses at each end, and if the tobacco is not long enough 
to lap sulllciently to fill the centre, put a few hands crosswise in the centre. When the box is 
full, place it under a lever; have a follower, which is a cover made of inch boards, nailed to two 
pieces of scanfling and made to fit inside of the box; lay this on the tobacco, and build with 
blocks of scantling on it of a sunicieiiL height for the lever to he clear of the box when pressed. 
Press down firmly with a strong lever, and, while kneeling in another box full, let the lever 
remaiu so that the tobacco gets set in the box. When ready, take the lever off and fill up as 
before, about six inches higher than the box; press it below the top of the box, take off your 
lever, and nail on the top as quickly as possible. Some use tobacco-presses lor packing, whicli 
are perhaps more convenient; they are of various patterns, but a lever saves the expense of a 
press and is in the icuch of all. If tobacco is sold at the shed, it should be sold before packing, 
being easier examined in bulk than box. 

In conclusion I extract the following statistics from “ Tobacco Culture” 
(T. C., V.) The returns from “ a little more than three-fourths an acre” are 
said to have been:—

This example indicates strongly the superior value of well-cured leaves 
which are utilizable as wrappers or leaves used in manufacture for the outside 
of tobacco cakes and cigars. 
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The cost of producing one acre worth is estimated by the same writer at 
90 dollars, or about Rs. 180 to 200:—

Kotb.—O ne-half of the manure is debitotl to tobacco, the other half to succeeding ci'ops. 

The charges in India would he very much less, but so, on the other hand, 
would be receipts. The class of leaf noted in this instance is, however, much 
above the average of x4merican tobacco sent to England, which is usually j)riccd 
at 6rf. to . per pound. 


APPENDIX. 

Opinion of writers in Tobacco Culture on BulUng, 

Stripping. —When the tobacco is sufficieiitly cured to strip, which will be after it has been 
well frozen and dried out, you will have to watch for it to gpet in ease for handling; when 
a warm, wet, misty spell of weather comes throw open the doors to allow the tobacco to take 
the damp. When the steihs of the leaves are so limber that they will not snap, and^the leaves 
are pliable, but not too wet, take down a sufficient quantity to strip for two or tliree days; take 
it off the sticks, make a temporary cribe of boards about four feet wide, and bulk the tobacco 
in it, laying the tops in, butts out, next the boards. After you have made your bulk, cover 
with an old carpet, boards, or anything else handy, to keep it from getting too damp or from 
drying out. Care should be taken that the bulk does not heat; if the stalks are wet or there is 
anpuncurediobacco^ fortp-eightiJhrs is sufficie?ti to spoil the tobacco. During the winter there 
are generally several tobacco seasons, and by improving them the stripping can all be done 
before March. Having the bulk down we now proceed to strip for market; lay a pile of the 
tobacco on a bench or platform about two feet high, and let the most careful and handy man 
take a stalk in his left hand, give it a shake to make the leaves hang out free, then pick off 
four or five of the bottom or ground leaves, and any badly torn or diseased leaves, and all such 
as are not considered prime; do not put any frosted or leaves in, as it spoils the tobacco; 

pass the stalk that is primed to the stripper, and let him take off the prime leaves. Take off 
one leaf at a time, keeping them straight in the hand; when a sufficient nCirnber are taken off 
to make what is called a hand of tobacco, take a leaf in the right hand, put the thumb of the left 
hand on the end of the leaf about one inch from the butt of the hand or bunch, and pass the 
leaf around once or twice; an incli is wide enough fnr the hand : open the hand of tobacco in the 
centre, pass the end of the leaf through and draw it tight, then squeeze the hand together and 
lay it down, keeping the leaves straight. An inch and a half in diameter is large enough for a 
hand. When a sufficient quantity is stripped to commence bulking, make two places to bulk 
in, one for prime and one for ground loaf; let the space be according to the quantity of tobacco 
to bulk. A bulk feet high and 20 I'eet lung will hold ten boxes or about four thousand Ibs.*^ 
of prime tobacco; the sides of the bulk must not he inclosed, but left open, so that the butts 
can dry out; at each end of the bulk ])ub a bulkhead of boards to build against, about three 
feet wide and four feet high ; secure this upright and firm; do not build on the ground, but on 
a platform or floor. Commence at one end against the bulkhead, take one hand of tobacco at a 
time, straightcu and smooth it, and lay it on the floor at one side of the bulk; take another as 
above, press it against the first, and so proceed to lay the length of the bulk; turn and 
lay down the other side of the bulk, letting the ends of the tobacco lap over the first row about 
four inches, and so repeat keeping the butts even. After one or two rounds are laid, get on 
the bulk on the knee.«, and as you lay a hand put your knee on it, and thus pack as close and 
compact as possible. When not hulking down have boards laid on the tobacco and weights' 
put on to keep the tobacco level. Keep the ground leaf separate from the prime.—(T. C., I.) 

Stripping never should be done in dry or harsh weather, unless the tobacco is bulked up 
almost af last as stripped. The best ]>hin is not to take down more than you can conveniently 
tie up in a few hours ; but if the planter choosesy he may take down a large quantity and put it in 
large bulky stalk and ally and cover it with tohacco^stalks, and it will keep for many days, bo that, 
no roath^r how the weather be, he can strip out of the bulk. However, this is very bad and 
r.jsicfui ^. ay. Tobacco should not be too moist or ^^highf as it is termed, when put in stalk 
bulk, or it bviil get warm,, the leaves stick to the stalk, get a bad smell, and change colour; be¬ 
sides, if left too long, it will rot.—(T. C., 11.) 
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CuBiKG.—When the leaves are dry, which is seen when the stems become of a brown 
colour, and break when bent, the next work is to make tobacco out of them, for up to now we 
have nothing but a tasteless dry weed. Its hidden qualities must be developed. This is done 
by a process of fermentation, sweating of the tobacco. 

The leaves are broken one by one from the stalks, in damp weather (otherwise they would 
break), stretched out nice and even, and, with the ends in the sqmc direction, put up in heaps. 
These heaps, of which every workman makes one, are afterwards put into one or more lai^e 
conical heaps, from four to six feet in diameter at tbe base, and from one and a half to two feet 
at the top. These are covered with woollen blankets, straw mats, or anything that will press 
the heap lightly, and shut out the air. In twenty-four to thirty hours a fermentation sets in, 
the heap gets warm, and when it is so hot inside that the hand cannot bear it very well, the 
heap is broken up and packed over again, pulling the tobacco that had been outside upon the 
inside, and vice versd, and treating the same way as at first. In such heaps the tobacco re¬ 
mains twenty to forty days until all the heat is gone; then the heaps are again broken up in 
damp weather, the leaves tied up in bundles of one half to one pound in weight, stretched even 
and packed in boxes or hogsheads, pressed tightly and covered.—(T. C., III.) 

Having previously prepared a place in the cellar undcryour building by laying down some 
boards to keep the tobacco from the ground, have help enough to take it as fast as taken from 
the poles, and carry it to the place prepared, and pack it, by placing the butts out and the tips 
in, and overlapping about one-third the length ; this should be done evenly in layers, keeping 
the butts just even, so that no leaves may hang out to get dry, and thus be wasted. Having 
taken down and thus packed a suitable quantity, the stripping may commence. As much should 
be taken down as can be stripped in from four to six days, as ordinarily it will not lie longer in 
a pile without heating, and not as long if the weather be mild or damp. It is best to do only 
what can be well done with the help you can command.—(T. C., IV.) 

After it is stripped it should be packed down in a cool dry place. Lay some boards flat on 
the ground about four feet wide, and as long as you wish the pile to be, and commence by lay¬ 
ing a row on one side of the platform with the butts out; then on the other side in the same 
way, letting the tips lap about six inches, or just enough to keep the pile level; proceed in this 
way, laying on each side alternately till all is packed; lay the hands as close to each other as 
possible, not sprawled out like an open fan, but compactly. Lay some boards on top of the 
pile, and put on just weight enough to keep them snug. Some boards or blankets should be 
put at tbe ends of the pile to keep it from drying up. The seconds andfillers are packed in the 
same way; they may be packed in a separate pile or on top, oitat the ends of the wrappers. It 
is now ready for market. If it should remain long in pile it should be examined occasionally 
to see that it does not hurt, as it sometimes happens that when taken down, stripped, and 
packed when it is too damp, it will grow clamper and perhaps rot. If too damp it should be 
repacked on a windy day to give it an airing, shaking out dampest hands which may remain 
exposed till dry enough to be repacked.—(T. C., V.) 

After tobacco has begun to dry out or cure, it can be liandled only in moist weather. At 
any other time it will break and crumble more or less. In order to have it ready to strip at 
any time, the planter should select a spell of moist weather, and while the tobacco is in the 
ri^t case (as it is called in Virginia, and means neither so dry as to break, nor so damp as to 
mould), bulk down a considerable portion of his crop. 

Bulbing DbwN.—Suppose he wishes to bulk down three hundred sticks, making three 
thousand six hundred plants. The tobacco being in tbe right case,'^ he selects a corner of 
his barn, or other building, and sweeps the floor clean. He then takes down the sticks, slips 
the plants off, and places them, straight and compact, in one corner of the room, about one foot 
from' either wall, butts outside. And so of another stick by the side of the first, keeping the 
course parellel with the wall; and when one course is completed, lay down another with the butts 
on the opposite'side. Let tho length and number of these courses be such that the bulk, when 
completed, will be about three feet high. This done, lay the tobacco sticks on the bulk length¬ 
wise, and cover over with hay or fodder, pressing it tightly tietween the wall and the bulk, 
If this is done'rightly the tobacco will remain in stripping case for years.—(T. C,, VI.) 

While in the “bulk,” as we must now call the piled tobacco, much care must be taken lest 
the pile heats ; if the slightest warmth is perceptible, the pile must be overhauled and rebulked 
in piles of less height, without weights upon the top; but generally the tobacco will “ condi¬ 
tion” for 'packing in a short time, when it will remain without packing without much injury in 
*the same shape for a long time. If it is not convenient to pack, however, tbe tobacco had 
better be " re-bulked” in piles of greater height, and pressed with heavy weights.—(T. C.,VII.) 

As soon as it is well cured, the stem of the leaf next the stalk will break if strained while 
dry; when the tobacco may be taken oflTof the sticks (while in proper case), and bulked down 
in a damp situation, a dry cellar is suitable. It should be bulked while in as low case as con^ 
venient, if it will bear handling without breaking. ^ in too high case, it will be liable to mould. 
If properly bulked, with the tops of the stalks in the centre, and then well covered to exclude 
the air, it will remain in case as long as desired, and may be handled when convenient.—(T.

Statement No. 60, regardmg Famine Relief Operations in the Province of Mgeore^for the week 

ending the Z^th Mflrch 1878. * 

The hot season is now well advanced^andbejrondatriflin" increase on the Civil Works recently 
started, nothing has occurred to shake the belief that no revival of acute distress is to be expect¬ 
ed, A few showers of rain, which would -save the Vysakh rice where it is withering, and to 
some extent also give^eccupation in preparing the land for the early sowings, would be very 
valuable in restoring hopefulness, but even if these are wanting, the Government does noli 
anticipate any great increase in the numbers on relief. The month of March began with 
50,800 laborers on civil and professional works: it closes with 58,500 or 1^,500 in excess of the 
number (56,000) which the Fatnine Commissioner, at the end of February, estimated for on the 
Ist April. During April it is thought probable that another 10,000 will come on the works, and 
during May au additional 4,000, the maximum, 70,000, being attained about the end of May 
and commencement of June, after which, supposing the rains to set in favorably, the numbers 
would fall with great rapidity. The permission to open shall works in places where last year 
there was much pressure, in order that the piilife of the locality might be felt in time and 
distress met before it became severe, accounts for the Famine Commissioner's forecast having 
been slightly exceeded during the past month ; but it is possible that his estimate, which is 
au outside one, may not be reached in the future, 

2. There was no change in prices, which continue dear. In the table accompanying this 
statement, prices for the corresponding period last year have been shewn, and it will be observ¬ 
ed that except in the western parts of the Province, the improvement is not very marked. 
Imports of grain by rail amounted to 1,661 tons, or 388 tons less than last week. Five 
hundred and thirty-nine tons were exported from B*aDgalor| to the interior, being 258 tons 
less than in the week previous. 

3. The number of laborers on Civil Wbrks was 12,286, or 1,614 more than in the week 
before. The increase was very general, though partly due to the opening of four new Civil 
Works. This completes, so far as matters have now progressed, the proposed list of Civil 
Works, and, as before stated, some of the larger works are being tfansferred to professional 
management, though the returns do not yet indicate the change. 

4. The Public Works Department employed 46,205 laborers, or nearly the same number 
as in the preceding week, the increase being only 93. There was no great change on any 
works except the Devanur-Keresante Channel Work in the Kadur District, to which a large 
draft of laborers was sent from the Tumkur-Shimoga Road, The following is the usual list of

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5. In Relief Camps there were 3,236 persons, or a decrease of 320,"compared with 
week. There were also 4,5S4 infirm and cripples in receipt of grain-dole in their villages, or 
1,209 more than last week. The returns'of this description of relief do not come in very 
jmnctually, and the number on the grain-dole is probably somewhat greater than would appear 
by these figures, and is still being extended as newcases are brought to light. In Relief Camps, 
the numbers continue to decrease. These camps are chiefly hospitals, and as the health of the 
people on the works improves, the patients diminish. But on the village grain-dole, it has 
been estimated that 1 per cent, of the population of the affected taUiks (and this would amount 
to about 20,000 people instead oT only 4,500 as at present), would njt be an excessive proper- • 
tion.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OP THE CROPS POR THE 
WEEK ENDING THE 16TH APRIL 1878. 


General Remarks. —From Madras showers are reported from Salem, Tinnevelly, Malabar, Madras, 
Tanjore, Ganjam, Bellaiy, Vizag^apatam and Madura, wlych have elij^htly improved prospects. The 
total reported number on works is 99,143, and gratuitously relieved 85,578, but the returns from Madras 
cicy are not included ; these numbers are respectively 12,829 and 9,220 less than those of last week. In 
Mysore heavy showers have fallen in several districts; prices are steady; the number on works for the 
week ending the 6th instant was 55,109, and gratuitously relieved 9,713, 8,882 less and 1,893 more 
than in the previous week. In Bombay hail is reported from Shikarpur (Sind), and slight rain in 
Khandesh aud Satara; the Indus is abnormally high owing to abundant rain in the Punjab, and 
damage from floods has occurred in Kurrachce aud Shikarpur. In the Central Provinces slight rain has 
fallen in several districts; threshiug and winnowing continue, and prices are still high. In Berar 
there has been no rain ; ploughing is going on. In Central India no rain is reported. In Rajputana 
showers have fallen in Ajmere, Jeypore, Bliurtpore, Took and Harowtee; the harvest is gathered in 
most States, with a fair outturn. In Bengal rain has fallen in almost every district; ploughing is 
general, and the standing crops promise well; the rahi harvest is almost over : the outturn has been 
lair on the whole; opium has failed in Sarun, and indigo prospects are bad in that district. In Assam 
there has been general rain; prospects are good. No rain is reported from Burma. Heavy rain, 
accompanied in some parts by hail, has fallen throughout the North-Western Provinces and Oudh ; 
in the Eastern districts the harvest is over, and no damage has been done : in Meerut the damage done 
was slight; prices show a tendency to fall in Bareilly, and are steady in Bundelkhand and Meerut, 
Rain has fallen throughout the Punjab, and has been very heavy in Rawalpindi aud other northern 
districts: hail is also reported from Amritsar, Rawalpindi and Mooltan ; the prospects of the crops (if 
no more rain falls) appear to be generally good.

Thkke was rain during* the week in tbo IIa?suii and Shiinnira districts, luit ii'Mic cltowlioro, 
tliong-li the weather continued cloudy and oppn ssive. The Yai.-cikh rice is ii])cniuf' and in 
prune places is being rcapi'd, and the diminislied iininbeis on siune oi’ the small civil works 
testify to the now opening which is thus offered for employment in the fields. Prices are 
Ptsitionai'v, or if anything slightly easier; imports of food-gnn'ns much the same; and the 
district reports indicate no chj'.nge for the worse in the cmnliLion of the peojde. The Fa'nine 
CoinmissioiuT and Chief Engineer liave returned from a tour in the eastern part of the Kolar 
district, in which they found very little indie ition of distress and none of acute famine ; the 
people are hopeful and there is much agriculttiral activity to lie observed. 

2. The imports of grain by rail amounted to Ions, or 312 tons loss than last week. 

From Bangaloiv, 4G0 tons, or 79 tons less, were exported tofdaces in the interior. 

3. On civil relief works 12,429 laborers wore employed, being a trilling increase of 143. 
One petty work in the Has-san district was closed, and one receiving station in the Turnkur 
district opened ; otherwise there was no change oxce])t that the payment or fi nding of infants 
was ordered to be discontinued on. woiks not specially iutjuded for the reception of weakly 
and very distic^scd people. 

4. The Fublic Works Department gave occupation to 42,()S0 people, or 3,02.*# fewer than 
in the week previous. ^J'liis falling ofl’is partly due to the influence of a native holiday, but 
in the Bangalore and Turnkur districts is also owing to eUbrts made to transfer gangs from 
less to more important works. lu every such transfer, a certain proportion of llie people 
deoliue to move. As iliest? are generally fho-o least in need of relief, their less is not always 
matter for regret. In the Chitaldrug distiiet alone this week shows an increased tendency to 
flock to the rf»ad works.

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WEEKLY REPORT ON THE CONDITION AND PROSPECTS OF THE DISTRICTS 
OF THE NORTH-WESTERN PROVINCES AND OUDH. 


No. 906A., dated Naini Tal. 17th April. 1878. 

From—C. Robebtson. Esq., Secretary to the Government of the N.-W. P. and Oudh, 
To—The Additional Secretary to the Govt, of India. Public Works Dept. (Famine). 

In continuation of my letter No. 360 B.. dated 5th instant. I am directed to forward, for 
the information of His E:£cellency the Governor General in Council, the accompanying abstract 
of the reports received from the several districts of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh 
for the week ending 6th April. These add little to the information already furnished as to the 
quality of the rabi crop: in Rohilkhand and the north-cast of Oudh it has been fairly good : 
elsewhere it has been below the average, and in some districts markedly so. 

2. Prices have fluctuated: in the Rohilkhand Division there has been a general fall: in 
Allahabad. Benares and Jhansi prices have either risen or continued stationary, while in 
Meerut and Sitapur they have remained unchanged or fallen slightly. In the Agra Division 
prices have declined except in the Agra District. The great demand for exportation has 
everywhere checked the fall in prices, which but for this would have been more marked in all 
districts. There is little doubt that this continuance of high prices, though it may benefit 
the cultivators, will tefl severely on the laboring classes; and from several districts even now 
tbe note of waruiug has come that it will be necessary to organize relief measures before 
very long. 

3. In the provinces generally there has been a large decrease in fte numbers employed on 
relief works or relieved charitably: tbe numbers daily for the past two weeks being-^

BEPOBTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PBOSPECTS OF THE CHOPS FOB THE 
WEEK ENDING THE 2SBD APBIL 1878. 


Genebal Kemabks. —In Madras rain bas fallen during^ the week in every district except South 
Canara; it was heaviest in the Southern districts^ lighter in the Northern^ except in parts of Kurnool, 
where nearly four inches fell; the rain has improved prospects, and prices in some places shew a 
tendency to fall. The |ptal number on works is 101^102, and on gratuitous relief 86,150; as the 
figures for last week were imperfect, the increase or decrease in these numbers on the totals for that 
week cannot be stated. In Mysore good showers have fallen in every district except Kadur; prices 
have slightly improved: phmghing for early crops has begun; the number on relief works for the 
week ending the 13th instant was 57,476, and gratuitously relieved 10,167, an increase of 2,307 
and 454 on the figures of the previous week respectively. From Bombay showers are reported in 
Sind^ where the river continues high: showers have also fallen in Belgaum and Kanara. In the 
Central Provinces showers are reported from Sambulpnr, Kaipur, Jubbulpore.and Mandla; threshing, 
and winnowing continue, and prices arc unchanged. In Berar there has been no rain. In Central 
India also none has fallen, and water is reported to he everywhere scarce: the wheat and gram harvest 
in Gwalior and Bundclkhand has given a poor outturn owing to blight: emigrants are returning in 
large numbers through Kecmuch and Goona to Gwalior and British districts. In Bnjpntana rain is 
reported only from Bickaneer; the harvest is generally over, and the outturn fair. In Bengal rain is 
reported from the Eastern and Northern districts and from Chota Nagpore; showers have fallen also 
in a few other districts; the crops are doing weii; the radi outturn has been an average one on the 
whole, hut prices are very high, and are still rising in many districts owing to exportation. Rain 
continues to fall in Assam, where prospects are good. In Burma none has fallen, except showers in 
parts of Tcncssorira, In llio North-Western Provinces and Oudh a shower is reported only fiom 
Partabgarh; harvest operations are almost over throughout the province; prices are stationary; there 
is daily a large increase on the relief woiks at Agra. In the Punjab rain has fallen only at Hissar 
and Peshawar; reaping is going on; there is a slight rise in prices at Delhi, Hissar and Moollan.

In continuaiion of my No. 235 B., dated 80th March, I am directed to submit, for the 
information of His Excellency the Governor General in Council, an abstract of the reports on 
the condition of the districts of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh during the week 
ending 30th March. 

2. From Rohilkhand the reports of the quality of the produce arc, on the whole, not un¬ 
favorable, but everywhere else the outturn has been disappointing, and in some districts— 
Cawnpur, Mirzapur, Banda, &c.-—it is below the average. In the Allahabad and Benares Divisions 
the tendency of prices has been to rise now that the shortness of the crop is beyond doubt. In 
Rohilkhand there has been a fall, and to less extent the same has happened in Agra; elsewhere 
prices are stationary. 

3. The numbers relieved have again decreased, except in Gorakhpur, where there is an 
increase; and in Allahabad it is feared that it will be necessary to open relief works for the 
city people. The numbers on relief works during the past week, as compared with the pre¬ 
vious week, are approximately

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FAMINE IN CHINA. 


Report on the Famine prevailing in the Northern Provmcea of China, 

A CALAMITY equal, if not superior, in extent to that which has been 
experienced during the present year in Southern India has afflicted simul¬ 
taneously a large portion of the Chinese Empire, especially those provinces 
which, from their situation inland, are peculiarly liable to suffer from drought, 
and which are the least favoured by nature also with access to lines of water 
communication. The same apparent cause, a disturbance in the usually un¬ 
failing regularity of the summer monsoons, has in two successive years occa¬ 
sioned wide-spread suffering in China as in India. The spring and summer 
of 1876 were marked in the southern maritime provinces Kwangtung and 
Puhkien, and in a less degree also along the coast as far north as Ningpo, hj an 
excessive rainfall, causing in the two provinces above named disastrous floods and 
much destruction of crops. In the north, on the contrary, from the Yangjisze 
to the neighbourhood of Peking, and thence eastward to the borders of Corea, 
an unusual drought was experienced until the month of July was well 
advanced, the wheat crop ordinarily gathered in June being consequently 
destroyed over a large area of country, and the still more important autumn 
harvest suffering in an almost equal degree ; whilst in certain parts, especially 
in the easternmost half of the province of Shantung, the drought actually 
prevented the crops from being sown. 

On the 22nd June 1876, the Peking (jazette contained a Decree or¬ 
daining a series of propitiatory services at the State temples, in which the 
youthful Emperor himself and his uncles, the Provinces of Tun and Kung, 
with other of the Imperial Princes, were to offer sacrifices in supplication for 
rain ; and on the following day a farther Decree commanded, in pursuance 
of a report presented by the Board of Revenue, that a sum of 100,000 taels 
should be allotted from the Treasury of the Board for the relief of the distress 
prevailing in the northern provinces. The provincial Governments of Chihli, 
Pfeng-t’ien, Shantung, and Honan, were commanded to decide upon 'the pro¬ 
per means of bringing supplies of food within the reach of the people. On 
the 14th October following a memorial from the Governor of Shantung was 
published in the “ Gazette,*’ reporting upon the measures taken within his 
jurisdiction for the relief of the famine-stricken population. A sum 30,000 
taels had been drawn from the native customs revenue at Chefoo, and agents 
had been sent to purchase grain in Manchuria. Relief works had been 
instituted, and in all a sum of upwards of 80,000 taels of public money had been 
disbursed in giving relief. 

Contemporaneously with the suffering thus experienced over a wide ex¬ 
tent of country, a plague of locusts, the almost invariable concomitant of 
years of drought, had also ravaged the entire tract extending from the Ypllow^ 
River to the back of the Yangtsze, and even to the south of the last-named river. 
The suffering which was, in fact, entailed by the drought and consequent 
scarcity of 1876, might be described as extreme, if it were not that the ex¬ 
perience of the present year has been far more terrible, although less exposed 
to the observation of resident Europeans. In the following paper the history 
of the visitations experienced, and of the measures adopted towards the relief 
of distress, will be traced by means of published documents. 

Attention was directed to the lamentable sufferings entailed upon the 
population of the provinces of Chihli and Shantung bjr the reports received 
from British and American missionaries who had visited or were residing in 
the interior during the summer and autumn of 1876 ; and towards the close 
of the year the residents at the ports of Chinkiang and Shanghai had ocular 
demonstration of the prevailing scarcity in the arrival of immense bodies of 
“ famine refugees,” who, having crossed the Yangtsze in quest of food, were 
distributed, under the superintendence of the Chinese authorities, in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of various cities in thp province of Kiangsu. These refugees, coming 
principally from the region north of the Yangtsze (Kiang-peh), wer© the 
objects of a creditable amount of care and attention on the part of the pro¬ 
vincial authorities. The first notice of this phase of the calamity, which 
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appeared in the Peking Gazette^ consisted in the memorial of a retired 
official of high rank, who, apparently about the eijd of December 1876, repre¬ 
sented that upwards of 20,000 refugees from the famine districts had migrated 
to the neighbourhood of Sooehow and Ghanchow in search of the means of 
subsistence. His memorial, which appeared in print on the 23rd January last, 
contains the statement that the allowance issued to the famine refugees was at 
the raVe of seven-tenths of a pint of rice (English measure) per diem to adults, 
and half this quantity for minors. An allowance of 6,600 piculs of rice from the 
supplies due by the province of Peking had already, it appeared, been appro¬ 
priated for the relief of local needs ; but the quantity was barely sufficient 
to meet the above scale o^ issue for a period of some fifty days. In answer 
to this memorial an Imperial Decree sanctioned the diversion of 10,000 piculs 
of rice from the provincial quota due to Peking for the purpose of subserving 
the distribution of relief. It was commanded, at the same time, that “ three- 
tenths of the reserved grain in store and of the amount of sums lodged at 
inteq^est should be expended by the local authorities on measures of relief.” 

A large number of the famine sufferers having wandered as far as 
Shanghai, where a small and insufficient pittance was doled out to them by 
the native authorities, a committee was framed among the European residents 
of the place, and supplies of food and clothing, which were distributed among 
the refugees during the winter, were gratefully received by these unfortu¬ 
nate sufferers. The amount raised by public subscription for this purpose 
was 693 dol. 30 c. 

A memorial from the Governor of Kiangsu, published in the Peking 
Gazette of April 19, gives a resume of the measures adopted for the relief of 
famine sufferers who had flocked southwards in the manner above mentioned, 
and gives 85,000 as the number of individuals for whom it had been necessary 
to make provision. Amounts fornSing a total of 47,600 taels are mentioned 
as having been expended in different directions, besides a sum of 16,000 taels, 
raised by charitable contributions at Shanghai, which was allotted to the 
support of a number of*able-bodied refugees employed in deepening a section 
of the Grand Canal. During the first-half of April the refugees were sent 
back in batches, with rations for one month, and with provision mado for 
supplies of seed-corn, to their native places. 

Whilst the European denizens of Shanghai still had under their own 
eyes the spectacle of the distress endured by the famine refugees from the 
north bank of the Yangtsze, harrowing accounts of the affliction experienced 
over a much more extensive region of country began to arrive from Tientsin 
and Chefoo. The English missionaries who reside at Tiensin liave a station 
at Loo-ling, in the north of the province at Shantung, near the Chihli border; 
and from this point, as also from the provincial capital of Shantung, where 
a large episcopal establishment of the Italian missionaries is seated, and from 
the neighbourhood of Chefoo, letters containing urgent appeals for help on 
behalf of the starving natives soon began to arrive. Notwithstanding the 
measures instituted in the preceding autumn (as above stated) by the Pro¬ 
vincial Governor, the situation of the people of eight large districts was de¬ 
clared to be one of absolute destitution, whilst scarcity aggravated by diffi- 
culties in the way of the transport of grain, was experienced over a still 
wider area. On the 17th February 1877, Mr. Jamieson, Her Majesty’s 
Acting Consul at Chefoo, in a report addressed to' the Legation, quotes 
the text of a letter received a few days previously from Mr. Bichard, a mission¬ 
ary of the English Baptist Society, in which a lamentable account is given of 
the sufferings he had personally witnessed in the Prefecture of Chin'g-chow. 
The famine, he learnt, had exceeded in severity anything that had been knbwn 
of the kind since the year 1786; and he communicated appalling details of the 
sufferings experienced and the mortality occasioned bv the pirevailing scarcity 
of food. 

On receipt of these accounts from Mr. Bichard, the small European com¬ 
munity at Chefoo subscribed a sum of nearly 600 taels, which was at once re¬ 
mitted to him for distribution among the starving villagers; and a committee 
consisting of Her Majesty’s Acting Consul and the two principal merchants of 
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the place, Messrs. J. T. Fergusson and W. A. Oonabd/ solicited subscriptions 
from the European residents at the treaty ports generally. Mr. Jamieson was 
able to reporj}, on the l#th April, that large sums had been contributed from 
yarious quarters in answer to the appeal thus sent forth, nearly 20,000 taels 
haying been receiyed up to that date. The committee at Chefoo distributed 
the amounts thus receiyed among the different missionaries, both Protestant 
and Soman Catholic, who had deyoted themselyes to the task of co-operating 
towards the relief of the preyailing distress. The following extracts Ifrom Mr. 
Jamieson’s reports are worth noting:— * 

The question was seyeral times raised whether it would not be better to 
send grain instead of silver, but the difficulties and delays that presented them¬ 
selves at the outset were always sufficient to deter any attempt of that kind. 
It appears, however, that grain in tolerably sufficient quantity is always finding 
its way into even the worst districts.* The source of supply is generally said to 
be Manchuria, whence it is brought in junks to one or other of the small ports 
lying between the present mouth of the Yellow River and the neck of the 

Shantniig peninsula.With regard to the distress, *1 am 

satisfied that it is both more intense and more widespread than I was at first 
inclined to believe. My former estimate of 250,000 as the number of those 
that would require relief must be very much under the mark; probably ten 
times that number would be nearer it. There is nothing, however, to go upon 
but the vaguest calculations, the only thing that we know is that wherever our 
missionaries have gone there comes the same story of misery and starvation. 
The accounts that Mr. Richard gave of people eating the sorghum stalks from the 
thatch of their houses, incredible as it might at first appear, is no doubt a 
sober fact. Mr. Corbett sends from Chi-meh specimens of the dried leaves and 
stalks of the sweet-potato, which are pounded and eaten either alone or mixed 
with bean-cake, and worse than all. Dr. Neving sends a specimen of slate-stone 
from the hillside which he actually saw \^omen eating. 

The Government soup kitchens in I-tu Hien still continue to deal out a 
scanty relief; but it is said that their money is now all but exhausted and they will 
soon close. The Magistrate of that district has put dht a proclam^Ltion exhort¬ 
ing the wealthy to subscribe once more, but I fear with no effect. One can 
readily understand how powerless a District Magistrate is to cope with a gigantic 

evil like this.No one perhaps expected that much gratitude 

w^ould be shown by the poor people in return for this liberality, but certainly 
one might have* expected that at least our motives would have been understood 
by the educated classes, and that the missionaries would not have been accused 
of dealing out charity for the purpose of inveigling victims for their black art. 
Yet such rumours, I regret to say, threatened not long ago to cause some diffi¬ 
culty.” 

Mr. Jamieson goes on to narrate that the Rev. Mr. Richard had been 
compelled to break up an establishment for homeless orphans which he had set 
on foot in the interior, where some 400 destitute children were being*cared for, 
owing to the prevalence of the usual reports of the practice of scooping out eyes 
and cutting out hearts^ with which such attempts in the direction of charity 
are invariably attended in China. 

The newspapers published at Shanghai were the natural recipients of many 
interesting communications of the missionaries engaged in the work of relief, 
and as these letters contain a multitude of details respecting the nature of the 
work undertaken and the extent of the distress to bo coped with, a selection of 
them may be appended to the present Report. Writing on the 8th March 
from Chiug-chow Fu (Annex No. 1 ) the Rev. Mr. Richard gives an account 
of the contributions raised among the local notables in support of the Govern¬ 
ment grant and bears testimony to the fact that the measures instituted by the 
native authorities in that part of the afflicted region were efficiently conduct¬ 
ed. On the 17th March an interesting communication (Annex No. 2) was 
forwarded to the Shanghai Coimer by another correspondent; and letters 
from the Roman Oatholic missionaries publihsed at intervals at a later period 
may further be quoted (Ailnexes No. 3 and No. 4) to^ complete the description 
of the conditions of affairs in Shantung.

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The total amount' which was raised by public subscription at the treaty 
ports and in HoDg-Kong, on behalf of the Shantung famine, is reported by Mr. 
Jamieson to have been close upon 36,000 taels (ot about 10,QOOL sterling). 
Before the labours of the Chefoo Committee had been fully terminated, a balance 
sheet of the fund, as it stood on the 19th April, was published, and a copy of this 
document is appended (Annex No. 6, Part I). On the 28rd June, the Rev. 
John L. Nevins, a missionary of the American Presbyterian Board, handed in 
a genera! report of his proceedings in the distribution of relief, a copy of which 
is also appended (Annex NoC 6). 

A considerable portion of the sums remitted to the Gbcfoo Committee had 
been allotted by them to the missionaries at Tien-tsin, who had exerted them¬ 
selves throughout tlie winter and ensuing spring to alleviate the distress expe¬ 
rienced farther north. Fart II of .Annex No. 5 is the balance sheet submitted 
of their operations.

The particulars given above concluded what is necessary to record with 
reference to the famine of 1876-77 in Shantung and Chih-li. The calamity of 
a still more serious nature which is at the present moment devastating a con¬ 
siderably wider area remains to be described. It has already been 
observed that the Provinees of Honan, Shansbi, and Shensi, which 
comprise the greater portion of the area of China proper north of the 
Tangtsze, and which extend,, roughly speaking, over 10® longitude 
and S® latitude, with an aggregate population estimated in 1842 at upwards 
of 57,000,000 souls, are now labouring under a second year of drought 
and scarcity, the consequences of Which are intensified in their case by 
the remoteness of these provinces from the sea-board and the main lines of 
water communication. Comparatively little was heard of the state of these 
provinces in the course o^ 1876, owing, no doubt, to the fact of their being 
seldom visited by European travellers; but early in the present year the atten¬ 
tion of the Chinese Government became attracted to the danger with which 
they were threatened. In a noteworthy memorial, the receipt of which is ac¬ 
knowledged in a Decree published on the 22nd January last, a Censor named 
Chang Kwan-chun called attention to the distress prevailing in Shansbi in 
consequence of the drought of the past season, and dwelt upon tne impropriety 
of conduct which he observes has in recent times become habitual with the 
district magistrates, in concealing the fact of impending scarcity from their 
superiors. “Whether from want of courage or want of will, this constantly 
takes place,** ho asserts, “ the motive in general being a desire to put a false 
gloss on the state of affairs. The reports of travellers from Shansbi repre¬ 
sent the state of the afflicted districts as worse than anything that has been 
known for*ten or fifteen years, and the distress of the population is aggravated 
by their dread of the enforcement of taxation, to meet which they are driven fo 
the necessity of selling their wives and cldldren and* mortgaging their pro¬ 
perty and houses. Unless measures should be promptly taken to afford relief 
to the destitute,*' the Censor concluded by saying, “ outbreaks of brigandage 
might be apprehended.** The decree issued in reply to this memorial lays 
injunctions upon the Governor of Sbanshi with referenc€t.t6 the report which 
should be made by him on the exemptions from taxation proper to be granted 
under the circumstances. * 

On January 24, the “ Gazette** published a memorial from the Governor 
of Honan, who reported upon its measures. instituted'at the provincial capi¬ 
tal for the relief of the distress caused by drought during the past summer. 
Pour agencies had been opened, at which about 27,000 destitute persons were 
receiving relief, the allowance granted being a bowl of^ rice-gruel per diem 
to each individual, and a wadded garment to such as were insufficiently clothed, 
so far as circumstances admitted. ^ 

The 1st February w^as marked by the publication of an Imperial Decree in 
which the first emphatic notice is taken of the calamities with which a 
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large portion of the population had b^en visited, and in which the extent 
of the suffering experienced, through flood or drought, is dwelt upon. Th^ 
appearance of this pecree, remarkable as containiog the first spontaneous 
reference fo the duty of treating all classes of tlie population, including 
even those who profess adherence to a foreign religion, with equal justice, was 
reported to the Earl of Derby in Mr. Fraser’s despatch No. 32 of the 6th Feb¬ 
ruary last; and a copy is appended herewith as part of the famine record. 
(Annex No. 7.) • 

On February 10 a Decree appeared granting postponement of the levy of 
the land-tax due for 1876 in the province of Shaubhi, the collection being 
ordered to be deferred until after the current year’s harvest; but at tliis time, 
and indeed for several months afterwards, neither the Provincial Governors 
nor the Central Government appear to have shown that perception of impend¬ 
ing consequences which the experience‘of the preceding year, if not that 
of the freqbent recurrence of famine-periods in the northern provinces of China, 
might naturally have been aroused. On May 5 a report appeared in which 
the Governor of Honan describes the state of affairs within bis jurisdiction. 
Owing to drought in the greater part of the province, although floods had 
been experienced in certain places, the crops of last year, lie reports, present¬ 
ed on the whole a serious dcflcieucy, though something more had been ob¬ 
tained, as a general average, than 60 per cent, of a full harvest. In the 
granaries instituted by his predecessor in office, some 930,000 piculs (say about 
66,000 tons) of grain were stored up; and orders had been issued to the local 
authorities to draw upon these reserves, making sales in the first instance at 
reduced rates, and subsequently distributing supplies gratuitously where need 
existed. The number of famine refugees at the provincial capitq,! had risen to 
upwards of 70,000; and a subscription of 21,000 taels (say about £5,500) 
had been raised among the officials of the province towards the cost of providing 
food for the destitute. • 

From this period onward the accounts received from the afflicted provinces 
began to grow more and more alarming, and the necessity for large disburse¬ 
ments on the part of the Imperial Government became shortly recognized as 
inevitable. The peculiar organization of the Chinese Empire, according to 
which each of the eighteen provinces has its separate and quasi-independent 
administration and exchequer, the control over which from Pekin, although 
in theory most searching and complete, is in practice of the loosest kind, is 
necessarily ill-adapted to meet the strain of unlooked for nationalVxigcncies. 
The reserve funds of the Board of Revenue at Peking, which, after being 
dissipated in the warfare occasioned by the Taiping rebellion, had begun 
some years ago to accumulate once more through drafts upon the Maritime 
Customs Revenue, have again been nearly, if not quite, exhausted of late in 
the campaign being w’^aged for the recovery of Kashgaria, and in the costly 
works of fortification and armament undertaken along the coast. The pro¬ 
vinces, none of which have recovered from the devastating effccts.of the Great 
Rebellion, are in a chroiflc state of financial disorder, those which are com¬ 
paratively peaceful and prosperous fulfilling with difficulty the requisitions 
made upon them for subsidies to the army of Tso Tsung-t’ang, to their poorer 
sisters, or to the Imperial Commission, which, with almost incredible waste¬ 
fulness, is expending several millions of taels upon the mausolca of the late 
Emperor and Lis consort and upon the tombs already being prepared for 
the present Empresses Regent. Universal corruption is at the same time 
admittably rampant in every department of the administration, to an extent 
the continual revelations of which in published official documents might well 
seem past belief. The determined rejection, finally, of the expedients of mo- 
. dern science in the way of developing the resources of the Cvountry or res¬ 
toring and improving the means of intercommunication, leaves tlio people 
impoverished, and commercial intercourse hampered by a multitude of ob¬ 
stacles. Suoh a state of affairs as this could not fail to aggravate in a very 
serious degree the sufferings entailed upon the provinces occupying the great 
central plateau of northern China. Toward the end of May urgent represent¬ 
ations began to arrive from these provinces at Peking. A memorial from the 
Governor of Shanshi, published in the Peking Gazette of June 2 (Annex 
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No. 8), gives a detailed account of the sufferings already Experienced, the 
dread of still more terrible consequences in the event of protracted drought, 
and the necessity he felt under of asking permission to appropriate a sum of 
about 40,000 taels (say £11,000) for t)ie purchase of grain in adjoining pro¬ 
vinces. A month later the newly-appointed Governor of the same province 
had a still more hopeless account to give, and his memorial, a translation 
of which is appended (Annex No. 9), asks for an additional sum of 200,000 
taels, which he proposed to deduct from the amount of revenue properly due 
to the Peking Exchequer. The request in this instance, like the preceding 
application, was granted by Decree. 

As is usual under circumstances of the*kind, the Censors at Peking, whose 
duty it is, during their tenure of office, to offer advice to the Throne on all 
questions of public import, began now to come forward with exposures of 
the corrupt practices which form so striking a commentary upon tlK5 virtuous 
professions of the Chinese system of government. On the 1st August a 
Decree appeared in ^response to a memorial presented by a member of this 
body, in wliich the prevailing calamities are enumerated, and the high pro¬ 
vincial authorities are adjured, in well-worn phraseology, to aim at measures 
of reform. On the 13th of the same month, a further Decree acknowledges 
the memorial of another Censor, who bad exposed some startling forms of 
corruption in connection with the distribution of relief to famine sufferers.. 
The distributions of grain ordered by Government, he represemts, are made 
an excuse on the part of clerks and underlings for the levy of exactions in 
the shape of future repayments, stipulated for at the rate of cent, per cent.; and 
payments in money ave stated as being actually offered by individuals for 
permission to ‘decline receiving their quota of relief. Similar statements, 
even more detailed in nature, have been repeated by another Censor, in a me- 
morial published within the last few days. 

Memorials of the description referred to above have alternated during the 
last two or three months with more and more pressing appeals from tlio 
Provincial Governors for the means of coping with their tardily-recognized 
necessities. Toward the end of August, the Governor of Honan obtained 
permission to lay bands upon sums amounting to a total of 147,900 taels for 
famine relief. The Governor of Shanshi had a short time previously solicited 
permission to raise funds by the sale of official ranks for the special benefit 
of his province ; and additional means of alleviating the prevailing distress were 
granted in exemptions from the payment of all transit-dues on rice and other grain 
which were successively accorded in favour of the distressed provinces, includ¬ 
ing Chih-li in the north, and Fuhkien, as a sufferer from severe floods, on the 
eastern sea-board. These palliatives, however, were soon discovered to be 
insufficient. On the 3rd, 7th and 13th of the current month, a succession of De¬ 
crees for the first time indicated an appreciation of the need for substantial aid 
to the afflicted provinces. In the first of these manifestos, after mention had 
been made oT the fact that 200,000 taels had been granted already for expendi¬ 
ture in Shansi, and that the Governor General of Chih-li, Li Hung-chang, had 
been commanded to provide a sum of 100,000 taels for the relief of distress in 
Honan, beside the amount of 147,900 taels which the Governor of that pro¬ 
vince had been allowed to appropriate for the same purpose, a grant is 
additionally madc5 of 400,000 taels, to he provided in equal moieties by 
Li ^Hung-chang and tlie Hoard of Ptevenue, and to be .divided between 
the provinces of Shanshi and Ilouan, seven-tenths going to the*first-Damcd of the 
two. Over and above this, 40,000 piculs of the grain at that time, in course 
of conveyance from the southern provinces to Peking, was ordered to be divert¬ 
ed for the relief of the famine-stricken area; and this amount was doubled by 
the Decree published four days later, in w hich the entire amount of 80,000. 
piculs of grain tlicn on its way was ordered to be conveyed instead to Honan 
and Shanshi. Taking the value of this graiu at 21. 5 m. per picul, according to 
the estimate employed by Li Hung-chang in his memorial earlier quoted 
the grant in kind thus represents an additional value of 200,000 taels. 
This grain, constituting a large proportion of the supply which, wuth immense 
effort and expenditure, is being transported along the Grand Canal to Tien-tsin 
and Peking, and which has been greatly delayed in its progress during the sum-^ 
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mer through waiSt of water, will probably be discharged at some point near Lin- 
ts’ing Chow, not far from the northern border of the province of Shantung, 
and conveyed thence Ify cart to the adjacent provinces; but it has lately been 
stated by oflBicials of the Government that the cost of transportation will be 4 
taels per picul, or about 28 taels (£12 sterling) per ton. 

The large appropriations above mentioned had been decreed, but a few* 
days when further information or reflection appears to have shown them to be 
still inadequate. A Decree of the 15th October commands the Provincial 
Government of Shantung to set apart from the impending winter collection 
of grain on behalf of Peking the ag;nount of 160,000 ])iculs, to be allotted in 
equal moieties to Shanshiand Honan, as a provision for the period that must 
elapse before next spring's harvest can be looked for. With this appropriation 
the list of Imperial grants is for the presen-t completed. Special Commissioners, 
it should be added, have been appointed to perambulate the famine-stricken 
provinces for tho purpose of guarding against malpractices in the distribution of 
relief. 

In the absence of ail approach to statistics, it is impossible to form any 
estimate of the numbers wuo are exposed to suffering by the present visitation. 
In Shantung, it will have been noticed, Mr. Jamieson expanded his original es¬ 
timate of half-a-million souls to ten times that number, admitting at the same 
time the want of all basis for a serious estimate; and in the absence of any precise 
means of judging, no more can be said on this subject than that the population 
whose means of subsistence during the coining w'intcr will depend upon official 
charity must be numbered by millions. In order to enable some idea to be 
formed of the extent of country which is afflicted by the prevailing famine, a 
map of China has been prepared (Annex No. 11), upon which the famine area 
is tinted yellow, with similar indications in other colours for those districts 
w^hicli have suffered from a plague of locusts or from floods. 

As a natural result of the months of privation already endured, epidemic 
disease has committed serious ravages in all the afflicted districts. Typhus fever 
completed, in the spring and summer of this ycai^, the depopulation of many 
villages in Shantung, which had alrdady lost a great proportion of their inhabi¬ 
tants in consequence of the famine; and the same disease is believed to be 
ravaging at present the adjacent provinces. Cholera has visited nearly all the 
coast ports during the months from July to September, from Amoy in the south, 
where the first outbreak took place about the 25th June, to Newchwang in the 
extreme north, and it has also spread to Japan. The disease has not been heard 
of as having spread to any distance inland, nor has it been attended with any 
serious amount of mortality among Europeans. 

The tale of suffering, in all probability, remains to bo greatly enhanced 
with the approach of winter, when the scanty resources of the provincial au¬ 
thorities of Sbanshi and Honan will have already been severely taxe^, audw^hen 
the inclemency of the w^cathcr will be felt with increased effect among a popu¬ 
lation enfeebled by a year or more of previous liardships. The enormous num¬ 
bers to be dealt with, and the great extent of country affected, combined witli tho 
absence of means of communication or facilities of transport, afford reason 
for anticipating a mortality which will be thought appalling by European ob¬ 
servers. The Chinese mind will accept the calamity more apathetically, though 
its occurrence, coupled with tlie recent astronomical portents, cannot fail to excite 
tlie usual apprehensions of political disturbance. Were it not that the posses¬ 
sion of improved weapons gives the established Government an advantage such 
as its forces Lave never heretofore possessed over insurgent mobs, the result of 
•the present widespread visitation might be predicted with certainty. As it 
is the Government is alive to threatenings of danger from seditious movements, 
ihQ symptoms of which have already been observed ; and the provincial Govern¬ 
ments are warned to be on the alert against the machination of secret societies, 

As regards the amount of expenditure incurred, either publicly or privately, 
on behalf of tlie suffering population, it is scarcely less difficult to form an esti¬ 
mate in this respect than it is with reference to the numbers of the distressed. 
Of purely private undertakings, such as those referred to.in the letter forming 
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Annex No. 1, no records whatever are accessible, except when the amounts con¬ 
tributed pass through the hands of officials, and are in duo time reported to the 
Tlirono M’ith requests for bestowal of rewards upon the charitarble donors. 
IMinute regulations exist upon this subject, ^or the encouragement of individual 
liberalitv, and the results are seen in such memorials as that above embodied 
from the Governor General of Chih-li, Li Hung-chang. The rewards bestowed 
on these ocaasions take the shape, as a rule, of honorary titles bestowed upon 
the ancestors of the donor for three generations past, when contributions are 
offered without a desire to take advantage of the system of purchasing actual 
rank or office on behalf of the contributor himself. Inducements to subscribe 
with this object in view are now largely bebl out. 

Bv assembling in tabular form the particulars which have becn^ given in 
the Treking Gazette during the past twelve or fifteen months, relating to the 
sums bestowed on the reiicf of distress in different quarters, an ascertained 
total of 2,023,0t-l! taels is arrived at, as is shown in the accompanying table (An¬ 
nex No 12). This includes several amounts which are necessarily estimated 
on more or less imperfect data, but a basis is at the same time afforded, allowing 
for amounts of which no record is as yet forthcoming, for assuming that some 
3 000 000 taels, or about £900,000 sterling, may have been expended or allotted 

up to’the present time for the relief of distress produced by drought or floods. 

This amount will be larq^cly exceeded, no doubt, by the addition of sums to be 
raised bv the sale of titles already sanctioned as a financial expedient on behalf 
of the afflicted provinces, and possibly also by fvirther Imperial grants. The dmin 
upon the revenues of the State, which the prevailing distress has caused, will be 
auf»mented, also, by the wliolesale postponements or remissions of taxation 
which have been necessarily sanctioned. 

In the statements of money amounts or quantities of grain referred to in 
the precedin'' Heport, it should be explained, in conclusion, the tael of silver 
may be taken as worth something more than 5s. sterling, and the picul of grain 
as equivalent to 140 catties, or about 185 pounds.

Further Memorandum by Mr. Mayers. 

The “Gazette” of the 13th instant contains a very long and business- 
like memorial from Li Ilung-Chang, Governor General of Chih-li, setting forth 
the details of the action he has taken toward providing supplies of grain for the 
famine-stricken provinces of Honan and Shansi. One of the literary offlcials at 
Pekin'' is shown by Li Hung-Chaug’s memorial to have laid suggestions before 
the 'rtirone on the 23rd ultimo, recommending that Li should provide the 
amount of 000,000 taels for the purchase of grain, to be distributed at 
reduced rales to buyers in the afflicted provinces under official direction. It 
was proposed that of this sum onc-third should be provided from the provincial 
exchequer of Chih-li, and the remainder raised by means of a foreign loan. 
The Imperial rescript in reply demurred to the magnitude of the proposed 
wrant and Li llung-Chatig takes exception to the entire scheme, rejecting, in 
particular, the notion of obtaining money by a foreign loan. The difficulties 
in nc''otiatiug such an arrangement are, he observes. Very great, and the 
interest requiied very heavy, lie is importing large quantities of millet from 
Newchwanu-, and of rice from the southern provinces, and is despatching 
supiilies as rapidly as possible to a ci utral depot in the Ilwi-luh district, 
iiordcring upon vh*c province of Shansi, whence supplies are taken away by the 
officials of that province. The supplies sent to Honan are forwarded as far as 
nossihle by water, and tlio Governor General estimates the cost of transport, all 
thiu'>s included, as far as Honan is concerned, at 1 tael per picul (of 140 catties, 
or about 185 pounds); whilst, in the case of Shansi, where a mountain range 
has to be crossed and a distance of some hundreds of miles to be traversed by 
cart the expense of transportation will, he admits, be enormous. This bears 
out the remark made not long ago at the Tsungli-Yamdn, to the effect that the

cost of transporting supplier to Shansi would be about 4 tael per picul, or say 
£12 sterling per ton. 

From repent memcfrials published in the Tehlng Gazette^ it appears 
that in Shansi seventy-six departments and districts, and in Honan about half 
that number, come under the category of the actually famine-stricken. The 
very lowest estimate that can be placed on the population of a district would 
be 100,000 souls. A memorial from the Governor of Shansi, published in the 
Gazette” of the 15th, declares that the number of individuals for whom 
gratuitous relief is required does not fall short of some 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
souls ; and ho expresses the apprehension that if funds be not forthcoming the 
wdiole of the southern portion of the province will be absolutely depopulated. 
I'Or the supply of relief during the coming winter and spring, anything less 
than 3,000,000 taels to 4,000,000 taels will be insufficient; and ho bases upon 
this statement his application for permission to raise money by the sale of 
certificates of rank and official position which has been granted in the rescript, 
already published, to this memorial. The “ Gazette” of to-day, which has just 
come to hand, contains a further urgent appeal from the same quarter for an 
additional supply of grain. The Governor states that ten more districts and 
departments must be added to the list previously forwarded of those actually 
stricken with famine; and he alleges that wdiile the tael of silver (equal say to 
65 . 6(i. sterling) exchanges for but little more than 900 copper cash (its 
ordinary value being upwards of 1,500 cash), rice sells at 2,400 to 2,500 cash per 
tow. The tow of rice in Shansi is said to measure about 18 catties, or one-tenth 
of a picul, which is calculated in that province as equal to 180 catties in 
measuring rice and grain. The picul, thoj’efore, or say 240 lbs. English, would 
cost something like 26*66 taels. This is fully eight times the ordinary cost. 
On the other hand, the Governor remarks that every tael of silver supplied 
will save a human life, which, under the circumstances, seems impossible.

KEPOBTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PEOSPECTS OP THE CHOPS FOE THE 
WEEK ENDING THE 0TH APEIL 1878. 


Genebal Remarks. —From Madras showers are reported in Ganjam, Vizajrapntaro,- Cuddapah, 
Kurnool, Malabar and South Canara; general prospects are said to be uncliangfed; prices are flucluatinpf. 
The total number on works is 111,97a, and on graliiitons relief 94,798, beiii" 10,353 and 5,780 less 
than last week. In Mysore shower shave fallen in two districts; tlie mnnbers on works for the 
week ending the 30fch ultimo were 58,491, and on gratuitous relief 7,S20, or more by 1,707 and 155 
than in the previous week. In Bombay general rain and partial hail (whieh has done consideiable 
damage) are reported from Poona, and showers iu Sattara, KalaJgi and Dharwar. Slight rain has 
fallen in several districts of the Central Provinces; threshing and winnowing the spring harvest 
continue; prices are steady, hut high. No rain has fallen in Berar. No rain is reported from Central 
India. In Rajputanathe only rain is a shimmer at Jhallawar; the harvest is progressing favourably. In 
Bengal rain has fallen in most of the districts of Bengal Proper and in Orissa; it has not extended to 
the Hhagalpur, Behar, or Chota Nagpore divisions; prospects are generally favourable; the rali 
harvest is nearly over. In Assam general rain continues ; ploughing and sowing are in progress, ami 
prospects are good. No rain is reported from the North-Western Provinces or Oiidh; the harvest is 
»»early over in the Eastern districts, and is progr/?ssing elsewhere : prices are nearly statiouary, showing 
in some places a slight tendency to rise. In the Punjab rain is reported only from Peshdwar, and 
hail in Amritsar; harvesting is in progress in Delhi and Hissar; elsewhere the crops promise well; 
prices arc generally unchanged; and show a slight rise in Delhi and Amritsar.

RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, FinanciaIi Pxfabtmxnt. • 

In the exercise' of the powers conferred by the Indian Coinage Act, 1870, and the Indian Paper 
Currency Act, 1871, and of all other powers enabling him in this behalf, the Governor General in 
Council is pleased to make the following rules 

1. Certificates from the Assay Master, as per Form A, shall be issued by the Mint Master under 
Section 24 of the said Indian Coinage Act, 1870, for the net produce of silver bullion or coin delivered 
into the mint on and after Monday, the 27th November 1876, and shall be payable twenty-one days 
after the date thereof, if issued by the Mint Master at Calcutta, at the Bank of Bengal, and if issued 
by the Mint Master at Bombay, at the Bank of Bombay. 

2. The holders of certificates granted under Section 14 of the said Indian Paper Currency Act, 
1871, shall be entitled to receive*the amount of notes or of notes and cash stated therein on demand at 
the Ofilce of Issue. 

8. Persons wishing to obtain, under the Indian Paper Currency Act, 1871, promissory notes of 
the Government of India in exchange for silver bullion or foreign silver coin, may tender the same to 
the Mint Master on behalf, in Calcutta, of the Head Commissioner, and in Bombay, of the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Department of Issue, in the Form B. hereto annexed. 

4. The Mint Master shall prepare, in Form C hereto annexed, and countersign a certifirate of 
the value of such bullion or coin calculated at the rate prescribed in Section ll(^) of the said Indian 
Paper Currency Act. The Head Commissioner or Commissioner (as the case may be) of issue, or any 
Gazetted Officer subordinate to him to whom he may delegate such authority, shall then sign the certi^ 
ficate and return it to the Mint Master for delivery to the person making the tender. 

6. No bullion or coin tendered under these Rules shall be withdrabrn by the tenderer, unless be 
is dissatisfied with the assay.

2. In order to complete regiments to Ihe full 
established strength, volunteers may be called for 
from other regiments from the classes wanted to 
complete. None but men of good character, and 
who are reported in every respect fit for field ser¬ 
vice, will he permitted to volunteer. Regiments 
giving volunteers will be allowed to recruit up to 
the full establishment. On the termination of the 
expedition, the volunteers will he permitted to 
rejoin their old regiments as vac.nncies occur. 

3. Commanding officers will be held respon¬ 
sible that no.ne but men and followers in every way 
fit for field service accompany Uie regiment; ail 
sickly men are to be left at the depot. 

4. Regiments of native infantry will draw 
extra batta; aud free rations or ration-money, at 
the rate of Rs. 3-S per mensem, will be allowed to 
all non-CQinmissi.tiKid officers and men of cavalry 
and infantry while on foreign service. Native 
commissioned officers will also have the privilege 
of receiving the ordinary ration from the Com¬ 
missariat Department on payment, the amount 
being •deducted monthly from their pay at the 
above rate. * 


fi. Public followers, except those engaged on 
salaries specifically determined for the service, will 
receive an addition of 50 per cent, on pny and 
batta in addition to free rations, while on foreign 
service. 

fi. The sancti.)ned followers paid hy the tioops 
will receive from G‘»vernment free rations, and 
such extra pay as may he neeessary to put them 
on a par with the publio followers of a similar 
class. 


7. All the arrangements special to this foreign 
service will have efiect from the date of embark¬ 
ation, and continue iu force until the date of 
return. 

§. As, during a sea-voyage, the officers, non¬ 
commissioned officers, and sowars of the cavalry 
woirid be unable to make the requisite provision 
for the forage of their horses, whilst difficulty 
might possibly be experienced in this respect 
during a portion of their service on land, His Ex¬ 
cellency the Governor General in Council h.i< 
determined that the forage of the hoi sea, and of 
the mules or ponies accompanying, shall be under¬ 
taken hy the St.Tte, with such* assistance as the 
regiments and followers may he enabled to render 
after landing. 

9. This measure, however, in no way relieves 
all grades from responsibility for the due care 
and condition of their horses and cattle. 

10. All ranks will be required, as at present 
to maintain one efficient horse, but the native 
commissioned officers w’ill be allowed forage for 
two horses each, if they desire to take a second 
charger. 

11. Each native commissioned officer will be 
required to keep up ore pony, aud one attendant 
as syce and grass-cutter, whether be takes one or 
two horses; and the non-commissioned officers 
and privates to maintain one pony, and (oie grass- 
cutter in charge of the same, for every two 
horses. 

12. The attendants wdll be paid by the troops 
as usual; but the ponies will receive grain, and 
when necessary, hay, free of co.st; btjth grass- 
cutters and animals will be lequired to procure 
forage when obtainable, and must, be held dispos¬ 
able for all purposes. 

13. On hoardship, the forage aud wa^er will 
be issued under the usual regulations, ponies re¬ 
ceiving a half-ration of forage and tWi>-lbird.s of 
a horse's supply of water, or as may be specially 
ordered. 

14. On land, the foragp allowance for each 
horse will be SIbs. of such grain as may he procur¬ 
able, with 20lbs. of hay, when given forage is n‘>t 
procurable, or otherwise as may be ordered.

18. All casualtirs of h^Tscs, arising from neg¬ 
lect or from causes evidently unconnected W’ith the 
particular nature of the service, must, as usual, be 
replaced by the regiments concerned. Each troop 
will “be allow’ed to embark and maintain two 
(^hunda horses, to meet casualties, which will be 
ratioued free of cost.

RULES FOB THE CUSTODY, DISTRIBUTION AND SALE OP POSTAGE STAMP 
LABELS AND EMBOSSED ENVELOPES. 


Approved hy the Government of India in Financial Department letter No. 1V()2, dated 19th M^arch 1878. 

(N. B.—These Rules apply both to Service Stamps and to Cbdinary Stamps, \vith the exceptions nott*d in 

Rules V and Vlll.) 

Supplies from Central Depots. 

I. —Supplies of postage stamps for the Madras Presidency, including 
Mysore and the local dep6ts subordinate to Madras, shall be supplied by the 
Superintendent of Stamps at Madras on tbe indent of officers in cliarge of local 
depots. 

II. —Supplies of postage stamps for the Presidency of Bombay, including 
Siqd, Berar, the Central Provinces, and local depots subordinate to ]^ombay, 
shall be supplied by tlic Superintendent of Stamps at Bombay on the indent of 
officers in charge of local dep6ts. 

III. —Stamps for the Bengal Presidency, including the North-Wi'stcTii 
Provinces, Oudh, the Punjab, Central India, Bajpootuna, Assam, and Britisii 
Burmah, and local dei)6ts subordinate to Calcutta, sliall l)c supplied by the 
Superintendent of Stamps at Calcutta on the indent of officers in charge of 
local dep6ts. 
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IV. —The aboTc-mcntioued supplies from central to local (lop6ts shall be 

issued on credit. ’ 

Local Depots. 

V. —Every treasury tliroui^liout India, including those attached to politicab 
customs Jbnd salt agcT\eu‘s, shall bo a local depot for the sale of postage 
stamps, provided that tlu? valiu* ot the stamps sold at one time to any ])urchaser 
shall not be less than ils. 5, and shall not include any fraction oL‘ a rupcio. At 
any station at which there* is a collector of land revenue, neither a salt agent 
nor collector of custoins shall be entrusted with the custody and sale of postage 
stani])s. All sales under this rule will be for cash on delivejy ; and when the 
purchas<a* is one of those who an? r(*tiiiired to retail staTn 2 )s under lliilo ' VIII 
(not bedug a person ('mpl(»yed in a Government treasury), or is om? specially 
authorized under Huh* IX, a discoimt of one-half anna per rupee will be allowed. 
But to purchasers otlua* than the above, no discount will be allowed; and 
ofllcers in charge of local dejjots must S('e that discount is not allowt‘d except to 
the privileged olficc'rs above* referred to. The sale of embossed t?nveloj)es shall 
be sul)jeet to the same conditions, except that they shall be sold in ])ackets con¬ 
taining sixteen enveloi)es (\ach, portions of a packet not being saii*ald(*. The 
price of i*aeh ])acket shall be tin* value of the stamps borne by the envelopes 
contained in it, the discount (if any) being calculated on that value. 

The above rule is only ])artially applicable to “seiwice stam])s,” which may 
be sold to Gocernmeni officials mthout restriction as to a niiainnnn amount 
on a xrrilten apijlicalion, accompanied bxj payment of the value in cash, and on 
which no discount is at lowed. A rec(‘ipt containing in detail the gross value of 
ejicli d(*scription ot' s(Tviee postage stamps sold will be granted by the treasury 
oflicer for the amount paid to him. 

VI. —A supply equal to the probable consumption for live* months of the 
district attached to each jocal dej)6t shall be kept in each ; and as soon as tin? 
number in store has fallen b(?low the number expended during the ])receding 

^ ^ six months, the collector, or other olhc(*r in charge of 

‘ the depot, sliall indent* on the c(*ntral depot ot* his prt*- 

sid(*ney for a number equal to the consumption of the last thrtM* jiionths, for 
which* accounts hav(* be(*n rendered to the central depot of tin* ])residency. 
If by any acchhait the stock of stamps oF any value should run short before 
the r(‘e(*ipt <d‘ a Fr<*s]i sup])ly From the c(*ntral d('])6t, tiie officer in charge oF the 
treasury will indmt on iK'ighbouring districts For a quantity sullieient to rnec t 
the demand, \vhii‘h may be su]>})]i(‘d or not, according to the disendion, and oii 
tiie responsibility oF the olficMT iiid(*nted on, with r(?ference to the wants of his 
t)vvn district. It will be tlio duty of the Sup(*rmtendcnt of Stamps of the Pr(‘- 
sidency (o r('])ort to the Director Geueml oF the Post Office, for the orders of 
Gov(‘rjinient, (‘V(*ry oceasion on wliieli it may ajqjcar, from the montldy stal? - 
nnuit or otherw is(*, that the store of stanij)s of any pai*ticular value m any 
district has falhm helow the authorized amount. 

Branch Depots, 

A"TI.—Every branch treasury and every t(*lisil treasury shall be a branch 
depot for the sale oF postage stamps under the conditions jfescribed in Buie V. 
It will ri?ceiv(* its stamps from the local d(*p6t to wdii(?li it is suhorciinate, keeji- 
ing always in store? a su])ply suffici(*nt to mo(*t the prohahlr demands of one 
month, estimated according to the average of former sales. It will ke(*p an 
accou7it of sales in the same form (3) her(?after prescribed for the tveasurev’s 
account, ajid will indent for suppli(?s in the same form (1) as hereafter jjescrilx'd 
for flu* tn^asurer’s indimt. It w ill rendca* an ac(*ouiit monthly to (he local depot 
in Form GA imme(liat(?ly on the? expiration of the month. " ♦ 

Retail sate of Stamps. 

VITl.— A supply of stamps hy retail shall he kept a\aiJable at 
ev<Ty post office, re(!< iving office, tehsildaree, thana, and every police station at 
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which letters arc received for despatch, and with cveiy licensed stamp-vendor; 
and it shall be the dfity of the offit^er, to whom the pc^rson in charge of any of 
the above-named places is subordinate, to take steps to ensure that the supply 
kept on hand is at all times equal to at least one wec'k’s demand. Persons in 
charge of the above-meiitioned places will recidve discount on purchases under 
Rule V. InsjM^ctors and Sub-Inspectors of Post OlFices within their respective 
jurisdictions, and any other oflieers of the Post Office specially dejmted for that 
purpose or authoriz(?d on that behalf by the Post blaster Genenil, are empower¬ 
ed to examine the stock of postage stamps kept by a licensed stamp-vendor. 

This rule does not apply to service stamps.’* 

By the term “ licensed vendor,” as used above, is meant a stamp-vendor 
licensed under rules framed by the local Government in accordance with section 
48 of the General Stamp Act (XVI11 of 18G0). 


Anthorization of ccrlohi retail vemlora other than the aboi:e, 

IX.—A district officer may authorize the grant of discount at half-anna 
per rupee on ])urchas(?s under Rule V to any person who is a bond fde retail 
vendor of postage stani])s, although he may not be one of those required to retail 
them under the above rule. Such authority shall be given in writing, and must 
be produced by 1 he person authorized •when claiming discount on purchases: 
the authority will Jiold good for only 12 months from the date on which it is 
given, and may be revoked at any time at the discretion of the district officer. 
No such authority may be given to any person employed in a Government trea¬ 
sury. The authoi-ity so given may at the discretion of the district officer be 
made subjc'ct to conditions to be expressed in the writing of authority in any or 
all of the following respects, riz, :—the maintenance of a sufficient supply of all 
or any specified denominations of postage stamp'i for retail: a particular shop, 
place or locality, or particular sh()])s, places or localities, in wdiicli postage 
stamps arc to be exposed for sale: the days and hours during which they are 
to be so exposed, and any restriction upon the sale in shops, places or localities 
other than those spciciiied. A n'gister showing the name, residence, and 
occupation of every person so autliorized, and the date of the authority, shall 
l)e k('pt by the district oflicer. Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors of Post Offices 
within their r('S])ective jurisdictions, and any other officers of the Post Office 
vspecially d(q>uted for that ]mq)ose or authorized on that behalf by the Pv>st 
Master (ieiK'raJ, arc empowered to examine the stock of postage stamps kept 
by any jicrson so authorized. 


Cnstodf/ of Stamps in Local Depots. 

X. —The hulk of postage stamps in store at any local dcjidt shall be kept 
in parcels, containing a known number of sheets, in tlie treasury or other secure 
place, in one or more strong chests or presses, under double locks,—the key of 
one lock of each chest or j)ress always remaining in the hands of the collector 
or other officer in charge of the stamps, and the key of tlie other in the hands 
of the treasurer. 

XI. —The remainde'r of the stamps in store shall he in the hands of tlic^ 
tre.asurer, and shall not exceed the probable demand of fourteen days, estimated 
according to th.e average of former sales. 

XII. —The treasurer shall keep a daily account of recei))ts and sales* in 

the vernacular of the district, in w hich tlu^ transactions 
* ^ of eacli succeeding day shall be entered eouseeutivcly, a 

balance being struck at the close of each day, and attested by the initials of the 
officer in charge of the treasury. 
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XTII.—On the first open day of each month, and on every Monday during 
the month, the treasurer shall prepare in the A'cruaculai-i and submit to the 
oflieer in eliargo of the postage stamps, an indentt for a

value of the stamps delivered to iho treasui*er shall bo entered, and a balance 
struck at the time of delivery. This balance w^ill be attested by the initials of 
the officer in charge and of the treasurer, both of w hom shall invariably be 
present during th(^ whole time that the store under double locks, or any part of 
it, remains open. The deliveries shown in the store-book will agree wuth the 
indent as approved. 

XV. —If the treasurer require stamps at any intermediate time, the same 
process will be observed as is prescribed in the tAvo preceding rules. 


XVI. —Stamps will be supplied from the store under double locks only to 
the treasurer and to branch depots, and on indent from them respectively.

XVII. —As soon as possible after the arrival of a despatch of postage 
stamps from a central depot, or from any other local d(q)6t, the j)ackets or 
boxes are to be opened, ojie at a time, in tlu^ presence of the officer in charge 
of stamps.

ending ihe 23rd March 1878. 

Heavy showers fell in every district during the week, and the rain, though not at all general, 
cooled the atmosphere considerably. A more general downfall would be of great use to the 
smaller tanks, many of which are running dry and threaten destruction to the rice dependent 
on them. Prospects are encouraging. The agricultural classes are very active, and there is 
plenty of employment for labor. The numbers on relief altered very little and prices have not 
risen. 

2. Imports by rail amounted to 2,049 tons, or 726 tons more than last week. Tlie 
following figures show the course of importation during the last four months

From Bangalore, 797 tons were exported to the interior, being 116 tons more than for the 
week previous. 

3. The number of laborers on Civil Relief Works was 10,672, or 203 less than in the 
week before. One additional work wjis opened in the Kolar Histrict an4 two in Clrttaldrug, 
As already stated, some of the Civil Works that have attracted labor are beii»g transferred to 
the control of the Professional Department; while some other works that were opened tenta¬ 
tively will soon be closed unless the results show more decisively that they are needed. 

4. The Public Works Department employed 46,112 laborers, or 772 fewer than in the 
preceding week. The falling otF is in the Bangalore District, and is mainly owing to various 
minor depjfrtmental changes made for the object of enforcing discipline: in the rest of the 
province the numbers* have kept very steady, but an increase is shown in the Paugarh Taluk 
on a recently opened work. The following statement shows the important works in

FOR 1876-70 AND 1870-77.

Read- 

Officiating Director-General of Telegraphs' No. 556T. of 22nd December 1877, together 
with its enclosures, being the Administration Reports of the Telegraph Department 
for the years 1875-76 and 1876-77. 


Resolution. —The delay in the submission of the Report for 1876-76 has 
been occasioned by an endeavour having been made to carry out certain wishes 
of the Secretary of State; the changes suggested have not as yet been found 
practicable, and are still being separately considered, meanwhile to save further 
delay the Report, with that for the following year, has been submitted in the 
old form. 

Report foe 1876-76. 

2. The Capital outlay amounted at the end of the year to Rs. 3,07,67,637, 
of which amount Rs. 13,72,898 was incurred during the year, including Public 
Works outlay. The greater part of the expenditure having been on State or 
Guaranteed Railway lanes. 

3. The Revenue expenditure aggregated Rs. 28,38,037, and the Revenue 
receipts, Rs. 23,98,264, so that the operations of the yeair have resulted in 
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a loss of Rs. 4,39,783, wliich is rather more than it was in the previous year, 
hut considerably less than in the two preceding years. These figures include 
the loss in the working of the Ceylon system, which, as will be noticed further 
on, have occasioned a deficit of Us. 30,536 in the year under review. 

4. The figures shown as Kevenue receipts represent the amount earned by 

. the Department, and they differ to the extent 
•Gross rcTcnue earned ... 23,98,254 of Es. 93,356* (excluding 'pvo foTmd message 
Deduct receipts... 1,75,758 revenue) from the finance accounts which exhibit 

Total ... 22 . 22,496 the rcvcnuc realized, Tlie difference between 
Gross revenue realized... 21,29,140 revenue earned and revenue realized is chiefly 
Total 93^356 to the non-payment of sums due from Rail- 
—^— ways. 

5. The net Revenue outlay in India has increased from Rs. 25,69,052 in 
1874-75 to Rs. 27,24,069 in 1875-76. This result is chiefly due to the three 
items of (1) Repairs, (2) Signalling, (3) Tools and Plant. 

6. The increased cost of Establishments has l>ecn occasioned by the annual 
increments earned, and by the occurrence of the periodical relief for the 
unhealthy Eastern Divisions, the number of signallers employed has actually 
dtxjreased by five. In the preceding year moreovt^r a part of the charge was 
debited to famine relief. 

7. The message revenue has riscij from Rs. 18,45,018 in 1874-75 to 
Rs. 19,48,083 in 1875-76.—Increase Rs. 1,03,065. During the same time the 
total number of paid messages has risen from 837,391 to 907,369.—Increase 
69,978. The increase under both heads must be considered satisfactoiy. 

8. There is a satisfactory and progressive increase in the speed of trans¬ 

mission of messages from time of tender by the sender to receipt at the office 
of destination. . 

9. There is •a satisf^ yy decrease in the number and duration of inter¬ 
ruptions, notwithstanding a large increase in the wire mileage. 

10. There has been an increase during the year in length of lines and 
wires of 4953 - miles of line and 2,397 miles of ware, with a decrease of 18^ 
miles of cable. 

11. The year is chiefly memorable for the St. Petersburgh convention 
which came into force on the 1st January 1876. 

12. The operations in conm^ction wdth the Perak expedition were satis-* 
factorily carried out. 

13. The maintenance of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway telegraphs 
was undertaken by the Department during the year imder review ; they com¬ 
prise 3,344 miles of wire. 

14. The Capital outlay in Ceylon during the year amounted to Rs. 30,900, 
and the year’s operations resulted in a deficit of Rs. 30,536. 

15. The number of offices open was one more than in the previous year. 


Report for 1876-77. 

16. Tlie Capital outlay of the Telegraph Department amounted at 

the end of the year to Rs. 3,21,12,147, of which Rs. 13,54,610 was incurred 
during the year. , 

17. The year 1876-77 is a remarkable year in the sinnals of the tele¬ 
graph Department, because it is the first year in which the income and working 
expenses have practically balanced each other. The loss in working, which 

year was Rs. 4,30,783, has been reduced to the nominal figure of Rs. 401; 
if the Ceylon system be excluded, there is an actual profit of Rs. 19,995, 
-hiS piv.fit would have been still larger but for a new debit of Rs. 64,391 
for allowances paid in England,—an item which has not been before 

to the Department. 
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18. The Bitfrenue Account shows a decrease on the debit side under the 
heads of (1) Line Itepairs and (2) Tools and Plant, and in total outlay as compared 
with 1876-76 of about three-quarter lakh; and if the new debit before mentioned 
be taken into account, the decreased outlay is about 1^ lakh; while on the 
credit side the main items of increase are (1) Message Revenue and (2) Receipts 
from Guaranteed Railways. 

19. The increase under Message Revenue is Rs. 3,25,981 in India and 
Rs. ll,267 in Ceylon. Ihis is highly satisfactory, constituting as it does the 
main business of the Department. Of this increase Rs. 60,081 is due to State 
and Rs. 2,77,157 to private messages. 

20. Of the increase under “ State ’* messages about Rs. 12,000 is due to 
Poreign, and about Rs. 48,000 to Inland messages, while under “ Private” 
messages the increases are respectively Rs. 32,000 and Rs. 2,44,000. 

21 . The receipts from State Railways show a slight decrease over those 
^of the previous year, and the total amount appears very small. It is however 

explained that no credit has been taken for unadjusted accounts with certain 
railways. Particulars of the receipts and of the unadjusted amounts should 
be reported. 

22. There is a difference of Rs. 1,17,804 between revenue earned and 
revenue realized. 

23. A most useful table is given in‘paragraph 23 of the report to illustrate 
the working of the Department from different points of view; this table will, 
the Officiating Director General of Telegraph hopes, partiaRy supply the wants 
of the Secretary of State. 

24. The total number of messages of all kinds has risen from 373,832 
in 1867-68 to 1,116,833 in the year under review, being an increase of 212 
per cent. And the average cost of a message is sh' vn to have been Rs. 2‘14 
in 1876-77 against Rs. 3‘65 in 1867-68. 

26. The Report shows that while there has been an increase in the 
average cost of a State message, due apparently to the more extended use of 
the telegraph wire for administrative purposes, there has been a decrease in the 
average cost of a private one. The reduction in the cost of private messages 
is no doubt chiefly due to the extended use of Codes by merchants which le^s 
to the compression of messages, whereas State messages are ordinarily in plain 
^nguage. 

26. The duplication of the Suez to Aden cable was an important event 
in the telegraphic history of the year under review. 

27. The number of offices open at the end of the year was 234, showing 
an increase of 8 over the previous year. 

28. Under the head of complaints, the most important and satisfactorv 
feature is that an enquiry instituted in consequence of a representation made 
by the Bengal Chamber of Commerce has elicited the fact that while thcav 
was an increase in traffic of 6’02 per cent, there was a decrease in eiTors of 
8’33 per cent, in messages of all kinds. While as regards tliose in oi*dinary 
language the number of complaints fell from 13 to 18. 

29. The speed of transmission of messages shows an improvement of 
4 minutes over the previous year, having averaged 1 hour 5 minutes on the main 
long routes connecting Calcuttto, Bombay, Madras, and Kun’achee, against 
12 hours 43 minutes in 1867-68, notwithstanding that the year under review was 
remarkable for the extent and influence of flo(^ and cyclones. 

30. There is a satisfactory decrease in the number and value of unpaid 
messages, and satisfactory increase in the number exchanged with railways. 

31. The number of miles of line have increased by 695, and of wire 
• Of these 2,902 were for Guaranteed by 3,606,* while that of Cables has decreased 

and State BaUways (paragraph 136). by 6 . The Operations detailed by divisions under 
the head extensions and maintenance of lines and wires call for no remarks. 
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32. A deficit in the working of Ihe Oeylon lines is still shown, but 
it has shared in the general improvement of the year undw review, and 
the loss is Bs. 20,396 against Bs. 30,536 m the provious year, or one>third 
less; this satisfactory result is due entirely to the increase in the message 
revenue, for the outlay of the year is almost identical with that of the year 
previous. 

33. Statements should be attached to future reports, giving the number of 
miles of line and of wire for Guaranteed and State Railways, clearly distin¬ 
guishing between purely Departmental lines, State and Guaranteed Bailway 
unes, the property of Government, from those which are merely maintained 
for the Guaranteed Bailway Companies. 

34. The total capital expended on State and Guaranteed Bailway lines 
should also be shown separately for each railway. 

35. These Beports have been carefully prepared and afford satisfactory 
evidence of the progress and efficiency of the Department during, the years^ 
under review.

15. The increase of Ks. 68,171 under the head of “ Repairs to Lines’* is 
due to the large number of works of extensive repairs or renewals which it was 
necessary to undertake during the year. The following items may be 
instanced:—

16. The expenditure under Direction, Superintendence and Chock OjOSice, is 
principally affected by the increment system of promotion, by the number of 
absentees on leave or special duty, and by the promotions consequent thereon. 
The increase in the emt of line maintenance establishment is accounted for by 
the great increase in length of line maintained, particulars of which are 
given in pamgraph 84. The reduction in the cost of the Check Office was also 
partly due to an Assistant Superintendent not having been employed in it 
throughout the year. 

17. There was a large increase of Rs. 1,01,402 under the head of signal¬ 
ling, the following being the principal items of increase:—

Regarding the firvst of these items it must be explained that the cost of the 
f:«tablishment in 1874-75 was reduced by Rs. 30,148 on account 
of Signallers’ pay charged to the Bengal famine, and in 1875-76 there was a 
similar reduction of only Rs. 3,376 on account of Signallers* pay charged to the 
Pmk expedition. Allowing for these items, the increased cost of the signal-

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ling estaldisbrnent dunng 1876-76 amotmted to B«. 42,771) which is enturelj 
due to the reg^nlar sanctioned increments of salaiy which aomrued to the 
signallers during that period. The average number of men emplojed in 
1874-75 was 865 and in 1876-76, 850, notwithstanding that several new offices 
w^ provided for. The increase in travelling allowance was caused partly by 
the ezpensA of the travelling office which accompanied His Royal TTi gbnflas 
the Prince of Wales on his toTir, and partly by the occurrence of the periodi¬ 
cal reli^ of Signallers serving in the unhealthy Eastern divisions. The 
re m a inin g items of increase are all small, and are attrilmtable generally to 
increase of work and the constantly expanding operations of the Department, 

18. 13ie increase under Tools and Plant amounts to Bs. 66,059, but much of 
this is more a matter of account than actual expenditure. An item on account 
of stores issued to railways, amounting to E>s. 12,314, chargeable to Capital, has 
been erroneously debited to Revenue, and will be written back*in the next 
year’s accounts; Rs. 9,077 is the amount of a book debit (subject to gradual 
recovery by receipts in subsequent years) made in consequence of a change in 
the method of keeping the accounts of saleable articles, such as books, maps, 
&o., and the first equipment of stores'of a large number of signal offices was 
completed during the year. In short, much of the expenditure under this head 
was abnormal, and the accounts of subsequent years are expected to*show 
a large reduction. 

19. Regarding the deductions from the gross expenditure on account of 
Ceylon and Capital, it is only necessary to remark that the former is calculated 
at 5 per cent, on Ceylon receipts and charges, and the latter at 15 per 
cent, on the cost of all works executed by Departmental agency. 

20. On the receipt side of the account it is satisfactory to note an increase 
of Rs. 1,03,035 in paid message revenue. The receipts from railways are not 
comparable, as the figures include arrears from previous years. Pro formd 
message revenue shows an increase of Rs. 36,774, partly due to an increase in 
the length and number of Reuter’s press messages delivered free to Govern¬ 
ment, and partly to increased cost of the English mf^notice which is telegraphed 
to all stations f^. 

21. Allowing for the incorrect debit of Rs. 12,314 to tools and 
plant, explained in paragraph 18, the net loss of the year is Rs. 1,467 greater than 
that of 1874-76, notwithstending that the Revenue Account was relieved by 
debit to Capital and Ceylon of over Rs. 97,000 more than in 1874-76. It has 
been shown above that this unfavoiirable result is lai^Iy due to abnormal 
causes, and there is no reason to anticipate from it any check to the steady 
progress the Department is making towards an equsdisation of receipts and 
working expenses.

COMPLAINTS. 

32. A synopsis of all complaints affecting this Department, whether received 
from the public or from other administrations, is given in Appendix F, 

33. The increasing interchange of traffic with Eailway Telegraph systems. 
State and Guaranteed, renders it desirable to show separately the complaints 
aflEecting messages so transferred. Tliis and other improvements have been 
introduced into the return. It exhibits the transactions of this Department 
in too unfavourable a light, as no record is available of complaints submitted to 
other administrations wliich have not been passed on to India, owing to tb© 
fault having been traced to otlicr systems; but notwithstanding this unavoidable 
disturbing cause, the result is satisfactory, the complaints debitable to India 
being in proportion to traffic 029 per cent., while those ohargable to other 
admmstrdtions were •066 per cent. 

SPEED OF TRANSMISSION. 

34. In Appendix G is given the average time occupied by telegrams in trans¬ 
mission over the principal lines, including all delays from the time the message 
is tenderud^ by the sender until that of its reaching the station of destination. 
TM foU^.wing comparative statement shows that although the number of sent 
messagcb iias treble^ since 1867-68, the mean time-intervals of telegrams on these 
main routes have been reduced by 91 per cent. There has^ moreover, not been 
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a single instance of retrogression, an improvement having been exhibited year 
by year.

DEPARTMENTAL SERVICE MESSAGES. 

38. These consist principally of daily reports on the state of the lines for¬ 
warded from all parts of India for purposes of traffic direction. The number 
is 42,972, being 4*48 per cent, of the total sent traffic, against 4*36 and 4*67 per 
cent, for 1874-75 and 1873-74, respectively. 

UNDELIVERED MESSAGES. 

39. Appendix I is a return showing the number of messages whi(*h, for 
causes stated, it^as found impracticable to deliver. As com 2 >ared with the 
previous year there is a considerable increase, but it is probable thal this is 
nominal, and attributable to improvements in the system of recording the data in 
Signal Offices, as well as to more strict supervision in respect of sucli 
returns exercised by the Check Office. 

40. It has b(^en already pointed out in previous reports that this Department 
can exercise but little control over the causes of non-delivery of messages; the 


p 
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free address conceded in Inland messages has done little, if anything, to 
induce senders to exercise more care in indicating the residences of their corre¬ 
spondents : about 55 per cent, of undelivered messages miscarry through 
incorrect or insufficient addresses. 

11. The in(;rea^scd facilities for travelling must necessarily tend likewise to 
enhance the number of telegrams which fail to reach the addressee by reason 
of his having left the address given: about 33 per cent, of the number shown 
ill the return come under this category. 

PRESS MESSAGES. 

42. In Appendix J arc given particulars of messages sent at the reduced 
rates accorded to news telegrams addressed to Indian journals. The increase 
in tlvis class of revenue amounts to 35'47 per cent. The increase is general, 
but the trial of the Guicowar and the visit of llis Eoyal Highness the Prince 
of Wales have perceptibly further enhanced the returns during certain months. 
The rebate on press messages during the year amounted to lls. 1,00,061-14. 

INTERRUPTIONS. 

43. An abstract of the interruptions to (jommunication during 1875-76, with 
similar information in respect of the eight previous years, for facility of comparison 
is given in. Appendix K. It will be observed that the decrease in number and 
aggregate duriition has been progressive year by year without exccjition. 

44. Since 1868-69 tlie w ire mileage has increased by 73’34 per cent., while 
interruptions have decreased in number 62*95, and in duration 73*87 per cent. 

45. It will be observed that the return is unfavourably affected by the heavy 
floods at Ahmedabad and Deesa. At the foimer place the Saburmuttee Rail¬ 
way Bridge, carrying the telcgi*aph wires, was destroyed; while at the latter the 
aerial crossings over the Bunnas were swept away, and the river rendered 
impassable for several days.

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SIGNALLING ESTABLISHMENT. 

47. The general conduct and discipline of the signalling staff continues to be 
highly satisfactory. 

48. In the report for 1871-72 it was mentioned that a few lads had been 
engaged experimentally at Madras as “ local signallers” for service within the 
limits of that Presidency. The pay of these signallers commenced at Rs. 25, 
and increased by Rs. 5 every two years. 

49. Experience having shown that this is insufficient to attract the class 
required, it was determined, with effect from the 1st March 1876, to raise the 
remuneration of locals to that given to Native signallers, who were practically 

local” and who received two-thirds the pay of general service men. 

60. Instead, therefore, of the three classes of signallers, “ general,” ‘‘ local” 
and “ native,” there are now only the two former; native signallers being 
classified in the local scale.

52. In recruiting the signalling branch, it is intended to engage for some time 
to come principally local signallers, and, as a rule, to admit for general service 
only those who undergo a long course of special training in the Lawrence 
Asylum at Ootacamund or other approved educational establishment. There 
is no lack of candidates under the conditions of ‘‘ local” service; and although 
it will always be necessary to keep up a certain proportion of general service 
men, the gradual formation of a local signalling staff cannot fail to result in 
a very considerable decrease in the cost of this branch.

62. The Rome Convention and system of charging was in force up to the 
31st December 1875. Erora the 1st August 1875, the ten-w^ord special tariff, 
adopted bet^veen India and England in November 1873, wns extended to corre¬ 
spondence between England and Erance. 


63. From the 1st January 1876, the St. Petersburgh Convention came into 
force. The principal changes introduced were as follow^:— 

1. RepetitioD made compulsory for telegrams coutaiuing ligure cipher. 

2. Letter cipher declared inadmissible. 

3. Insertion of name of sender made optional. 

4. Minimum chargeable unit reduced from 10 words to 1 word. 

5. Limit of length of a word altered from 7 syllables to 10 letters. 

6. Rel’und of cost of obtaining repetition of doubtful words restricted to the case of 

messages on which the collation (repetition) charge has been paid. 

7. Tlie charge to all countries in Europe (except Russia and Turkey) made uniform,— viz., 

from India, "West of Chittagong, Rs. 2-8-0; East of Chittagong or Ceylon, Rs. 2-10-0 
per word. ^

T1.C whole of tlie insulators between Moungdoo and Rue were tested, and those 
delf'ctivc Replaced; 300 iron-wood posts were erected in place of others that 
had k^ome unserviceable, and the usual heavy jungle clearing and repairs were 
carried out. 

' Thtii iHH in ’nHc :'3 t3'7o milus of wire, the property of the Great Indian Peninsula Itailway, which 
are oy the Depailmeut. 
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ASSAM DIVISION. 

89. In January 1876, a new cable of Hooper’s core, 6,850 yards in len^h, was 
laid across the Brahmaputra at Dhubri, in place of the gutta-percha cable that 
failed some years ago, and the cable across the Ganges and Kosi rivers between 
Sahibgunge and Muneeharee. was lengthened by 4,316 yards. The re-construc¬ 
tion of the line between Sahibgunge and Purneah was commenced, and the 
erection of permanent masts instead of bamboo masts was in progress at five 
large river-crossings between Julpigorie and Dhubri. ^ 

BELLARY DIVISION. 

90. An alteration in alignment was made at the Rifle Range, Bangalore, the 
cost being borne by the Military Department. All insulators were tested on 
the sections between Belgaum and Hubli, and Belgaum and Goa via Vingorla, 
and extensive repairs and alteration of alignment were cftected on these lines> ^ 
as well as between Belgaum and Sattara. 

BENGAL DlVISiqj^. ^ 

91. The Allahabad and Sahibgunge offices were connected with the Railway 
offices at those places, and the Banhipore station lines and the line from Burhee 
to Hazarcebagh were re-constructed. The work of replacing the cables across 
the Soane rivc'r at Dehree by an aerial line consisting of iron masts stepped 
in masonry piers, was also in progress at the end of the year. 

BOMBAY DIVISION. 

92. The line from Wudwan to Rajkotc originally made with wooden posts 
in 1870, w^as re-construct(xl mth iron posts and a new extension made from Raj- 
kote to doonagliur via Dliorajie. The old telegraph line between Bombay and 
Alimcidabad, belonging to the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway 
Company, was purchased by Government, and a commencement was made of 
the work of dismantling it, transferring the railway wires to the Government 
posts and adding another wire for th(^ use of the Company. The suspension 
of an additional wire on the Government posts between Danowlie and Raichore 
for the use of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway was also .in progress at the 
close of the year. A private line, four miles irTlength,. was erected for the 
Peninsula jind Oriental Company between their office in the Port, Bombay, and 
the Dockyard at Mazagon. 

BRITISH BURMA DIVISION. 

93. A new insulated line, 55 miles long, was constructed from Moulmein 
to Amherst; work was commenced on the line from Bassein to Diamond Island, 
great difficulties being met with in procuring posts, labour, carriage, &c. 

94. The line along the Irrawaddy State Railway between Rangoon and 
Prome was commenced. The line from Prome to Padoung was insulated, the 
cable across the Irrawaddy at Prome repaired, and in consequence of the river 
bank cutting away, a portion of the Elephant Point line had to be removed 
further inland. 

DACCA DIVISION. 

95. The branch line, 50 miles in length, from Chittagong to Rungamuttee, 
which had been erected at the time of the Lushai expedition, wns dismantled, 
new gutta-percha cables were laid across the Booriagunga and Sreemuttee 
rivers, the duplication of the line from Calcutta to Cliittagong was commenced, 
and the Kurnafully river was spanned, the cable across it having been broken 
by the force of tlie floods, wdiicli are reported to have been unprecedented in 
violence. The encroachment of the river Pudda also necessitated the Goalundo 
office being moved, and the cable lengthened by 900 yards. The following is 
a description of the cable used at the Booriagunga and Sreemuttee rivers. The 
core consists of a strand of 7 single copper wires, each ’036" in diameter covered 
with three layers of gutta-perclia, over this four layers of tanned jute are 
wound, and the whole is protected by an outer guard of 12 galvanised iron wires 
of 0*23*' diameter. The weight of the cable is 5*1 tons per mile, its spec‘.ific 
gravity 6*16, and its calculated strength 18*5 tons. Tlie core is manufactured 
in England, and the jute and wire guards laid on in the workshops in Calcutta, 
Cables of this massive description are alone fit for laying in the rapid rivera 
of India. 
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GANJAM DIVISION. 

96. A span, 790 yards in length, was constructed the Damudah river near 
Tlaneegunge, thereby* eliminating two very defective cables from the important 
Calcutta—Madras circuit. The masts employed ere of iron, 100 ft. high, and to 
gain the requisite headway it was necessary to use steel wire. An alteration 
of route of 36J miles of line between Toonee and Samulcottah was completed, 
and a similar re-construction, Chicacole to SawarcUi, was in progress. 

MADIIAS DIVISION. 

97. Spans were constructed at the Pennar, Polar, and Goondulcama rivers, 
the re-construction of the line from Paumlien to Kamaiswaram was completed, 
and one of the cables across the Paurabon channel was repaired, after having 
been damaged by a ship which was b('ing warped tlirough the passage. A 
portion of the old Ceylon cable laid in 1857 between Thanikodi and Talla 
Manaar was also recovered and utilised. 

^ 98. In connection with the \i^it of Ills Eoyal Highness the Prince of Wales, 

a temporary line of 51 miles was erected from Coimbatore to the Annamulli 
HiUs. Owing to a change in arrangements, this line was not used, and after 
standing for a month was dismantled. 

MALABAR COAST DIVISION. 

99. The insulation of the section. Hangalore to Mysore, 83*78 miles, was 
completed at the commencement of the year; insulators were tested on the 
following sections;— 

Mangalore—^^ercal•a, 

Cannanore—Calicut. 

Calicut—Cochin, 

and the line from Beypore to Sharanore w^as re-constructed inside the railway 
fence* 

NAGPOEE DIVISION. 

100. The Jubbulpore office was placed in connection with the Railway office, 
the line between Jfynee andJubbulporo, 223]- miles, was strengthened, one of 
the wires reinsulated and three new wires erected for the use of ^ic East Indian 
Railway. The suspension of a wire on the Government posts between Bhosa^wul 
and Jubbulpore for the use of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway was in 
progress at the close of the year, and 280 miles of it were completed. 

ODDlI AND ROIIILKUND DIVISION.' 

101. Inconsequence of the removal of the Bareilly Telegraph Office, the 
lines in that station had to be rc-construeted. On the completion of the Railway 
Bridge over the Ganges at Cawupore, the wires were brought on to it, and 86 
miles of temporary line between Fyzabad and Goruckporc were dismantled. 
During the visit of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales a temporary line, 
34 miles in length, was construet(*tl from Bareilly to Moondiah Ghat, which was 
dismantled after being in use about a month. 

PUNJAB DIVISION. 

102. The line from Kohat to Bunnoo, 85 miles, of which 32 miles were con¬ 
structed in 1874-75, was complet(id during the year with the cxcej)tion of the 
permanent crossing over the Koomm river, the wells in the bed of which were 
still in progress on the 31st Alarch. In connection with the visit of His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales, lines were erected in the station of Lahore 
connecting the police station, the public offices and Government House, 
These lines will be retained permanently. The stations on the Punjab Northern 
Railway between AVuzirabad and Jhelum w^ere brought into circuit; the 
station linfis in Jullundur were altered in consequence of the removal of tlie 
office to another building;, the Government and Sind, Punjab, Dcllii Railway 
Te!egraj>h Offices at Uinrit^ur and Delhi were connected by wire; two extra 
wiies were erected hetween Gliaziahad and Delhi; a temporary line was erected 
from the Deliii Office to Army Head-Quarters during the camp of exercise; 60 
miles ^ the Lae from Lilioroto Mooltan were insulated and the Lahore station 
lines were re-constructed. 
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RAJPUTANA DIVISION. 

103. A new span was put up across the Bunnass river near Deesa to replace 
the former span destroyed by the floods in September; at the same time oppor- 
timity was taken to alter the line so as to cross tliis river only once instead of 
twice. This span consists of tripod masts 7C'5" and 52' liigh respectively, 
planted 1,800' apart. The span over the Raipur river was also damaged by the 
floods in August, and had to be moved higher up the river. The wires are 
now taken across in a single span of 1,900 feet. 

SIND DIVISION. 

104. The line from Mooltan to Dera Ghazi Khan was dismantled, 87 miles of 
new line of three wires from Kotree to Sehwan along the Indus Valley State Rail¬ 
way were entirely completed, and 140 miles more between Sehwan and Sukkur 
were almost finished by the end of the year. In order to j^void the inundate4 
country between Hyderaliad and Deesa, a divci’sion 80 miles in length to the 
south of the Nara Dhund was undertaken, but had not been corapleterl by 
the end of thd year. Much improvement in the working of the line is antici¬ 
pated from this alteration of route, as, owing to the increasing floods, the 
country through which a part of the line formerly passed was becoming a vast 
permanent swamp in which maintenance of communication was most difficult. 
Heavy repairs and re-insulation were effected on the line between Hydera¬ 
bad and Kurrachce, the line from Raj unpur to Dera Ghazi Khan was 
reconstructed and a new span erected across the river Towsa on the section 
Dera Ghazi Khan to Dera Ismail Khan. 

RAJPUT^VNA STATE RAILWAY. 

105. A new line, 15J miles in length, carrying two wires, w’^as constructed 
from Ajmcre to Nusseerabad and the old road line dismantled. An extra wire 
for block signalling purposes was erected between Agra and Jeypore, 
a distance of 150 miles, and the re-construction of the Agra station lines was 
commenced towards the close of the year. 

♦INDUS VALLEY STATE RAILWAY, NORTHERN SECTION. 

lOG. The new line of three wires was completed from Adarawahan to Khyr- 
pur, a distance of 160 miles, and temporary communication was maintained across 
the Sutlej from November to March by means of a piece of old cable recovered 
from the river Chenab. This worked well imtil tHte 16th March, when it was 
broken by a sudden rise in the river. 

TIRHOOT STATE RAILWAY. 

107. The construction of the permanent lines between Dulsing Serai and 
Muzufferpur, and Somastipur and Durbhunga, were in progress at.the close of 
the year, and the bamboo line from Motihari to Bettiah was made into a light 
permanent line with iron posts, 22 feet high, erected at ten to the mile. 

HOLKAR STATE RAILWAY. 

108. A new line of three wires was erected from Indore to Rutlam, 73^ niiles, 
writh a branch of 12 miles from Fatehabad to Oojein; the Indore and Rutlam 
Telegraph Offices were connected with the Railw ay station, and communication 
was established between the Engineer-in-CIiief’s office at Clioral Chouki and the 
Katk6t quaries, a distance of 16|^ mUes. 

SOUTH INDIAN RAILWAY. 

109. A line of two wires for the use of the South Indian Railway Company 
was constructed from Triciiinopoly to Tuticorin, a distance of 197 miles, witr 
a branch of 18 miles from Maniarchi to Tinnevclh. 

. GENERAL. 

110. In addition to the above works, the ordinary cold season repairs to the 
lines were effected throughout, and during the hot weather and rains the lines 
were constantly patrolled by linemen for the purpose of petty repairs, cutting 
back foliage, &c. 

111. Extraordinarily high floods were reported from Burma, Guzerat, Raj- 
putana and Eastern Bengal, resulting in damage to many.cables and spans and 
to the lines generally. Fortunately po cycl<HLe8 occurred. 

Q 
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PERAK EXPEDITION. 

112. In November 1875 appli(3ation was made by the Military Department 
for the services of an officer and ten siii^nallers of this Department to be employed 
in (vstablishin^ and working the telegmpli in connection with the liold opera¬ 
tions in the Straits Settlements. 

113. Vol imteers were called for, and the whole party, together with the neces¬ 
sary material, instruments, &c., arrived at Penang on the 4th December. .On the 
lltli idem the erection of a line from Matang on the Laroot river, to Quallu 
Kangsu, a distance of 23 miles, was commenced and completed on the 21st, 
offices being opened at the two terminal and two interme^diate stations. The 
liiie was first constructed with copper wire. No. IG 13. W. G., and light jungle- 
wood poles, about three miles of it being supported on trces to whi(di hanging 
insulators were attached. It w'as subsc(|ucntly re-constructed in a more sub¬ 
stantial manner Avith stouter posts, and the copper wire replaced by “military 
strand” Avire, consisting of 6 iron wires with a single tinned coj)p('r Avire as a 
core, the whole Aveighiiig 150 lb. per mile and having a conducii^diy equal 
to that of iron wne weighing about 2G5 lb. per mile. The new line Avas 
insulated throughout with light field insulators, and a short branch, four miles 
in length, was added towards the end of January 

114. Between the 13th December and the 15th March, 2,684 messages were 
sent from the five offices. 

• 

115. At the commencement of the operations there were several intenaiptions 
(which always occur when plain copper wire is used, moi'o than a day or two for 
an aerial line,) but they were all of very short duration and ceased when the line 
A\^as strengthened: the working on the whole was most satisfactory. 

IIG. Mr. Towers, the officer in charge of the telegraph, reports very highly 
of the willing and cheerful services rendered by tlic signalhTs throughout the 
operations, and lit; is himself entitled to credit for his successful management 
of the undertaking. 

° * 

GUARANTEED AND STATE RAILWAY TELEGRAPHS. 

117. On the 1st of May 1875 the maintenace of the telegraph lines 
belonging to the Great lndjp,n Peninsula HailAvay w^as transferred to this Depart¬ 
ment—an arrangement which has continued in force up to the present time. 
The care of 3,344 miles of Avdre was in this Avay added to the .departmental 
charge. 

118. The folloAving statement shows the number of miles of wire on com¬ 
pletely finished sections maintained by this Department for State and Guaranteed 
Railways, and the Jiumber of P^-ailAivay offices technically supeiwisod on the 31st 
March 1876. With the (;x(!cption of the lin(3S belonging to the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railw'ay, the whole of these hues were erected by this Dciiartinent, 
and ai‘o routed to the llailvyays concerned.

CEYLON DIVISION. 

123. In A])])endix A will he found a summary of the financial results 
obtained in Ceylon since? the transfer of the telegra])li lines to the Inelian Govern¬ 
ment in 1809. The ne?t le)ss on Revenue Ae?eount during tlie ye'ar amounted to 
Rs. 30,530, and te) the end e)r the year Rs. 1,53,980; without making any charge 
for intere.'^t e)n Cjjipital spent by the Government of India, contribution by Ceyloji 
towards leave and pension allounnces, or charge for the cable bctu een India 
and Ceylon. 

124. The net capital outlay during the year amounted to Rs. 30,900, and .the 
total capital s])(‘nt from M January 1809 up to 31st •March 1870 by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India to Rs. 03,381. The ca])ital outlay of the year was almost 
entirely in(?uriTd in the (*onstruction of a line from Newera Ellia to Batticaloa, 
which Avork A\as still uncompleted at the close of the year.

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126. There was a net increaseof expenditure of Rs. 18,281, due mainly to 
special heavy repairs costing Rs. 10,769, and to an increase of Rs. 8,101 under 
the head of superintendence. Owing to the construction and other line work 
in hand, it was found necessary to send an extra Assistant Superintendent and 
Inspector from India to assist the usual Ceylon establishment, and it is 
pnncipally on account of this additional establisliment that the increased 
expenditure under superintendence was incm’red. 

127. Message revenue showed an increase of Rs. 9,434, and there were also 
small increases under the minor heads. 

128. The following were the principal works carried out during the year. 
A new line of one wire on iron-wood posts was erected from Newera Ellia towards 
Batticaloa, and nearly completed as far as Badulla, a distance of 37 miles. 
Much of this line was carried through a hilly difficult country. A short single 
line (9| miles) was constructed along the milway from Gampola to Nawalapi- 
tiya for the use, and at the cost, of the Ceylon railway. The JafiEna Lake cable, 

miles in length, having become unserviceable, was taken up and successfully 
replaced by a portion of the oldManaar Gulf cable, which had been lying in the 
sea for more tlian 18 years. Heavy renewals of posts were found necessaiy in 
the Manaar Sub-Division. 

129. The Ceylon telegraph system consisted on the 31st March 1876 of 
513 miles of line, 569 miles of wire, 3^* miles of cable, and 10 offices. In addi¬ 
tion to the above, 93 miles of wire belonging to the Ceylon railway were main¬ 
tained, and 13 railway offices supervised. 

PERSONAL. 

130. Colonel R. Murray officiated as Director-General of Telegraphs from 
the commencement of the year under review up to the 1st March, when he pro¬ 
ceeded to Europe on furlough, and was succeed^ by the undersigned.

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GENERAL. 


2. Tlie operations of the past year have been unusually successful, and it is 
^tifyin" to be able to report that, after so many years of serions deficits, the 
Department can at last shew a fairly satisfactory balance-sheet. The transactions, 
excliifling Ceylon, shew a profit of Rs. 19,995, and of India and Ceylon com¬ 
bined, a deficit of only Rs. 401 against a loss in the preceding year of Rs. 
4,39,783. 

3. This result is due not only to increased receipts, but also to reductions in 
expenditure, and as economy in every branch of the administration continues to 
be carefully studied, and the operations of the current year promise a consider¬ 
able further increase of revenue, it seems reasonable to hope that the turning- 
point in the fortunes of the Department has at length been reached, and that the 
present re})ort is but the lii*st of a long scries in which still better results will 
be exhibited. 

4. In his statement made before the Legislative Coiimdl in March last, the 
Hon’ble Member for Public Works held out the prospect of an equalisation of 
receipts and outlay at no distant date; it was not then anticipated that the 
time was so close at hand ; and allowing fully for the abnormal increase of traffic, 
it may, with justice, be claimed that the date has been materially advanced by the 
zealous, loyal exertions of all connected with the working of the Department. 

5. The satisfaction w ith which this report of financial progress is made is 
only marred by the regret that the late General Robinson, R.E., who admin¬ 
istered fhe Department so long and so ably, did not live to announce himself to 
Government the attainment of a result for which he had so earnestly striven.

for the first time in the lt('veuu(> Accounts of the Dcjiartinent. Piior to 
1875-70 these ehar<;vs are understood not to liave been soparatc^d in the Home 
Accounts, and they coTisequeiitly did not aj)pear in the Statistical Accounts of 
the Department in India. The amount charged (Rs. 01,391) represents the 
payments for tlu'. year 1S75-70, hut the account was not received early enough 
to allow of its Ix'iiu;- included in tlio Jli'vemie Aecoiiiit of that year, and the 
account of 1870-77 is not yet to hand. It a])pears probable, therefore, that this 
item will always a])pea)* in the Statistical Accounts of the year succeeding that 
to which it properly Ix^lontj^s.

44. There have been no important clianges in the International Regulations 
Changes in international rules or Tariffs dui’iiig the ycar. In July 1876 the British 

nud rates. Postal Telegraph Administration proposed to the 

other parties to the St. Petersburg Convention that the charges deposited 
to obtain repetition of doubtful passages in a telegram should be refunded, 
if the result proved the telegraph in fault, whether the at'iginal mensage was 
a collated one or not, India supported this proposal, but, owing to opposition 
by Russia, Portugal and Netherlands India, it was not caiTied. In Ajiril 1876, 
India proposed to the other Administrations interested that the rule which 
jjrescribes an additional charge of 50 per cent, on the whole text of any message 
(jontaining cipher should be so modified as to confine the compuls(» y charge 
For repetition to the cipher portion only. This was supported by t he British 
Postal Telegraph Department and by many other countries, but being opposed 
by Germany, Austria, Hungary, Norway and Sweden, and only partially 
supported by seven other Administrations, the proposal did not obtain the unani¬ 
mous consent required to carry it. A satisfactory settlement of those questions 
wdll, it is hoped, be secured at the next Telegraph Conference in 1875^. 

45. Prom the 1st May 1876, in order to bring the tariff wiih Native Burma 
(which is an independent foreign system of telegraphs) into harmony with 
the St. Petersbm'g Convention procedures, a tariff’ by the w^ord was adopted. 


EXTENSIONS OF INTERNATIONAL LINES. 

46. The direct Spanish Telegraph Company in May 1876 transferred the 

Southern terminus of their Lizard Point Cable from 
. ew incB opene . Santander to Bilbao. A cable was laid in December 

1876 from Vigo in Spain to Caminha in Portugal. A land line, 270 miles in 
length, was constructed by the Persian Government from Shahrud to Meshud. 
A duplicate cable was laid (and open to the public in April 1877) from Suez 
to Bombay. 

47. The Russian Turkistan Gazette, published at Tashkent, announces the

Compiaints regarding nndeiir- thirds of th© whol©. Tliis aiises from the fact that the 
ared messages. Sender Very frequently wrongly concludes, from the fact 

of not receiving a reply, that his message has not been delivered. Notwith¬ 
standing the concession of a free address, senders frequently omit to give suflS- 
ciently accurate particulars to ensure delivery, and the Department is powerless 
in the matter. 


60. Delay .—^There is a considerable increase in complaints under this head. 
Compiunts regarding delay Out of the 67 admitted, 46 Were due to interruptions on 
to massages. the lincs or imperfect communication; 10 to errors in 
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signalling, nocossitating calls for repetition of address; 3 to oversights in signal 
oliiccs, and 9 to miscellaneous causes. Under this head, too, the Department 
cannot justly ho judged by the number of complaints made; as it progresses in 
efliciency, the public becomes accustomed to, and expects higher speed in trans¬ 
mission, and trilling delays Avhich would formerly not have been noticed are 
now considered sufficient to justify a demand for explanation or r(?fund. 

61. Errors ^,—Under this head a decrease is observable if the heavy increase 

Complniiita regradmg erroi-s of traffic bo allowcd for. It is doubtlcSS duc to tllC 

in messages. f^ct tliat dui'ing tlic pi'cvious year the system of fining 

signallers for errors made by them in transmitting messages was experi¬ 
mentally abandoned, but it was found necossaiy to rc-introduce it after a few 
months’ trial of the relaxation.

To Mr. J. C. Douglas, the Oiffciatirig 
Superintendent in charge of the Check Office, Jtiuch credit is due? for sueeossfully 
meeting the immense increase of Avork without adding to the (rost of his es¬ 
tablishment, a result which required no small amount of tact and administrative 
capacity. The Chock Office is, hoAvever, working at A-ery high jm^ssure, and 
(Midoavours are being made still fui4her to simplify procediu*c in order to avoid 
increasing its cost.

81. Considerable attention has been paid to the improvement of the electro- 
isnprovciiients in design and magnetic alarums uscd to Call stations at night or 
n.H.uifactureofinstrnmcnte. during noii-workiug hours. Thesc now play an im- 
])ortant paid in facilitating reduction of establishments at stations where the 
work is intennittent. 


82. Improvements have likewise been effected in the design and manufac¬ 
ture of signalling keys, hells, Morse sounders, and other appamtus; and several 
valuable investigations, promising important results, have been successfully car- 
ric'd out by Mr. Brough.

85. 0' the total length of line, 10,592-77 miles were along roads, and 7,246-89 
along raihvaj-s. There were 37,005-15 miles of wii-o insulated, and 2,6(i9-57 
uninsulated, against 33,185-15 and 2,981-68, respectively, at the close of the 
previous year, ^ c-ihles and aerial spns being excluded in each case. The 
reduction in fie length of cables is principally due to the substitution of 
spans for cables across the Soane river at Dehree.

AKAKAH DIVISION. 

87. The spans at thc Noona, Cliambali and Shandlaway crossings were ronew- 
f d, -118 now iron.wood posts were erected between Akyab and Pahroo, and very 

• n... Jot inch..!, mj mile, of line and 4046-75 ma« of wire, the property of th. Great Indian Feninmla 
which itr^ rufiiutMoed by thu Department. 
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extensive repairs and jungle clearing were effected between Rue and Tounghoop 
and Tounghoop and Prome. In the former section alone 72,000 forest trees 
were felled, and the line is now free from danger of injury by falling trees— 
a fruitful source of interruption hitherto. 

ASSAM DIVISION. 

88. The new line from Gauhati to Dibrughur, 276 miles, was commenced in 
October 1876 and open for communication, although not quite completed, by the 
cmd of the year. Primary distribution of stores was effected by water during 
the rainy season, and work was commenced as soon after as the state of tlie 
c^)untry permitted. Great difficulties were met with in obtaining carriage and 
labour, but they were successfully overcome, and a very satisfactory vaUi ot* 
progress maintained throughout. 

89. The erection of substantial timber masts at five large river crossings 
between Julpigorie and Dhubri was completed early in the year. 

BELLARY DIVISION. 

90. Improvements in alignment were effected on the section Balagoli to 
Coompta. Heavy jungle clearing and painting of posts was carried out early 
in the year between Carwar and Hooblce. On the 2Ist February 1877, the 
cable across the Mandovy River at New Goa failed, and was replaced on the 
5th March. 


BENGAL DIVISION. 

91. The crossing of the Soane River at Dchrce by means of long spans on 
iron supports set in masonry piers, referred to in last report, was completed 
in May, and the wooden line between the Benares main and city offices was 
reconstructed with iron posts. 


BOMBAY DIVISION. 

92. A new single-wire line was constructed from Anand to Bailee, 32-| miles, 
for the use of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway; ^ also a single 
wire line from Dhorajee to Joonaghur, 15 miles, alfthe cost of the Joonaghur 
State; a fourth wire was added to the line from Ahmedabad to Wudwan, 83 
miles. The transfer of the wires belonging to the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway Company to the Government posts between Bombay and Ahmeda- 
])ad, and the suspension of an extra wire for the Company’s block system were 
completed early in the year. The wires across the Saburmattie River at Ahm(ida- 
bad were attached to the new railway bridge on its completion, and a portion of 
the Nerbudda River at Broach had to be temporarily spanned in consequence of 
tlie railway bridge having been carried away by floods in September. 

93. Tlie insulators between Bombay and Poona were tested and renewed 
where iiecc^ssary, and two private lines were erected between the Fort and 
Sassoon’s dock, Bombay, for the respijctive uses of Messrs. Sassoon and Company 
and Messrs. Graham and Company. 

BRITISH BURMA DIVISION. 

94. The land line from Bassein to Diamond Island, 73 mUcs, was finished, 
leaving only the sea cable remaining to be done. The cable across the Irrawaddy 
at Prome failed on the 19th September, and was permanently repaired on 25tii 
October, when a new cable w as also laid for the second wire between Calcutta and 
Rangoon, now in course of suspension. The line between Rangoon and Prome 
was moved to the side of the railway, and two wires added for railway usc 3 . 
This work involved very heavy tree-cutting. Private lines were erected for four 
mercantile firms in Rangoon between their offices and their rice-husking mills, 
a distance of about 2^ miles. The lines were nearly completed by the close of 
the year, but the alphabetical instruments requir^ for working them had not 
arrived from England. 

DACCA DIVISION. 

95. A second wire was suspended between Barrackpore and the Fenny River, 
(between Chittagong and ComiUah), 282 miles; with the exception of the 
duplication of the cables, the alignmmit was improved in many places, and a 
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number of wooden tops were replacred by iron. The spans of 300 and 314 
yards ou oO and 82 feet masts ovc^r th(^ i^uiny River were reconstructed, and a new 
spall of 800 yards erected in October on 120 fi^et wooden masts with 4501bs. per 
mile stt'el w ire over the Kuriiafoolie UivcT. Tliis span was almost entirely de¬ 
stroyed by the cyclone of the 1st Noveunber, but was reconstructed within tln^ 
year. The alignment was im})rov(3d in places between Cliittagong and 
lloiing loo; Chittagong to Ramoo was re-insulated; all insulators were tested 
from Ramoo to Moungdoo, and heavy tree-felling carried out. On this latter 
section four wire suspension bridges were erected over klialls to facilitate line 
maintenance and patrol. Owing to the encroachments of the river at Goalundc* 
in October, it was necessary to lengtlum the Pudda cable by 1,020 yards. 

(jaxjam division. 

96. The line from Cuttack to Palse Point was commenced late in the year, 
but not much progress was made. 

97. The alterations, Saw^arelli to Cbieacohs wdiicb were far advanced at th<* 
end of 1S7G-76, were comiileted, and have resulted in marked improvement to 
the line. 

98. Special repairs were necessitated by the cyclone of October. 

INDORE DIVISION. 

99. The road line from Indore to Oojc'in ria Dewas was dismantled, eoni- 
inuiiication with Oojeiu having been estabiished via Pattiabad on the Neemuch 
State Railway line. 


MADRAS DIVISION. 

100. One of the large spans of 1,090 yards over the Kistna at Bezwarrali 
was carried away during a severe gale in ,1 uly. It w^as reconstructed in Deeeni])ca*, 
and the remaining two spans raised. These s])ans liave since successfully witb- 
stood a severe gale. The (k>i*telliar span of 320 yards was completed with st(M‘l 
wire; all insulators tested Nellore to Cluutoor aud Madras to Red Hills L:ik('; 
wire aud insulators were renewed on a sliort ‘lection near l^onitori Point, where 
the line is much exposed to tlie sea air, and the station liruvs at Madras wore 
removed from the sea beach to a more sholtcned position behind the hoiist's. 
On the South Indian Railw^ay a line was constructed from Madras to Tanjoif*, 
218^ miles, the old road line from Madras to Slieally, 158 miles, was dismantled, 
the j)OSts being used on the railway line, and a second wire, 11 miles, wasercct(*rl 
from Timpapulim to Pondicherry, making Pondicherry a hi*anch from tin* 
line Madras to Negai)atam. 


MALABAR COAST DIVISION. 

101. All insulators were tested from Cochin to Nagorcroil and half-way thenec 
towards Falamcottah, where the w ork was stopped by an outbreak of cholera. 
The line from Tellicherry to Cannauore was made a branch, the main line heim^ 
<*arried direct from Tellichcirry to IMereara instead of through Caunanore. Tlie 
cable across the CooriajioJIy back-water hetw t^en Calicut and Cochin was re¬ 
placed by a scries of spans of 200, 250, 131, and 171 yards each. 

NAOPUR DIVISION. 

102, The Kanban span near Kamptce was earned away by heavy floods in 
Se])teml)er and temporarily repaired. The station lines in Jabalpur were alter¬ 
ed consequent on the removal of the office. The suspension of a block wire 
lor the Great Indian Peninsula Railway from Kureli to Jabalpur was compiet- 
rd early in the year, and the throe wires, Jabaljiur to Xynec, that hiul be<.^n 
pn^viously erected for the East Indian Railway were taken over by them on 
the loth May. 


OUDH AND ROIHLKUND DIVISION. 

103. An improvement in alignment was made in the Moradabad Station, and 
RiTikC cjciiiges were made near Lucknow consequent on an extension oi railway 
sidiiigs and buildings. 
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PUNJAB DIVISION. 

104 The insulation and thorough repair of the line from Lahore to Multan 
was completed during the year, and a second wne suspended thioughdut. On 
completion of the railway bridge over the Jhelum, the cable that had been 
previously in use was thrown out of circuit and the wires led over the bridge. 
The cable will remain available in case of accident to the bridge. Temporary 
lines were constructed at Delhi for use during the Imperial Assemblage, and 
six miles of line have since been permanently erected in and round Delhi for 
the use of the Police authorities. The alignment on the Puttiala Telegraph 
line required alteration owing to the dense growth of trees round the line, 
and several minor alterations were made in the lines on the Punjab Northern 
State Railway. The line from Mussouri to Chakrata was in progress of con¬ 
struction at the end of the year. 

KAJPUTANA DIVISION. 

105. Two wires from Deesa to Umerkot, 189 miles, were re-insulated. 

SINDH DIVISION. 

106. The new three-wire line from Kotree to Sukkur along the Indus 
Valley State Railway was completed early in the year. The suspension 
of a fourth wire, Kotree to Sukkur, 226 miles, was nearly completed; 
134 miles of tliree-wire line from Rohree to Khanpur were constructed, and 
the line from Channingote to Khanpur (40 miles) was in progress of being moved 
sideways an average distance of 2 miles,^ a corresponding diversion having been 
made in the railway line to avoid country liable to floods. A line, 6 miles in 
length, was erected ilnder guarantee of the Bhawulpore State to connect the town 
of Bhawulpore with the main line along the railway. A temporary line for 
railway use wns erected from Channingote to Gobla Glidt, 11 miles. The wires at 
the Indus span at Kotree required to be raised to escape fouling by the masts 
and yards of country craft. The masts are now 164 and 170 feet high, 
and at the centre of the span there is a minimum height of 105 feet above 
highest flood level. The diversion of 77^ miles between Dengan.and Umerkot 
to avoid the Dhund was completed, and four wires, Kurrachee to Hyderabad, 
were re-insulated. 


NORTHERN BENGAL STATE RAILWAY. 

107. The work on this railway was delayed by the difficulty of distributing 
material; 15 miles of new three-wire line were erected between Sara and 
HuUoolea, and 106 miles between lluUoolea and Julpigorie by the close of the 
year. As the permanent Unc was completed, the temporary line on bamboos 
was dismantled, the wire being utilised in the construction of the permanent 
line. 

RAJPUTANA STATEllAILWAY. 

108. The reconstruction of the Agra station lines was completed early in 
April 1876. 

EXTENSION JACOB^BAD TO QUETTA AND KHELAT. 

109. In October 1876, Mr. C. E. Pitman, 1st Grade Assistant Superintendent, 
was deputed to examine and report on the best route for a telegraph line from 
Jacobabad to Quetta and Kliclat. The survey was completed by the end 
of November, materials were collected at Sukkur on the Indus, and all possible 
preliminary arrangements w^re mnde in order that no time might be lost in 
commencing work directly the construction of the line was sanctioned. To¬ 
wards the end of February sanction was accorded to the construction of a line 
from Jacobabad to Quetta via the Bolan Pass, and work fairly commenced on 
the 1st March. 

110. Tlie line was fkiished to Mittri, 91 miles, from Jacobabad on the 23rd of 
March, and an office opened there the following day. By the end of the month 
the line had been extended to Dadur, IQS’miles from Jacobabad, at the mouth 
of the Bolan Pass. 

111. The services of Mr. Pitman and of the establishment employed under 
his orders on the work have been specially recognised by Government. 

E 
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FLOODS AKD CTCLONES. 

112. The lines suffered severely from floods in July, August, September 
Abnormal intcmiptdoiM Joe and October, and by the cyclonc iu Novomber 1876. No 
to floods, &o. I 0 SS than 33 interruptions, lasting in the aggregate 

2,591 hours, were due to extraordinary causes, and the following particulars wiU 
enable some idea to be formed of the difiiculty of maintaining telegraph 
communication during the south-west monsoon and the cyclone months of 
October and November. 


Bengal Bivkhn. 

113. On the morning of the 7th July an interruption occurred on all wire*, 
between Bankipore and Mogul Serai, eight posts being broken and washed 
away by flood at the Syah bridge, two miles below Arrah, It was reported that 
the Soane River rose 21 feet on the night of the 6th, that many miles of the' 
ennal embankment near Ann-h were destroyed, and the whole country Avas 
flooded. The water was at one time 3 feet above the crown of the arches of 
the Syah bridge, and it rose above the telegraph wires. 

114. Communication was interrupted on each wire as follows:—

115. The branch line from AiTah ,to Dehree tvas also interrupted 65 hours; 
from 8 hours of 7th to 15 houra of 9th. , 


Dacca Dioisim. 

116. Between Dacca and Comillah the line was interrupted at 12 hours of 
the 31st July, and communication tvas not restored till 16 hours on the 2nd 
August. Several repairing parties were sent out, but their operations ivere 
much delayed by the flooded state of tlie country. Another interruption, last¬ 
ing nearly 80 houra, took place on the 1st November, and was caused by a 
cyclone. The wire was broken in four ])laces, at the Naraingunge (Luckya) 
span, the Sonakanda span, and at the 45th and 5Cth miles from Dacca. 

117. The same cyclonc broke the wire in 18 places betAveen ComiUa and 
Chittagong, and communication Avas interrupted in this section upwards of 156 
hours, 

118. Between Chittagong and Ramex) the effects were equally di.sastr(»us. 
The mast at the Kurnafoolie span Avas bloAvn doAvn, the AAire broken in numerous 
places, and many trees fell upon the lino. 

119. The cyclone Avas also felt hetAveen Ramoo and Moungdoo. Fourteen 
trees fell upon the wire, AA'hich avus 4)roken, and on the ground, in four places. 


'Nagpur Division. 

120. On the 5th September, both masts at the Kanban River were carried 
aAvay. Floods were also reported at Foolgaum and Hurdah on the Great Indian 
Peninsula RailAvay, which earned away several posts. The following inter¬ 
ruptions occurred:—

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Punjab Division. 

121. An interruption occurred on the line hetweenNowshera and Hotiipurdan 
on the 31st August, which was not restored till the 9th September. The Superin¬ 
tendent reported that the floods at Nowshera had come up to the barracks, 
and that the Cabul river-crossing and bridge-of-boats had been washed away. 
An Inspector was on the spot, and in his first attempt to ci*oss the river, the 
boat was swamped and vdre lost. Presh wire was sent to Nowshera, but on the 
7th the floods were stUl very heavy, and no ferry boats w'ere crossing. 

122. Between Kohat and Bunnoo the following intenaiptions occurred:—

123. These interruptions were caused by the spans over the Koorum Biver 
having been swept away by heavy floods. Temporary spans w ere twice erected, 
only to be swept away in their turn, and tiU the 11th, the floods remained too 
high to allow of proper repairs being , effected. 

124. The line from Lahore to Umb?illa was totally inteirupted from the 
10th to the 12th August, in consequence of two piers of the Sutlej bridge having 
been carried away. 

Sind Division, 


126. On 4th August the Superintendent, Sind, reported “Jacobabad in im¬ 
minent danger. Floods expected to enter to-night. A temporary office ordered 
to be opened at once, 3 miles off, and progress reporied every 2 hours, assistance 
being sent from Sukkur. Indus VaUey State llailway much flooded and quite 
unapj)roachable in places.” 

126. At 11 P. M. of the same date, the Superintendent telegraphed that all 
the Native troops at Jacobabad w^ere employed repairing the break in the bund, 
and that it was hoped the toAvn would be saved. 

127. At 7-45 on the 5th, the danger was reported to have been averted by a 
new bund, which liad been thrown up during the night. A signaller was wdth 
the party, and two boats had been sent up to save instruments, records, and 
establishment. 

128. A temporary office was opened at Landi, 3‘miles north of Jacobabad, in 
order to report progress of floods, and at 12 hours of tlie 5tli, the Executive* 
Engineer of Jacobabad reported floods 4 feet deep on road, but that everything 
was then safe. 

120. At 11-50 on 17th August, two-thirds of the Northern Section, Indus 
Valley Line, were reported under water, the Sutlej cable-houses washed away, 
and their site 4 feet under water. 

130. During the whole of August and September, great portions of Sind 
continued to suffer from floods, causing telegraph iiiterrui)tions which aggregated 
over 500 hours. 

Indore Division. 

131. At 10-30 of 6th September, the Sections Inclore to Seepree, lndoi*e to 
Oojein, and Indore to Khundwa were reported interrupted owiiig to floods 
and “ heavy rain.” These interruptions were not entirely restored till the 
9th, and lasted in the aggregate 242 hours. Amongst other damage, the span 
over the Sijera lliver near Indore was carried away. 


Bombay Division. 

132. At 9 A. M. on the 6th September, tlie Superintendent, Bombay Division, 

reported that two spans of the Nerbudtja bridge, on the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway between Broach and Sm^at, had l)een sw^ept away. At 
12-30 on the same date four more spans were reporied to have gone and tlie 
river to be rising. * 

133. At 7-4 A. M. of the 8th, a telegram was received to the effect that 24 
spans had been swept away, making a break of 480 yards, and that the current 
was stiU very strong, and further damage probable. 

134. At 8-30 p. M. of the 8th, the Superintendent reporied that another span 
of the bridge liad gone, and that he hoped to open offices on each bank of tlie 
river the following day. At 8-66 on the 9th, a 2nd class office was opeiK‘d on 
the south bank, and on the evening of the 12th, the first wire w^as successfully 
carried across the river. On the 13th a second wire was erected and handed 
over to the railway. 



Oanjam Dwiaian, 

136. In the early part of October the east coast was visited by a cyclone 
accompanied by heavy floods which caused interruptions to communication 
between Berhampore and Coconada, lasting 356 hours in all. Portunat jly the 
lines did not suffer so much as they have in previous cyclones. 

Extract from Interruption Report for the month of October 1876.

ending the 13^4 April 1878. 

Occisional showers fell in parts of the Province, which will be beneficial to the Vysakh 
rice and to the water-supply. Acconnts of the full effect of the rainfall are not yet received, 
but where rain has fallen there must be material improvement. Heaping of the rice continues, 
and there is no lack of employment or any si^n of distress increasing. 

3. Imports of grain by rail amounted to 1,834 tons, or 35 tons less than last week. The 
exports from Ban^lore were 359 tons, or 101 tons less than in the week preceding. 

3. On Civil Relief Works 11,513 per*son8 were employed, or 916 less "than in the weet 
before. The decrease .was in a measure due to the transference of two works in the flarnhalli 
taluk to professional control. 

4. The Public Works Department employed 45,968 labourers, or 3,283 more than in the 
previous week. It will be remembered that Inst week the occurrence of a Native holiday 
reduced the numbers, and the present return of workers is therefore not remarkable. The

4. There is for the present considerable improvement in the condition of the people 
generally. Relief-works have been ch std in most districts, but there is an increase in the 
niiiiibers relieved in Agra, Muttra and ll.ie Bareli ; and there the numbers are likely to increase 
during the hot weather, and elsewhere loo, probably, ns harvesting operations cease.

Observations. —The Governor General in Council observes that the ap¬ 
prehensions entertained of a continuance of the scarcity and distress in these 
districts arc owing, not to a want of rain,—for the rainfall of 1877 has, on the 
whole, been above tlie average of ordinary years,—but to its unusual distribu¬ 
tion through the season. 

2. The outturn of all crops for the season 1877-78 is at present estimated 
to be scarcely more than half the average outturn of an ordinary year. The 
area under cultivation was also less than in an ordinary year. Generally the 
average area cultivated in the nine districts is 1,477,896 acres under wet crops, 
and 9,523,848 acres under dry crops; and the produce of this area feeds a popu¬ 
lation of 13,735,000 according to the census of 1871. During the present 
Beeson (1877-78) the cultivation of w^ct crops has been 1,222,435 acres, and 
that of dry crops has not extended beyond 7,747,747 aercs, showing a decrease 
of 255,461 acres under the former, and of 1,776,101 under the latter crops, or 
in all a net decrease of 20 per cent, in the total area under cultivation. The 
prices of food-grains continue to loe dear. Indeed the rates ruling at the pre¬ 
sent time are on the whole double the average rates of an ordinary year, and 
there is little hope of a speedy fall in the prices. 

3. This condition of things added to the exhausting cITccts of the past two 
years of famine, has rendered it necessary to have suitable plans and projects 
for relief works prepared and kept ready for execution; and the Government of 
Madras are of opinion that relief operations wdll he I’equircd in the nine districts 
from April to September next, the month of May being the time of greatest 
pressure. The districts w^hich may need relief are grouped thus by the Local

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The estimated expenditure of Rs. 46,80,000 includes the probable cost of 
extra establishment, and of tools, plant, To this amount the Government 
of Madras add Rs. 3,20,000 for meeting unforeseen charges; and the total 
probable expenditure is set down at Rs. 50,00,000. His Grace the Governor in 
Council believes that this sum will not be exceeded. 

6. The works on which it is proposed to employ the people who may 
require relief employment will, the Government of Madras hope, be of j)erma- 
nent utility.

6. The relief works will, it has previously been explained, be all conducted 
under competent engineering supervision, and will be directed by officers of the 
Public Works Department. 

7. Regarding the question of loss of land-revenue, the Board of Revenue, 
it is noted, believes that the collection of arrears will quite balance any losses 
and any remissions which npiy have to be made in respect of the current year's 
demand. And on the whole the Government of Madras anticipate that the 
Government receipts during the coming official year from this source will be 
fully up to the average. 

8. If these anticipations, which are based on the event of the south-west 
monsoon proving favourable, are realized, the budget estimates of the year 
1878-79, which have already provided for an expenditure of 50 lakhs of rupees 
on relief operations in the Madras Presidency during 1878-79, and have reckoned 
on the collection of a full year’s land-revenue, wiU not be disturbed. 


Resolution. —The Governor General in Council has much satisfaction in 
recognizing the careful manner in which the forecast above reviewed lias been 
prepared by the Government of Madras; and His Excellency in Council approves 
and sanctions the programme set forth by His Grace the Governor in Council. 


Order. —Ordered, that the above -Resolution be communicated to the 
Government of Madras, and to the Financial Department, for information.

BEPOBTS^ ON TEE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PBOSPECTS OF TEE CBOP8 FOB TEN 
WEEK ENOINO THE 30TE APBIL 1878. 

General Bemarh .—From Madias rain is reported in the Nilgiris, Tinnevelly, Kurnool, South 
Canara, Guujam, Cuddapah, Bellarv, North and South Areot, Tanjore, Trichinopoly, Madura, 
Coimbatore, Salem, Malabar, and Chingleput; it was sliyiit in all but the first four districts named; 
freneral prospects are said to be almost unchanged ; prices are fliictuating. The total number on works 
is 106,907, and on gratuitous rcliet 85,899 : the former is 5,805 more and the latter 251 less than the 
number of the previous week. In Mysore rain is reported from three districts; prices show a tendency 
to fall; the number on wotks for the week ending the 2Ulh April was 52,022, and on gratuitous 
relief 10,487, less by 5.454 and more by 270 than the numbers for the previous week respectively. In 
Bombay rain is reported in Sholapur, Satara, Khandcsli, Na>ik, and parts of llatuasiii; in Sind the 
rain continues nbnq||ma11y high, and dnmaire has been done in Kurrachee by the breach of embank¬ 
ments. Showers have fallen in several districts of the Central Provinces, and in the eastern districts 
there has been good rain ; prices c6Dtiiiue high. In Berar there has been no rain ; ploughing is going 
on. No rain has fallen in Central India. In Kajpiitana showers are reported from Ahu, Bhurtpore, 
and Ulwar. In Bengal rain has fallen in most di'^triets of the province; pbuigliing and sowing 
are actively going on; the crops promise well, and the harvest of the spring rice is expecU'd to be good; 
prices are still high, owing to exportation. Slight rain is reported from As$am ; prospects are good. 
No rain has fallen in Burma, but there are signs of the approach of the south-west monsoon. In the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh the weather is unsettled ; min has fallen in several districts, and in 
some places hail; the harvest is completed ; prices are falling in Kohilkhand, steady in Meerut, and 
rising in Fyzab.'id ; the numbers on the Agra relief works are increasing. In the Punjab showers have 
fallen in Delhi, Umballa, Amritsar, Lahore, Mooltan, and Dera Ismail Khan; the weather appears to 
be now more settled, and reaping and harvesting are rapidly progressing.

Resolution. —In September 1876, the Government of India decided that, in 
the following January, a Railway Coherence should be held in Calcutta, to which 
the officials of State and Guaranteed Railways, and, delegates from puhUc bodies, 
should be invited. Several papers were received, and some of them circulated for 
consideration. But when the time of assembly approached, the extreme pmsstire 
on the Bailway officials, caused by the famine, induced the Government of India to 
postpone the Conference. 

2. It is now proposed that the Conference assemble in Calcutta hei{ 'bold 
weatiier, probably in November. The exact date will be specified hereafter. Ponding 
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the appointment of a Secretary, persons wishing to bring forward matters connected 
with the Conference should communicate with the Consulting Engineers at Madras, 
Bombay, Calcutta, Lahore, or Lucknow, or with the Directors of State Biailways, as 
may be most convenient, and those officers should do all in their power to further the 
objects of the Conference, by opening oommunications in their respective localities 
writh those interested in railway matters, and by collecting information on the subjects 
to be discussed. ^ 

3. Those subjects, it will be understood, relate to the economic and efficient 
working of railways, as respects both the public using the railways, and the employes 
with whose aid they are worked. 

4. For the present, the several Governments, Consulting Engineers for Guaranteed 
Bailways and Directors of State Hallways will submit, to the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment of the Government of India, the papers or suggestions they may receive, or the 
information they may collect; exercising care that all communications are complete, 
so that correspondence with the Government of India may be avoided.

Statement No, 63, regarding Famine Belief Operatione in the Province of My»ore,for the week 

ending the ZOth April 1878* ^ 

The weather continued warm and cloudy. In the early part of the week one or^ two 
heavy showers fell, and, by putting^ a little more water in the tanks and removing uneasy 
feelings with regard to the coming season, were of great use. Ploughing has also actively 
commenced, and in the Kolar District preparations for early sowings have begun. Weeding 
the paddy fields and cutting the ripe rice employ large numbers of the poor, and there is a 
disposition to leave the Relief Works and return to field labour. It cannot of course be ex¬ 
pected that this slight rain will do more than encourage the people, long disheartened by 
repeated disappointments, but that spirit of hopefulness has succeeded to doubt and anxiety 
is evident in somewhat improved prices and* in decreased numbers on relief. Flights of 
locusts again appeared in the Mysore and Uassan Districts, but they did not do much 
damage. 

2. Imports of grain by rail amounted to 796 tons, or 528 tons less than last week. 
From Bangalore, 352 tons were exposted, being 7 tons less than in the week before. * 

3. Qp Civil Relief Works, 10,455 persons were employed, or 1,058 fewer than in the 
^previons week. The falling off was most marked in Tfimkur and was due there to the trans¬ 
fer of the Yeliyur Tank to the Public Works Department. Elsewhere the numbers declined 
owing to the demand for agricultural labour. One work was closed in the Chitaldrug District, 
and in the Bangalore District an additional work is shewn ifi the return owing to the Civil 
Officers having temporary charge of one of the professional works. 

4. The Public Works Department employed 41,567 labourers, or 4,396 less than last 
week; the decrease was in the Bangalore and Chitaldrug Districts, and is partly attributable 
to the better prospects. The Superintending Engineer, Roads and Buildings Branch, has 
been visiting the Relief Works in the Tumkfir District, and reports that, from all the evi¬ 
dence he could collect, it is clear there has been a steady improvement in the ''Special 
ClasB^’ labourers for months back, and that the general condition of the district is rapidly 
ameliorating.

In continuation of my letter No. 107lA.^ dated 26th April, I am directed to forward, for 
th^ information of His Excellency the Governor General in Council, the abstract cf reports 
received from the several districts for the week ending 27tff April. 

2. Reaping^s now nearly finished, but threshing and winnowing have been retarded 
by the unsettled weather, and rain has done some injury to grain in threshing floors. The 
mango and mohua produce has also suffered from hail and storms. 

3. Prices, on the whole, remain stationary, and where a tendency to change is manifest, 
it is in the direction of a rise. Generally speaking, the condition of the people is as good as 
can be expected, with due regard to the deficiency in the rabi harvest.

In Central India ah-o none is repoited; cattle are said to be suffering 
everywhere for want of water; there is much distress among the emigrants returning noithwards. In 
Rajputana showers have fallen in Ulwar and Ajmere, and at De-li, Sliahpura and Abu; the harvest is 
over. In Bengal there has been good general rain, Pooreo being the oidy distri( t where none has 
fallen: the crops promirc well, and ploughing and s< wing are‘actively going on ; piiccs are generally 
very high, and still rising in places. In Assam there has hcoii a good deal of rain ; fK-ospecls are good. 
None has fallen in British Burma. In the Nofth-Western Provinces and Oiuih the weather is still 
unsettled, and east rly winds ])revad; in several di&triuts damage has been.done by rain and hail to 
grain on the threshing floor ami to fruit; pruies ar«‘slatinnarv. In the Punjab more or less rain is 
reported from ail districts except Mooltan ; although some darnige m iv hive bee*n caused by it in places 
where the cut crops are lying on the throfhing floors, the prospects of the harvest aVe on the whole 
favourable.

The Report of the Head Commissioner of the Department of Issue of Paper Currency^ 
received ou the ^5th April 1878.— (Note.—T his Report will be published in 
Calcutta.) H_ 


Obsekvations. —The average amount of the notes issued by the Paper 
, Currency Department, outstanding on the last day of eadi calendar month in 
the year 1876-77, was Rs. 11,64,16,538, being more by Rs. 28,89,917 than the 
corresponding amount in 1875-76 (Rs. 11,35,26,621), and by Rs. 16,20,456 than 
the average of the corresponding amounts for the five years 1871-76 
(Rs. 11,47,96,082). The public balances, and the balances of the three Presi¬ 
dency Banks, were, throughout the year, lower than in 1875-76, and less than the 
average of the five years 1871-76; so that the growth in the circulation is 
probably due to an increasing use by the public in general, of currency notes 
as compared with specie. Progress in this respect must needs be slow; but the 
advance in the year seems satisfactory, and the steadiness of the circulation, 
continues to afford good evidence of the general soundness of the system. It 
is believed that no better system of paper currency is anywhere in existence, 
than that of British India. 


2. The minimum amount outstanding during the year was Rs. 10,53,22,945 
(on the 13th May), the maximum Rs. 12,55,11,855 (on the 7th February); 
the range heinar Rs. 2,01,88,910 against Rs. 1,49,25,955 in 1875-76, and 
Rs. 2,10,61,695 in 1874-75. 

3. Notes for Rs. 5,15,78,505 were issued during the year against silver 
bullion; the highest amounfof silver bullion held at one time in the reservo 
being Rs. 2,50,68,536 (on the 22nd February 1877). The practical effect of 
the Notification No. 2725, dated 26th November 1876, is, that all silver bullion 
intended for convereion into legal tender coin, is now first exchanged for notes 
issued by the Paper Currency Department, the Treasury being entirely relieved 
from the onerous duty of buying the bullion. The full effect of the Notifica¬ 
tion was not experienced till 1877-78. 

4. Notes issued at Allahabad and Lahore for Rs. 2,45,45,305 were cashed 
in Calcutta as required by the law, being Rs. 29,13,545 less than in 1875-76, and 
Rs. 12,95,700 less than in 1874-75. Analogously, notes issued at Calicut and 
Goconada for Rs. 69,33,135 were cashed at Madras ; and notes issued at Nagpore, 
Kurrachee, and Akola, for Rs. 23,31,885, were cashed at Bombay. Altogether,, 
notes issued in the interior for Rs. 3,38,10,325 were cashed at the Presidency 
towns as required by law : besides this, notes for Rs. 4,89,47,370 were, without 
legal obligation, cashed at offices other than the office of issue. 

6. The Currency Department spent Rs. 21,747 in moving 60 lakhs of 
coin from Bombay, and 35 lakhs from Allahabad and Lahore, to Calcutta. 
Tliere were also specie remittances of Rs. 12,48,555 in the minor Presidencies.

w, The increase is chiefly in the higher values: the value of notes for 
Bs. .10,000 issued, exceeded the previous year's issues by Bs. 8,4$,10,000; and 
fhe viflue of notes for Bs. 1,000 exceeded the previous year’s issues by 
Bs. 4,94,73,000: but all the denominations shew some increase. Of the excess 
issues, 8^ crores were in Calcutta aud 6^ crores in Bombay.

This is to he attributed mainly to the practice of the Presidency Bank of 
Bengal, which passes all its notes daily through the Currency Office. 

9. It has been seen that, including th^ encashments not obBgatory by 
law, Bs. 8,27,57,695 were remitted from one centre of issue to another through 
the Currency Department, as compared with Rs. 5,96,63,920 in 1875-76 and 
Bs. 6,16,82,885 in 1876-77. Besides these considerable transactions, notes 
were cashed within their own circles for all comers, throughout the year, at 
12A Treasuries, and, usually, at 42 more, the corresponding figures of 1875-76 
being 105 and 57; at only 19 Treasuries—few of which were important—was • 
it seldom possible to cash notes. Further, the value of notea cashed and issued 
for silver at Government Treasuries, compares as follows with those of 
1875-76

Thus, Government Currency Notes enter largely into the internal remittances 
of the country, 

10. The Head Commissioner observes that these transactions would be 
larger if tlie Government could keep larger supplies of note^ in District 
Treasuries : this may, doubtless, be true, but the|povernment is not prepared 
to lock up the very large capital that must be provided if such a policy were 
adopted. 

11. In his 36th paragraph, the Head Commissioner states the proportion 
of Government balances held in notes in each Province on the 3l8t March; but, 
without the actual amounts held, and totals, the Statement is of little interest. 
These figures should be given in future. 

12. Two cases are now returned of claims for notes paid under indemnity 
being made good, of which one only is said to have occurred in 1876-77. The 
Head Commissioner should explain in what year the other case occurred, and 
why he reported, last yj9ar, that no claim had, till then, been made good. It is 
satisfactory that, while Bs. 12,10,670 has been paid on lost notes under bonds 
of indemnity, only Bs. 805 have been subsequently reclaimed in all; and the 
State has suffered, as yet, no loss. 

13. So far aa is known, no forged note has yet escaped detection in the 
Currency Offices; but a few such not<M, all for Rs. 100, have been discovered in 
circulation in the Bombay Presidency during the last two years. 

14. The value of small silver^and copper supplied to the public amounted 
to Rs. 19,51,460, being less by Rs. 8,86,519 than last year. Some explanation 
of the decrease would have been interesting. 

15. The net profits of the Department in 1876-77 amounted to 
Rs. 20,55,142 aa compared with Rs. 20,32,190 in 1876-76, and Rs: 19,80,161 in 
1874-75, 

16. The management of the Department during the year was chiefly in 
the hands of Hr. E. F. Harrison, to whom the acknowledgments of the 
Gofernment are again due.

Observations on the duties wMcb will devolve on the Famine Commission. 


EESOLrTION,—By the Goveruinent of India, Public Works Department (Famine), No. 1275, dated Simla, the 

16th May 1878. * 


Read— 


Despatch from the Rij»ht Honourable the Secretaiy of State for India in Council, 
Revenue, No. 2, dated 10th January 1878, commenting upon the Famine 
Administration of 1876-77, and directing the appointment of a Commission 
of Enquiry to collect information, and make recommendations, which may assist 
future administrators in dealing with the calamities that follow excessive drought 


Observations. —In the Despatch above cited, the Secretary* of State 
directs the appointment, as soon as the local authorities are released from the 
pressing duties of relief, of a Commission of Enquiry to collect information, 
and make recommendations, that may assist in the management of famine relief 
in the future, as well as in devising the means of rendering famines less fre¬ 
quent, or less intense. Although the work of relief is not yet wholly 
closed, the Governor General in Council has deemed it expedient to appoint 
the Commission at once, as much preliminary work is requisite to enable the 
Commission to enter fully upon its ’duties, and institute the local enquiries 
on which its subsequent action will be founded. The Governor General in 
Council commends the Despatch to the careful consideration of the Commis¬ 
sion, with a view to their framing, as early as possible, a plan on which to 
prosecute the investigations required of them; and, further, desires to record 
the following observations in elucidation of the objects for which the Commis¬ 
sion has been appointed. 

a 

2. These objects are ^hus stated in paragraphs 5 and 11 of the 
Despatch:— 

" Para. 6 . Some points in the actual administration of relief were, during the past few 
months, the subject of warm controversy, while some others, which have reference either to 
the prevention of future famines, or to the mitigation of the sufferings they cause, are still 
anxiously debated. It is desirable that the opportunity should not be lost of investigating 
these by the light of the exi)erience which has been recently acquired. It must be for . some 
time doubtful how far the meteorological phenomena of the last twelve years are to he taken 
as a fair sample of the climate of India. But, in any case, it is evident that the protection of 
the people of India from the effects of the uncertainty of the seasons will constitute in the 
future no inconsiderable portion of the work of the Government. It is, therefore, a duty to 
collect with the utmost pare all information which may assist future administrators in the 
task of limiting the range, or mitigating the intensity, of those caJannties.^' 

'' Para. 11 . But an enquiry into the best system of famine relief will not be the whol§, 
or the most important part, of their duty. It is of still more essential importance to ascertain 
how far it is possible for Government by its action to diminish the severity of famines, or 
to place the people in a better condition for enduring them.” 

3. It will not be possible for the Commission, when enquiring into the 
nest system of famine administration, to abstain altogether from examining 
and criticising those systems which have been in force in different provinces 
during the recent and previous famines; nor is it the desire of the Government 
of India to draw any inflexible line limiting the discretion of the Commission 
in this direction; but any such enquiry should be made subservient to the 
essential object of devising a sound system for the future. The existence 
of any peculiarities in the general administrative system of particular 
provinces, which may have tended either to assist or retard the action of 
Government in the struggle with famine, should not be .lost sight of, and mU., 
indeed, form a very material element in coming to a conclusion on this part of 
the enquiry; for there can be no doubt that a crisis such as that of the past 
year brings into marked prominence the strong and weak points of adminis- 
tn^ve systems in a way which ordinary years would ftdl to do. 

- 4. The Secretary of State’s Despatch points out the impossibility of 
drawing any satisfactory conclusions as to the degree o| success with 
which tlje recent measures were rewarded, by instituting any l^ecial en- 
qniry ipto the extent of the mortality which has oqcurred in Southern India; 
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but the Commission will have before them the results of the test-census 
taken ijpL Bombay, Madras, and Mysore, and from these they wiU, it is 
hoped, be able to draw some useful conclusions. So far as those results are 
known to the Government of India, they disclose a very lamentable loss of Ufe; 
but it appears impossible to distinguish between the mortality caused directly 
by famine, and that which was due to other causes, more or less connected, or 
even altogether unconnected, with famine: and to attempt to speculate on 
this, would serve no useful purpose. It is probable, however, that fairly 
trustworthy information may be obtained as to the different classes of popula¬ 
tion whicll have^ suffered most—whether the early stages of a famine affect 
certain classes more, or less, severely than its later stages—whether the loss 
of life has been greater among males or females, among adults or children-— 
to what extent the birth-rate has been affected—and how far local influences, 
peculiarities of administration, or tenure, climate, soil, water, density of 
population, systems of cultivation, &c., have tended to mitigate, or intensify, 
the inevitable effects of scarcity. 

6. The Commission is also warned, in the 17th paraigraph of the 
Despatch, against attempting any general enquiry into the merits, or 
demerits, of the Ryotwari system which prevails in Southern India; but it is 
expressly stated that this need not deter them from enquiring into such joints 
as the alleged disinclination of the Madras ryot, owing to the prevalent tenure, 
to expend money on means of irrigation ; and the enquiry might be extended 
so as to embrace other analogous questions. Indeed, the Commission can 
scarcely make their enquiry completg without taking into consideration 
the comparative power of tHe agricultural population in different provinces 
to resist the effects of drought; and from this question it is manifestly 
impossible to exclude altogether the element of comparative wealth, and the 
apparent relation of well-being to the character of the tenure: but, save 
in their direct bearing on the causes and effects of famine, the attention of the 
Commission need not be devoted to a discussion of the different systems of 
land tenm’e. 

6. In regard to the system of giving relef, the Despatch indicates 
certaki special subjects to which attention should be directed. The first of 
these is the question, what kinds of relief works are best suited for giving 
employment to the population in times of famine. In all countries where 
famine has been combated by the State, and in India especially, it has been 
customary during a famine to open relief works, so that the needy may earn 
money to buy food, and so that the obligation to labour may serve as a test of 
the actual necessities of those who seek State relief. To prevent demoraliza¬ 
tion of the people, and to savp the public treasuiy from excessive payments, it 
is absolutely necessary that tests of some kind should be applied to the great 
majority of those who seek assistance. The nature of the most suitable 
tests, and the best method of applying them, will, require the special atten¬ 
tion of the Commission. It is also plainly expedient that expenditure 
on relief labour should, if possible, bequeath works of lasting benefit 
to the country and the people. The Secretary of State remarks upon the 
discussion which took place in 1876 regarding the character of relief works, 
and approves the solution which the question received in Bombay. After the 
famine of 1874>, the Government of India recorded the opinion that large works 
were suitable at an early stage of distress, ** and smaller works subsequently, as 
the necessity for themarises.” The Viceroy’s Minute of the 12th August 1877 
lays down, as the experience of the recent crisis, that at the beginning of a 
famine relief employment, at a subsistence rate of wage, should be provided 
on large, fully supervised works, which will be of permanent benefit to the 
cjountry.” The Minute goes on to say that ** the advantage of large works over 
petiy local works is twofold,—the obligation to do a fuU day’s work at a 
low rate of wage, and to go some distance to work, keeps from seeking relief 
those who can support themselves otherwise; and, secondly^ the money expended 
on such works bequeaths permanent benefits to the country.” It will be for 
the Commission to enquire what lessons, in their opinion, the experience of the 
past year Convejrs; whether in any respects it modifies the principles above 
indicated: aj^d, if small works within easy reach of the population are admissible 
in any circumstances, at what period, and unddr what conditions, th^ may 
be safely accepted as part of thp reUef-system. 
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7. The agency under which works should be conducted is not less import¬ 
ant than the character of the works themselves. OflBioers trained in the Public 
Works Department should posses^ the knowledge and experience, neces¬ 
sary for keeping order among crowds of relief labourers, for exacting from them 
adequate tasks, and for turning their work to the best advantage; but works 
conducted under their agency are not free from the danger of providing 
insufficiently for those who are feeble, or unable to give a fair outturn of labour. 
District officers, without professional training, do not ordinarily possess the above 
qualifications in the same degree, and are commonly occupied with other 
duties. On the other hand, it is peculiarly the province of district* officers to 
make arrangements for receiving applicants, and adniitting them to 
relief, for classifying them according to their strength and capacity for 
labour, for organising them into gangs, and thus encouraging members of the 
same village to keep together. The Commission should collect the results of the 
experience obtained in different parts of the country under varying conditions, 
and should make recommendations as to the class of relief works which may 
be opened in time of scarcity or famine; as to the best agency for prosecuting 
relief works; «as to the*steps required for making such agency available; and 
as to the exact procedure and precautions to be taken on each class of work. 
They should consider the working of what has been called the “ distance test,’* 
wherqby applicants for relief are obliged to go a certain distance from their 
homes before they can get work; and should suggest the principles 
which ought to guide famine officers in undertaking the transportation 
of large bodies of labourers to distant works. Nor should the investigations 
of the Commission in regard to works as a means of providing relief end 
here. There are always large classes of arttsans, weavers, and others, 
whose labour is but of little value on earth-works, but who, if they could bo 
employed on their own handicrafts, might turn out work more useful to them¬ 
selves and profitable to Government. The question is a very difficidt one; but 
His Excellency in Council trusts that the Commission may be able to lay 
down some useful principles as to providing special means of employment for 
the classes above-mentioned, for women not of the labouring class, and for those 
who are, byposition and custom, wholly unfitted for the earth-work, which 
constitutes almost the only Icind of relief labour hitherto attempted. 

8. If large works, or works under engineering supervision, really*form 
the best class of relief works, it becomes matter for consideration how they 
can be provided for. It is obvious that projects for works of public 
utility cannot be prepared for execution on the spur of the moment, when 
famine is actually in the land. After the Orissa famine of 1866, the Govern¬ 
ment of India directed each Local Government to prepare, in sufficient detail, 
projects for famine relief works, which could be scrutinised and approved 
by the Supreme Government, and then kept ready for immediate prosecution 
when the necessity might arise. Similar orders were, given by Lord 
Northbrook’s Government after the famine of 1874, but led to no results of 
practical importance. It will be the business of the Commission to enquire 
into this subject, and to consider what course is most likely to be suitable 
for adoption in this respect. 

9. The next point is the proper province of the Government in relation 
to the importation and distribution of food-supplies in a district suffering from 
famine. This is one of the most important subjects to which the attention 
of the Oommission can be directed. During the recent distress, the policy 
of the Government of India has been to afford all possible facihties to 
the transport of grain to famine-stricken tracts; to give the fullest publicity 
to facts bearing upon prices and the demand for food-supplies; but to leave 
the distribution of grain to the ordinary operations of tmde. Tlds poUoy was 
fully stated in the instructions of the 16th January, and in the ViceirOy’s 
Minute of the 12th August, 1877; and the Secretary of State approved 
the application of it during the recent famine. The questhm, bowery, 
may properly be asked, whether in places where communications are liiMe 
to "interruption, or whether under any other contingencies, departure from 
■Ads policy may not be necessary. To tlurow light on this subject it will be 
Teller 4|siiable that a comparison should be instituted between t^ systems 
ad^^pted in different famines; to explain why non-interference by Govem- 

which is believed to have failed in Orissa, succeeded in JULadras and 
* Bombay; and generally to place the principles which should gmde we action of 
f . ^Tenunenitm a sound and substantial basis, so as to preelv^ t^ necessity 
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of rO-oon^ideting the whole question on every occasion of a future famine. 

Commission will have specially to consider whether there are still any 
provinces, or districts, which are so iscdated, and so deficient in means of ccun* 
munication, and in the ordinary facilities of trade, as to make it likely that the 
direct interposition of Government may he requisite to secure for them an 
adequate food-supply in the case of future famine, and how that interposition 
can he effected with least injury to the ordinary course of trade. In such a 
case, the Commission will advise the Government whether or not a suffi¬ 
cient remedy maybe obtained by works (Hsigned to open out such districts, and 
t6 connect them with the main lines of communication of the country. 

10. Adverting to paragraph 10 of the Despatch, it will be the duty of the 
Commission to collect evidence, and submit their conclusions, as to the amount 
and quantity of food necessary to sustain life amoi% the applicants for reli^. 
Ibis will, of course, vary according to the age and sex of -the labourers, and 
work on which they are employed. Persons coming on relief works, or on gra¬ 
tuitous relief, in a reduced condition, would require special diet. The main 
question, which has been much contested, is, what amount of fodt, of what kin<|, 
will suffice to sustain natives of India in a condition fit for the labour likely to 
be exacted on relief works, assuming that they come to the works before their 
ordinary strength is reduced by insuffLcient food. The closely connected ques¬ 
tion as to the quantity of food required to sustain life in those who are. unfit 
for labour, and receive gratuitous relief in poor-houses, should also be in¬ 
vestigated. 

11. The foregoing remarks have referred to the manner of providing 
relief when scarcity actually arises. The second, and equally important, 
branch of the enquiry is that which refers to the possibility of devising 
measures of prevention, or protection. Famines in this country being almost 
invariably consequent on drought, the question how far works of irrigation 
may be looked to, as affording sufficient means of protection, is one that ^ 
has led to warm discussion, and has been very variously answered. There 
has been so much misapprehension as to what the Government has already 
done in the way of irrigation, and as to what is feasible con^stently witn 
financial consi4erations, and as to the actual effect of irrigaticm where 
it has been largely developed, that it is very desirable to have the whole 
subject * exhaustively^ treated. Such an enquiry would include the consi¬ 
deration of the extent to which artificial irrigation could practically give 
protection to the ordinary food-crops of the country and pasture for the cattle, 
and of the secondary effects of irrigating other crops, in adding to the 
general wealth of the agricultural community, and thus increasing their capacity 
for resisting the effects of local scarcity. The Commission will, of course, give 
the fullest consideration to the remarks of the Secretary of State upon this sub¬ 
ject, and to the distinction which he draws between irrigation works fed by 
snows and dependent on perennial rivers, and works such as tanks, fed by locQ^l 
rain-fall or intermittent sources of supply. The Government of India would wish 
the Commission to place on record their views as to the protection afforded by 
existing works in various provinces, and the possibility and expediencybf extena- 
ing, within tl^ limits prescribed by financial and other considerations, the area 
under irrigation of permanent works, and also as to the means of improving, 
and zmdering safer, thn works of the less important class, and of adding to 
their numb^. This can only be done by taking the evidence of experts, and 
enquiring into the available projects already sketched out, and summing up the 
information now scattered in the records of Government. His Excellency in 
Council does not despair pf much useful information being brought to light by 
these means, and, esj^cially, of obtaming valuable indications of the direction in 
which further enquiry may be prosecuted. The question of the infiuence which 
the denudation of forests may !^ve upon the rain-fall, and on the subsequent * 
retention of the rain water in the soil, and its effects on the permanence of 
springs or fiowing streams, may usefully engage the consideration of the Com¬ 
mission, and reference should be made to 'J^e Revenue, Agriculture, and Com¬ 
merce I^partment for any papers bearing on the subject. The possibility of 
compelling the proper maintenance of local works of irrigation by the pm^sons 
interested, has been suggested as a fit sul^ect for the attention of the Com¬ 
mission; and also^&e .e&ct that alleged prescriptive rights in the waters of 
dvezs may haVe inn^venting the extension of irrigation. 

12. Nor dioula Ibis part of the enquiry be limited to ^e consideration 
irf Ibe migineering aspect of the question of irrigation. There is much 
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to suppose that many of the difficulties that have been found to arise in 
the extension of irrigation have been administrative, and that obstacles 
of various sorts have been interposed, by defective management, to the use 
* of water actually available for irrigation. Increased attention to the fiscal 
branch of the subject, which, on &iancial grounds, is of essential import¬ 
ance, w-ould appear to be noriess valuable for the purpose of stimulating the 
spread of irrigation where the means have been supplied, and of extending, as 
widely as possible, the protection given by such works against the worst results 
of drought. In reference to these femarks, which must be held to have 
a very geneml application, the attention of the Commission should be 
specially directed to the present condition of the Orissa Canals, and to the 
works of the Madras Irrigation Company. They should, moreover, institute 
en^iries, (wdth reference to'f he facts mentioned in para. 29 of the Despatch), as 
to file obstacles which may, in practice, have been found to interfere with the 
utilisation of local works of irrigation. 

13. Eurther, the consideration arises, how best to stimulate, otherwise 
than by the spcftal aid of irrigation, the agricultural wealth of the country. 

It is apparent that the improvement of the practical agriculture of such a 
population as cultivates the soil of British India is a task of great difficulty. 
Of late years some attempts have been made to promote this object. Their suc¬ 
cess, however, has !*bcen questionable, and measures giving an effectual 
stimulus to this class of improvement would be of the greatest value to the 
country. The attention of the Commission cannot be turned to a matter of 
more importance. 

14. The Secretary of State observes (para. 20) that the value of raiL 
ways, as an insurance against the wor^t effects of famine, has been singularly 
illustrated during the past year; and much useful information, calculated 
to assist the Government in regulating its action in the extension of railways, 
will come before the Commission in the course of its enquiries. The remarks 
of the Despatch on this subject should be carefully considered. The conse-. 
quencQs of the reduction of cost of carriage by railw^ay as compared to road are 
of primary importance in deahng with famine relief. Attention may likewise 
he given to the difficulties that have arisen from the railway staff and rolling- 
stock having been found, in some cases, unequal to the pressure consequent 
on famine; and to the enquiry whether any practical measures can be devised 
to meet the difficulty; and, further, w^hether under any and what circumstances, 
and subject to what restrictions, any spepial facility should be given in time 
of scarcity to grain traffic, cither by reduction of rates, or by preferential 
despatch, 

Tlie extent to which w ater communication may practically be developed 
in India is a subject of much importance, on which considerable diversity of 
opinion has been expressed, and may usefully be investigated by the Famine , 
Commission. 

15. There is another point of importance in regard to famine adminis¬ 
tration to .which the attention of the Commission should be directed. The 
Government of India has recently declared that the responsibility for providings 
for the protection of the people of the various provinces of India will, in ' 
future, primarily devolve upon the local Governments of those provinces. 
To meet the demands upon the Imperial Treasury arising from the very heavy 
expenditure, which the experience of recent famines shows to be unavoidable 
when such calamities occur, special taxation has been imposed upon the 
country, by aid of which the Government hopes to discharge these*liabilities, 
in the future, without adding to the permanent burdens on the revenues. 

It will naturally fall within the scope of the Commission’s enquiry to make 
suggestions for facilitating the execution of this policy, and for enfo^x^ing and 
extending the responsibility of local Governments for preventing^ and for 
relieving, distress Avithin their respective provinces. 

16. It is probable that, in the present state of society in India/theprinciple 
of locab^-esponsibility for the relief t)f the able-bodied population in time of 
a0$tQitj cannot safely be carried out with reference to smaller units than the 
province. No doubt it would be desirable, in the interests of the people 
ihemeelveg, and in order to obviate fraud and pauperisation, if municipa-. 
lities and rural communities could be made responsible |or the relief and 
laamtenanaa of their own poor in times of famine. The Government of

any such result, but leaves the consideration of this question to the discretion 
of the Commission. 


17* There are sundry other subjects wliich occur to the Government of 
India as meriting the attention of the Commission, though not specially 
brought to their notice in the Despatch of the Seci*8tary of State. The 
distress recently prevailing in some parts of the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh was, at the time when the Despatch was written, not known 
to the Secretary of State. Any light which the history of the scarcity in those 
provinces, and of the means adopted for dealing with it, may throw on the 
consideration of famine problems, should not, on this account, be neglected 
by the Commission; and they will look upon the recent scarcity in parts of 
Northern India as coming within the scope of their enquiries. 

18. The attention of the Commission should also be specially directed 
to those records of the Pamine Department, which show that in several’ 
provinces, though relief was freely offered, the greatest difficulty was experi¬ 
enced in inducing the famine-stricken people to leave their villages, and to 
take advantage of the relief given either gratuitously or on works.* The cause of 
such a phenomenon obviously calls for enquiry. The practice adopted in some 

provinces has been to create a special 
agency capable of searching out distress 
in eveiy village, and urging the famished 
people to avail themselves of the Govern¬ 
ment help; and it has been held that a 
system based on works and poor-houses 
alone will not suffice to prevent a very 
lamentable mortality. The remarks on 
this subject, wliich were recorded by His 
Excellency in Council in reviewing Sir G. 
Couper’s Minute of the 23rd April, regard¬ 
ing the mortality in the North-Western 
Provinces, are quoted in the margiri,* for 
• the information of the Commission. 

19. The question, therefore, of strcngtheling the subordinate civil 

agency at a very early stage of famine, and providing for a proper system of 
village inspection, is one w^hich the Commission is specially requested to com 
sider. • 


* This same pBenomenon, however, of the im- 
willingpeRB of famine-stricken people to leave 
jtheif vill^es, in order to betake themselves to 
relief works, has been forced on the attention of 
Government in other provinces also. It is a pro¬ 
blem very difficult to deal with, and it indicates 
the apparent necessity of providing, simultane- 
<msly with relief works, a numerous, and, it is to he 
fcarra, an expensive, oi^anisation of village in¬ 
spectors. Unless by these means, nr some other 
remedy, the difficulty can be met, i* must always, 
where the system of relief is based on the sound 
• principle of work tests, go far, in the early stages 
of a famine, to render nu^tory the humane desire 
of Government to save life. The special atten¬ 
tion of the Famine Commission will be directed 
to this point. 


20. An,other very important matter is to define, as far as may be, the 
limits within which, when Government has accepted the responsibility of dealing 
with famine on a large scale, private charity may usefully be left to operate, 
and how it may best be organised, It would be desirable to mark off, if pos- 
fiible, for such bodies as the Madras Eamine Belief Committee, a separate 
sphere of action, distinct both in methods and objects from the lines on w'hich 
Government must work. 

21. It is ^\so desirable that the Commission should express their opinion 
as to the most suitable system of collecting and recording statistical inform¬ 
ation on agricultural subjects, such as may render it possible to make at an early 
period a tolerably accurate estimate of the produce of the harvest, and there¬ 
by a fairly trustworthy forecast of coming scarcity. At present, important as 
such knowledge would be for many purposes of administration, and especially 
in connection with the subject now under consideration, the most elementary 
data for arriving at such a forecast are not always obtainable. It is impossible 
to say, in regard to most parts of India, what proportion the produce of 
any one province ordinarily bears to the necessary consumption of its popu¬ 
lation, or what quantity of produce per acre constitutes an average crop; the 
phrase, a 12-anna crop, &c., differs with the differing personal equation of every 
district officer: and yet, for the timely and economical management of relief, an 
accurate knowledge on such points is of the most essential importance. Com¬ 
mercial i^tistics relating to stocks and to the ordinary course of exports and 
imports of food-grains would also be of gre8.t value; and to these points the 
Government of India invites the careful attention of the Commission. 

22. Such, then, are the main points into which the Commission should 
enquire. Other matters, not calling for detailed comment, also occur to 
the Government of India, as deserving elucidation by the light of recent 
experience. Amonfg these ms^ be^otioed the following: Firsts what are the 
different forms, and what i$ the best method, of giving gratuitous relief, and

i;rhat restrictions should be applied to it ? Secondly^ how far can temporaiy, or 
permanent, emigration give relief to distressed districts; is it desirable ^at 
Goremment should promote it, and, if so, under what drcumstanees and in 
what way, having regard to the usual reluctance of the people to leave 
their homes P Thirdly^ what should be the policy of Government, having 
regard to the circumstances of the several provinces, as to remission, or 
suspension, of land revenue in times of famine? Fourthly, whether the 
existing administrative organisation is generally such as to provide suit¬ 
able means of supervising necessary relief operations (subject to the ap¬ 
pointment of the special agency adverted to in para. 18) in time of famine; 
or whether any deficiencies have become apparent in any provinces, aosd 
how such deficiencies may best be corrected or supplied? Fifthly, how 
best to deal with the difficult questions that arise when famine appears in 
Native States, whether in relation to the migration of the distressed foreign 
population into British districts, and vioe versd, or to the relief of severe distress 
within the Native States themselves P Other points of a like nature may 
suggest themselves to the Commission, and nothing in these instructions 
should be held to preclude them from pursuing any such enquiries as may be 
calculated to further the object for which the Commission has been appointed. 

23. As regards the method of enquiry, the Governor General in Council 
desires to leave to the Commissicm a wide discretion, whether to examine 
witnesses orally* or otherwise, or to delegate to one or more of their members 
the duty of undertaking enquiries in particular localities. The Government will 
be glad to give every reasonable facility for adopting any procedure 
that may approve itself to the Commission. Enquiries which it is desired to 
institute in any province, or through any Department of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, should be addressed to the local Government, or to the 
Department concerned. If the Commission consider it expedient that any 
specially qualified officer, not being one of tlieir own body, should be deputed 
to make any enquiry, proposals in that sense may be addressed to the 
GK)vemment of India; and, in such cases, the officer deputed will cor¬ 
respond direct with the Commission. The general conduct of the enquiry, 

• and the regulation of the cf^urse of business before the Commission, will be 
entrusted to the President, in communication with the members. Official 
correspondence will be conducted by the Secretary, under the instructions of 
the President.

Statement No, 64, regarding Famine Relief Operations in the Provhice of Mysore, for the 
week ending the %1th April 1878. 

In the. Condition Statement for the week ending 30th March last, it was observed that 
the month of March began with 50,800 laborers on civil and professional works and closed 
with 58,500, or 2,500 in excess of the number which the Famine Commissioner estimated for 
in a forecast written at the end of Febnuoy. It was said that a few showers of rain would 
greatly ameliorate matters, but that if even these were absent, the incfease iiT 'numbers 
during April was not likely to exceed 10,000. April ^s now passed away and with the 
following result;—

The month had hardly commenced before showers fell in the Hassan and Kadur Districts, 
and towards the middle of it the rain became heavy and general. The rice that was wither¬ 
ing has been almost everywhere saved, the tanks have got a fresh supply of water, prices 
have steadily though very slowly improved, and imports of grain have considerably decreased. 
Under these circumstances any rapid increase in the numbers seeking relief was not to be 
expected. On the other hand the month has been one of great activity among the agricul¬ 
tural classes. Weeding the paddy fields, harvesting the V^sakh crops, and latterly ploughing 
up the dry land in preparation for the Kartick sowings, have given more occupation to the 
laboring population than looking at things earlier in the year—^when the partial failure of 
the dry crops and the threatened loss of some of the wet occasioned anxiety—^was thoughli 
likely. The position at the beginning of May fully bears out the Famine Commissioner's 
conclusion,%ome time ^o conveyed to the Government of India, that ''there is food enough 
in the country if only it can get itself distributed." The early fall of the heavy showers 
that anticipate the south-west monsoon has materially assisted the distribution by encouraging 
activity in agriculture and stimulating the ryot to retrieve his broken fortunes. 

2. Imports of grain by rail again shew a falling off. Only 566 tons were brought in, 
or 230 tons less than last week, when the quantity was less by 528 tons than in the week 
ending the 13th April. The reaping of the Vaisakh rice has thus had a sensible effect. 
From Bangalore 397 tons were sent to places in the interior. 

^ 3. On civil relief works 10,499 persons were employed. The number of works was 
the same, and there was only an increase of 44 in the number of laborers. 

4. The Public Works Department employed 42,372 laborers or 805 more than in the 
previous week; The increase, was due in the Bangalore District to the transfer of the

REFOBTS OK THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 

WEEK ENDING THE 14TH MAY 1878. 


Geitebal Reuabks. —In Madras rain has fallen in all districts except Godavery, South Arcot and 
Chingleput: it was heavy in Malabar and South Canara; general prosi)ects are said to be unchanged, 
but prices have a tendency to fall. The'total number on works is 130,462, and gratuitously relieved 
80,207, more by 8,670 and less by 1,692 than last week. In Mysore good showers have fallen in all 
district; ploughing is actively%oing on, and sowing has begun; prices are steady; the number on 
relief works for the week ending the 4th instant was 61,482, and gratuitously relieved 10,289, less by 
1,389 and 689 than in the previous week. In Bombay showers have fallen in the Southern Mahratta 
(Country, Satara, N&ik, Broach, and in parts of Sind: in the latter province the river continues high, 
and is still rising. In the Central Provinces rain has fallen in seven districts; preparations for the 
kharif sowings afe going on. In Berar there has been no rain. In Central India showers have fallen 
at Neemuch and Sutna. In Rajputana showers are reported from Ulwur, Deoli, Tonk and Abu: great 
scarcity of water is said to prevail in Marwar. In Bengal general rain has fallen all over the province, 
and in many districts it has been so heavy as to interrupt agricultural operations: in Pooree little has 
fallen, and more is wanted there and in Chittagong : storms have injured the mango crops in Gya and 
HasArMgh. Rain has also fallen throughout A^sam, and prospects are good. From Burma no rain 
is reported. In the North-Western Provinces and Oudh there have been showers of rain in most dis¬ 
tricts, and in several hail, which has damaged the fruit crops; east winds and unseasonably cool weather 
prevail; prices show a slight tendency to fall. In the Punjab rain is reported only from Hissar and 
Rawalpindi; the harvest is still in progress, and reports of the outturn are generally favourable.

No. 107. —The provisions of Act VIII of 1870 (for the prevention, of the murder of female 
infants) having been made applicable to the clans and localities in the Farukhabad District, detailed 
in the subjoined list, by the Notification of the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, 
No. 88A., dated the 87ih ultimo, the following Rules made by that Government in exercise of the power 
conferred on it by Section 2 of the said Act, and confirmed by the Governor General in Council, are 
hereby published for general information :— 

Rules for (he suppression of fermle infanticide, • 

I. —A nominal Register (A) of all proclaimed families shall be drawn up by the Police under the 
orders of the Magistrate of the district. In this register recognised heads of families or masters of 
separate households shall be entered as the heads of families, and every member of the family habi¬ 
tually resident in the village shall be entered by name. All persons under twelve shall be entered 
as children, except married female children living with their husbands, who shall, for the purposes of 
these Rules, be deemed to be adult females. 

II. —All villages in which the proportion of female children to children on a proclaimed popu¬ 
lation of not less than 25 children is less than- 25 per cent, shall be called “ specially guilty villages, 
and shall also be entered in a sepamte Register (B), which shall be called the “ Private register of 
proclaimed families in specially guilty villages.^^ This register shall not be open to inspection, except 
by the oflficers of the district. 

III. —The person who ^ registered as the head of a proclaimed family shall report immediately 
the octmrrciice of every birth and death and the illness of any female child in his family tt* the 
chaukidar of the village. He shall also produce all children in his family for the inaiHM;tion of a 
Police officer visiting the village when required to produce them. 

IV. —Every midwife knowing of, or having reason to believe in, the occurrence in a proclaimed 
family in the village in which she resides of a birth or of the illness of a new-born child, shall at once 
report the fact to the chaukidar of the village. And if the village is one entered in Register B, she 
shall also report the occurrence of a pregnancy. 

V. —If, in a given time after proclamation [to be determined for each village or locality by the 
Local Government], the proportion of female children in a village entered in Register B does not rise 
to more than 25 per cent., the Lieutenant-Governor may direct that every person register<‘d as the 
head of a proclaimed family in that village shall be personally bound to report t<i the officer in charge of 
the Police station every pregnancy in his family at some period before the seventh month. 

VI. —The chaukidar of the village i^all immediately report to the officer in charge of the Police 
station the occurrence of a birth, wheftcr male or female, in a proclaimed family; the death of a 
female infant^undcr six months old; the illness of a female child ; and removal of a pregnant woman 
to another village. He shall also report, on the occasion of his periodica.1 visit to the Police station, 
other deaths, removals and arrivals, and pregnancies reported to him, if the village is entered in 
Register B. 

VII. —The zemindars of the villages shall give assistance to the Police in drawing up Register A, 
and in obtaining information regarding all births, n)arriugcs, and deaths occurring, or about to occur, 
among proclaimed families. 

VIII. —All expenses incurred in working the system sanctioned by Act VIII of IS70 shall be 
borne by the proclaimed clans and families, and shall be recoverable asarniars of land revenue ; provided 
that, when the percentage of fcunale children to children of any proclaimed class in any village 
exceeds forty, such clas*' shall be exempted from any share in such expenses, unless, in the opinion of 
the Magistrate, there be other grounds of suspicion. 

IX. - Wh ere the (.Time is so prevalent, and the number of the proclaimed villages so great, that 
the ordinary establishment of the district cannot cope successfully with it, the Lo(»l Government 
may, at its discretion, appoint a forc(j of special Police for the purpose of carrying •out measures of 
prevention and detection. All (xpciibcs incurred for the paynumt of such Police, or under Rule VITI, 
may be met by a rate leviable under the orders of the Local (iovcriim.ent from the heads of families 
entered in the nominal register of proclaimed persons. iSmdi rate will ordinarily he imj)osod so as to 
fall more heavily on specially guilty than on guilty families; but the amount of the rate to be levied 
will be fixed in every' case by the special orders of the Lm^al Government. 

X. —No proclaimed village or family shall be cxcniptod from tlui o])cration of these Rules, except 
by the order of the Local Government, or in virtue of authority to tliat effect vested by Government 
in any officer. A village or family so cxempte'd will then be stnu'k out of Reobfer A, and the erasure 
initialled by the Magistrate of the* District or by the District SupcrinUndciil of Police.

Statement No, 66, regarding Famine Relief Operations in the Province of I^sore^ for the 

week ending the 4ith May 1878. 

Rain fell generally throughout the Province during the week under report, and the ryots 
have been busy ploughing, whilst sowing of ragi, cholum, &c., has begun in the Western 
•districts. In the few taluks where rain has not fallen, the tanks are dry, and there is no 
employment in the £elds, and no improvement has occurred* Prices continue to shew a 
tendency to fall. 

2. Imports of grain by rail amounted to 791 tins, or 225 tons more tlian last week. 
From Bangalore 498 tons were exported to the interioJ being 101 tons more than in the 
week previous. M 

8. On Civil Relief Works, 10,637 persons were employed, or 138 more than in the 
preceding week. There was a decrease of two in the number of works in progress, due to the 
completion of a tank in the Anekal Taluk of the Bangalore District and to the closing of the 
Pavgada-Bellary road work in the Chitaldrug District, the labourers on which were transferred 
to works under professional supervision. 

4. Tlio Public Works Department employed 40,845 labourers, or 1,527 less than last week. 
The decrease has been very general. The following is a list of the larger.works in progress

REFOETS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OP THE CROPS POE THE 
•’ WEEK ENDING THE 21ST MAY 1878. 


Geneeal Remaeks. —Showers have fallen in all the distt-icts df Madras; j^eneral prospects arc 
said to be almost unchiinged; prices are flnctuating, with a slight upward tendency. The total number 
on relief works is 124,661, and gratuitously relieved 7H,r)41, less by 5,801 and 1,666 than last week. 
In Mysore showers have fallen in Kolar, Hassan and Shimoga; locusts -are doing damage in Mysore 
and Hassan; ploughing and sowing are going oh, and prices are stationary; the total number on relief 
works for the week ending the 11th instant was 46,286, and on gratuitous relief 10,111, less by 6,109 
and 128 than in the previous week. In Bombay showers are reported from Hyderabad (Sind), Ahmeda- 
bad. Broach, Khandesh, Belgaum, Kanara, Baroda and Wadhwan; the river continues high in Sind; the 
monsoon is believed to be close at band. In the Central Provinces cloudy w eathor and showers arc reported 
from all districts; preparations for the hharif sowings are going on; prices arc high and .steady. In Berar 
no rain is reported: ploughing is going on. In Central India showers have fallen in Indore, Gwalior,. 
Neemuch, Rutlam and Sutna; there is great scarcity of water in Indore. Showers have also fallen in 
most parts of Rajputana, and hail in Ulwur. Rain i| reported from every district of Bengal 
except Patna; fair weather is much needed for agricultural operations throughout the Burdwan division, 
the 24-Pergunnahs, Balasore and Manbhoom; elsewhere ploughing and sowing are going on, and more- 
lain is not needed except in Pooree. In Assam there has been a good deal of rain; prospects are good. 
Heavy rain has fallen generally throughout Burma, accompanied by a high wind. In the North-West¬ 
ern Provinces and Oudh rain and storms arc reported from nearly all districts: easterly winds prevail ; 
damage has been done to crops not yet fully harvested in !Meerut, Sitapur and Kumaun. In the Punjab 
slight showers have fallen in all districts except Umhalla and Dera Ismail Khan, and heavy rain in 
Peshawar; the rain has in some districts interfered with threshing operations, hut no nmerial injury 
has been done.

The threshings out of the jowari (millet) crop was finished during the month. The work 
was done partly by an American threshing machine and 
Javrari threshiug. partly by bullocks in the native fashion. The former method 

is by far the more expeditious, but when the cheapness of manual labour on the one hand, and 
the enormous expense of all kinds of iron work repairs on the other, are taken into account, 
economy is found to be decidedly in favour of the primitive method. 

2. Ill the case of wiunowing machines the result is far otherwise. An enormous amount of 
. . . labour is involved in hand-dressing a sample of corn np to the 

Jowan winnowing. standard obtained by a single passing of it through the 

fanners. 


3. The outturn of jowari is about i below a good average crop, but on account of the 
. . abnormal condition of rates and prieiis, the value 

Outturn and value of the jowan considerably hi^dier. This is exhibited in the following 

table, where it will be seen that the value of the light crop 
at the high price is considerably more than that of the average crop at the average price. It 
is the irrigated portion of the ci’op (two-thirds of the whole) however which brings up the 
figures. The non-irrigated fields produced very little :—

Weather. —The month has Ibeen as a whole cool for the season of the year, with occasional 
falls of rain. A violent storm accompanied with hail on the 6th unroofed a portion of the 
farm sheds. 

Work, —^The work done during the month consisted of cotton ginning, sugarcane 
planting and pressing. Three acres of young cane were planted out and are doing well. 
Ginger and arrowroot have yielded a fine crop, but the cultivation of arrowroot will be disconti¬ 
nued, there being no demand for the prepared article. Lucerne is looking well and yielding 
a nch fodder. Guinea grass, transplanted in February, is looking up. This crop is a short one 
during our dry hot season taking a considerable time to recover after cutting, a defect owing 
chiefly to want of sufficient irrigation and manure. The hoeing of fields (with the bahkar) is in 
progress for the coming season. The soil does not yield well to the action of the hakkar shares. 
A large stone chaki or grinding mill is in course of erection for grinding bones. 

The past harvest has proved itself a very short one as respects all rahi crops. Chenna so 
short as to command a higher price in the market than wheat, and the vetch tribe generally is 
in the same condition. Wheat is so much spoilt as to necessitate our going to other quarters 
for next yearns seed grain. The beneficial action of lime as a manure has attracted the. 
native agriculturists* attention, the gur expressed from a crop of sugarcane thus manured being 
much praised by them.

Statement No. 66, regarding Famine Relief Operatione in the Province of Mysore, for the 
week ending the 11th May 1878. 

Showers again fell generally tbsoughout the Province during the week under report, and 
most parts of the coiintry have now had a sufficient fall to ensure the water-supply and 
induce agricultural activity. Prices are again variable, and if anything the recent improve¬ 
ment has received a slight check. There has been no change in the relief arrangements, but 
the effect of the showers is noticeable in decreased numbers on the Public Works. 

li. Imports of grain by rail amounted to 1,100 tons, or 32^2 tons more than last week. 
From Bangalore 363 tons were exj)orted to the interior, being 135 tons less tlxan in the Week 
before. 

3. On Civil Relief Works, 0,4.59 laborers were e^doyed, or‘a decrease of 1,175'. A 
new work was opened in the Srinivaspur Taluk of the Kolar District to rephicc a work nearly 
liuished, and a t^nk work in the Chitaldrug District was completed, tlius leaving the total 
number of works (32) unchanged. 


4. The Public Works Department employed 36,824 laborers, shewing a falling off 4,021, 
chiefly in the Tumkur District. The following is a list of the larger works in progress :—

REPORTS OR THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 
WEEE; ENDING THE 28TH MAY 1878. 


GEKERA.L Remarks. —Showers have fallen in all the districts of Madras j g^eneral prospects are said 
to be unchanged; prices are fluctuating, and in 12 districts the price/)f rice has slightly risen. The 
total number on relief works is 126,845, and on gratuitous relief 72,478 : the former is more by 2,184 
and the latter less by 6,063 than last week. In Mysore heavy rain has fallen in the Mysore disteict, 
general rain in Tumkur, and light showers elsewhere: prospects are favourable, but some damage has 
been done by locusts in Mysore, Hassan, and Kadur; prices are stationary ; the total number on relief 
works for the week ending the 18th May was 44,662, and gratuitously relieyed 12,048, less by 1,621 
and more by 1,^937 than in the previous week: the increase in the latter total is entirely in village 
relief. In Bombay rain is reported from Belgaum, Dharwar, Kanara, all the Deccan districts, Khandcsh, 
and parts of Sind: the river is extremely high in Sind. Rain has fallen in almost all the districts 
of the Central Provinces; prices are high; preparations for k/uirif sowings are going on. No rain is 
reported from Berar. In Central India showers have fallen in Bhopal and at Goona, none at Indere 
or Mhow. Showers are reported from all parts of Rajputana, and heavy rain in Jeypore, Deoli, 
Shahpura, Jhallawar, and Ulwur. In Bengal there has been rain in all districts; it was heavy in the 
Delta and Northern districts; fine weather is now required in many parts, particularly in Burdwan, 
Rajshaliye and Furreedpore. In Assam good rain has fallen, and prospects are favourable. In Burma 
heavy rain has fallen in the Southern districts of the Tenasserim Division, Bassein and Henzada. In 
the North-Western Pi'ovinces and Oudh showers arc rejwrted from Agra, Bareilly, Sitapur and 
Jhansi; in the Eastern districts the weather is seasonable, with west-winds; prices are stationary. In 
the Punjab showers have'fallen in all districts; damage has been done to cut grain, but it has not been 
so serious as to affect prices.

As the arrangements for experiments to be conducted on the farm during the current 
year have not yet been decided, I shall iu the present report confine my remarks to the garden 
chiefly. 

An acre of the farm land, half with Sorghum and half with brown-seeded jowari, was sown 
Sorghum saerkaratum and between the 9th and 18th January 1878. Though the weather 
brown-seeded jowari early sow- was cold, the Sorghum came up freely and has grown fairly well. 

The jowari had to be resown and has still come up too thin. A 
similar area was sown in the same proportion for feeding the garden cattle and with ^as yet) 
similar results. The Sorghum seems to stand heat quite as well as, and cold much better than, 
does jowari. 

We have in the garden in full fruiting order some twelve varieties of English vines, all of 
which do well, and produce fruit far superior to that obtained from 
rape vines. l^ative varieties. The black Hamburgh variety does 

not colour ivell, but the flavour is good. With the view of trying to improve the colour, a 
liberal supply of charcoal was dug into the borders last year and this spring. The Muscat 
varieties do very well, and 1 believe there would be no great difficulty in starting a trade in 
raisins of no mean quality. Last season, iu drying some of the best Muscat grapes for seed, 
I had about half a pound of raisins of quite as good flavour and appearance as any Muscatels 
1 have seen for sale. The natives are going iu strong for vine culture in this neighbourhood, 
and our supply of young plants has not yet been equal to the demand, and from the number 
of new gardens springing up all round, there is little likelihood of the tiumber of indents on 
our nursery stock falling off for some time to come. 

Varieties of these have been introduced from Bombay and Lahore, and are lieing propa- 

y 3 1 gated for distribution as fast as possible. The orange grows fast 

Pomeloe, orange and kmoa. ^ 

.supply all demands for young plants, nor will we be so for another year or two. The stocks 
used for budding on are the citron and sweet lime, both of which do well here. Fruiting 
plants of all sorts arc iti much der^iid among the natives, and care is taken to give nothing 
likely to disappoint them, witli<)ut*nforming them that success is doubtful beforehand. 

The seed received from Government last year came up well and a number of plants have 
been distributed. The tap root goes deep into the soil,—a great 
Prosopit^a^uhta or Mes- aesideratum in a plant growing in an almost rainless country 
^ * and wMlh the natural water spring far below the surface (at 

Salaru we have to dig 28 to feet before we strike w'ater.) 

Of this, we have a large number of licallhy seedlings on hand and several have been given 
away. We have one plant fully five years old. It is of slow 
Ceratonta etltqua vCarob). growth, being only 8A feet high at present. 

Grows well in the garden where it is sheltered from the hot winds of Miiy and June, 
but refuses to grow on the exposed fields of the farm during 

Bohmetta ntvea. tbe.SG months. Success with it is very doubtful. 

Several varieties of seed were received from the Brisbane Acclimatization Society and sown 
about the end of last year and first month of the current season. 
All are as yet doing well, but it is too early to say much about 
them at present. 

The seedlings have just got above ground and look 
healthy. 

Grows fast, a good shade tree j has been largely propagated 
and distributed. 

Grows fairly well here and has been prepagated from seeds and cuttings from the trees 
growing in the garden. It is not a favourite with the uatives, 

Cedrela toona (Toon). useful tree iu Sind, if pains be taken to follow up 

the experiment of its introduction. 

Flowere mtd regeUiblee, foreign and native, receive a certain amount of attention, but 
with the exception of roses (of which wc have pretty near 200 varieties) and scented plants, 
the natives do not indent on us much for either seeds or plants of these.

Observations. —^The rainfall and irrigated area of kharif 1877-78 were so al)normal that, 
in xeviewing the operations of that season, it will be as well to compare them with those of the 
conesponding seasons of 1868 and 1869, the last years of drought. To admit of this oompa* 
rison being made, a supplementary statement (D) has been prepared. 

2. From the rainfall figures of the supplementary statement it will be seen that the 
drought of 1877 affected agricultural operations far more severely that the droughts of 1888 
and 1869. In the earlier years there was a moderate fall of rain in each of months cl 
July, August, and September, while in the year under review there was only a scanty fall in 
July, and practically none in August and September. Again, the hot westerly wind, which 
blew fdmost incessantly till the first week of October, made frequent waterings compnlsoiy.

4. There is an increase under every head except rice and miscellaneous. 

5. The increase under su|^r is due to the state of the market. Sugar being a crop tb^ 
is sown early in the season, its growth is not affected by the monsoon. Large as the area is 
thisBeason, it is short by 2,722 acres of the area irrigated in 1874-75. 

6. The decrease under rice is due to the failure of the early rains. In ordinary years 
large areas of rice are sown and reared till September without the aid of canal water. In that 
month, the rainfall being seldom sufficient for the requirements of rice, irrigation becomes 
compulsory. In 1877 the failure of the July and August rains restricted the area sown, 
and consequently the area irrigable. 

7. As was to be expected, the area under food grains and fodder in 1877 is much larger 
than it was in 1876. It is also larger than the areas of 1868 and 1869. The Agra Canal 
contributed no mean share to this increase. It is calculated that the food raised from the canal 
irrigated area of kharif 1877 was sufficient to meet the demands of the population of the Meerut 
and Agra Divisions for two and a half months. 

8. The increase under fibres is due partly to the market and partly to the Agra Canal, 
where cotton is lai^y grown, and is becoming the staple kharif crop irrigated by that canaL 
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9. LargfO ns hitherto have been the areas under indigo, the area this kharif exceeds them 
a]]. The inasimiim limit under this crop has not yet been reached.

12. It will bo noticed that while the income of the canals that draw their supply from 
snow-fed rivers has increased, that of canals drawing their supply IVoin spring-fed streams has 
decreased, except in the case of the Biindelkhand works, where, no doubt, the increase is due 
to the rain that did fall being stored in lakes and tanks.

3. In addition to the rent stipulated us payable, the lessee will be* bound to defray the expense of 
maintaining peace in the island and on its coasts, and of the administration of civil and criminal 
justic?e.

In the case of cocoa-nuts, the fixed proportion must be delivered free at 
Fort Blair or any other place in the Andamans that Government may from time to time direct, in the 
liusk, in g<x)d condition and of good quality, and must have been gathered in such j?N)portions at the 
times most suitable for the manufacture of coir and oil, respectively, as the Suj)erintendent of Port 
Blair may from time to time require. In the case of other produce, delivery of which will he taken in 
the island, the Government may at any time require the lessee to commute the produce in. kind for a 
money payment calculated at a rate 20 per cent, below the rale then ruling in the Rangoon market for 
similar produce of similar quality, 

6 . The number of living coc-oa-nut trees on the island when it is transferrefl to the lessee will 
be ascertained, and the lessee will be bound under penalty to maintain at least that number of living 
cocoa-nut trees, at once planting and rearing young trees in place of those that may die, be blown down, 
or otherwise destroyed from time to time. The lessee is prohibited from cutting down any cocoa-nut 
trees without the WTitten permission of the officer to whom Government may delegate authority to 
grant such pennis.sion.

Special Famine Report for the week ending \%ih May 1878. 


Statement No, 67, regarding Famine Relief Operations in the Province of Mysore^ for the 
week ending the 18^4 May 1878. 

Excfipr for trifling showers in the Kolar, Mysore, and Hassan Distriets, there was no rain 
during the week under report and the heat of the weather was oppressive. The harvesting of 
the Vysakh crops is nearly at an end, and a slackness of the demand for field labor is being felt, 
especially in the Tumkur Taluks. The numbers on relief do not however shew much variation \ 
prices continue stationary, and prospects so far are good. Swarms of locusts are still seen in 
various quarters, and have now visited nearly every district, but without doing much damage. 
They have been most numerous and troublesome in the Mysore and Hassan Districts. 

2. Imports of grain by rail amounted to 94*7 tons, or 153 tons less than last week. 

From Bangalore 358 tons were cx2)orted to the interior, being 5 tons less than in the week 
previous. ^ 

3. On civil relief-works 8,704 persons were employed, or a decrease of 755, occurring 
dhiefly in the Tumkur District, and due to transfers to the [professional works. 

4. The Public Works Department gave occupation to 35,958 laborers, shewing a falling 
ofP of 866. The decrease was almost entirely in the Bangalore District and was largely caused 
by stoppage of payment to the non-working children of the piece-work laborers on certain 
tank-works. On the whole the numbers on relief-works have been remarkably steady during 
the week.

In receipt of the village grain-dole were 9,919 old and bed-ridden pe<^le. This ^ves an 
increase of 1,962 over the returns of the preceding week; but these returns are so irregular 
that they do not always refer to the same week, and as a matter of fact, the number of persona 
getting the dole does not vary much.

In oontiouation of my letter, No. 1303A, dated 17th instant, I am directed to forward, 
for the information of His Excellency the Governor General in Council, the abstract of reports 
nn the condition of the several districts for the week ending^ 18th May. 

2. The weather continued to be unseasonably wet and stormy; further damage has been 
done to grain on threshing floors in the northern and western districts, and the loss of 
mango and mohua fruit from hail and dust-storms is very serious. 

3. There has been again a slight fall in prices in Rohilkhund owing to diminution in 
the export trade, but partly also because grain, wetted on the threshing floor, is unfit, for 
storing, and is being hurried into the market. Elsewhere prices are on the whole stationary* 
The UBtial memorandum accompanies this report. 

4. The following memorandum shows approximately the number on relief-works and in 
poor-houses during the past and previous weeks:—

In continuation of my letter No. 1392A, dated 23rd May, I am directed to forward the 
abstract of the weekly reports on the condition of the several districts in these Provinces for 
the week ending 25th May. 

2. The weather during the week continued to bo unusually wet and stormy, and the 
complaints of injury done by* rain to grain on threshing floors are repeated. In the hill dis¬ 
tricts considerable damage has been caused to standing crops. 

3. In prices the fluctuations have been generally unimportant. In the Meerut Divi¬ 
sion grain is somewhat cheaper. In the Ghazipur District it has become very dear. The 
annexed memorandum of prices of wheat and barley shows the fluctuation in each district. 

4. It is not yet possible to furnish the detailed information required by the Government 
of India in regard to relief-works in progress, but it is hoped that next week^s reports will 
give full particulars on the points mentioned in your letter No. 1279F, dated 16th May. 
There has been a considerable increase in the numbers on relief-works at Muttra, and in the 
poor-houses at Agra. There has also been an increase in the number of labourers at Lucknow, 
Barabanki and Rae Bareli. The following memorandum shows the numbers on relief-works 
and in poor-houses during the past and previous weeks

BEPOBTS OB THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PBOSPECTS OF THE CBOPS FOB THE 
WEEK ENDING THE 4TH JUNE 1878. 


GENEiLAii Kemarks,—^R ain is reported from all districts of Madras; in Malabar, South Canara, 
'Salem, Coimbalorc and the Nilgiris the fall has been of fair quantity, elsewhere slifjht; prices still 
shew an upward tendency in many districts. The total number on relief works is 124,478, and on 
g“ratuitou6 relief 72,698 ,* the former is less by 2,367 and the latter more by 220 than last week. 
No rain is announced from Mysore; ploug*hinj? and sowing continue: the number on works for the week 
ending the 2oth ultimo was 44,216, and on gratuitoife relief 11,566, less by 446 and 482 than in the 
previous week respectively. In Bombay showers have fallen throughout the Southern Mahratta 
Country and in Khandesh; the river continues very high in Sind ; the weaihar at Bombay is cloudy 
and very hot. It has been cloudy and hot during the week throughout the Central Provinces; slight 
showers have fallen in four districts; preparations for the/-^drr//’continue. No rain has fallen in Berar. 
None is reported from Central India. In liajputana there has been a general heavy fall of rain in 
Bickaneer, which has filled the tanks : there appears also to have been a heavy fall at Kotah; showers 
are rejiortcd from Abu, Sirohi, Marwar, Jhallawar, Deoli, and Ajmerc. In Bengal rain is reported 
from all the Eastern, and most of the Central and Northern districts: showers have also fallen in 
Chota Nagpore and Orissa; in the Bhag;xl 2 )ur and Patna divisions there has been little or no rain ; 
the weather is now generally fine, and prospects good; more rain is wanted in Pooree. In Assam 
little rain has fallen in the valley, more in Sylliet; prospects are good. In Burma there has been 
general rain. In the North-Western Provinces and Oudh no rain has fallen, except in Kumaun; 
westerly '^inds prevail. In the Punjab rain is reported only from Amritsar (where damage is said to 
have been done to the crops still ungarnered), Dehra Ismail Khan, and ilissar; the weather is now 
more settled, and reports of the harvest are favourable.

Several showers have fallen during the months one (on the 17th) mensuring so much as 
8 cents; it was preceded by a violent wind storm which did 
Weather. considerable damage by breaking down, and in some cases 

uprooting, trees. 

2. As usual the cultivating community are expecting an early monsoon, for little better 

reason perhaps than that such is then* wish. Contrary to all appre- 
ProBpeote. hensioDS the drinking water supply has stood out well and people 

are now mostly in good spirits. 

3. On the farm, general work has been mostly set aside in favour of threshing out the re¬ 

mainder of the grain crop, and the storing of fodder indoors for use 

Securing the com crop. during the early part of the rains. 

New Floughe. 

4. Three new ploughs lately presented to the farm by Messrs. Ransomes, Sims and Head of 

Ipswich have been under trial. Two of them are merely improve- 
Axnerican ploughs. ments on the South American mule plough. They are capable of 

being unscrewed in a few minutes and so packed up that a man may carry the whole thing 
under his arm. This plough works well enough in free soil, especially with mule draught for 
. which it is designed. It is much less effective, however, than a 

Less efifective^than the country native plough when applied to ordinary black land. 

^ ' Thus it was proved by experiment that one pair of bullocks com¬ 

fortably dragged the wooden plough in a lO-inch fuiTow, whereas to work the same depth 
with the iron or moulding plough two pairs of bullocks were fully draughted. Besides the 
labour of holding the plough under such conditions is too severe a strain for the strength of 
the Indian cultivator. 

5. The other plough is quite a new invention of Messrs. Ransomes, Sims and Head; it is 

j T j* u appropriately called the " Indian plough," the principle of which 
Combined Indian p oug . follows throughout, differing however to the extent of being 

constructed of combined iron and wood and having the share running up into a curved plate 
which acts slightly as a moulding board. 

6. This plough works very creditably indeed, and woul^ fairly well suit all the require¬ 
ments of the cultivator. As matters at present stand, however, there are two obstacles to its 
very general adoption: Uty the expense of iron work, and 2ndy the cheapness of wood work in 
the agricultural districts of India. 

Fodder Plante. 


7. A sowing of the new fodder plant, Reana luxuriane, has just been made under well 

“ T smite Plant " irrigation, but the crop has not yet come up. If it turns out to 

eosmi e an . possess in India but half the good qualities claimed for it in 

Guatemala, Reunion, and the French Colonies of Africa and America, then it will be an in¬ 
valuable fodder plant for India. 

8. Frickley Comfrey continues to yield disappointing results, a bad feature being that 

P ‘ klev Comfeev liable to die off should the supply of water 

™ ^ happen to fail. 

9. Now that the sowing season is approaching, there is great demand for the farm selected 

seed, especially of wheat, indigo, and gram, which are now being 
distributed. 

Cattle food Fodder and feed stuffs are cheapening, it being now ap¬ 

parent that the supply in the district will be equal to all possible 
requirements.

Rules for the ddministration of forests and waste 
lands in the territories of His Highness the 
Maharajah of Mysore. 

CHAPTER 1.' 

General, 


1. In these rules the expression '' State forests'' 
o* . , . means any demarcated foi- 

est or plantation, the proper¬ 
ty of the State, which has been notified by 
the Chief Commissioner under Rule 9, to be a State 
forest. 

The expression district forests" means all 
Di.trict unoccupied Government 

waste or forest outside the 
limits of State and village forests, and ti(>t situ¬ 
ated in towns and villages, as has not been assign¬ 
ed at the survey settlement to villages as free graz¬ 
ing land for common use or for any other public or 
municipal purpose.

2. Subject to the general control of the Chief 
Officers appointed for Commissioner of Mysore,

35. All persons importing any timber or other 
forest produce from the Presi¬ 
dency of Madras into Mysore

State forests of the Mysore district of the Ashta- 
gram Division shall confine themselves to such roads 
as may from time to time be notified by the Chief 
Commissioner in the Gazette^ and as may be 

marked by signposts at their entrance into and 
exit from the forests.

Financial Resolution No. 66, dated 19th April 1878, promulgating niles for the issue and payment or Assay 
certificates. 

Resolution. —^The GovemorjGeneral in Council observes that although no mention was m^e of 
^oU in the Resolution of 19th April 1878, yet it is necessary to deal alike with gold and silver in the 
matter of assay certificates. Accordingly in the exercise of the powers conferred on him by the Indian 
Coinage Act, 1870, His Excellency in Council is pleased to direct that the following alterations be made 
in Rule 1 of the Rules published in that Resolution 

After " as per Form A ** insert in “ in the case of silver, or in an appropriate form in the case of 
gold.- 

And after " net produce of silver - insert “ or gold.- 


In the exercise of the powers conferred by the Indian Coinage Act, 1870, and the Indian Paper 
Currency Act, 1871, and of all other powers enabling him in this behalf, the Governor General in 
Council is pleased to make the following rules:— 

1. Certificates from the Assay Master, as per Form A in the ease of silver, or in an appropriate form 
in the case of gold, shall be issued by the Mint Master under Section 24 of the said Indian Coinage Act, 

1870, for the net produce of silver or gold bullion or coin delivered into the mint on and after Monday, 

the 27th November 1876, and shall be payable twenty-one days aft(*rthe date thereof, if issued by the 
Mint Master at Calcutta, at the Bank of Bengal, and if issued by the Mint blaster at Bombay, at the 
Bank of Bombay. ^ 

2. The holders of certificates granted under Section 14 of the said Indian Pa|)eT Currency Act, 

1871, shall be etititled to receive the amount of notes or of notes and cash slated therein, on demand at 
the Office of Issue. 

3. Persons wishing to obtain, under the Indian Paper Currency Act, 1871, promissory notes of 
the Government of India in exchange for silver bullion or foreign silver coin, may toiuler the sanH^ to 
the Mint Master on behalf, in Calcutta, of the Head Commissioner, and in Bombay, of the Coniniis- 
sioner of the Department of Issue, in the Form B hereto annexed. 

4. The Mint Master shall prepare, in Form C hereto annexed, and countersign a eertificate of 
the value of such hiillir)n or coin calculated at the rate prescribed in section 11 {6) of the said Indian 
Paper Currency Act. The Head Commissioner or Commissioner (as the ease may be) of issue, or any 
Gazetted Officer subordinate to him to whom he may delegate such authority, rfiall then sign the certi¬ 
ficate and return it to tlie Mint Master for delivx*ry to the jwrson making the tender. 

5. No bullion or coin tendered under these Rules shall be withdrawn by the tenderer, unless lie 
is dissatisfied witli the assay. 

6. The Head Commissioner or Commissioner (as the case may be) shall periodically pay to the 
Mint Master out of the coin reserve of the Dejiartinent of Issue one rupee jicr inillo on the standard 
value of the bullion or coin for which certificates jn the said Form C may have been issued. 

7. Bullion or coin tendered under these rules shall not be coined, exc(;pt-with the written sanction 
of the Head Commissioner or Commissioner (as the case may he) of issue, or any Gazetted Officer 
subordinate to him to whom he may delegate such authority. 

S. Before the Mint Mastt^r uses such silver for coinage, lie shall in the Form D issue a certificate 
signed by the Assiiy Master under Section 24 of the said Indian Coinage Act, IS70, in favor of the 
Head Commissioner or Commissioner, as the case may be, of the Department of Issue, for the net 
produce of the bullion or coin at the rate of ninety-eight rupees per eighteen thousand grains of 
standard fineness.

To His Excellency the Eight liordhle the Govern^>r 
General of India in Council, 

My Lord, 

I have received and considered in Council 
your Military letter. No. 57, dated the 1st March 
1878, forwarding a letter from the Adjutant 
General in India, convoying the recommendation 
of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, that 
officers in military employ be allowed to accumu¬ 
late their privilege leave to three months, after 33 
months' duty, in view to their visiting Etirope, as 
now allowed to officers in civil employ. 

2. As the measure is recommended by your 
Government, and on the understanding that it will 
not involve, directly or indirectly, any additional 
expenditure, I am willing to sanction it on the 
terms proposed by His Excellency the Commander- 
iii-Chief in India, viz., that to claim the privilege 
it shall be necessaiy for .an officer to show that he 
has had no jjrivilege leave for 33 months, and that 
he has made satisfactory arrangements for the 
performance' of his duties during his absence, at 
no additional cost to the State. 

3. As it will mot be necessary for the officer 
during such absence, to report himself to the India 
Office, it will be incumbent on him to keep his 
departmental superiors in India acquainted with 
his address.

Statement No. 68, regarding Famine Relief Operafiom in. the Province of Mysore, for the 
week ending the loth May 1878. 

Good rain foil dyrin^ the week (chiefly on llio 21th and 2rjt.h) in every district. It was 
especially beneficial to the Tumkiir District, wlii«}h 101110110 ha<l had very scanty showers, and 
where pressure was bftg'inniug' to be felt. Pro.sj)ect.s continue cncoura^in/^. Accounts from 
.all quarters agre^ in dcsiTlbing the outturn of the Vysakh crops as unusually good, and plough- 
ing for the Kartick sowings has been very active. Prices fluctuate little, and there has been 
iu> marked change in the nuinbcrs on relief. 

2. Imports of grain by rail amounted to 1,201 tons, or 314 tons more than last week. 
From Bangalore 505 tons wore cxiMirtcd to the interior, being 147 Ions in excess of the week 
ibefore. 

3. On Civil relief-works 9,236 persons were employed, showing an increase of 532. Tlie 
increase was general, but trifling. 


4. The Public Works Depai-tment gave ocinipation to 34,98.0 labourers, being less by 978

BEPOETS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND THOSPECTS OP TIDE CROPS POB THE 
WEEK ENDING THE UTH JTTNiftlSVS. 


General Remarks. —In Madras more or less rain is reported from every district; general pros¬ 
pects are however said not to be improving; prices are rising. The total number on works is 125,805, 
and gratuitously relieved 75,631, nmre by 1,327 and 2,933 than last week respectively. Rain has 
fallen in every district of Mysore, and prospects arc encouraging ; prices are nearly stationary; the total 
number on works for the week ending the Ist instant was 42,721, and gratuitously relieved 10,974, 
less by 1,495 and 592 than in the previous week respectively. In Bombay general rain is reported from 
the Southern Mahratta Country below the ghUts, and showers in the other portions, as well as in Ahmed- 
nagar, Sholapur^nd Satara; a few showers have also fallen in Guzerat; at Bombay the weather is cloudy 
and very hot. No rain has fallen in the Central Provinces, but it is cloudy; proparations for the 
kharlf continue. In Berar no rain has fallen. In Central India there have been showers at Neemuch 
und Goona: want of water is much felt in Western Malwa and the Bheel Country. In Rajputana 
slight showers are repoi'tcd from most States. In Bengal there has been good rain in the Eastern and 
Northern districts of Bengal proper, and showers in Orissa, Midnapore, Ilooghly and Burdwan; 
elsewhere none has fallen, and its want is beginning to be felt; prospects ^e as yet generally good. 
In the Valley districts of Assam prospects are good, but in S 3 dhet the rainfall has been partial. In 
Burma, there has been general rain, but in the inland districts it has been slight. No rain has fallen 
in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and hot and dry weather prevails generally, except in Pyza- 
bad, where the wind is said to be now easterly and damp. In the Punjab there'has been no rain, and 
the weather is favourable for getting in the rabi harvest.

Coptain J, Jr, Macdongall, in charge. 

The month has been characterised hy niuisually mild we.ather for ibis period of the year ; 
clouds have been very frequent and there has been g(*norally a cool breeze prevailing at nights. 
The rainfall gauges 0*91 cents. The season has been very favourable for planting out of 
ginger and turmeric, while the young sugarcane has j^usLed forward and is now well ad¬ 
vanced. 

Leased out 127 acres of the moist land at an average rent of Rs. 2 per acre. This land has 
hitherto barely covered cost of cultivation. The present rate of rent is therefore high. The 
lessees however look forward to a continuance of present high selling rates of grain as enabling 
them to farm this area prolltably.

No. 773 .—The Governor General in Cou,,ncil is pljased to extend Act IX of 1878 (an Act for 
the better control of publications in oriental languages) to the Hyderabad Assigned Districts, subject 
to certain omissions and modifications which are requisite to adapt it to those districts. 

The Act as adapted to the Hyderabad Assigned Districts, is as follows:— 

Whereas certain publications in oriental languages printed or circulated in India have of late 
Preamble contained matter Ukely to excite disaffection to the Government 

established by law, or antipathy between jwrsons of different races, 
castes, religions or sects, or have been used as means of intimidation or extortion : 

And wbercas such publications are read by and disseminated amongst large numl)er8 of ignorant 
and unintelligent persons, and are thus likely to have an influence which they otherwise would not 
possess; and whereas it is accordingly necessary for the maintenance of the public tranquillity and for 
the security of the people to confer on the Executive Government power to control the printing and 
circulation of such publications; It is hereby enacted as follows:—

iDterpretatioii‘Clause. 2. In this Act— 

^Newspaper' means any periodical work containing public news, or comments on public news, 
„ printed wholly or partially in any oriental language, and includes 

ewspaper. more copies of a newspaper bearing the same name, w'hethcr 

published on the same day or on different days, and also includes any series of newspapers, whether 
printed on one day or different days, or with one name or with different names; and 

'Print,' Sprinted' and 'printer' apply not only to printing, but also to lithography, engraving, 
“ Print,*' Ac. and photography. 


3. Any Magistrate of a District, within the local limits of whose jurisdiction any newspaj)er is 
Power to coll upon printer and Pointed or published, may, with the prcviou.s sanction of the Kesident 
publisher of newspaper to give bond; at Hyderabad (licnMnafter rcfciTcd to as the Resident), and subject to 

the provisions of section five, call upon the printer and publisher of 
such newspaper to enter into a joint and several bond, or when the printer and publisher of such 
newspaper are the same person, call upon such person to .enter into a bond, binding themselves or

{a) print or publish in such newspaper any words, signs or visible representations, likely to excite 
disaffection to the Government established by law, or antipathy between any persons of 
different races, eastes, religions or sects, or 

(b) use or attempt to use such newspaper 

for the purpose of putting any person in fear or causing annoy.ance to him, and thereby 
. inducing him to deliver to any jwrsou any jiroperty or valuable security, or anything 
signed or sealed which may be <.*onvdtcd into a valuable security or to give any gratifi¬ 
cation to any person, or 

for the purfwse of bolding out any threat of injur>’ to a public servant, or to any person in 
whom they or he believe or believes that public servant to Ihj interested, and thereby 
inducing that public serv ant do any act, or to forbear or delay to do any act, connected 
with the exercise of his public functions. 


ExPfiANATioN.—" Valuable Fccurity," " gratification" and " public servant" are used in this section 
in the senses in which they arc respectively used in the Indian Penal Code.

No. 378.—The Governor Greneral in Council is pleased to invite tenders for the dense of the 
Great Coco Island in the' Bay of Beng^al. 

2. The lease will be for a period not exceeding 50 years: the exact proportion of gross produce 
payable as rent and the term, within the above maximum period, during which the rent offered shall be 
payable^ are left to the tenderers. * 

8. In addition to the rent stipulated as payable, the lessee will be bound to defray the expense of 
maintaining peace in the island and on its coasts, and of the administration of civil, and ^criminal 
justice. The amount of such expense cannot at present be stated; but the Government are prepared to 
fix a maximum of Rs. 20,00U annually, beyond which the lessee would not be charged with any 
. exjjenditure on these objects. The Government will, frori! time to time, fix the cost of such establish- 
nmnts, and such cost the lessee will Ji)e required to defray quarterly in advance. 

4. The Government reserve to themselves the administration of Civil and Criminal Justice, 
Custdms, Excise, and other Departments of Government, and the lessee will be entitled only to the 
produce of the soil, and to an exclusive right of fishery for one mile from high water mark, and 
to the use for local requirements, and not for sale out of the island, of such tiinlSjr as it produces, and 
of stone, lime, sand and other building materials. 

i}. The rent will be taken in kind and will consist of a fixed proportion not less than Jth of the 
gross produce of the island. In the case of cocoa-nuts, the fixed proportion must be delivered free at 
Port Blair or any other platie in the Andamans that Government may from time to time direct, in the 
husk, in good condition and of good quality, and must have been gathered 4ii such proportions at the 
times most suitable for the manufacture of coir and oil, resj)ectively, as the Superintendent of Port 
Blair may from time to time require. In tlie case of other ]>roduce, delivery of which will be taken in 
the island, the Government may at any time require the lessee to commute the produce in kind for a 
money payment calculated at a rate 20 per cent, below the rate then ruling in the Rangoon market for 
similar produce of similar quality.

nrOTE ON THE SOUTH-WEST MONSOONS OF BECENT YEABS. 


The data at the disposal of the Meteorological Department for the deter- 
tnination of thp general character of the approaching south-west monsoon are 
quite insufiScient for the purpose of prevision. The present system of collect¬ 
ing and comparing observations taken over tlio w’hole of India has been in 
operation barely four years. The experience of three years is not sufficient 
to indicate more than vague and unreliable probabilities. * 

The following statement gives, so far as it is possible, the more important 
facts indicating tlie relations between tlie distribution of pressure and the 
rainfall over Northern India for the past thirteen years. The only conclusion 
which tlie comparison can suggest is not very favourable. 

The strength of the south-west monsoon atmospheric extrent appears to 
depend mainly, if not entirely, upon the difference of pressure or the baric 
gr^ient between the peninsulas of Southern Asia and the Mid-Indian Ocean. 
At the beginning of the year the pressure is high over Northern India, and 
gradually detircascs southwards as far as the Equator, and then increases over 
the Indian Ocean, But the continued differential action of tlie solar Jieat over 
sea and land during the next four months produces a gradual diminution of pres¬ 
sure over the land area. Toxvards the end of May or the lioginning of June, 
the pressure over Northern India becomes very low, and there is established 
continuous increase of pressure southxvards as far as ilic Tropic of Capricorn, 
The greater the difference oi! pressure or the baric gradient over this area, the 
stronger and more rapid ynW be the atmospheric current due to it. And in this 
case it seems probable that it xvill yield up a smaller portion of its moisture to 
the sea area over which it passes and a larger porlion to the land area, India 
and Southern Asia, towards which it advances. The normal dilference of pres¬ 
sure between Mauritius and Lahore is about tlf^ce-quartcrs of an inch for the 
month of July. 

Any cause which tends to produce incTcased pressure immediately before 
and during the rainy season over Southern Asia, or diminishes the pressure over 
the Mid-Indian Ocean, will necessarily diminish th('. baric gradient and therefore 
the general strength of the south-west monsoon. 

The pressure over the area of the source of the rains is an unknown and 
unlpiowablc factor at present? The pressure over a small portion of the goal 
of the south-wTst monsoon current {viz,, India) is alone accurately registered. 
Until the pressure over Further India and the Indian Ocean can he ascertained, 
it will be impossible to determine the relation between th<^ general sti*ength of 
the monsoon cunnnt and the baric gradient, or to infer from tlie distribution of 
pressure, antecedent to the rains, xvhctlier in any given year Southern Asia 
IS likely to receive a monsoon current of average strength or not. Last year 
the pressure over India before and during the rains was considerably in 
excess. If this was not compensated by excessive prassure over the Mid-Indian 
Ocean, the baric gradient must liax^c been less than usual. At all events thp 
south-west monsoon appears to have been feebkr than usual. 

^gain, as India is only a part of the area fed by the south-west monsoon, 
the proportion which she will receive will depend upon tlie distiibution of 
pressure over the wdiolo of Southern Asia. A.s the meteorology of Burmah and 
the adjacent regions of Soiitlum Asia is a second unknown factor in the 
^etenninalioi) of the strcngili of the current, this is an addilional reason xvhy 
it 18 not possible at present to .deterraino Avhethor the monsoon cunent will 
be an average one or not, cr whether India will receive her normal share of 
that current. 

The distribution of the rainfall over India its 3lf during the prevalfnce of the 
eouth-xv’cst monsoon appears to depend inainly upon the antect d.mt dist/ibution 
of pressure. One vcij icmarkable peculiarity in the meteorology of India is 
fh© occasic^l pereistence for many mopths pf Ihp same irrcgolaritics oj 

A 
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abnormal variations of pressure. These continued abnormal variations may be 
either general or local. They modify the mnd directions, and the air move¬ 
ment thus produced appears to perpetuate their existence. They are usually 
local in character, and alfect the distribution of the rainfall—^an area of persistent 
low pressure receiving more than its average share of the rainfall due to the 
monsoon current of the year, and an area of relatively high pressure less than 
its normal proportion. 

Hence an examination of the distribution of pressure over India, previous 
to the advent of the.south-west monsoon, can at the best only indicate pro¬ 
babilities respecting the general strength of the monsoon; but may, when the 
relations between the abnormal variations of pressure and irregularities of 
rainfall have been thoroughly studied with the aid of accurate observations 
over the whole of India, give certain information respecting the distribution of 
the accompanying rainfall over India. 

The following brief examination of the distribution of pressure antecedent 
to the rains over Northern India, and of the rainfall of the year, for the past 
thirteen years, is given in goiicinl confirmation of the precetling remarks:— 

1865 , —The pressure in Northern India was very liigh in January, Pebnf- 
ary and March. During the last montli it was about a tenth of an inch in 
excess. It was slightly aI)ove the average in April, and below it in May. 

The cold weather rains in the Piinjiib and Nortli-Wcst Provinces were 
unusually heavy. Tlie lains commenced later than usual, but were above the 
average in the North-West Provinces, and about the average in Dengal. 

1866 . —-The pressure was in excess in Northern India during the whole 
period, January to June. The amount of the excess averaged *02". 

Tlic rainfall was generally bidow the average in Northern India, and 
irregularly distributc^d. The rains began about the middle of June and flashed 
in September—earlier than usual. 

There was a deficiency of about thirty per cent, over the North-West 
Provinces. The rainfall was ^much below ilic avciage in Orissa during Juno 
and July, but was very heavy in August, fioeding the country. 

1867 ,—^The pressure was in excess by small amounts during the first 
five months of the year, and slightly in defect in June. It was abnormally 
low at Saugor Island and Palse Point during this period. 

The rainfall of the North-West Provinces was quite up to the average, and 
fairly distributed over the whole st^ason. In Bengal it was also normal in 
character. The rainfall at Saugor Island and Palse Point Vvas exet'ssive. • At 
the former station the rainfall of the year was 124 inches and was 49 inches in 
excess of the average amount. 

186B .—^Tlic pressure from January to ]\Iay was generally in excess over 
Northern India. The amount of the exc:^ss was very large in the month of 
May, averaging one-tenth of an inch for tlie Gaugctic valley. The pressure 
during this period was abnormally and relatively low at Palse Point, Saugor 
Island and Cliittagong, i.e,, over the head of the Pay and the lower Deltaic 
area. 

• 

The rainfall was above the average in Lower. Bengal, and the aipount 
registered at Calcutta for the year (91*40 inches), the highest on record up to 
that date. The rainfall of ihe Noi th-West Provinces and Beliar was deficient 
by at least one-third of its average amount. 

1869 .—The pressure v.*as considerably above the average in Northern 
India during January. It was for the iiv^xt four mouths generally in dfefcct by 
small amounts. The'deficiency was greatest in May. 

The pressure in Lower Bengal, as shown by tlie Calcutta, Saugor Island, 
and False Point returns, was relatively in excess during this period; whilst in 
the'North-AVest Provinces and Bchar it was abnormally low. 

The monsoon rainfall was below tlie average in Oiis§a, the Gangetio Delta 
Sid Axacan; over the greater portion of Behar and in the North-West Provinces 
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it was either up to the average or slightly in excess. The rainfall occurred 
chiefly in the months of August and September in the Upper Provinces. 

1870 . —^The pressure was uniformly in defect during the period, January 

to May, at the majority of stations in Northern India. The deficiency was 
most marked in the months of January and May. The defect for the latter 
month averaged *05’. The pressure was abnormally high at False Point and 
Boorkec. * 

The rainfall was above the average in the North-West Provinces. Over the 
greater part of Bengal the average amoimi was registered. It was in excess 
in Chota Nagpore and portions of Behar, and in defect in Orissa and the 
district of Burdwan. 

1871 .—^The pressure was generally in defect until the end of April in 
Northern India. The amount was not large, averaging only -01" for the Gangetio 
valley. 

The pressure was abnormally high over Nagpore, and over part of Behar 
including Berhampore and Monghyr. It was on the other hand abnormally low 
at Cuttack and Dacca. 

Tlie rains were unusually heavy over Northern India. They began in 
April and went? on steadily during the whole rainy season. They were slightly 
deficient in Bhagulpore, Lower Assam and parts of Eastern Bengal. , 

1872 .—^The pressure was in excess (*03") during the first two months, and 
in defect ( 02’) from March to May. It was uniformly high in Eastern Bengal 
from Chittagong to Darjeeling. 

The rainfall of the year was below the average over the greater part of 
Bengal and Behar. It was, however, fairly distributed. It was considerably 
in excess over Orissa. The cold weather rainfall in Upper India wns consider¬ 
ably above the average. The months of June and July were drier than usual, 
and rain did not fall plentifully till August. The rains terminated earlier than 
usual in Upper India. 

1873 .—The pressure was in defect (*03'') over Nortlicm India during the 
first four months of the year. In the month of May it was in excess by the 
same amount. 

The pressure wns relatively high in Eastern Bengal, and low in Orissa. 

The rainfall was, with very few exceptions, deficient in NorLhern India. 
The defect was most marked in Bcdiar, wdioro it varied from 15 to GO per cent. 

1874. —The pressure was in cxcioss during the months of January and 
Echruary and April, and in defect during March and May. 

It w^as during the wdiole of this period relatively abnormally low in 
the North-West Provinces, Behar and Orissa, and high in Eastern Bengal 
and Assam. 

The rainfall of the year was fairly abundant in Northern India. It was 
considerably in excess over Behar, Cliota Nagpore and Orissa, and was abnor¬ 
mally plentiful in the Central and Nort]i-W(‘st IVovinccs. It was deficient in 
several districts of Bengal, more especially in Eastern Bengal, and along the 
Aracaji Coast. 

1875 .—The pressure was below the average over the whole of India in 
January, March and April, and above it in Eebruary and May (except in the 
North-West Provinces and the Punjab, where it was in defect by‘small 
amounts). 

. The chief abnormal features during this portion of the year were abnor¬ 
mally low pressure in the North-West Provinces and tlfc Piuijab, and high 
pressure in Eastern Bengal. 

The rainfall was slightly above the average in Upper India. The rainy 
season was characterised by exceptionally heavy" local falls wliich produced a 
remarkable series of floods over Northern India. The jainfall w^as deficient in 
Northern and Eastern Bengal, and also in Madras and Mysore. 
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1876 * —^The pressure was below the average duriug the first five months 
of the year by amounts generally small, and rarely exceeding *06*. The pressure, 
was abnormally low (but by small amounts) in the Punjab wd North-West 
Provinces. * 

The year was a dry one in India. The rains were above the average in 
the Pimjab, ^stem Bengal, Ghota Nagpore and the * Gangctic Delta. There 
was a veiy slight deficiency in the North-West Provinces, and a very marked 
one, which gave rise tp famine, over considerable portions of the Bombay and 
lladras Presidencies. 

1877 * —^The pressure was uniformly in excess over the whole of 
during the first five months of the year. The excess was greatest in Northern 
India, and least along the *Malabar Coast and over the west and central portions 
of the Deccan. The excess in January over the North-West Provinces, Behar 
and Bengal (where it was greatest) averaged *09*. It amounted to *04" over tho 
area of relatively low pressure in Western India. The amount of the excess 
diminished oyer the v/hole of India during the next two months, in the 
latter of which it had fallen to *04“ over the Punjab, North-West Provinces 
and Behar, to *05* in Bengal and the Central Provinces, and to '02“ over the area 
of relatively low pressure in Western India. The pressure was again excessive 
in the month of April. It was *09“ above the average in the Punjab, *08“ in the 
North-West Provinces and Behar, *07“ in Bengal, and *04" in Western India, 
The excegs was greatest at Ajmere, where it amounted to *1“. The pressure of 
May was *05 in excess over tho Punjab, *04“ in Bengal and the North-West 
Provinces, and *02 ov(‘r the area of relatively low pressure in Western India. 
It was *07 above the average at Deesa, and *06" at Ajmere, Jubbulpore and 
Nagpore. There was thus formed during this month a ridge or barrier of 
relatively high pressure across India, from the Runn of Cutch to Orissa. This 
was a very prominent feature of the meteorology of the next two months, 

Tlic chief features in tho distribution of pressure during the period antece¬ 
dent to the rainy season ol! 1877 were therefore—• 

—^Excessive pressure over the whole of India, which probably caused 
the monsoon current to be feelfler tlian usual, 

• 2«d.—Relatively high pressure in the Upper Provinces, and more especially 
in the Punjab, during the months April and May. 

^ Srd ,—The formation of a barrier of relatively high pressure across Central 
India in May. Tliis and tlic preceding feature seem to explain the imusual 
deficiency of the monsoon rainfall of the Punjab and the North-W'est Provincea. 

4YA.—Relatively low pressure along the Bombay Coast and over the 
Western Deccan. 

Tlic temperature of the month of January was slightly in excess over the 
whole of India, except the Cential Provinces and at a few stations in the Norths 
West Provinces. Diu’ing the next four months it was steadily below the 
average, except along and near the West Coast of India. The deficiency was 
most marked in April, when it averaged 5“ over Northern India. 

Tho rainfall record of tlio year has not yet lieen completed. The rainfall 
was deficient over the Pun jab and tho North-West Provinces, and during 
portion of tlu^ year ovei* Southern India. It was excessive in Burmah. Qn the 
whole, tho cm rent appears to liave been feebler than usual, and the year ndiT\ 
one for tlio gi*eater paiii of India. 

1878 —The distribution, of pressure during the first fivo months of the 

S resent year has been mainly deduced from the 10 a.m. observations posted 
ail> and lurwavded to Ihn Mel^orologieal Office. The following appear to be 
the cliief featin*es of the p ^essure inferred from tho 10 a.si, observations:— 

Tlio pressure has been unii'ormly hi excess over the whole of Lidia. ThOf 
exce^ lias been least along ihc coast pi: Bombay and the Western Dcccam 

In the month of ^lanuary the excess in the Pimjab was *05“, in Bengal *04', 
imd in Aracan *06\ In Western India it was duly *02“, During thp month 
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of February the excess averaged ‘OS'" over the whole of Northern India, and 
was greatest in Rajputana and Southern India where it amounted to *06''. The 
excess averaged *05*^ over India in the month of March. It was greatest at 
Dera Ismail Khan (*11") and Mooltan *07', and least at Bombay (*03") and its 
neighbournood. 

The excess during the next two months also averaged *05" over Northern 
and Central India. In April it was greatest at the western stations of the 
Pun jab, especially at Mooltan (*08"), and in Southern India, more especJlilly at 
Bellary (*09'") and Madura (‘07"). The excess at Bombay"lind Belgaum in 
Western India only amounted to *02'. The excess was greatest in the North- 
West Provinces and Behar during the month of May, wlien it amounted to 
*06". It was least along the West Coast, and was *03'i at Bombay. The pressure 
was normal at Cochin. 

The chief features in the pressure of this antecedent period are— 

l^^^Jlxcessive pressure over the whole of India. 

2nd ,—Relatively low pressure along the West Coast of India. 

The temperature was below the average in January, and slightly above 
it during the next two months. It was considerably below over the whole 
of Northern India during the months of April and May, the deficiency for the 
latter month averaging fi*" in the Punjab and T in the North-West Provinces. 

The onlv years with which the present year can be directly compared are 
1865 and 1877. 

Judging from the return of one Station, Roorkee, the pressure of the first 
five months of the year 1865 was considerably in excess in Northern India, the 
temperature below- the average, and the cold weather rainfall excessive. Thus, 
at Naini Tal the amount of min registered in January wns 16*23", in February 
7*83", in March 15*6", in April *94", and in May 7*64". The rainfall for the 
same five months at Roorkee was *3, 3*29, 4*28, *28 and 4*47 inches respect¬ 
ively. The monsoon rains did not begin in the North-West Provinces until the 
end of June. They w^ere up to the average am«>unt, judging from the very few 
returns in the Meteorological Office. 

^^*®^^^^ollow'ing conclusions appear to follow respecting the probabilities of 
rain dunife>» ^ p resent monsoon :— 

1«^.—The persi'su^nt excessive pressure over Northern India at the present 
time tends to diminish the baric gmdient between Southern Asia and the Mid- 
Indian Ocean, and if this is not compensated by increased pressure over the 
sea area to the south of India, the monsoon current will be below its average 
strength. 

2nd ,—There appear to be no strongly mark(Hl abnormal variations of 
prcssm'c over Northern India. It is thererore probable that the rainfall wdU 
be much more equally distributed tluin last year. 

3rc?.—Comparing the present year with 1865, it is jn-obable that the 
heavy rainfall during the cold wc^atlier and more especially in May will slightly 
retard the advent of the monsoon in Uj)per India. 

Mh ,—The prohaldc (dfoct of relatively low pressure along the Bombay 
Coast cannot Tie determined, except by com})arison w ith last ytjar. It appears 
to promise fairly abundant rain over that portion of the country.

Statement No, 69, regarding Famine relief operations in the Province of Mgsore, for the 
week ending the 1st Jane 1878. 

Heavy and general rain again fell in every district during tlie week, and* the lyotfl are 
Inisy ploughing and sowing. The numbers on relief continue to decline, and prospects are de- 
cid^y favourable. Prices have shewn a tendency to become a little dearer. 

2. Imports of grain by rail amounted to 1,174 tons, or 87 tons less than last week. 
The fluctuation in imports is shewn below:— 

For 4 weeks ending 29th December 1877 ... 

Ditto 26th January 1878 ... 

Ditto 23rd February ^1878 ... 

Ditto 23rd March 1878 ... 

Ditto 20th April 1878 ...

Since the 18th May, imports have been a little more active, 
were exported, being an increase of 68 tons. 

3. The number of labourers on Civil relief-works was 7,964, or 1,272 less than in the 
week before, due almost entirely to ftie transfer to professional suj>crvision of the Nittuiw. 
Mysore Road work. Four small works were closed during the week, and one other opened 
in Tumkur town to rejdace the tank work now nearly finished. 

4. The Public Works Department furnished employment to 34,757 labourers, being less

In continuation of my letter No. 1575A., dated 8th June, I am directed to forward the 
the abstract of reports on the condition of districts in these Provinces for week en^ng 8th 
June. 


2. The weather was seasonable, a hot west wind blew all the w'eel^ and grain on the 
threshing floors is being rapidly got in. 

3. .The usual memorandum of prices of wheat and barley is appended for the informa¬ 
tion of the Government of India. Prices of fqod-grain are generally steady, the tendency 
manifcsjted being to a rise. 

The pressure on the labouring classes from want of employment is increasing, and 
will increase until the rain falls and permits agricultural operations to be resumed. The iny 
crease in numbers relieved has been most marked in the Basti, Rae Bareli, and Agra districts, 
and in the Jhansi Division. The total daily numbers on relief during the past and previous

PRELIMINARY OBSERVATIONS. 


The Commission has been led to the conclusion that the most convenient 
way of commencing their enquiries will be to frame a series of questions, 
answers to r^ch they would desire to obtain before proceeding to form opinions 
on the matters subniitted for their judgment. 

The questions now circulated form a part of such a series. It is not 
anticipated that full and trustworthy answers to all these questions could be 
obtained from all parts of India within the necessarily limited timA over which 
their enquiry could be reasonably prolonged. But so far as such answers can 
be got, they will be of great value, and the attempt to collect them from the 
parts of the country to which the present enqiury chiefly refers, may be made 
as far as practicable. 

Under these circumstances the Governments of the Madias and Bombay 
Presidencies and of ceiiain selected Provinces in the Bengal Presidency, have 
been addressed with a view tef their taking such steps as appear to them best 
calculated to supply the desired information so far as it seems possible to obtain 
it within a definite period. At the same time the questions are publislied so 
that the opportunity may be given to any one interested in the enquiry (not 
officially called on to do so) to supply answers if he feels so disposed. Any 
such answers should be atldressed to the Secretary to the Famine Commission. 

It is not necessary that every one who answers these questions should 
attempt to answer them all. It will be more advantageous to the Commission 
if each person answers those questions regarding which he has most practical 
experience, or to which he has devoted special attention. 

Every gentleman who a,nswers these questions, or any of them, is requested 
to preface his replies by stating in a precise manner, what district he proposes 
to ^ rite of, and what is the nature of his connection with or knowledge of that 
district, over what length of time it .has extended, and specially wliat opportu¬ 
nities he has had for observing famines, and what experience in carrying out 
measures of famine relief.

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CHAPTER I. 


Condition of the country and people. 

What is the normal system of rainfall in your Province? From what 
quarter does the rain come, and in what moAths does it fall ? Give any returns 
you possess showing the average amount gauged in each month; and ^te 
whence they are obtained, and how the registers of rainfall are kept. Within 
what limits can the rainMl vary without doing serious injury ? What is the 
amount of rainfall for each month, and for the whole ,year, which, judging 
from past experience, you consider to be sufficient for agricultural necessities ? 
What are the different agricultural operations depending on the due arrival of 
each of the expected monsoons or seasonal rains ? What is the effect on the 
crops of the failure of any of theses elements of rainfall, and what is the 
combination of circumstances under which the worst results have been pro¬ 
duced? So far as necessary differences in the several districts should be 
distinguished and separate returns supplied for them. 

2. What part of the country is most subject to famine and freest from 
it, and why ? What is known as to past famines, their causes, their dates, their 
extent locally, and their severity as tested by prices, mortality, loss of revenue 
and expenditure on relief ? Give, as far as possible, precise figures. Has the 
Province suifered from any other destructive calamity, such as floods, frost, hail, 
locusts, blight, &c., to such an extent as to produce distress amounting to famine 
or to create any general and widespread failure of the crop ? To what extent do 
famines in any past period appear to have affected the general condition 
of the country, and how long has the effect lasted ? Has the condition of 
the country improved in spite of such calamities? What Is the normal 
increase in the population of the country, and how far has it been affected 
and kept down by famine ? What are the facts on which your opinion on these 
last points is based ? 

3. Give any statistics ^you possess as to the average area in each district 
under cultivation yearly, distinguisliing food crops from others; the average 
amount of tlio chief food-grains produced per acre ; the total consumption in the 
district of such grains; the surplus that remains for export, or the deficiency 
that has to be supplied by import in ordinary years. How are these statistics 
collected, w hat amount of reliance may be placed on them, and what sug¬ 
gestions can you make for their improvement ? If you have no statistics on 
these subjects, give any approximation or estimate you can. 

4. What arcaDf your Province and of its several districts is protected from 
drought in an average year by irrigation from" wells, tanks or jhils, canals, or 
channels from rivers ? To how much of this ar(!a is the protection complete 
and permanent, and how much is dtipendent on the local rain ? How much of 
the area so pix)t<‘ctcd is devoted to food crops, and what is the total amoimt of 
produce from that area ? What is the effect of irrigation of crops (other than 
food crops) in adding to the powers of the population to resist famine ? 
Supposing canals, tanks, w'clls, and jhils to be utilized to the utmost extent 
and kept in the highest possible order, w^hat extent of the country would be 
protected from drought in a year wdien there was a failure of the rain ? 

5. What grains form the staple food of your people? When are they 
sown and harvested, and what are the critical times at which rain is essential 
to each of them, or at w Inch a failmu or an excessive fall of rain may be mis¬ 
chievous or ruinous ? 

C. What pro})ortion of the cultivated land and what cla«s of crops is 
manured yearly, and what is tfie average weight of manure given to the acre— 
(1) jn land constantly manui’ed; (2) in land occasionally manured ? If there is 
any customary rotation of crops or fallows, state it. 

7. Have any attempts been made by the Government or private persons 
to improve agriculture in your Province, either in the way of introducing new 
or improved implements, or newr staples, or improved seed, or hotter methods of 
cultivation, or better breeds of cattle, and so forth ? and with what result ? 
Have jou any suggestion to make fot such improvement ? Is there any 
Gov^mitent model farm in your Province ? Or have any estates under the 
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management of Government or of the Court of Wards been used for the 
object of making experiments or setting examples of improved agriculture ? 
If so, state the system of management, whom they were’placed under, and what 
the results, hnancial and agricultural, have been ? Have any improvements 
been made in the breed of cattle, in the forms of ploughs, carts, sugar-mills, or 
any other agricultural instruments, or in the mode of drawing water from 
? Have any agricultural exhibitions been held in your Province, and 
have you observed that any good result has been obtained from them ? Was 
anything exhibited the imitation or adoption of which would have been useful 
to and practicable l^y the ordinary cultivator ? And, if so, was there any wil¬ 
lingness to imitate or adopt such improvements ? Have you observed that there 
has been any deterioration of the soil, or that crops are woi’sc than they used to 
be within your own experience ? Does any such question specially arise in 
case of irrigated land ? State specifically on what facts you base your replies. 
Where there is any popular belief in such deterioration, state w hat facts arc 
adduced in support of it. 

8. What proportion of your population is agricultural, that is, citluT 
directly engaged in the cultivation of the soil, solely or in combination with 
some other occupation, or deriving their chief income from the land P And of 
this class what proportion live entirely by the profits of the cultivation of 
their own land, and what proportion support themselves wholly or in part by 
field labour for others ? 

9. What is the ordinary economic condition of the portion of the agri¬ 
cultural population directly engaged in the cultivation of the land and possess¬ 
ing any proprietaiy or occupancy intei'est in land ? Illustrate your i-eply by 
giving tlie jctual facts as to a few typical instances of such persons taken from 
four or five different villages in several districts of your rrovintie. State with 
regard to each, what area of land he holds for tillage or grazing, what his family 
consists 01 , wdiat amount of food-grain and what value of other prodiicii he raise!s 
on an average off his land in a year, what rent or rev(mue or cesses he pays for 
his land, wliat expenses he incurs in hired labdbr (other than his own labour 
and that of his tamily), what amount he spends in a year in purchases of 
necessaries which he cannot produce on Jiis land, what kind of house lie lives 
in, lioAv many rooms it posscjsses, Und how many out-houses, what quantity 
of cattle or other live-stock he possesses, what other [irojierty, and Avhat slock of 
grain. How does he dispose of any surplus income, Avhetlier hy hoarding or 
■^ending his money, or investing it in ornaments, or spending it on marriago 
ceremonies, or otherwise ? What are his debts, and to Avhat are they commoidy 
due ? State wliat proportion of the agriculturists of yoi^* district you believe to 
be in debt, and Avhatjiroportiou tludr average indebtedness bears to tlicir averages 
yearly income, Eiuh'avour to obtain the opinions on these jioints of well in¬ 
formed and .trustworthy native residents of different districts, and in submitting 
such opinions explain the position of your informants, and the probable means 
at their comniand of forming correct conclusions. 

10 . Describe the tenures of land (proprietarA' and occupancy) which are 
most common, and as nearly as you can the ar(\*i of cultivated land held hy ea/di 
kind of tenure. How far does the cliaraeter of the tenure appe»ar to aileet t]w. 
economic condition of the person holding it ? Are there anv conditions of tenure 
Tsuchfor instance as unrestricted freedom of transfer) Avhieh might be changed 
with advantage to the holder and without injury to other ])arties ? 

11. Are the holders of the above tenures in the habit of carrying out 
material improvements, such as digging Avells, or channels necessary in order to 
use the water in a canal ? Are their actions in tliis respect affected most hy the.* 
security or insocuiity of their tenure, or by their Avcaltli or poverty ? Or arr 
there any other reasons which hinder such iuA^cstments of their labour and capital ? 
What have been the effects of recent Land Improvement Acts ? Have tlu^ tended 
to enlarge or narrow the making of adA^ances by GoA^emment ? Does the 
condition of the country render it desirable that the operation of these Acts 
should be facilitated, or their scope enlarged, and are there any apparent diffi¬ 
culties in the way of doing this that could be removed ? Is the demand for 
interest on Government advances obstructive or prohibitory ? 

12. How far is the landowner’s or the cultivator’s readiness to improve 
the land checked by any operation of the law ? Is the digging of wells checked 
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in any sucli way ? How far doCwS the expectation of having to pay increased 
revenue or rent in consequence of any improvement check the execution of 
improvements ? 

13. What is the general incidence of land revenue on the cultivated area, 
both for the arable land as a whole and for the different classes of such land 
(irrigated, dry, &c.) ? What proportion does such revenue bear to the value of 
the gross produce ? Is the incidence on the various classes of land fairly 
distributed, or would you propose any re-adjustraent of it ? When was the 
assessment fixed ? Has there been any practical difficulty in realizing the land 
revenue as now assessed ? ,At what dates arc the instalments of revenue pay¬ 
able, and what relation do these bear to the ordinary periods of harvest or of 
realization of rents, as the case may be ? Do the several instalments bear a fair 
proportion to the value of the several harvests from which the revenue or rent 
has to be made good ? What rate of interest, if any, is charged on land re¬ 
venue in arrear ? 

14s. What is the average price of land per acre ? What amount of land 
on an average is sold every year for arrears of revenue and for decrees of 
Court ? What quantity of land has been transferred in your district to non- 
agricultural and non-resident landlords ? 

16. What arc the wages usually paid to hired field labourers ? Are they 
paid in kind or money ? Give the rates as far as you can for the chief kinds of 
labour in ordinaiy yeare. Is llic liired labourer usually able to subsist with 
fair case on the grain or other payments he receives at harvest and other periods 
during the intervals betw een such payments, or is he frequently forced to bor¬ 
row and forcstal future payments ? 

16. What is the normal rate of prices of each of the chief staples of food 
in certain typical districts ? W'hat is the usual variation between the prices at 
harvest time and other times of the year ? What rise in price would indicate 
the approach of alarming scarcity ? In past times of severe scarcity what effect 
has been produced on prices; has the rise been sudden or gradual, and has It 
affected one staple more than other ? Or has the rise been of such a character 
as to tend to equalise the prices of all staples ? 

17. What is the state of your Province as to the activity of commerce ? 
Has it an energetic and cnteiprising trading class ? Do any of the districts 
subsist maijily on its own resources, and export or import little ? Or is there 
an active and constant ebb and flow’ of trade ? 

18. What are the facts in your Pmvince as regards the means of com¬ 
munication ? Do bridged and metalled roads connect all the important centres 
of trade that should be thus connected ? Are the roads in good working order 
and suiru?icnt for the traffic on them, or not ? Are they ojicn through the year, 
or closed for wheeled traffic in the rains ? Is the ordinaiy means of conveyance 
by wheeled carriage, or by pack-bullocks; and if by wlieek*d carriage, is there a 
sufficient number of carts iu the district for all its wants ? What is the ordi¬ 
nary cost per mile of conveying one ton of merchandize cither by wheeled or 
by pack carriage ? 

19. To w hat extent are railways developed in your Province ? What 
districts arc not travi'rscd by them, and what distances have to be gone to 
reach the raihvays from the districts furthest from them ? Are any ^stricts 
so much isolated as to make it desirable to extend railways to them to facilitate 
the introduction of food in time of famine? Has the effect of the existing 
railw'ays been to equalise prices and stimulate trade to any important extent ? 
Give any facts that support this view. 

20. If there is water communication in your district, give an account of 
it: what kinds of boats arc used, wjjat their number is, what the nature is of 
the traffic they convey; state whether the navigation is capable of any im- 
provemeiif, and whether it is conducted on natural channels, or by canals, and 
if by^e latter, under what regulations ? What is the ordinary cost per rnffA 
of bqil^t carriage for one ton ? 

^ * 21. Is there any portion of your Province into w'hich by reason of the want, 
or fho badness, of the roads or other means of access, or of local or temporary 
causes of weather, &c., it might be impossible or difficult for un- 
aasisMtaq^intimeof scarcity to throw enough grain to feed (say) one quarter 
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of the population for six months ? If there is such a part, state where it is, 
what is its area and population, and what are the special difficulties to be 
oyercome, and how they might best be remoyed. 

22. To what extent has telegraphic communication been established be¬ 
tween the chief towns of your Province ? Having in view the value of rapid 
communication in time of distress, are tliere any important lines which it might 
be desirable to construct ? 

23. Has there been within the historic period any sensible denudation of 
the forest in, or bordering on, your Province ? Can it be tested by statistics 
showing over how much area forest or scrub jungle has been cut down ? Can 
you state any specific facts which lead you to think that such deforestation has 
caused injurious effects in any way, ^either in respect to the fall of rain, or 
the abundance or permanence of w^atcr in streams, or wells or the subsoil, 
or the denudation of the surface soil so as to render it unfit for cultivation ? 
And what injury has been produced, and to*what extent ? Can you adduce 
any direct evidence that such injury as you think has been caused by the 
clearing of forest, has been remedied by its reproduction ? If you think the 
clearing has been injurious, what steps would you propose to take towards 
reboisementP Should it be done by artificial planting, or by conservation of 
the tract, so as to keep out cattle-grazing and fires ? Can such conservation 
bo effected without interfering with any vested rights of the people, or with 
thdr oonsent, if interference is necessary ? Which of the two methods would 
be easiest, cheapest, quickest of operation, and most effectual? To what 
extent and on how large an area could either method be followed ? 

24. Can any estimate be made of the number and proportion of deaths 
which are the inevitable consequence of famine, not being duo directly to 
sta^ation, but to such privations as adults in health can bear wath safety but 
which prove fatal to children or the old and sickly; or to such diseases as 
follow m the train of famine from eating unwholesome food, roots, berries, leaves, 
&c., or arise from other and obsurc causes like cholera and fever commonly 
ooncomitant on famine ? What statistics exist as to past famines t© show 
the depopulation that they have caused, and liow far it is due to an incrcasecl 
death-rate, to emigration, or to a decreased birth-rate ? If any speeml census 
was taken after the famine, state wiiotlier any trustworthy information was 
obtained as to the different clashes of populatioa wiiichhave suffercid most; 
whether the early stages of a faiiiim^ affect ecn-t iin (dasses irioio, or less, severe¬ 
ly than its later stages ; whether the loss of life has been grcatcT among 

or females, among adults or children, to what the birth-rate has been 

affected; and how far local influences, peculiarities of administration, or tenure, 
climate, soil, water, doiishy of population, sysfoms of cultivation, have 

tended to mitigate or intensify the inevitable ellecls of scarcity. 

26. If no such census Avas taken, states bat information is to be got from 
the mortuary returns for the period embraced by the last famine in your Pro¬ 
vince as compared with tliose for ordinary periods, and what conclusions may 
be drawn from tliose returns. 

26. It has bc(*.n laid down by the Government of India as a settled j>rin- 
ciple that local financial responsihiliiy sliould be enforced in flic case of a 
famine as far as possible. AVth this \iew special tax uion lias r<xxntly been 
imposed on the country, the proceeds of wliieh the Governmeut lias proposexji 
to apply as a mutual assurance fund wliich will be avAilahJc for the benefit 
of the people on whom the calamity of famine may actually fall, but 
it has been i*ecognized that it would be prefeniliJe if some portion of this 
taxation could be made more strictly local, both in Its levy and its aj)[»li- 
cation to relief purposes. Can you suggest any wj;y liy wdiich it might lie 
render^ practicable to provide that where State fuivb have bam expijralctl on 
the relief of famine, such expendituiv) shcmld be re covered from the Lxjality 
which has benefited by it under any system of (taxation in modification of or in 
substitutipiL for that recently adopted and not in addition to it) in,a manner 
titot should bring into operation a sense of local responsibility, first in the 
direction of securing the lives of the people, and sijcond of protcicling them 
from unnecessary expenditure on relief ? How could such a principle be apjiJied 
to a smaller area than that of a Province or Presidency ? Could tluj exficndi- 
tuie in a single district, or sub-division of a district, be recovered from that 
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district or sub-division by such special taxation wholly or in part, or under 
any special circumstances, or in reference to any class of the community 
requiring relief, leaving a smaller or larger portion of the charge to be made 
good from the Province or Presidency at large, or from the resources of the 
Government of India ? Could any plan be suggested under which, subject to 
similar limitations, a municipality might be required to bear the cost of feeding 
its own poor ? T^at kind of special local taxation should be adopted for this 
purpose ? What would be the probable efPect (1) on the minds of the people, 
(2) on the temper of the officials, of the knowledge that the cost of famine 
relief expended on their behalf or by them, would have to be recoup^ by local 
taxation ? Is there any reason to suppose that the sense of local responsibility, 
if it could be brought to bear, would not operate beneficially in the case of

CHAPTEU II. 


Belief during earliest stages op distress. 

1, How does distress consequent on drought first make itself felt among 
the people, and how is it first brought to the notice of tlie district officers ? 
What are the indications by Ahich the district officer would judge whether 
the distress is due to temporaiy or local scarcity, or is likely to be the fore¬ 
runner of very severe general distress ending in famine ? What steps should be 
taken to ensm^e that such indications are brought to liis notice ? Tp what extent 
does the existing district organization suffice to ensure early and trustworthy 
reports, and if not sufficient, what other measures arc suggested as requisite ? 

2, Which classes of tlie rural population are first affected by serious failure 
of crops likely to produce famine P In what way are they affected, and how is 
the effect manifested ? Do the early applicants for relief consist of whole 
families or of isolatc^d individuals ? Are all sexes and ages equally represented, 
or do women and cliildren pnqionderate among them ? So far as the applicants 
are field labourers deprived of onqf)loyment, does this arise because the employers 
have no money or grain ti) spend on wages, or because there is nothing to do in 
the fields ? 

3, What classes of the urban population are the first to feel the effects of 
famine, and in what way do those cllccts operate on them, and how do they mani¬ 
fest themselves ? How may tiny best be watched and met in their first stage ? 

4«. There is a considor.ilde number of poor and infirm persons, who in 
ordinary years are supporti d by their richer relations and friends or caste follows, 
and of habitual mendicants, but who become claimants of State relief when 
scarcity or famine arises. What is, approximately, the proportion of this class 
to the total population, and at wliat stage do the springs of private chaidty 
begin to dry up ? 

6. It is obvious that if an accurate forecast of the condition of tlie people 
during the approaching season, following any more or less serious failure of the 
ordinary harvest, could be made by the district officer, it would bo of great utility; 
in what way could he make it, and on wdiat data should his calculations be based ? 
Suppose for instance^that he estimates that half the .avoragr^ food-crop has been 
lost: for the support of how many people does the balance that is saved suffice? 
How^arc the I’est of th(3 po(»ple to be fed# lie must form an estimate of the food- 
stocks in the country and of* tlm power of trade to bring in more. Suppos¬ 
ing these two elements suffieieui to supply what is wanted, there would be no 
famino of food. But there may be lack of money to purchase food; how 
is an estimate to be framed of the number of pc’irsons who would probably be 
able to purchase, and of llio number who must l>e assisted by the State, either 
by employment which will bring then^iwages, or by food if they cannot work ? 
These would consist mainly of the classes indicated in questions 2, 3, 4, via,, 
the field labourers, the urban poor, and infirm dependants or mendicants. 
What numbci’s approximately of these classes would you expect to have on 
yoilr hands if the food-crops in your district failed to the extent of or f ? 
and if this happened in two consecutive years ? 
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6. What measures should the district officer adopt for relief, supposing^ 
that he believes the distress to be temporary, or is not satisfied that it is indicative 
of approaching famine ? Should applicants be first employed as far as practi¬ 
cable on the ordinary works in progress, whether under provincial or local 
officers or under agents of the Public Works Department or Municipalities ? 
Under what tests should applicants be admitted? Und(;r wliat circum¬ 
stances may. it be desirable to open special works ? Uow should such 
epecM works be arranged? Whether so as to collect the applicants in 
comparatively large numbers at a few localities, or to give them employment 
in smaller bodies at many places in the distressed region and in the vicinity of 
their homes P May such works be best placed under the Ptiblic Works Depart¬ 
ment or under Civil supervision ? State the arguments^n favour of, and against, 
either cour^. How may the Public Works officer be best placed in commu¬ 
nication with.the district officers for these purposes? How should the 
Public Works officers be guided in their selection of works for relief ? Ar.d 
on whom should the responsibility rest, in the district, for so(‘ing that all 
needful steps are taken by all branches of the public service concerned ? 

7. Under what circumstances should poor-houses he ojiened to give relief 
without a labour test ? Are there any other practical ways of affording relief 
at this stage, except through private charity ? 

8. Is there at this stage of the operations any field specially approj>riate 

for the intervention of private charity ? If so, what is that field, and how 
should the charity be organized and directed ? • 

9. To what extent and in what manner may the organization of Munici¬ 
palities and Local Fund Committees, so far as they exist, he utilized in this 
stage? In the absence of such local bodies how could the oo-o]KTation of 
influential non-official persons be best organised and utilized either in connexion 
with the regular district authorities, or otherwise? Static siiccifically what 
plan would be suitable in your district ? 

10. Have cases occurred in which such measures as those rof(Tred to 
in paragraph 31 of Chapter III, regarding village inspection, would propeily bo 
introduced during this, the earliest stage of distress ? 

11. What local cliarities exist in your district for distributing food to tlie 
people? Are they appropriated to any particular class, or are tliey available 
in times of disti*ess fot ft^eding people of all classes ? What is their annual value, 
and how many people.aiu henetltted by them? How are they managi'd ? 
Could they be made more effectual for charitable purposes in times"ofjamine ? 

12. It is assumed in question 6 that the district officer Ixjlieves the 

distress to be temporary, or is not satisfied that it is indicative of approaching 
famine. Bui it is possible that he may he mistaken in his aporcHjiation 
the facts he at first observed. What indications would load him ‘‘to coiiolu(Ji 3 
that he had been mistaken and that famine is iniminenl ? Wliat steps should 
ho take to4iavc any such indications biought to his noiict) ? The most obvious 
points would be such as these : to obtain the best information as to the(iliaracter 
and progress of the crops on the ground; as to the prices and the kind of grain 
exposed for sale in the markets; as to the fullness of stocks in Hie marktd and 
the quarter whence they come; as to police retunus of lawiessness and crune; 
nioHuary returns of deaths; repoHs of dodShis by starvation in villages, and 
more especially roadside deaths; emigration or movements of the people iri any 
direction; ^sales of ornaments and jewels. Are there any otliei* such indica¬ 
tions, and in what way should he secure that sucli facts should be immediately 
brought to his notice ? ^ 

1;>. On the other hand,^the distress which the district offi.u r lias ]i(*ld to 
be serious, though tempomi^, may turn out to be so-slight as to require no 
special measures of relief. What are tlie indications which v/orld Ice.d to tlie 
conclusion that this is the case: and what steps should lie tak > wlnm ]je cfinies 
to tliat conclusion? Are any precautions requisite to guard against an oitoikmuis 
estimate of the necessity for offering reliq;f other than those wlxicli are suiujiied 
by the application of suitable labour or other tests ? 
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CHAPTER III. 


Pauinb Rebiep. 

y.B .—In anRwering ilnii and all other quostions in this chapter, remember to draw the diatinetioii (whefe 
ne(»sHar^) liot^veen the three periods of Famine,—its beginning, height, and decline,—and also between • P, W. D. 
and Civil relief-works. 

It may be assumed that the State is responsible for offering the xnemis of 
support to all persons not able to provide for their own mainteBonce during 
time of famine, subject to the imposition of such tests as will prevent relief 
being given to persons not really in want, and will protect the public finances 
as far as is practicable. .The methods ©f affording direct famine relief to per¬ 
sons in want in time of faAine hitherto adopted by Government are :— 

(1.) Kclief ffiven, subject to a labour test, or in return for labour. 

(li.) Gratuitous relief, not subject to any labour tost. , 

Belief work may be divided into that which involves— 

(1.) Unskilled labour, commonly earth-work. , 

(2.) Skilled labour for artisans. 

Gratuitous relief may be divided into— 

(1.) Relief gfiveii at j>oor-houscs. 

(2.) Relief at home.

2. The first division of relief-works for unskilled labourers may be into 
works supervised by officers of the Public Works Department, and works 
supervised by the civil officers: the former will generally be works of greater 
permanent utility, requiring more skilled supervision, and taking a longer 
time to complete; the latter will usually be less important, less generally

3. KelusC-works, again, may be conveniently divided into small and large : 
that is to say works einployirg Isay) 300 or 500 labom^ers for about one month 
only, and Avorks employing a larger number of labourers for a longer period. 
Though this division generally coirosponds with the division into Civil and 
Public Works Department-works, it does not necessarily do so : a ^hiall work 
might be under a .Public Works .Department officer, and a large one under a 
Civil ofliccr. State undi'-r wbnt circumstances you consider small .works to be

■W^uld you reject applicants for labour because their appearance, dotMnz, or 
the ornaments th<>y wear, do not indiuate penury ? If so, would yon do this 
e<}ually at the beginning, during the height, and in the decline of a faTniiw. ? 
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B. The Distance Test, —State how this test has been applied within your 
experience of famine, and how you think it should be applied. What amount 
of distance has been considered sufficient for the test ? Was it enough that 
the labourers should have to go some distance to and from the work Or was 
it insisted on that they should live away from their homes ? If A is a work 
near village Z, and B is another work 10 miles oflE, liave the inhabitants of Z 
been refused frfmittance at A and directed to go to B P If so, what measures 
were taken to ensure that they did go to B ? If the test has been relaxed, state 
under what circumstances. • Has the test been effectual, and has it kept away 
persons who were not in distress ? Has it been too severe and kept away people 
who were in distress ? What modifications would you, from the experience now 
gained, propose in applying the test ? 

6. The Wage Test. —^Where relief is given ip the form of money wages, 
the wage will be chiefly based on the quantity, kind, and price of food required 
to support life, with a margin for condiments and contingencies. What are 
the assumptions as to the quantities of food to be given to labourers of 
different ages, sexes, and capacities for labour, and the extra allowance for 
condiments, ? Have you any data by which to test the accuracy or error of 
the assumption made as to the quantity of food required ? State your experi- 

^ence as to the physical condition of labourers who have for some time subsisted 
on any given relief wage, giving the amount of that wage, and the quantity of 
food it supplies? What have you ascertained as to the actual kind and 
quantity of food purchased by labourers with their wage ? How is the price 
ascertained of the standard kind of food on which the wage is’ based ? How 
would you, with your present experience, formulate the conditions of the 
wage test ? 

7. What is the best way of paying wages, daily or less frequently; at 
morning before work begins, during the day, or at evening when work is 
over; by calling out nominal rolls or by tickets, or by a combination of 
these ? To whom should the payment of wages be entrusted P Explain the 
system of supervision most approved by experience,. of checking payments, 
and of preventing laxity and fraudulent practices in the disbursement of 
wages ? Have labourers been paid in grain, or partly in grain and partly in 
money ? Under what circumstances is thisidesirable, and, if necessary, how 
is it best arranged ? Have wages ever been paid by tickets, on presentation 
of which at a trader’s shop food would be delivered ? What would you advise 
in this respect ? 

8. What system do you recommend to prevent frauds by persons on 
the works, such as the receipt of wages by those who have not worked ? 
What steps should be taken in the case of persons who have been absent at any 
of the roll-calls, or v.dio have worked part of the day, but not all of it, or 
who, having worked during the day, are accidentally absent when wages are 
paid? 

9. What wage rhould be given to those who are prevented from working 
by sickness, (1) when there is a hospital attached to the work, (2) when there 
is none ? 

10. The Labour Test. —Wliat are the principal descriptions of work on 
which fixed daily tasks are applicable, juid what tasks have been insisted on ? 
How are the labourer.^ classified according to their physique ; by whom and 
in how many classes ? What steps are taken for raising labourers from one 
class to another, according as their plmi quo improves, or vice versa? How 
are they ganged, aad into how large gSngs ? How is their work measured up; 
by whom, and how'often ? How are they punished for not completing their 
tasks ? "What steps should he taken to test the report of the measuring 
official, to secure tliat the labourers arc justly punished or deservedly pai* 
in full ? What steps are necessary to compel pci'sons receiving relief to 
work ? In those sorts of work on which it is impossible to apply the task 
test, what test can be applied to ensure that the labourers earn their wage 
properly ? 

11. Under what conditions, if any, is payment hy piece-work practicable 
on relief-works, that is, payment for quantity of work done at a fixed rate, 
irrespective of the amount of daily earnings ? What are the advantages and 

u 
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disadvantages of the system? When it is advantageous, how can it be 
best adopted on a large scale, and what precautions would be necessary to 
prevent its abuse ? 

12. What is the best form of hut for labourers on a relief-work, and 
what the best method of arranging them in a camp ? What is the cost of 
hutting per head ? Should the huts be erected by specially hired labour or 
by the relief labourers themselves ? What points require consideration in 
selecting a site for sucli a camp ? What sanitary arrangements should be 
prescribed in it, especially as regards latrines ? What establishment is necessary 
to look after these arrangements ? What Police or other establishment is 
necessary to preserve discipline and to prevent robberies ? How should titt be 
organised ? 

13. Wliat arrangements do you recommend for a Bazar? Should an 
arrangement be made with one man to supply the labourers on certain specified 
terms, or should any traders who wish to do so be permitted to open shops ? If 
the supply of traders is for any cause insufficient, what steps should be taken to 
induce persons to open shops, or othervdse to provide for the sale of food, &c..? 
Where should the Bazar be located ? Should the huts be erected for the traders 
at the cost of Government or at their own cost ? Should any supervision be 
exercised over what they sell (for instance, to exclude luxuries or unwholesome# 
food), or over the prices at which they sell ? And, if so, in wliat way ? Should 
they be allowed to keep their shops open all the day, or only when the labourers 
are off work ? . 

14. In what cases, should a hospital be attached to a relief-work ? What 
system of sanitary inspection of the laboure-'s is desirable ? How far should 
the sick be treated witliout* being sent to hospital ? If there is no hospital, w'hat 
arrangements should be made for those wlio fall sick P When a hospital is 
necessary, what should be the shape and material of the sheds, what ^pace should 
be allowed to each patient, what clothing, bedding, &c., what provision should be 
made, and what class of people entertained for cooking and nursing ? What 
professional supervision -should be provided over the Hospital Assistant ? What 
authority sliould be exequised over liim by the Public Works Department 
officer, or the Civil officer in chaise of the work, if there is one ? 

15. What system do you recommend for the admission of applicants for 
relief on works for securing that no hiiidvancos are placed in the way of their 
coming, anfl no bribes taken for admission ? ITow would you provide for 
classifying them and placing i)iem ou gangs? If payment is not made daily, 
how would you anaiige for their receiving advances till the first wage-day 
comes round ? And, if paid daily, wh.it pay should be given to those who come 
on during the day and work for a broken period ? 

10. What Registers siiould he kept up of the nuniber and classes of per¬ 
sons on the works, tlie numbers wlio are d^iily admiited,or wlio leave, the wages 
paid, the number punished by fine, the quar tity and value of tlie work done ? 

17. Describe the organization of a well-managed relief-work, the number 
of gangsmen and of laboui*ers in (?a.c]i gaf»g, of OATrseers over the gangsmen, 
of registering clerks and paying clerics or cr 'illicit, and how tlie upper supervising 
staff is eo istitutcd. State also in what fo'm, and at what periods, progress and 
other reports are S(*nt u]) to higher author'u'es ? 

18. What airangemcnts would you propose for discharging labourers from 
relief-works when tlie famine is decjlining, or oxer, or when the work is closed ? * 
Has it bi'on customary to give money persms discharged, to enable them to 
reach their bom^*s and start again intleiv ordinary way of life?' How have 
persons been dealt with who to the end continue in a physical state in which 
they are unable to support themselves ? 

19. lias it bcMui found that pei*sons after admission to relief-wor|;8 wilfully 
desert from lliem, and to what extent do such desertiems commonly indicate 
excessive sevi?rity in the application of tc'sts or insufficiency of food, or improper 
treatment of other sorts ? Are they often due to otluM* causes, and if so what ? 
IIow shoi Id sucli results be guarded against ? Uiivler v/bat circumstances would 
you recoinmeiul moving bodies of men to works over considoitible distances? 
Sliould this ever be done rs a proventivt: measure to weed out those who are not 
in absolute want of relief or only as a step that is expedient for the sake of 
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transferring them from less useful to more useful work, or to admit of their 
being more easily fed or supervised, ot to prevent sickness and the like ? If the 
distance is more than one day’s march, what arrangements should be made for 
hutting them for the night and for paying them or feeding them on the march ? 
Narrate the history of any case within your knowledge in which more than 600 
people were moved, or attempted to be moved, more than 20 miles, and state 
any difflculties the movement involved, and how they might best be avoided. 

20. Under what circumstances, should a Civil officer be associated with 
a Public Works Department officer in the management of a relief-work ? 
What is the ^proper field of duties of the Civil officer ? What partJ? of the 
duties should be wholly under him, and what parts should he entirely beyond 
his sphere? If it is proper for him in any way to interfere with or control the 
discipline of the labourers, the management of the camp and bazar, the task¬ 
ing, the measuring, and the payment of wages; state ho^v this can best be 
done without undue friction and annoyance. 

21. Besides the persons to whom . employment is given with the special 
object of affording them relief, the Public Works Department usually employs 
on the works it carries out, a large number of both skilled and unskilled labour¬ 
ers, who are dependent for their regular^livelihood on the receipt of w ages more 
or less all through the year. State how the continued employment of tlicse may 
best be made compatible with relief labour if the w orks on wliich this class 
of men is employed are closed or tmmed into relief-works ? 

22. Have you had experience of any kind of reliof-wmrk other than earth¬ 
work ? If so, describe it. Has any attempt boon made to employ artisans, sucli 
as weavers, smiths, carpenters, &c., in pursuing their own j)rofcssions, and with 
what success ? In the case of weaving or spinning, when raw niafcn*ial is given 
out, and thread or cloth received back, is it best to pay the difiorOico of pnee 
between the raw and the worked-up material, or to [)ay daily wag(3.s to the work¬ 
ers? State your views as to the best method of distributing tlie ra%v mah^rial, 
and exacting a proper talc of work, and make any general suggestions on this 
subject that occur to you.

Gratuitous relief* i 

23. The commonest mode of administering gratuitous relief is through 
the poor-house. What is the proper situation for a poor-liouse so as to secure 
accessibility, discipline, space, water, and proxirjiity tc food-supply ? Is an enclo¬ 
sure wall or fence necessary, and of wdiat should it lyc made ? What hdal area 
is desirable in proportion to the whole number of inmates ? What shape and 
material arc best for the huts, and wdiat sleeping space lin spperiknal area) 
should be provided for each inmate ? How may they ])est bo arranged with a 
view to ventilation, &c. ? How should tlie latrines bo placed and managed ? 
What is the maximum number you w ould accommodate in one poor-hou.se ? 
How should the inmat/Ps be separated and classed together, so as to providfj for 
the requirements of caste, for the keeping of f imijics together, and for tlio 
separation of the sexes in the case of persons who do not belong to famiiicj; ? 

24. What should be the conditions of admission to relief in a poor-liouse? 
The usual conditions are (1) inability to work on a relief-w^ovk: (2) willingiu^ss to 
reside within the enclosure; (3) willingness to accept c(;ok/!d tood. IJiuier w liat, 
if any, circumstances may these bo i*elaxed, or n ay tie; food be distlibufed 
without residence, or may uncooked food be givijn ? VVliat arrangf merits should 
be made for tho admission of applicants, and to whoju should the duty of 
selection be assigned ? 

25. Under what circumstances does it appear desi able, that ent'y into a 
poor-house should he made compulsory on persons w ho app'^ar to be ste.rving or 
to be in such a state of Avant as to show that relief in s(;mc form is essential to* 
the preservation of their lives? and under what cireumstan(*es would you allow 
them the discretion of refusing to submit to this ? If C’uripulsion is uwjd to 
take them in, what steps are required to ensure their stopping then^? How 
should such a rule be applied to vagiunts, and how to persons on rcIj*'f-Avorks, 
or seeking relief otherwise ? Does it appear m^jessary or exj)euieiu to olitain 
legislative authority for such action, as may Ire desirable in tiiose resfxicts ? If 
so, suggest what seems most suitable., Would there be any spesial objections 
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to such legislation, having in view the risk of esdting fears in the population, 
or for other reasons ? 

26. What ration should be given to the ordinary inmates of a poor-house, 
and what special diet to those who are much reduced by iimutrition ? Have 
you any experience of the effects of the ration for adults which consists of 1 tb 
of raw flour with condiments ? What is the proper quantity of <^ndiments P 
State the results of your experience as fully as possible, whether thip ration has 
or has not shown itself sufficient to support life. 

27. Give as fully as possible your views as to the organization of a poor- 
house. State how the food should be purchased and stored, what stock-register 
of it should be kept, and by whom, how given out to be ground, what the grind¬ 
ing task should be, how it should be received back and tested when ground, 
how given out to the cooking department; how information is to be given to 
the store-keeper or the head of the cooking department as to the number of 
rations required for adults and children, for ordinary, special, or sick paupers ; 
in what way and in what vessels the food should be cooked, with how much water 
and fuel, what the weight of the cooked ration should be, whose duty it should 
be to test it, how it should bo served out to the people, what discipline should be 
enforced among them while it is being served out and eaten ? What precautions 
should be taken to see that it is eaten when received and not sold or exchanged, 
and that the children’s portions are not taken from them by their parents or 
other adults ? Under w^hat circumstances should warm clothing be given, of 
what description, and at what probable cost per head ? State what the rules of 
the poor-house should be as to the hours of rising, ablution, calling the roll-call, 
distributing food, going to and returning from work, and going to sleep ? What 
arrangements should be made for personal ablution and w^ashing clothes P What 
supervision is necessary to separate and take in time to hospital those who 
begin to sicken, or to distribute medicine to such as require it but are not sick 
enough forlmspital ? State what work the paupers can be set to, what* is most 
suitable for what cases, and how labour is to be enforced. "What establishment 
is required ^per hundred paupers for cooking, grinding, sweeping the enclosures, 
cleaning the latrines, maiutaining discipline, fetching water or wood or grass 
for tliatidiing, removing thcvsick to hospital, or carrying out and burying the 
de^ad ? To what extent mriy such duties be performed by the stronger of the 
paupers, and. in case suitable persons cannot conveniently he obtained from 
among them, how should the necessary establishment he paid ? What amount 
of gtuieral su]}ervision is necessary ? What registers should be kept up as to 
cash ou; goings, stores in stock and issued, daily number fed, and daily expen¬ 
diture of food, sickness, and df^ath ? 

2S. Hcfor to the questions regarding a hospital attached to a relief- 
work, and cousidcr how far the arrangements suitable for such an establish¬ 
ment would also bo applicable to a hospital attached to a poor-house. If any 
difference o^ system seems desirable, state in detail what seems requisite. 

20. "W iat system would you pursue for drafting into a relief-work those 
inmates of a poor-house who recover strength and health there, and become 
fit for labour ? 

30. There are two classes who ordinarily receive gratuitous relief with¬ 
out l)eing inmates of poor-houses. Tlie first is parda-nashin or goslia women. 
What test c an be apjilied to prove their necessity ? Would you enquire into 
their eases througli an oflieial or a non-official ? Supposing they have hitherto 
been dependant on a person w'ho now refuses to support them, would you admit 
them to relief or require him to support them if he is able to do so, (1) if they 
have eAosc natural ties to liim, (2) if they have not ? Supposing the necessity of 
nili<3ving them to he established, how w'ould you relieve them, with money or food, 
or by giving w^ork, such as cotton to spin or grain to grind ? 5ow often should 
this relief be given, and what quantity ? When, and under what circums¬ 
tances, should this relief cease ? Have cases ocjcurred in which dependants of 
persons in easy ci 1 x 3111 nstances have claimed or obtained relief, And how have 
such cases been dealt with ? 

31. Another class consists of the sick, infirm, cripples and bed-ridden folk 
hi towns or villages, who cannot leave their homes. How would yUu organise 
a system for relieving them ? How enquire into and aseertaiu their eases r 
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How convey relief to them when they are put on the registers, and what relief 
should it be P When should relief of this kind be closed ? 

32. What has been held to be the duty of Government in respect to or¬ 
phans or deserted children, and what appears to be the correct principle to 
follow ? What number of such children have been thrown on the State during 
the recent famine ? What arrangements have heretofore been made for receiv¬ 
ing and supporting them, and what has been their ultimate destination jP 
What have been the practical results of the measures thus taken in the past ? 
What appears to be the best system to adopt in the future ? 

33. Another form of relief, independent of a labour test, is by purchasing 
grain and s* lling it at or below cost price, and consequently below the retail 
market rate. Was this measure resorted to in your distri<5t. Under what cir- 
cumstances, and with what results ? Do you consider that there ai’o any 
conditions under which it is proper for Government to have recourse to such 
a step ? (This question does not refer to the propriety of Government impoi-t- 
ation generally, but of importing or purchasing in order to sell cheaper than 
the market ratej.

35. Has Government ever attempted to organise emigration, permanent 
op temporary, from districts suffering from famine to other parts of India 
or foreign countries as a relief measure ? if so, with what success ? Under what 
ciroiimstanees could any su(ih emigration be organised or encouraged ? To 
what extent has emigrat^pn been resorted to by the people voluntarily? 
Have any gone beyond sea? *iIavo any permanently gone off to settle in 
other parts of India P How many (approximately) left their district on a tempor¬ 
ary expedition to search for food or employment elsewhere during the recent 
famine ? Did they go alone or with all members of the family, and with 
their cattle and property ? Where did they go to, and were their hopes of 
alleviating their distress realised ? IIow many (aiiproximately) have not 
come back, and how many are supposed to have died ? 

36. If famine-stricken people begin to emigrate to a part where it is 
known they would not find things better than in the country they left, or if 
they wander aimlessly from their liomes, settling nowhere, should steps bo 
taken to stop this, and how ? Would you employ the police under any cir¬ 
cumstances to turn them back, or to compel them to go to riiliid-works or poor- 
houses ? or would you let them learn by their own cxj)erience ? If tln.y 
crowd into a town, say the head-quarters of the district or the province, 
would you do anything to stop them on the way or to prevent tlicir begging 
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and straggling about the town when they get there P Refer to para. 25 in 
answering this question, and add anything that seems requisite in relation to 
the points now raised. 

37. Is it a recognized feature of the Revenue administration 4n your 
district to give relief by the remission or suspension of the demand for land 
revenue* when the crops fail ? If there are any established rules, quote 
them. Is the land revenue assessment based on the principle that profits of 
good years should cover losses in bad years ? Is it assumed that a sufficient 
margin of profit is left to the landholders to admit of the regular payment 
of tlie revenue under all vicissitudes of season, or only in the oriinary fluc¬ 
tuations tliat occur, excluding seasons of extreme drought ?

Where the occupier of land pays rent 
to a landlord, how is the payment of such rent affected by failure of crops, and 
to what extent does tlie remission or suspension of land revenue lead to corre¬ 
sponding treatment of rent? What are the arguments in favour of giving, 
relief in the form of remission or suspension, respectively ? To what extent 
has it been customary in p-ctual practice in your district or province to remit 
or to suspend in such cases ? Up to what limits^do you consider that it is 
practicable to recover in future ycai's, the postponed demand of bad years, 
or docs suspension practically mean remission in all but a few cases ? 

38. Is the duty of searching out distress in time of famine in the villages 
and the peoples’ homes one that properly belongs to Government, or is it 
sufficient for Govcnimcnt to offer means of obtaining relief, and to expect that 
the famine-stricken will come of themselves and make use of those means ? If 
it is proper to depute special officers to inspect villages and urge the people 
to accept the relief offered, what steps do you consider necessary for strength¬ 
ening the ordinary district staff and enabling them to carry out this duty ? 
What class of officers should be s(;lected for such duties, and what areas assigned 
to them ? Mfiy these officers best be servants of Government, or should they be 
taken from the non-official class ?

Can it bo traced io improper arrangements for the reception of applicants for 
r(dief, or for admitting them to employment on works, to an insufficient allow¬ 
ance of food, or wages, or to any such tniuses ? Can any other causes be named 
which may hdve (^oiidueed to the disinclination to seek relief, such tus physical 
proslraiion, or habitual want of conlidence in officials, &c. ? 

30. Did you in tlio recent famine lay in any stores of Government grain 
for the purpose of feeding labfiun'rs or inmates of poor-houses ? Was anything 
lime to stimulate trade by offering advances of•moiufy or any kind of assistance 
or I)()nus to merchants ? Did the Goveiaimeut purchase grain, import it, and 
s(dl it again to IIkj general public with.the o])ject of keeping the local markets 
supplied ? If any sucdi mcasiircs were taken, state the pircunistaiices undec 
which tlie transactions occurred, the reasons which led you and your superior 
olUeers to think them nectissary, the maimer in wdiieli grain w’as purchased and 
Imported, the quantity, Cfost, and price at which it was disposed of, and the 
monetary gain or loss realised^ or the nature of the advance or bonus given 
to traders: wliethor it checked private imports ; also the general effect of the 
whole transaelion. If you did not tiike any sucli step, do you now consider 
that it would have boon better to do so ? If you did it, or it was done, do you 
tliink any error was committed in so acting ? And generally what are the con¬ 
ditions uiulur which such measures aro proper and necessary ? 

40. Do you consider tliat the events of the last famine have shewn that 
the system of Civil administration in your district is strong enough to bear the 
tuxusual strain laid upon it, or that any defects^ have been discovered wluVh 
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might be obviated ? Is the area of your district too large for one man to 
fifupervise, or of a convenient size ? Are your official relations with the officers 
of the Public Works Department in your district such as are most conducive to 
the carrying on of relief-work ? What staff of civil officers have you to carry 
out your orders, and what duties and responsibilities attacli to each ? Is that 
staff of the proper strength and organized in the best possible way, or can you 
suggest any improvements ? Have your native suboi*dinates as a class shown 
energy, capacity, humanity, and physical activity in canying out relief measures, 
or have they been wanting in these qualities? Give a geneml outUne of the 
manner in‘which the relief operations in your district were conducted. To 
what extent did your control go, to what extent was there local independence 
of action? How w^as the chain of responsibility maintained between the su¬ 
perior and subordinate officers ? How" far were you .yourself eoutrolled in the 
relief administration, and how far left to act on your own discretion? 

41. Through what channels have orders rclating*to famine relief reached 
you from the Government ? If references w(n*e sent by you, and orders received 
by you from the Governinent or its representative in the Famine Department 
direct, state whether you think that course operated M^ell, whether the necessary 
business was rapidly conducted with consistency and precision, and with due 
attention to the exigencies^f special circumstances and localities, &c ? Do you 
tliink this coume best, or that the work would have been more effectually 
done had there been an official (whether Commissioner or Member of the 
Revenue Board, or by whatever name called) who should have been in adminis¬ 
trative charge of a group ©:^districts, and would thus have become acquainted 
with their wants and circumSances by personal inspection ? If, on the other 
hand, you received the orders of the head of the Government through any 
intermediate authority, state if, in your opinion, there were any disadvantages 
attaching to this course, such as weakening the sense of personal responsibility 
in the local executive officers, delay in replying to references, or want of uniform¬ 
ity of method in different parts of the province, and so forth ? 

42. Under what financial control were the operations placed as to the 
supply of funds and authority to spend money, or sanction and commence 
works ? State generally the system adopted, and what you think of it ? Men¬ 
tion if any irregularities or frauds took pbu^e in the application of money, or were 
supposed to have taken place, and how and to wiiat extent ? Is it anywhere 
currently reported that any persons of any class engaged in the redief opera¬ 
tions have become subsequently enriched, or is there reason to think that 
peculation or malversation were rare and exceptional ? Were sufficient means 
available for checking the expenditure and rendering and auditing the accounts ? 
How was this part of the operations conducted and with what general results ; 
has the whole of the outlay been satis?actoi*iIy accouiitcHl for or not, and if not, 
what deficiencies have arisen and in what manner, and how have they been 
dealt with ? 

.43. What do you consider the proper field for private charity in the 
beginning, at the height, and in the decline of a famiiK'. ? To what objects 
should it be applied, and through what channels ?• SJiould the funds he ex-t 
pended by Government servants who are also at the same time carrying out 
relief measures ? Should they he expended in sfiving life and giving food? 
or should that be left entirely to Government, and tlie cliaritable funds con¬ 
fined to other objects, such as setting peoplc up again in their pre-famine posi¬ 
tion, starting them again with a lifctlo* capital, and thus assisting tliem witJi 
appurtenances which, though not luxuries, arc not absolute necessities of life? 

44. What has the cff’cct of famine been in your experience on the subse¬ 
quent condition of a district ? Where villages were d(?serted, have tlu^y been 
permanently depopulated, or has the population returned to them ? Has much 
land been thrown out of cultivation, and for how' long has this decrease in* the 
cultivated area continued ? Has it been due to want of cultivators, of plough 
bullocks, or of capital and of seed grain ? 

45. In the case of the recent famine, what effects such as those just refer¬ 
red to have been procluced ? How many villages liave been deserted, how many 
have been seriously affected; wliat is the reduction in ihe area under cultivation 
now compared with what it was two years ago ? How many holdings have been 
abandoned ? Have the l^dlords, or ryots with whom the settlements ai*© 
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made, been permanently empoverished in a. aerious degree? Is there any 
reason to anticipate increased difficulty in realizing rents or land-revenue for 
the next few years by reason of the recent pressure, if the seasons are favour¬ 
able? What proportions of landlords or ryots are likely to be dispossessed of 
their holdings through the action of the Kevenue or Civil Courts, as a conse¬ 
quence of distress pr^uced by the famine ? Has the agricultural population 
which has no benehcial interest in the land, suffered more in proportion than 
other classes ? 


CHAPTER IV. 


. Famine Pbevention. 

Preparation of schemes of work for future use. 

1. After 1868 the (jovemmcnt of India gave instructions that schemes 
of works should be pi-epared, suitable for execution in the event of famine. 
Were such schemes ever prepared ? If so, have they been found of practical 
use during the recent pressure ? 

2. Do there appear to be any difficulties in the way of keeping up 
such schemes in a form which will be really useful is the future ? 

3. What classes of works would be included in them ? Would the works 
differ in character from the ordinary works of utility brouglit forward for exe¬ 
cution from time to time? And, if so, how? Give a practical example of works 
now considered suitable to be taken up as elemenft of such a scheme in two or 
three districts, if possible. 

4. Should the works in such a scheme be looked on as immediately 
available for giving employment as relief-works at the discretion of the Local 
Gh)vemment8, or under what circumstances might the authority of the 
Government of India be held to be required ? 

5. If severe drought calling for the employment of labour on a very large 
scale, and in an exceptional manner, occurs at comparatively long intervals, how 
will it be best practicable arrange fpr suitable projects, which though 
suspended, must yet be fit for early execution ? On whom should the responsi¬ 
bility of maintaining such schemes in an efficient state rest, and how could it be 
enforced ? 

6. Wliat number of persons is likely to be thrown on relief-works in 
an extreme case, and how^ should such a scheme be framed as to indicate what 
portions of it should be taken up on any particular occasion in order to provide 
for the employment of the anticipated numbers and for the length of time 
required ? 

7. Should the works include only such as had been sanctioned for construe- 
tion under the regular rules on such subjects, orwwld it under any circumstan¬ 
ces be right to include in s ic!i a scheme large works to which sanction had.not 
been given on account of 14eir doubtful financial value, and their not being of a 
cliaract(n‘that would justify their execution under ordinary circumstances? 
How'far might there be ij?k of the Government being led into luiprolitable 
expenditure in the complctien of w^orks of this sort begun under plea of famine 
pressure ? 

8 . Is it pro])al)le tliat the amount of work executed by unskilled labour 
on any largo V ork during the pressure of famine would bo such that the ex¬ 
clusion of the e\pcndituve o:i it would reduce the iiltimato cost of such a work 
in ary important degree, so as to be likely tq render it nnnunemtive, though if 
otherwise executed, it would not have b(Ki3i remunerative ? Can any illustration 
be given of such acasc'. as that last referre d tv) ? 

0. Could large works not saiictumed by proper authority, or avIi atever 
reason, he properly included in the sch(*mo of works, and if so, what prclimi-' 
nary steps slio\dd be regarded as roqiiisite before actually putting them in hand 
if severe scarcity arose ? ^ 

10. Considering the eireninstances under which labour is applied on 
relief-works, is tho’*isk of‘wrastehy ixiason of there being no regularly psepared 
^hemc ready really great ? Is there danger, in the absence of suitable projects 
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ready for immediate execution, of the suffering popijlation being left u'itiiout 
proper relief until the necessal^ relief-works have been prepared for- execution ? 
How far might the intelligent action of the several branches of the Public 
Works Department be made to supply, from among projects in course of execu¬ 
tion, or ripe for it, what was requisite ? Could this end be sufficiently secured 
by distinctly making the Public Works Department responsible for bringing 
forward suitable works whenever pressure from scarcity arose; and, so far as 
was necessary and practicable, setting aside or postponing the oi*dinary work not 
suitable for relief purposes ? 

11.' Has there been practical difficulty in finding suitable relief-works 
during the recent pressure ? If so, where and how ? Make any suggestions 
on the subject of providing relief-works which may aid in meeting the diffi¬ 
culties that are found to arise in practice. 


Irrigation Works. 

12 . What is the capital expended to date in the construction of the principal 
canals in your Province,^and what the yearly interest on that capital ? What is 
the annual cost of maintenance ? What is the present acreage irrigated ? Prom 
this calculate the several corresponding rates per acre. What is the average 
local value per acre of the chief crops raised by irrigation from these canals ? 
What is the difference between this and the average value of such crops raised 
without irrigation ? 

' 13. What is the amount per acre paid for the use of water for the chief 
crops by the occupier in tlm shape of water-rate ? What is the ordinary increased 
rent on irrigated over unwrigated land ? What is paid by the proprietor pef 
acre in the shape of land revenue or oivner’s rate ? Is there any reason why a 
proprietor, whether paying land revenue or not, the yearly value of whose lands 
is increased by irrigation from canals constructed and maintained at the public 
cost, should not contribute to the State in return for the advantage he thus ob¬ 
tains ? What seems to be the best way of obtaining such a contribution from 
him; first, where the land revenue is liable to revision; secondly, where it lias 
been permanently settled; and thirdly, wdierc the land is not charged.with revenue ? 

14. In what way, and under what law, arc the canal dues recovered in your 
district ? Has therQ been found to ho any diliiculty in applying the law in any 
particular, and if so, how ? And what better system can be suggested ? It is 
commonly said that water is used in too lavish a manner by agriculturists when 
the charge is made on the irrigalod area, or otlicnvise than by the quantity 
supplied. Is this the case, and what remedies can he a))])]ied ? Will raising the 
water-rate have the effect of preventing this ? To what extent is this likely to 
have a tendency to throw the poorer crops out oC cidlivat.ioii, or to confine 
irrigation to the more paying crops ? Is water charged for by quantity, and 
can this be done ? Is it ever ehiiiged for on a contract system, a Avliole village 
or the proprietors or cultivalors of a certain portion of llu*, village lands paying 
a lump sum*periodically for the water supplied to tjiose lands thvougli a given 
aperture ? Is this system a good cue r What aio tlie diffieull ies attending it ? 
Where it is adopted, what arrangement is made for distributing tlu; wafer arnonif 
the cultivators ? Have complaints practically arisen wIjcvc the system has heen 
in force, and how could they best be guard('d against ? Does there a]qv*ar to be 
any objection to making sncli a system of (;ontract con)pul.‘'ory uhere tl)o 
general advantage of the eiiltivaliiig community calls for increased economy in 
the use of a limited supply of water ? 

• 15. Having refonnice to the margin of j rofit on irrigat(*d crops Cvommonly 
left to a cultivator after payineiit of the existing Avater-rates, could these rates 
he increased without lioncliing unduly on (hat margin of prolii ? How Avould 
raising the water-rates opeialc on a cultivator under a lease, and how on the 
revenue-paying proprietor if it took place during the curreucy of the lease or 
settlement respectively ? 

16. How arc tlie statistics of irrigation recorded, and are revenue reports 
of the chief imgation works prepared by tlie canal administration, and in what 
form? Do you think them necessniy ? To wliat cxt(*nt do you lliiiik the re¬ 
cord of such statistics vali[able or neccssaiy for the proper administration of 
irrigation works ? To what degree of detail may the record usefully go, and 
how may the facts be best collected and recorded "? 
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17. What evidence is there as to any mischief being caused by canal 
imgation, such as by increasing sickness or injt% to the land by mising the 
water-level, or production of efflorescent surface salts, &c. ? To what extent baa 
drainage accompanied, or drainage to accompany, canal irrigation ? Has 
the provision of needful drainage been neglected ? Is additional drainage needed 
to meet the effect of the increased quantity of water thrown on the surface, or 
to remove obstructions caused by canals, channels, water-courses, &c. 

18. Has canal irrigation anywhere been combined with attempts to im¬ 
prove soils previously untit for cultivation from the presence of noxious salts ? 

19. What has been the general effect of continued canal irrigation on the 

qharacter of the cultivation ? Has the irrigated area of the poorer grains which 
supply the chief part of the food of the people been gi’adually diminished, and 
has the area of the better crops been increased ? If the area of poorer crops, 
has been reduced, is this due to conditions of soil or position of lands and 
diflflculties of access from the .^vater-supply or to the relative profits in the one 
case being greater than in the other ? State the general facts as to the changes 
in the areas irrigated during the last 10 br 12 years, and make any comments 
that seem desirable. Is there reason to suppose ttot ])rolbngcd irrigation 
damages the land under any circumstances ? Is there any evidence of a reduced 
production ? . * 

* 20. Under what conditions is an inundation canal, giving water only 

during the rainy season, found to be useful ? To what extent is it probable 
that such irrigation could be usefully attempted in the North-Western Provin- 
c;es, or elsewhere where not now applied, and where a water-supply is available ? 
How far w'ould such iiTigation be useful for rabbi or Ickarif cultivation ? How 
far may wells be depended on to supplement the deticiencics of supply in such 
a canal during the dry' season ? 

21 . What is the system of canal administration ? Who is responsible 
for distributing the Avatcr and for collecting the dues ? May the fmictions of 
the Engineer in charge of the works and the technical business of the water- 
supply, and those of the officer responsible for seeing that the available water 
is distributed equitably to the land that most requires it, and securing water to 
the extension of irrigation and the realization of tlie canal revenues and their 
due assessment and increase, be bej^t combined, or should they be kept sepa¬ 
rate ? State the reasons for your opinions. * 

' 22. What system actually prevails in your Province, and if you think it 

susceptible of improvement, say how. Do you think a special canal law neces* 
sary to admit of proper administration ? And have you such a law, and is it 
satisfactory ? 

23. Why has the extension of the use of canal water been commonly so 
slow ? What has been the nature of the obstacles, and how can they best be 
avoided or removed ? Are any of the canals now in an unsatisfactory con¬ 
dition in these respects, and can any sufficient explanation be given of the 
want of progress ? This question would specially apply to tlie Orissa canals, 
and to the w^orks of the Madras Irrigation Company with.refertmec to which 
last see qi^Jstion No. 30. Have any of your canals practically reached.the state 
iii which any furtlier extension is not likely, or is likely to be small ? Say how 
far this is the case in each. Are dillicullies mot with in preparing land for 
irrigation for the first time, in the way ot‘ sub-dividing Ihdds or levelling the 
surface or formation of watcr-eonrsos wliieh require more tijiie and money 
than can be supplied by a limited p(>|)ulrd'i)r. olhorwise than slonl\ ? If sucli^ 
difficulties are met wiili, how may they best be removed ? Does tiic existing * 
system provide surriciohlly lor making adviniccs to cullivaiors to adapt their 
land to irrigation, and it not what eh an "os are desirable? Does.shortiicss of ‘ 
supply during the liot season materially aiVect I'rogross oi' canal irrigation? 

24. Wh(*rc the finaneial j>ros])eot3 of ]>iT jeclod inigalion works are not 

such as to ap]K'av to .iustilV the outlay of ]uiblie money oji them in the expect¬ 
ation of the income being at an early dale sulheient to cover all the expenses 
including the charge of on tMpital ootlay, do you Ihiiik that a special 

rate to make good the deUciency might ovopiTly be elrarged on the district 
for tlie benefit of wdiieh the \v(>rks aiv d'^ii^nevl, vv on liie land that W'ould bo 
protected, and if so, uiuler w hal eomiitiomi? If not, wdiat are your objec¬ 
tions? How would you meet the ease put in this quest ion if not by sbmo 
Biicji special rate ? Is it moi’e (.‘quitable to place a com])ulsoiy charge on other , 
districts which can probably dorivo no advantage from the works, or only on the 
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districts or lands that can benefit ? If the protection to be given by ^ such 
works to particular districts is deemed of great importance under conditions 
such as have been above stated, what course do you think should be taken 
having regard to the necessity for protecting the general finances of the coiuitry ? 

25. Have any customary claims or prescriptive rights in the use of water 
from tanks or canals or water-courses grown up in your , district ? What is their 
nature and history ? Have they led to inconvenience in respect to the geneml 
utility of such works to the agricultural community that might benefit by them ? 
Would it, in any case tliat you know, be desirable to buy out^such rights as exist, 
and to prevent the accixitiou of others ? Have such claims or rights to the use 
of the water in the upper parts of rivers obstructed the a])plication of the 
water in the lower parts to purposes of imgaUon ? or vice versa ? If this has 
happened in any case, could any remedy be applicnl which w ould be equitable ? 
How should disputes on such points be settled ? In cases in wdiich the action of 
the ordinary courts would be impossible or inapplicable, what principles should 
govern decisions in such disputes ? 

26. If anywhere it be found that the tanks, &c., are so small and 
numerous that Government cannot practically caiTy out their supervision and 
maintenance, would it be expedient that steps should be taken for imposing on 
the cultivators or proprietors who benefit by the w ater, the duty of carrying out 
all necessary repairs or works for securing the irrigation in an eflicient condition ?

REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 
WEEK ENDING THE 18TH JUNE 1878. 


General Rekabks. —In* Madras copious rain is reported from the West Coast districts ; some has 
fallen in all other districts except Tanjore, parts of Chingleput, and Madras; it has not however been 
abundant in quantity, and the Madras Government consider that general prospects have not improved; 
prices continue to rise. The total ^number on relief works is 1^5,935, and on gratuitous relief 71,578; 
the former is 10,130 more and the latter 4,053 hiss than last week. In Mysore there has been good rain 
in Chiteldroog, Tumkur and Shimoga, and a fair amount in Coorg; elsewhere very littfe has fallen, 
and it is much wanted in Kolar and Bangalore; locusts and insects continue to cause damage in tho 
Western districts; in the Eastern districts prices are slightly rising; the total number on relief works 
/or the week ending the Sth instant was 40,833, and gratuitously relieved 12,205, less by 1,888 and 
more by 1,231 (almost all in village relief) than in the previous week. In Bomliay the early showers 
of the monsoon have set in in the Southern Mahratta Country, Decchn, Koukan, and Khandesh; 
light showers arc reported from Guzerat, Kattywar and the Gaekwaris territory; heavy rain has fallen 
in Kanara, and a shower at Kurrachec; the river is very high in Sind. In the Central Provinces 
slight rain is reported from the Upper God4vari, Narsinghpiir and Seoni, and it is generally cloudy; 
scarcity of water is felt in the traiis-Nerbudda districts and Nimar, In Berar no rain is reported, but 
other accounts state that the monsoon appears to he setting in at Akola. In Central India the only 
rain is a shower at Rutlam. In Rajputana showers arc reported from most of the Southern States. 
In Bengal the monsoon appears to have set in in the Eastern districts, but is not yet fully established; 
it has not ^et extended to Behar, wliere great heat- prevails; prospects are generally fair. In Assam 
good rain is reported from both the Valley districts and Sylhct, and prospects are good. In Burma 
steady rain continues, and the fall in the inland districts is now of fair quantity. In the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh there has been no rain; the boat is intense, but the public health is 
generally good. In tho Punjab there has also been no rain : the ra^i crops have been nearly all got in.

Beport on Salaxn Farm, dated 14th May 1878. 

Supdt.f Mr* IF* Sirmhan. 

On tlie farm wc have sown for catile feed an mlditional 3 acres S g*uiitas of jowari 
which is coming on well; a little over one acre of Sind native cotton ha.s been sown o*i land 
which last year yielded a crop of hajri. This land lias been well manured with farm-yard 
manure^ ploujjlied and sown in the ordinary native way. 

The sorgho and jowari referred to in last report arc both doing well, and are being 
preserved for seed. Tlie sorgho is still ahead of the jowari, and will he ready for liarvesting 
within ten days. 

2. A detailed account of last year's experiments is being prepared and will he ready for 
submission in a few days, meanwhile I may mention that the outturn of clean cotton per acre 
on an area of 15 i acres is very near 345 lbs., tlie outturn of (.dean staple to seed being 33*7 
percent. The two acres sown on well land, between lOth March ainl 2Sth May, gave an 
average yield of 3C2 lbs. clean cotton. This is a poor return bn* an early sown held of Sind 
cotton, and is to be attributed to the failure of the last season's inundation. None of the 
crops got sufficient water. The value of the cotton barely clears the cost of production in 
this case. 

3. Tobacco turned out pretty well. The area planted was 20 giintas, tlie yield of leaf 
1,354J lbs., the cost of production is Rs. 59-10-7, tlie amount i^alizA'd by sale of the crop 
Rs. 124-8, leaving a pmfit.of Rs. 64-13-5 on the proceeds of the half acre. Tobacco lias been 
grown for several successive years on the same plot of land, and since llie first season to the 
present, the quality and value obtained for the leaf has yearly improved. Tlie land is a light, 
sandy alluvial deposit; all refuse of each year's crop, sucli as sterns and roots, arc coll(*cted 
into small heaps, burnt and plouglicd in, along with a good dose of goat and slieej) droppings. 
It gets a cross j)lougIiing, is pulverized, levelled, and ridged as if lor turnips, and is then ready 
lor watering, jirevious to the young seedlings being put in. 

4. Lucern was a failure, the ground seems to be deficient of some ingredient required for 
its full development. The stems were, and are now thin and weak, barely able to support 
them*ielves. I believe a b:lle time might improve matters. 

5. All tbe plants rc/erred to in my last report afe doing well. Grapes arc swelling fa.st, 
some of them arc iio\t of good size. 

The diiVci ;Mt varieties of Eucalfpt) in pots are healthier timn I have hitherto seen here 
any of the s.inie family at tliis season of the year. Coffee is also thriving, iu is as yet in the 
seed pans. 

A con ^derable quantity of Ca%uarina muricata seedlings have come up from seed, saved 
last year from plants in the garden. The same remark is applicable to our progress with 
Gmlina arl'nca^ which as yet thrives well here.

Letter from the Government of Bengal, in the Public Works Department, Irrigation 
Branch, No. 41151—A, dated 11th December 1877, and enclosures, being Revenue 
Report of Irrigation Works in Bengal for the year 1^76-77, and Resolution reviewing 
the same. 

Observations. —The Governor General in Council notices with satisfaction 
the comparative punctuality with which this report has been received. 

2. 'The Capital sunk up to the close of the year on canals in operation is 
shown to have amounted to Rs. 4,33,20,903, and on abandoned schemes, and 
those under consideration, to Rs. 8,02,737; total Rs. 4,41,28,640. 

3. The gross revenue for the year amounted to Rs. 3,29,760, which exceeds 
that of the previous year by Rs. 99,826. Owing, however, to an inert'ase 
of Rs. 68,470 in the working expenses, the net increase in revenue is reduced to 
Rs. 30,856. 

4. The total accumulated debt for interest and loss on working is upwards 
of one million sterling. 

5. Notwithstanding the increase in revenue, there has been a considerable 
decrease in the area irrigated, which was 116,074, acres in 1875-76, and has fallen 
to 98,802 acres in 1876-77. This is attributable to falling off in the areas on 
the Midnapore and Sone Canals; tlie area of the Orissa System show s a marked 
increase. 

6. Tlie decrease in the irrigated area on the Son(' and Midnapore Canals 
was occasioned by the lieavy and unusual character of th(^ rainfall in those 
districts, rain falling when water wns most required, and thus destroying all 
demand for iiTigation. 

7. The Capital cost, as well as the cost of w^orking, including and exclud¬ 
ing interest charges, also the Revenue earned per acre irrigated, arc shown in 
the subjoined statement:—

8. The revenue derived from navigation exhibits a marked increase over 
that of the previous year, and this increase has taken place on all the canals. 

9. Navigation on the Sone System commenced in the year under review. 

10. The remarks made by the Chief Engineer, in the 44th paragraph of bis 

report regarding the falling off* of iiTigation from the Midnapore Canal have, it 
is prtsunicd, attracted the earnest attention of His Honor the Licutenant- 
Goveinor. The Government of India will he glad to receive His Honor’s opinion 
on tliis most important subject, w’hcn it has been fully considered by him. 

11. The Governor General in -Council notices with plcasm*e that the 
introduction of the new Irrigation Act has resulted in a considerable diminution 
of the area of illicit irrigation in the Orissa Districts. 
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12. The irrigated areas given in paragraph 10 of the Resolution, and para¬ 
graph 13 of the Chief Engineer’s Report, as ha%dng.bcen irrigated on the Sone 
Canals, differ from those given in the Financial statement appended to the 
Report. It is imderstood that the figures in the Repoi’t and Resolution are 
correct, and those of the Financial statement have therefore been corrected 
accordingly. « 

13. The mode adopted in paragraph *29 of the Chief Engineer’s Report of 
working out the ‘‘ cost per acre irrigable” does not appear to be a very reliable 
one. 

14. Paragraphs 45 and 80 of the Chief Engineer’s Report show that there 
are large arrears of unrccovered assessments on tiie Midnapore and Sone Sys¬ 
tems; endeavours should bo made to reduce these amounts in future years.

4. The expenditure on account of maintenance and repairs amounted to Rs. 5,18,408, and 
the charge for revenue management to Ks. 79,552, against Rs. 4,68,398 and Rs. 61,092 of the 
previous years, shewing an increase of Rs. 50,010 and Rs. 18,460 respectively. The increase 
uras due chiefly to a greater length of canal having been brought into operation in the Sone 
scheme, where the charge for maintenance rose from Rs. 1,12,630 in 1875-76 to Rs. 1,77,843 
in 1876-77, and that for revenue management from Rs. 2,805 to Rs. 21,747. 

5. The wording expenses exceeded the revenue by Rs. 2,68,200 as against Rs. 2,99,056 
in the previous year. On one canal alone were the receipts in excess of the expenditure, viz., 
on the Hidgeliee Tidal Canal, where there was a surplus of Rs. 32,606 representing a return of 
nearly 2 per cent, on the capital invested. The total balance against the canals on account of 
unpaid working expenses to the end of the year under review amounted to Rs. 13,65,045. 

6. Including canals under construction but not yet in operation, and those abandoned, the 
interest charges for the year were Rs. 19,12,094, and to end of the year Rs. 96,56,938. 

7. The total accumulated debt ou account of interest and loss on working on all the 
irrigation works in Bengal was Rs. 21,80,294 for 1876-77 and Rs,^ 1,10,21,983 to the close of 
the year. 

8. The new Irrigation Act (III of 1876, B. C.) was passed a short time before the com¬ 
mencement of the year, and has had a marked ctfect, especially in Orissa, in the suppression of 
illicit irrigation and the extension of regular leasing. 

9. The year was favorable to irrigation in Orissa and Behar where the rainfall was below > 
the average, but unfavorable in Midnapore where the rains were excessive.

11. A comparison of these results with former years would be of no special inter^t. 
The demand for water still varies largely with the character of the seasons, but in Orissa and 
Midnapore, there arc indicatio.iis of a willingness on the part of the lyots to take leas^ for 
longer terms than one year, shewing a more general and more intelligent appreciation of the 
value of irrigation. 
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12. The question of the imposition of a compulsory rate was brought forward in the latter 
part of the year, and is still under consideration.

14. The increase in the traffic of the canals in Midnapore and Orissa was due to the 
great activity in the export trade consequent upon the famine in Southern and Western India. 

15. It is probable that the canal traffic in both Midnapore and Orissa is capable of still 
further development, while on the Sone it is yet in its infancy, the first navigable canal, that 
from the Main Western to Arrah, having been opened during the year under review. The 
system of tolls may be found capable of modifications which would afford a higher revenue 
without checking traffic. The introduction of regular services of steam transport for goods 
and passengers is also under consideration, and, if successful, may materially add to the canal 
revenues. There can be no doubt that, however discouraging the results of irrigation in 
Bengal may have hitherto been, the people shew a remarkable readiness jo avail themselves of 
the means of cheap transport afforded by the canals, and it would appear that this branch of 

,Jt!«^^v.^|f^i^admini6tration is deserving of more attention than it has hitherto received. Even 
regards irrigation, however, the out-look is less gloomy than results hitherto might seem to 
indicate.. Since the close of the year reviewed in these reports the sale of canal water has 
largely increased in both Orissa and Behar, where altogether some 300,000 acres have been 
irrigated, and crops valued at not less than half a million sterling have been saved. A more 
steady demand for water may not unreasonably be expected in the future, and with it a corre¬ 
sponding improvement in the canal revenues.

8. The rainfall during the year was below the average in Orissa and Bebar^ but excessive 
in Midnapore. The returns show a considerable increase of irrigation in Orissa, attributable 
partly to the deficient rainfall, and partly to a growing appreciation by the cnltivatore of the 
value of canal water in all seasons. 

9. In Behar the autumnal rains were very scanty, and in September the khurreef crops 
were in the utmost peril throughout a great part of the Gya, Patna, Shahabad and Sarun 
Districts. In the end of that month a deputation of planters from Sarun visite4.C!alcut,ta, 
and submitted a memorial to the Lieutenant-Governor praying that instant measures nui, 
be taken for bringing a supply of water into the district by means of temporary cuts from the 
Gunduk. A heavy fall of rain, however, at tjbe last moment, not only saved the khurreef 
crops, but moistened the soil sufficiently to secure the rubbee also, and the demand for water 
from the Sone Canals, which had begun to be active, ceased at once. 

10. In Midnapore the rainfall was 75 inches,-—more, in the opinion of the ryots, than is 

good even for rice. Hence canal water was at a discount. Those cultivators who had'exe¬ 
cuted leases at the commencement of the season bitterly regretted that they had done so, and 
the event seemed to justify their view of the case, as numerous careful experiments made by 
both Revenue and Engineer Departments showed that the outturn of the irrigated crops was 
in no degree superior to that of the unirrigated. This, following upon a previous year of good 
rainfall, has brought the Midnapore Canal into the utmost disfavor. There was a large falling 
off in the leased area, which has been again followed by a very much larger decrease in 
1877-78. r, 

IK Hie famine in Southern sdd Western India, while it stimulated the export trade of 
Bengal and thus led to a large increase in the traffic of the canals in Midn^ore and Orissa, 
cannot be said to have had any marked influence upon the irrigation, the extent of which was 
determined mainly by the other and more potent causes already mentioned. 

12, The introduction of the new irrigation Act (III of 1876, B. C.), which took place 
just before the commencement of the year, has been hailed with satisfaction by all parties, 
notably in Orissa, where it has had a marked effect in the suppression of illicit irrigation and 
the extension of irregular leasing. The doubling of the penalty rate, which was raised from 
As.' 1-8 to Bs. 8 per acre, has contributed to the same result.

The rubbee rates varied, as in 
former years, from Rs. 1-8 to Rs. 6. 

26. It has already been observed that the introduction of the new Irrigation Act, with 
its stringent provisions against waste of water and illicit irrigation, has had a powerful effect 
in promoting regular irrigation in Orissa. The doubling of the pen.nlty rate, which was 
formerly Rs. 1-8, but in the early part of the year w-as raised to Rs. 3, has b(’en attended wdth 
the same result. This last measure had long been under consideration, as it appeared plain that 
if Re. 1 were a fair rate for water taken without referouee to the character of the season, 
whether wet or dry, Re, 1-8 was far too little for \vatcr sup]died at the hvst moment to save a 
crop which might be worth ton times as much. An increased acquaintance with the value of 
irrigation seems to be gradually convincing the ryots that it is cheaper to take water in a regular 
way at Re, 1 per acre, than to run the chaiiee of a bad season with the risk of having to pay 
Rs. 3 to save the crop. So also they find it a wiser policy to buy water honestly at Re. 1, than 
to steal it with the possibility of liaving to pay Rs. 6 per acre under the Act, even if no 
heavier penalty is inflicted. But the operation of the new Act was only gradually felt, and 
tlie area of illicit irrigation reported by the patrols, for the year, was large, ?•/>., 8,612 acres, 
or nearly 12 per cent of the whole area under lease. The Deputy Revenue Superintendent, 
however, reports that 80 per cent, of the cases reported were dealt with under the provisions of 
the Act, with very salutary cfleets. 

27. The co\leotions amounted to 77 per cent, of the assessments, and the remainder is 
course of collection. There are no heavy or long standing arrears. 

28. The income from all sources was Rs. 74,557. The details wdll be found in the foRow-

33. The decrease in the cost ctf irrigation revenue management is satisfactory, the charges 
under this head having fallen from Rs. 41,3''2 in 1872-73 to Ks. 21,696 in 1876-77, the 
collections having risen in the same period from Rs. 19,071 to Rs. 40,378. Tlie percentage is 
still excessively high and must remain so as long aa the irrigated urea is so small. No further 
reduction is possible. 

34. The Superintending Engineer draws attention to the necessity of placing movable 
shutters on the weirs to raise the water level during the irrigating months, declaring that, in 
consequence of the choking of the heads of the canals by silt after the first freshes, it is often 
difficult to send down a sufficient supply even for the present limited areas under irrigation.

44. The previous year having been a very favorable one for the unirrigated crops, the 
area leased for in 1876-77 fell from 55,995 acres to 32,681; hut as the season advanced and its 
real character developed, the lessees repented of their engagements, and endeavoured to evade 
them by every possible means, first clamouring for a remission of the Government demand on 
the ground that the water was of no value to thenr (which, as it has turned out, was true), 
aud when this was refused, endeavouring to prove that water had not been properly supplied. 
The result has been disheartening for both Government and people. The revenue demands were 
enforced, mostly by process of law, the people resisting them to the last. Very little of the 
demand for the year was recovered during the year, hut the recoveries of arrears of former years 
were so vigorously carried on that the actual collections exceeded those of any previous year 
except 1874-76. 
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It is impossible to lecord this result with any satisfaction^ as it seems certain that'the 
arrears and the ^fficulty of enforcing payment were mainly, if not solely, due to the extreme 
poverty of the people. It is melancholy to read of 12,714 certificates having been issued for 
the recovery of tbe arrears, after abandoning all olauns for less than one rupee, and making 
remissions to a large extent on other grounds; and this in a district where the irrigators have, 
as a rule, dealt fairly with the Government, and have always been ready to pay when they had 
the means. One can hardly read the description of the revenue operations of the year, and it 
may be added, of previous years, without a wish that if the state of the cultivators is such as 
it is described to' be by the Collector and his subordinates, irrigation, which according to them 
only enhances the difficulties of the people in ordinary years, had never been introduced at all: 
The Deputy Revenue Superintendent remarks:—The most potent cause about the gradual 
** decline of the area leased is the indebtedness of the Midnapore ryots. They are involved over 
'' head-and-ears; and it is a matter of infinite regret that their debts are increasing as their con- 
nection with the Government irrigation is growing older. Excepting during the year under 
** review, the canal irrigation as compared with the unirrigated crop has always increased the 
'' Afield from three to five maunds in the acre ; but the Government irrigators ore not in a posi- 
tion to benefit by it: all that they obtain from the fields go punctually to fill the coffers of the 
" mahajuns, and they have finally to borrow money for Jhe payment of the water-rate. The 
increased yield of the crop, if reserved for the liquidation of the Government debt, is sure to 
prove more than enough for the purpose; but no notice is taken of it, and when the irrigator 
'' is forced to pay for the irrigation of his land, he blames the canal for the increase of his 
«debt.^^ 

Again, " Attachments and sales of the debtor^s property were very frequent, a nd whe re 
'' they had not the desired effect, the debtors were arrested for the realization of the (jovtJii.r 
ment dues; and it is now a very common saying within the irrigable area that the major 
“ portion of the Government irrigators have been deprived of their plough cattle for the pay- 
ment of the water-rates. This is not very untrue, as the most valuable saleable property 
''in the possession of the cultivators are the bullocks; and where we could catch hold of them, 
" no other movable or immovable property belonging to them was attached or sold. The num- 
" her of sale notices and warrants for the arrest of the debtors issued' daring the year under 
" review was unusually large, yet from the well known poverty of the Midnapore ryots, the 
" result has not been as satisfactory as was anticipated.'^ 

The part played by the zemindars and mahajuns in the matter is shown in the following 
extracts from the Deputy Superintendent's report: 

" The zemindars, whose resistance to the spread of irrigation was hitherto passive, have 
" now broken out in action, and many o^hem have openly prohibited their tenantry from using 
" the canal water on the penalty of incuTring their severe displeasure. They have done this 
" with the view of securing realization of their own dues, and of preventing their ryots from 
'' increasing their debts unnecessarily as they call it. The mahajuns also have been telling the 
ryots not to resori to the canal any longer." 

For the Collector's explanation 6f the causes of this state of things reference may be made 
bo the Revenue Report of 1875-76, paragraph 36. It should be noted, in passing, that the 
l^ear 1876-77 in which coercive measures on so large scale were found necessary for the reali¬ 
sation of the Government revenues, was one of exceptionally high prices, and so far peculiarly 
Pavorable to the ryots.

The expenditure on maintenance works in 1876-76 was swelled by a sum of Rs. 29,000 for 
the special repairs rendered necessary by the cyclone of the previous year. The charge under 
the same head in the year under review was also abnormally high in consequence partly of 
the failure of one of the locks on the canal, the re-construction of which has entailed a 
heavy outlay, and partly on account of heavy silt clearances in the first or tidal reach of the 
canal. Such an occurrence as the failure of a lock will, it is hoped, not again occur, and 
the exclusion of the muddy waters of the Damooda from No. 1 Reach, which has now been 
effected by means of porte-valets attached to the gates of the entrance lock, will certainly 
reduce the cost of clearance in subsequent years.

The cost in Midnapore under both heads is rather less than in the previous year, but it 
is still so largely in excess of the cost in Orissa that explanation is necessary. Attention was 
called to the point in last year's report, but no improvement is as yet apparent. As regards 
the Main Canal, comparison might perhaps be more fairly made with the cost of repairs of the 





























K«ndrapara Canal in Orisaa^ whicli was Ea, 983; but there seems to be no reason why the 
maintenance of distributaries in Midnapore should be so high. In spite of these high charges, 
the returns from navigation and mkoellaneoiis are so good, ameuntingto Rs. 75,527, that if 
they are deducted the balance of working expenses falls at the rate of only = 11 

annas per irrigable acre. 

52. There was a sm^ increase in the cost of the Revenue establishment, but the charge 
under this head has been kept down to the lowest amount compatible with efficiency. 

53. The irrigable area during the year was increased from 119,400 acres in 1875-76 t# 
138,050 acres, of which 32,681 only were irrigated. 

54. The duty of water realized in 1876-77 was 109 acres per cubic foot per second, which 
compares favorably with the previous year, when it was 92 acres. This result the Superintend¬ 
ing Engineer believes to be due in part to the heavier rainfall. 

* , NAVIGATION. 

55. If the prospects of irrigation in Midnapore are discoursing, those of navigation 
become more and more hopeful from year to year. In spite of the failure of the Lutchmutpore 
Lock, which stopped all navigation between that point and the town of Midnapore for six 
months, and the closure of the 1st Reach, which practically involved that of the 2nd, for the 
last two months of the year, the traffic increased»from 189,414 tons, valued at 122 lakhs, in 
the previous year, to 230,913 tons, valued at 113 lakhs, the toll collections rising at the same 
time from Rs. 51,810 to Rs. 67,651. The increase is mainly attributable to greater activity 
in the export trade due to the demand in Southern India, but the traffic statements show an 
increase under nearly all heads. One important article of traffic is salt, of which 20,783 mea¬ 
surement tons, or about 11,000 tons actual weight, valued at 12i lakhs, were carr’'’'^

64. The total working expenses for the year were at the rate of i 5 i^^=R 8 .430 per mile. 
The Executive Engineer Mr. Vertannes, who constructed the greater part of this canal and has 
had much experience in works of the kind, is confident that the jvorking expenses may be kept 
down to an average of Rs. 500 per mile from year to year.* If so, and taking into account 
some additional sources of revenue suggested by the Collector, it fs probable that the canal 
will pay directly into the treasury about 3 per cent, on the outlay. There can be little doubt 
that indirectly it is already amply remunerative.

70. The followiiiir (lescviptioii of the character of the seasons is extracted from the 
Superiiitendinp: En«rineer^s report:— 

“ Durinjr the year 1876-77 the intermittent nature of the autumn rain created some 
alarm in the months of June, July, and August, and an urgent demand for irrigation arose 
in September, which was almost immediately checked by a timely rainfall at the end of the 
month, succeeded by an equally timely rainfall in October, The late date up to which rain fell 
in October, viz., the 18th, while securing the rice, ensured the preparation of the ground for 
the spring crops, ami gave the moisture necessary for the germination of the seed. November 
and December were dry months, but the late rains had filled the tanks, and the demand for the 
first watering at the conimenoement of December was confined to the villages situated on the 
high ground; a stronjr demand w’as arising, when heavy rain on the 12tb January put a stop 
to irrigation. The season after the date became quite abnormal. In January four days were 
noted on which the rain fell. In February also the register showed a rainfall of 5*25 inches 
distributed over four days.^' 

71. 'P^ie rainfall in Southern Behar appears, as a rule, to be least near the Ganges, and to 
increase towards the south of the districts and the neighbourhood of the hills. T'hat of 
1876-77 was—

81. The remissions on account of the irrigation of 1875-76 were necessarily large, owing 
to the rude way ifi which distribution and assessment were made, there being few or no dis- 
t|ibutaries, and no Irrigation Act applicable to Behar then in existence. A very considerable 
balance has since been remitted, which remained outstanding at the close of 1875-76. 

82. The system of revenue management which has been introduced in Behar differs from 
that in Lower Bengal and Orissa, and is the same as that of the North-Western Provinces, 
There is no separate civil officer in charge of the revenue branch of the canal administration, 
his place in Behar being taken by the Superintending Engineer, and the whole work of distri¬ 
bution, assessment, measurement, and preparation of demand statements being conducted by 
the Engineer Department, the collections by the Collector. This renders it impossible to show 
the whole cost of revenue management separately as in the other Circles, part of the time of 
the Engineer Establishment, which it is not possible aec-urately to determine, being occupied in 
purely revenue work. It may be necessary in future to charge a certain percentage of the cost 
of this establishment to revenue, so as to show, at least approximately, the charge under each 
head. 


S3. The cost of the subordinate establishment, such as amcens, ehainmen, &c., employed 
in water regulation and measuring land in 1876 was R.s. 3,931, or 4 annas per acre irrigated.

85. The charge for head works is moderate and would have been less had it not been for 
some heavy repairs to one of the under-sluices. But that for Main Canals seems excessive for 
such new works. For the Western Main Canal, 28 miles in length, it was Rs. 25,488, or 
Rs. 1,100 per mile; for the Eastern Main, 8 miles in length, Rs. 11,798, or Rs. 1,475 per 
mile; for the Arrah Canal Rs. 30,710, or about Ks. 500 per mile, and the same for the Patna 
Canal. 

No explanation whatever is given by the Superintending Engineer, who merely remarks 
that the expenditure was " high." One reason no doubt is the heavy repairs render^ neces¬ 
sary by the great flood in the Sone of July 1876*, In future reports a careful analysis of these 
jexpensee wiU be expected*

89. The Arrah Canal was opened through to Arrah from Dehree for the first time in 
August 1876, but it had no communication with the Ganges. 

90. The total traflic on the canals amounted to 26,04-0 tons (measurement), of which 
2,798 only were private traffic, the remaiiy'er Ijoiug on account of Government. The principal 
article was salt. 

91. The toll collections for the year, exclusive of recoveries on account of March uf the 
])reviou8 year, were Rs. 4-,S58. 

92. The cost of navigation establishment was Rs. 2,778. 


DAMOODA CANAL. 

93. The outlay upon this scheme, which was abandoned in 1871, amounted toRs. 1,57,401. 

94. The interest for the year under review was Rs. 7,088, and the total interest due up 
to the eud of the year, Rs. 61,232 

HOOGHLY PROJECT. 

9-5. This also has been abandoned. The outlay to eud of the year was Rs. 1,43,380 and 
the total interest charge, Rs. 13,177. 


TIRHOOT AND SARUN IRRIGATION PROJECTS. 

96. Projects for the irrigation of parts of the Sarun, Tirhoot, and Durbhunga Districta 
were investigated during the year, the outlay l)eiug Rs. 1,09,830, and the total to end of the 
year Rs. 5,02,006. 

97. I^ojeets for canals to be fed from the Gunduk, Bagmutty and Kumla, have been 
worked out, but with no conclusive result as regards future operations. 

DRAINAGE AND RIVER EMBANKMENT PROJECTS IN LOWER BENGAL. 

98. The repairs jiud water regulation of the Daiiouni drainage works continued to be 
managed by this department during year. Projects for two other large drainage seheoies 
in Hooghly and for another in the 24-Pergunnahs were also under preparation, and considerahle 
progress was made with large projects for a navigable canal to connect the Eastern District* 
with Calcutta, and tor tlie embankment of parts of thd Moorshedabad and Nuddea Districts.

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100. The short outlay was due chiefly to reductious in the chargees for Executive and 
Survey establishments. 0£ the latter, a sum of Rs. 1,18,303, expended on surveys for new 
canal, drainage, and embankment projects in the Nuddea, Jessore, Furreedpore and Backer- 
gunge Districts, was transferred from Imperial to Provincial outlay, so that the actual out¬ 
lay in the Irrigation Branch of the Department was greater by this sum than that shown above. 
Hence it appears that the actual reduction of establishments during the year was but 
small. 

101. The reason for this was, not that the necessity for reductions was not clearly seen 
and pointed out by this Government, but that the Government of India declared itself unable to 
find employment elsewhere for the surplus establishments of Bengal, which therefore remained 
for some months of the year to a great extent unemployed, and in that degree swelled the 
charges for establishments without any return. As early as October 1876 the names of 33 

^Engineers and Subordinates were sent to the Government of India as available for transfer, 
but none of them were removed during the year. The proportion which the entire cost of 
establishments, less survey and other exceptional charges, bore to the outlay on works and 
repairs, is stated by the Examiner to have been 30*49 per cent., and the percentage under the 
three main heads of outlay—

102. But the Examiner has omitted to deduct a large sum wholly chargeable to surveys in 
Tirhoot, and was not aware that the establishment of the Northern Drainage and Embank¬ 
ment Division was mostly employed on the preparation of embankment projects, and at the 
same time largely increased by the transfer to it of Engineers and Subordinates for whom, 
pending their transfer to another province, no employment could be found. To arrive at a 
fair estimate of the real incidence of the charge for establishments generally, the expenditure 
under both the above heads should be deducted, and the percentage rate struck on the balance.

108. The first of these is higher than it need he. has since been reduced by the tem¬ 
porary trans^r of all surplus estai>)ishmeiits to Madras and Bombay. On the return of these 
there will of coarse be a corresponding increase of charge. 

104. The second and third percentages are probably about what they ought to be. If that 
for Agricultural Ordinary seem too high, it is to be considered that the bulk of the works 
under this head consists of embankments, some 2,000 miles of which are under the charge 
ot this Branch; and that these cannot be economically as well as efficiently maintained with¬ 
out a high percentage charge for establishments, as a most important part of the duties of the 
establishment is the patrol and constant inspection of the embankments, and in proportion to 
the effectiveness of this, will be the reduction of the expenditure on works. A low charge for 
establishments in this case means a large outlay upon works, and vice versd, 

105. The Sone Circle was under the superintendence of Major Forbes, R. E., during the 
greater part of the year. Under his able and vigorous management the works, were rapidly 
pushed forward, and the new system of revenue management, with a complete code of rules 
drawn up by himself, was introduced, 

106. Mr. Parker was in charge of the Orissa Circle, and Colonel Stoddard, who retired 
from the department at the close of the year after a long and honorable service, of the South- 
vVestern Circle. 

107. The Engineers and Snb. rdinates in all grades have performed their duties well, with 

very rare exceptions, notwithstanding the undoubtedly disheartening effect of the utter 8ta<i*na- 
tion of promotion in the department. Among the Executive Engineers, Major Heywood, R E 
Mr. MacMillan, Captain MacArtliur, R.E., and Messrs. Whitfield, Vertannes, Armstronc^’ 
Odhiig, Apjohii, and Dejoux, and Captain Elliston, S. C., are deserving of special mention' 
and among the Assistant Engineers, Messrs. Williamson, Heera Lall Mitter, Livesay, Pearsall' 
Lieutenant Brown, U.E., and Messrs. Clerke, Douglas, Foster, Ilora, Inglis, Cleghorn' 
Monies and Norman. ® * 

108. It may he noted that of the Assistant Engineers who held charge of sub-divisions 
in which irrigation was m^t actively carriSd on in the Sone Circle, three Cooperis Hill men 
Messrs. Inglis, Horn and DoiigloK, particularly distinguished themselves, evincing much tact' 
temper and kindly feeling in their dealings with the people. 

109. seiwices of Mr. Wvlly, Deputy Revenue Superintendent in Orissa, and his 
Assistant Mr. Roberts, are also deserving of acknowledgment.

instrument m an oriental language." This change will not only save the customs of Native 
merchants as to hundis, but also their customs (if any such exist) as to promissory notes 
and cheques. 
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3. Wc bavo ill section 4 added several illustrations of what a promissory note is not. 
They are founded on decided cases. 

4. Section 13 provides, in accordance with the Indian Law Commissioners' draft, that a 

note, bill or cheque payable to a specified person or order, or to or order" is nego¬ 

tiable. It appears to us that, in the absence of a payee, i. e,, till the blank is filled up, 
there can l)c no right of action on the instrument: such right cannot therefore be assignable : 
the instrument, in other woids, is not ‘ negotiable.' We have therefore omitted the plirase 
«to or order." 

5. To section 2b (as to filling up blanks in a stamped instrument) we have added a proviso 
that, as between ilic person delivering and the person receiving the instrument, nothing in excess 
of the amount intended by them to be paid shall be recovered. 

6. We have provided (section 22), in accordance with 34 & 35 Vic., c. 74, s. 2, that the 
expression ' on presentment' as well as ' at sight' shall mean on demand. 

7. We have stated distinctly (scetyui 23) the law as to days of grace as follows : Every 
promissory note or bill of exchange not expressed to be payabh? on demand, at sight or on i)resent- 
ment, is at maturity on the third day after the day on which it is cxiU’Cssed to be payable.^' 

8. In W*etion 24, we have provided for the case of a bill after sight" accepted for honour. 

9. We have altered section 26 so as to express the present practice, according to which, 
when a bill or note matures on a public holiday, it is deemed to be due on the next preceding 
business day. 

10. In section 27 wo have added the presumption that every negotiable instrument bearing a 

date was made or drawn on such date. The Evidence Act, section 114, does not quite 
suffice. \V(‘ have struck out the clause j)roviding that a receipt on the back of notes and bills 
is evideiwe of paymout by the maker or acceptor. This presumption, though im¬ 

portant in ICngland, is so weak in India as not to be worth inserting. We have also provided 
that when the instrument has been stolen or originall}' infected by fraud/invalidity or illegal¬ 
ity, the biirtlien of j)roving that the holder is a holder in due course lies njKm him. 

11. We have redrawn section 29 (now 126) thus: As between holders in due course of 

different j)arts (»f the same set, he who first acquired title to his part is entitled to the other 
parts." 

12. We have declared that section 38 (now 2S) shall be deemed to empower a corporation to 
make, accept or iiubirsc notes, bills pr cheques, except in cases in which under the law for the 
time being in force they are so cmjKiwered. 

13. Wc have declared (section 31) the laur as to the liability of a legal representative signing 
his name to a Jiote, hill or cheque. 

14. We have made seel ion 40 (now 30, fsto the liability of an agent signing) agree with the 
Contract Act, by wording the exception thus: except to those who induced him to sign 
upon the lielief that the ]»riiieipal t)nly would he held liable." 

15. The exception to section 42 (now 33) declares, in accordance with Mason, v. llumsey 
(1 Camp. 384), that “a ])artner may bind his linn by accej)ting in his own name for partnership 
purposes a hill drawn upon the firm." It would in tliis country be likely to mislead. We 
have therefore struck it out. 

16. Wc have omitled section 12, as the Indian Contract Act, 1872, will of its own force 
extend to all contracts evidenced by bills, notes and cheques. 

17. We have oontined section 45 (now 35) to cheques. As a rule, bankers decline to accept bills 
except in cases whore tlioy have specially agreed to do so. They cannot be expected to write 
off amounts from an ordinary account current to provide for acceptances. 

IS. Section 52 of Jlill No. II a])plies sections 13 1 and 135 of the Contract Act to the relations 
of suretyship between 1)314108 to lu'gotiable instruments. The result would be to extinguish tlie 
power which the holder of au accepted bill has at present to release the acceptor, reserving his right 
to charge the other parties. AVc have therefore substituted a section (42) which will save ^is 
jX)wer. 

19. We have expressly eontined the estoppels mentioned in sections 5t and 56 (now 44 and 45) 
to suits by holders in due course. A\'c have struck out the clause (55) relating to the estoppel 
of tlie acceptor from denying the drawer's signature. The Evidence Act, section 117, should, 
we think, in this respect remain untouched. 

2th In the case of n transfer without indorsement, section 66 of Bill No. II empowers 
the transferee to sue iqwn the instrument in his own name. We have struck out this jiower, 
which is not in accordance with the present law. We have abstained from expressly empowei*- 
ing such a transferee to sue in the name of the transferor, as this would have involvejJ fiirther 
|rovisious as to indemnify'Mg the latter, which could not fitly find their place in the present 

21. Section 76 ol Hill No JI declares, in acoordaiicc with American decisions, that the effect 
of an indorsement !or part of the sum remaiuiug due to the indorser is to give the indorsee a lien 
on the bill, hut not to transfer a right to sue, except in the indorser's name. There can, how- 
ever, be no doubt that such indorseracuts are not warranted by the custom of merchants, and we 
have snbsfitut4?d the clause originally framed by the Law Commissioners, namely, " 65. 
writing on a negotiable instrument is valid for the purjwse of negotiation, if such writing 
purports to transfer only a part of the amount of the instrument." 
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22. Section 82 (now 71) provides for presentment for acceptance of bills payable at sight as well 
as of bills payable after sight. As " at sight" will be equivalent to on demand^ ** we have 
confined this section to the latter class of bills. 

23. As foreign bills are equally with inland bills entitled to the privilege of days of grace^ 
we have^ in sections 87 and 88 (now 76 and 77) struck out the word ‘ inland.' 

2^1. We have omitted section 97^ as to posting instruments to be presented. It seems to us 
a useless provision. 

25. Wliere interest is expressly made payable at a s])ecified rate, we have provided in section 
101 (now 89) for i)ayment of interest in case of a suit to recover the principal sum due. 

26. We have omitted section 109 as conflicting with section 110 (now 97). 

27. When the drawee is incompetent to conti’act, we have declared (section 101) that the bill 
may be treated as dishonoured. 

28. Section 140 (now 137) provided, in exact accordance with, the Law Commissioners’ draft, 
• that the liability of the acceptor of a foreign bill should be regulated ])y the law of tlie plact* 

where he accepted the instrument and the liability of the indorser by the law of the ))lace 
where he indorsed the instrument. We think that this neither agrees with the rules of inter¬ 
national law nor the decisions of the English Courts (see, for instance, Roaqactla v. Ocermana, 
L. R. 10 Q.B. 525). The acceptor's liability is regulated by the law of the place of payment, 
and as the indorser is a surety for the acceptor, his liability is measured by that of his prin¬ 
cipal, is, ill otlier words, regulated by the /tu* loci of performance. We have altered section 140 
in accordance with these views. 

29. Section 140 is a fragment of the law of evidence, just as section 87 (as to a banker's lia¬ 
bility for negligence) is a fragment of the law of torts. But we think that those sections may 
conveniently stand where they are until the Evidence Act is revised and the law of torts 
codified. 

30. Wc think that the provisions as to bills in sets should be coutiiKjd to foreign bills, and 
we have (jonsequently transfciTetl them to chapter Xlll. We Iiave made the sections as to 
crossed cheques a sej)aratc chaj)ter and ])laced it near the end of the Bill. 

31. Wc have made some verbal amendments. 

32. Lastly, we have added to the schedule of repeals the two old statutes, 9 William III, 
c. 17, as to inland bills, and 3 & 4 Ann., c. 8, as to promissory notes. 

33. Wedesire to acknowledge the valuable ctiti<*isms received frohitlio Chambers of C^numerce 
at Calcutta, Madras, Bombay and Rangoon, from Mr. AVilliam Maepherson, Secretary to the 
late Indian Law Commission, from Pandit Lakshmi Narayaiia of Lucknow, and from 
Mr. Rattigaii the Government Advocate, Panjab; and Mr. Stokes is niiieh indebted to 
Sir R. Garth for st)me notes unoflicially eommimieated. • 

3t. We are well aware that the Bill does not deal exhaustively with the subject; but we 
believe that the Bill, the Contract Act (to which it is a supplcrnentj and the Kvidenee Act 
wiU, taken together, supply rules siifllcieiit for the disposal of the <iuestions that onlinarily arise 
as to the rights of parties to negotiable instruments. 

35. We, therefore, recomniend that the Bill be j)assed as amended; but we are of opinion that 
it has been so altered as to render republication desirable. We propose that it shall not be 
farther proceeded with until the Council re-assembles at Calcutta.

Simla, the 2Sth June 1878. 

No. 95. —Under the provisions of Section 56 
of the Indian Emigration Act (VII of 1871), the 
Governor General in Council is pleased to direct 
the substitution of the following for Rules 1 and 
7 of Schedule B of the rules relating to emi¬ 
gration from the port of Calcutta, which were 
I published in the Gazette of India of the 22nd 
February 1873:— 

Rule 1.— Ventilation of the hetween-dech :— 

Besides hatches there must be provided air- 
shafts, eowd-hcaded funnels or tubes, and one 
of Thiers’ automatic ventilators wdth 10-inch 
cylinder, and such other additional means for 
affording light and ventilation to the space intend¬ 
ed for the accommodation of the emigiants as the 
Protector and IMcdical Inspector of Emigrants 
may consider necessary. If there are any stern 
ports or side scuttles pj’ovided between-decks, they 
must he glazed, well-fitted, about 14 inches apart, 
and as close to the upper-deck as possible. 

RuU3 7.— Ventilation of the hold :— 

Except in vessels fitted with ventilating masts, 
in which case a proportionate reduction may be 
alloAved, there should be 5 steam pipes solidly and 
strongly put together, of stout metal or wood and 
air-tight, each at least 9 inches in diameter, fitted 
with cowl-heads, and leading from the hold to the 
open air on the upper-deck. There must also he a 
Thiers' automatic ventilator with 10-inch cylinder 
for the ventilation of the hold, and the automatic 
ventilator well as the ventilating roasts and 
steam pipes must he conveniently placed and so 
arranged as to carry off the steam from the cargo 
quite clear of the between-decks.

Bo. 376 .—^The Governor General in Council is pleased to invite tenders for the lease of the 
Great Coco Island in the Bay of Bengal. 

2. The lease will be for a period not exceeding SO years; the exact proportion of gross produce 
payable as rent and the term, within the above maximum period, during which the rent offered shall be 
payable, are left to the tenderers. 

3. In addition to the rent stipulated as payable^, the lessee will be bound to defray the expense of 
maintaining peace in the island and on its coasts, and of the administration of civil and criminal 
justice. The amount of such expense cannot at present be stated; but the Government ore p^pai^d to 
fix a maximum of Rs. 20,000 annually, beyond which the lessee would not be charged with any 
expenditure on these objects. The Government wHl, from time to time, fix the cost of such establish¬ 
ment^, and such cost the lessee will be required to defray quarterly in advance. 
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4. The Geverament reserve to themselves the administratioTi of Civil and Criminal Justice, 
Customs, Excise, and other Departments of Government, and the lessee will be entitled only to the 
produce of the soil, and to an exclwke right of fishery for one mile from high water mark, and 
to the use for local requirements, and not for sale out of the island, of such timber as it produces, and 
of stone, lime, sand and other building materials. 

5. The rent will be taken in kind and will consist of a fixed proportion not less than j-th of the 

gro <3 produce of the island. In the case of cocoa-nuts, the fixed proportion must be delivered free at 
Port Blair or any other place in the Andamans that Government may from time to time direct, in the 
husk, in good condition and of good quality, and must have been gathered in such proportions at the 
times most suitable for the manufacture of coir and oil, res])ectively, as the Superintendent of Port 
Blair may from time to time require. In the case of other produce, delivery of which will be taken in 
the island, the Government may at any time require the lessee to commute the produce in kind for a 
money payment calculated at a rate 20 per cent, below the rate then ruling in the'Eangoon market for 
similar produce of similar quality. ^ • 

. 6. The number of living cocoa-nut trees on the island when it is transferred to the lessee will 
be ascertained, and the lessee will be bound under penalty to maintain at least that number of living 
cocoa-nut trees, at once planting and rearing young trees in place of those that may die, be Wow'd down, 
or otherwise destroyed from time to time, ^e lessee is prohibited from cutting down any coeoa-niit 
trees without the written permission of the officer to whom Government may delegate authority to 
grant such permission.

Statement No, 70, regarding Famine relief operations in the Province of Mysore, for the 
week ending the 8M June 1878. 

SHOWEK.S continue to fall pretty gpenerally, and sowinpr operations are goin^ on more or less 
actively in every district. Iij the Mysore, Hassan, and Kadar Districts, where the young 
crops are in places above ground, complaints are made of damage done by locusts. Reaping 
of the Vysakh paddy is not yet complete. The tendency of pricHJS to rise noticed last week, 
16 again evident in the present returns, and till prices shew improvement, pressure must be 
felt. The famine Commissioner has made a short tour through the Tiirnkur District, from 
which reports had during the latter part of May not been quite so favourable. He is of opinion 
that while there is no ftiuse for fresh anxiety, it will be necessary to keep open relief-works 
in the more distressed taluks for at least three months. Prospeyte generally continue good. 

2. Imports of grain by rail amounted to 550 tons, or 624 tons less than in the week 
before. From Bangdore 460 tons, or 113 tons less than in the previous week, were exported 
to the interior. 

3. The number of persons on civil relief-works amounted to 7,310, shewing a decrease 
of 654, due to the completion of the transference of the Sira-Mysore Road to iirofessional 
supervision. The full effect of this change will be seen in next week's figures. 

4. In addition to the 12,327 people on the ordinary works of the province, the Public 
Works Department gave employment to 32,523 relief labourers, being a decrease of 1,234 
compared with last week, largely owing to the exclusion of the Mysore water-supply project 
from lie list of works conducted on relief principles. The following is the list of the more

In continuation of my letter No. 1673A., dated 14th June, I am directed to forward the 
weekly abstract report on the condition of districts in these Provinces for the week ending 15th 
June. 


2. The weather has been hot and dry during the week, and there are as yet no signs of 
the setting in of the rains. In most districts, there has been a very slight but decided rise in 
prices, and a further gradual rise must now be expected until thei'c is the assurance that 
sufficient rain will fall to produce an addition to the food-supply of the country. The weekly 
memorandum of prices accompanies this letter. 

3. The reports of the several districts are on the whole not unsatisfactory. There is 

considerable distress, which will increase until tho fall of rain brings employment to the 
laboring class, and brightens the prospects of all; but the relief measures in operation seem 
adequately to provide for meeting it. * * 


• 4. There has been a large increase in the number of laborers in the Basti district. In 
Agra the aggregate is not larger, but those now coming to the works arc not in so good 
condition as those who came earlier. There has been an ifferease generally in the other districts 
where works are in progress, and works have now been started in Budaon, Bijnor and Sultan- 
pur. The numbers on works and in poor-houses during the past and previous weeks are as

NEGOTIABLE INSTEFMENTS BILL, 

The Hon’ble Mb. Stokes presented the second Eeport of the Select Com« 
inittee on the BUI to define and amend the law relating to Promissory Notes, 
Bills of Exchange and Cheques. He said;—Although there is no motion 
before the Council, 1 propose, with your ExceUency’s permission, to make* 
a few remarks on the third stage of the slow, but I think I may say 
healthy, development of this measure. D|awn originally by the late 
Indian Law Commission and introduced, as I may remind the Council, 
in December 1867, the then mercantile members, Mr. Steuart Gladstone and 
Mr. Skinner, whUe approving of the proposal to codify the law of negotiable 
paper, strongly objected to the Bill on account of its numerous deviations 
from the English, which is practically *the Anglo-Indian, law on the sub¬ 
let. More urgent matters took up the time of Sir Henry Maine and Sic 
Eitzjames Stephen, and the Bill slumbered in its official pigeon-hole until the 
advent of Sir Arthur Hobhouse, who went through the Bill with the acuteness, 
industry and learning which he brought to bear on every subject with which 
he had to deal. He discovered a number of changes and omissions which had 
escaped Mr. Steuart Gladstone and Mr. Skinner, and satisfied himself that the 
Bill, if it were to go on at all, must be completely re-drawn. This laborious 
task was reserved for an excellent mercantUe lawyer, my friend Mr. Phillips, 
our late Secretary in the Legislative Department, and now, as we all know,' a 
leading member of the Calcutta Bar. Of the skill and patience with which 
Mr. Phillips did his work, I, who discussed every clause—I may say every 
word—with him, could speak with confidence and gratitude: but I prefer to 
read to the Council some of the opinions of men who cannot be supposed to be 
biassed by friendship.^ Thus the Bombay Chamber of Commerce, after making 
some criticisms to which the Select Committee have duly attended, say: * With 
these exceptions, the Chamber approve of the provisions of the Bill.’ The 
Madras Chamber say that ‘ the Bill, while containing some elementary inform¬ 
ation which might, it is subnutted, be omitted without detritaient, explains 
with precision many nice points of mercantile law and usage which, in the 
absence of legislative authority, are likely to excite controversy.’ The Cal¬ 
cutta Trades Assc^iation say ‘they have given it their careful considera¬ 
tion, and are of opinion that, so far as the Articular interests they represent 
are concerned, no objection can be taken to any of the provisions of the 
Bill.’ The Managers of the Allahabad Bank, the Agra Savings Bank 
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the Upper India Bank, and the Agent of the Bank of Bengal at ^ahabad, 
hare either fully approved of the Bill, or made suggestions so unimportant, 
that the Local Government has considered it unnecessary to forward them. So 
much for the mercantile experts. The lawyers follow suit. TIius the present 
Advocate General of Madras, Mr. O’Sullivan, states that, in his opinion, the 
Bill deals in the most satisfactory way with the difficult subject of negotiable 
instruments. ‘ The Bill,* he says, ‘ as altered by the Select Committee, is a 
carefully considered document, and, so far as I can see, leaves nothing unprovi¬ 
ded for T#fhich is required in such an enactment.’ The Eecorder of Eangoon 
‘ thinks the exclusion of hundis is the more to be regretted, considering the 
exhaustive, and satisfactory manner in which the Bill has dealt with the parti¬ 
cular classes of instruments it embraces.’ Similarly favourable opinions liave 
been received from two (fistinguisbed Native lawyers, Lakshmi Ndrlyana Pandit ^ 
of Lucknow, and Nandbhai Haridds of Bombay. 

“ The Eeport states minutely all the changes which the Committee have 
recently made. The first, and by far the most impurtant, is that in section 1. 
The Bill as framed by the Law Commissioners and introduced into this Council 
was silent as to Native Bills of Exchange, commonly called hundis. The result 
, of course would have been to render hundis subject to the Bill, without any 
saving of the custom of Native merchants. The {Select Committee, therefore, in¬ 
serted a clause declaring that nothing in the proposed Act should apply to hundis. 
But this went too far in the other direction. The Madras Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Recorder of Rangoon, the first Judge of the Small Cause Court at 
Rangoon, and Pandit Lakshmi Ndrayana have all urged us to bring hundis 
within the scope of the Act. As Lakshmi Ndrayana is a Native lawyer, I will 
first read the Council what he has said on this subject:— 

“ * I may also be permitted to state that I cannot understand why hundis have been except«d 
from the applicability of this Act unless it be to avoid interference with mercantile customs of 
Native bankers, whose opinion as to the suitableness of the law to their mutual transactions 
would perhaps be difficult to secure. After some enquiry from the mercantile classes of this city 
4 [Lucknow], 1 find that there is scarcely any difference between the provisions of the Bill and 
the rules whi<h, under the sanction of mercantile custom, govern the rights and liabilities of par¬ 
ties to a hiindi. I would respectfully suggest therefore that, unless there be any other strong 
objection to it, hundis be allowed lo^be governed by the same niles as the other Hills of 
Exchange, which is likely to facilitate dealings between Native merchants and bankers on the 
one part, and European bankers and houses on the other. The only part of the law which 
may be expected to be received as an innovation by Native bankers, and in the working of 
which they may find any difficulty, is chapter II as to noting and protest; but the appoint¬ 
ment as notary in each city of a respectable Native with whom the bankers may be exfiec^ted 
to be familiar, and who is sure to be easily accessible to them, is sure soon to reconcile them 
'to it by showing them its undoubted advantages.' 

“ The Bill, I may remark, provides for the appointment of such notaries. 
Then the Madras Chamber of Commerce say:— 

** * It appears to this Cliainbcr that a law relating to Promissory Notes, Bills of Exchange 
and Cheques should ajiply to the instniments teiTncd * hundis ’ in use among Natives, which, pre¬ 
sumably, rcjircscnt among the Native community the separately specified instniments employed 
by Europeans in financial and mercantile transactions. The Act extends to the w'holc of Bri¬ 
tish India, and should extend to all inhabitants of British India avIio have occasion to use nego¬ 
tiable instruments. In other brunches of legislation, no serious objection lias been raised to 
making Natives, like Europeans, amenable to Acts framed on English law, and this Chamber 
see no ocjcasion for an invidious distinction in the Bill under notice between the negotiable 
instruments of the two races. They submit that it should be an advantage to assimilate Native 
commercial practices to English usages.' 

“ The Recorder of Rangoon, after urging that the law relating to hundis 
stood more in need of definition than the law relating to Bills of Exchange, 
proceeds as follows:— 

' The omiasion of hundis may have arisen from a reluctance to interfere w'i|li the trading 
laws and customs of the country; but if that object ion were allowed to liave in all liases 
weight, no reformation or amendment of the law wi.uld take place; and there is no sufficiently' 
strong reason why, in this instance, it should have any. 1 do not profess to have a wide ac¬ 
quaintance with the law relating to hundis, but I have had both at the Bar and judicially 
frequently to deal with questions respecting them; and as far as my experience goes, and 
judging from the opinions 1 have received from bankers and Native merchants, 1 should say 
there is bnt a trifling difference in the law of hundis and that respecting our own Bills of 
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Exchange, and that, with a slight alteration in the definition of a Bill of Exchai^e, the 
present Bill might very well be extended as it stands to hundis. Probably in some few of their 
incidents, as with respect to notice, there may be some little difference; but if they exist they 
could easily be ascertained and provided for. Practically, however, these instruments pass fronk 
hand to hand by indorsement, and are regarded in the same light and treated in the same way 
as if all the incidents of an English Bill of Exchange attach^ to them. The objection, tlien, 
that by including them with negotiable instruments which are foreign to the countiy in 
the same legislation, it would di^ with our policy to leave the Native laws and customs 
intact, has not much force.^ 

” The first Judge of the Small Cause Court in Rangoon says 

‘ The law in the Presidency-to^ms has been adopted by the Natives in the Provinces as 
the custom of their dealings in hundis. The present Bill, with slight modifications, can be 
safely extended to hundis. Speaking by estimation, about 1,500 cases d year come before 
this Court on, or in respect of, Bills of Exchange and Promissory Notes. In almost the whole 
' of them Indian subjects are alone concerned. ... I therefore see os much of the practical 
working of the law of negotiable instruments us any Judge in India, and amongst various 
classes of ]>eople. 

''' I would respectfully suggest the omission of the restriction as to hundis.^ 

“The true solution of the difficulty, which Lakshmf NarAyana has 
perhaps underestimated, has been given by another eminent Native lawyer, 
Nandbhdi llaridas, who has acted as Judge of the High Court at Bombay, 
and is now Government Pleader in that Presidency. ‘ It is possible,’ he 
says, speaking of the usages of Native merchants relating to hundis, ‘ to leave« 
such customs and usages untouched, and yet, in matters not provided for by 
them, to apply the provisions of the Act to those instruments.’ This is what 
the Committee have now done. For ‘ nothing in this Act applies to hundis,’ 
tlie Bill now says ‘nothing licrein contained affects any usage relating to 
any instrument in an oriental language.’ The Bill will thus not only embody 
the ruling of Sir James Col vile in Amriiram v. Damoodhur Dass, that ‘ wlien 
the analogy between bills and hundis is complete, and there is po proof of 
any special usage, the English law appliesit wilj also give effect to the 
first principle of the policy of codification which the Government of India 
lias resumed, namely, that as little change as possible should be made in the 
substance of the existing law, whether enacte^by the Legislature, declared by 
judicial decision, or established by aficient usage. I may remark that our 
new words will not only save Native usages as to hundis, hut also usages 
(supposing such to exist) as to Native promissory notes and cheques. The 
(diangc is, as I have said, of the very first importance, and the Committee 
(ehiefly in consequence of this change) recommend that the Bill be republished, 
that it should be carefully examin^ by the local authorities, and that its 
further consideration should be stayed till we reassemble in Calcutta. 

“ The Report acknowledges the valuable criticisms received from the Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce at Calcutta, Madras, Bombay and Rangoon. They had been 
most useful, and the thanks of the Legislature wei’e due to the able and busy men 
who had given up their valuable time to the work of improving the Bill. Omis¬ 
sion to make any particular change which they recommended was not duo to 
any carelessness or neglect on the part of the Committee, but solely to our in¬ 
ability to concur in the propriety of the change. Thus section 59 of the amcndcjd • 
J3ill (=8ection 70 of Bill No. II) declares that the indorser of a negotiable iiLstru- 
ment may by express words restrict the right of the indorsee to negotiate, and 
gives ‘ Pay C ’ as an instance of an indorsement which does not exclude tlie 
right of further negotiation. On this the Bengal Chamber objects that ‘ at pre- 
sent, the indorsement ‘ Pay C ’ would he considered as requiring C to apply per¬ 
sonally for the money, and would not empower him to transfer the docurntml tu 
any other than the drawee.’ But I venture to maintain tlxat the illustration is 
perfectly right. It has been ruled over and over again that the omission of the 
words ‘ or order * in a spex?ial indorsement will not restfain the negotiability of a 
bill, the reason being that the indorsee takes it with all its incidents, among 
which its nfigotiable quality is included.” 

His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of the Panjdb said that, as he 
should not be able to attend the Council when the Bill for Negotiable Instru¬ 
ments came up for consideration, he wished, with His Excellency’s permission, 
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to say a few words on the present occasion—though there was no motion 
before the Council—with regard to the iteration which had been made 
in the scope of the Bill by the amendment introduced into clause 1. When 
the BUI \N'as first sent out in 1868, the Panjab Government, after con¬ 
sultation with the Judges of the Chief Court, objected to the inclusion of 
Native hundis in the scope of the Bill, and made certain recommendations re¬ 
garding the way in which they should be treated. The Judges of the Chief 
Court, in their letter to the Pan jab Government, showed clearly that there was a 
distinct lex loci in regard to hundis which universally governed those transactions; 
that a summary of it was to be found in the Manual of the principles of Civil 
Law, then ip use in the Panjab, and which had been compiled, after very careful 
enquiry, by Mr? Temple,—now^ Sir Richard Temple—who had carefully enquired 
into the Native customs of the large commercial towns in the Pan jab, and shown . 
distinctly that the custom in regard to Native Bills of Exchange—hundis in fact 
—was very different in principle to that w^hich prevailed in regard to such docu¬ 
ments under English law. Subsequently, when the Bill was sent down to the 
Local Governments for consideration, hundis were expressly excluded from its * 
scope; and he found now that, at a very late period, and upon what he thought 
insufficient reasons, the law regarding hundis would by this Bill be placed on an 
entirely different footing. Instead of hundis being excluded from the opera¬ 
tion of the Bill, the provisions of it were now made applicable to them. 
Usages relating to hundis were saved, but the existence of such usages would have 
to be proved in each case; and thus suits regarding hundis were placed upon 
a footing entirely different to that on which they stood in the first and second 
editions of the Bill. This was such a radical change in the Bill that, in 
the place of merely republishing it, he thought it should be referred to Local 
Governments for reconsideration and report. dPhis did not appear from the 
motion on the paper, nor from the Report of the Select Committee, and for that 
reason he brought it to His Excellency’s notice, as he desired that the Bill 
should not only be republished, but also be referred for reconsideration to the 
Lbcal Governments. He was of opinion that the change had been introduced 
with much too little consideration, and, as it seemed to him,—so far as the 
Province over wliieli he had the |^onour to preside was concerned—very much to 
the detriment of the law. 

His Excellency the President remarked that, as he understood the ob¬ 
servations of his lion’ide friend Mr. Stokes, it was proposed by him that the 
Bill should be referred to Local Governments for further consideration. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Stokes was afraid that he had expressed himself indis-* 
tinctly; but he certainly had intended to say, and he believed that he had 
said, that the amended Bill would be referred to the local authorities for 
examination. It had always been the practice of the Legislative Department, 
when republishing a Bill of importance, to send it again to the Local Governments 
for consideration and report; and on the present occasion, not only would this 
he done, but the Local Governments would he requested to have the Bill repub¬ 
lished in their Gazettes in English and the Native languages. As to the state¬ 
ment of his hon’blc friend the Licutenant-Govemor that the lex loci was exclud- 
* ed by the Bill, he begged to say that, on the contrary, it was expressly preserved 
by the first section. What could he clearer than ‘ nothing herein contained 
affects any usage relating to any instrument in an oriental language ?’ If H^^ 
Honour could suggest Letter words, he (Mr. Stokes) was sure the Committee 
w’ould gladly adopt them. As to His Honour’s other statement that the change 
had been made with much too little consideration, he would remark that, if 'Hig 
Honour had only been present on the Committee and heard the long and anxious 
discussion of the question, initiated by himself and maintained by Advocate 
General (Mr. Paul), Mr. Evans and Sir Edward Bayley, he would neffer have made 
such a charge as that. The subject was one which had received the most careful* 
oonsideralion : the change was exactly in accordance with paragraph 19 of the 
despatch (Legislative, No. 34, dated 10th May, 1877) in which the Government 
of India had informed the Secretary of State of their intention to revise the Bill; 
and the extension of the BiU to hundis, far from causing detriment to the law 
in the Panjab or elsewhere, would, he (Mr. Stokes) was convinc^, be regard- 
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eiy not only by lawyers, but by all intelligent mercantile men, as highly bene¬ 
ficial. 

His Honour the Liehtenant-Govekhou said that he understood that the 
Panjab Government had been, on one occasion, rebuked by this Council for 
sending in an uninvited opinion to'the Select Committee of the Government of 
India in the case of the Panjdb Tenancy Bill of 1868. It was not stated 
in the List of Business tliat the present Bill was to be referred to Local Govern- 
• nicnts for consideration, nor was it stated in the Eeport of the Select Com¬ 
mittee, and. for that reason he thought it right to bring the matter to His 
Excellency the President’s notice.' 

His Excellency the President observed that his hon’ble friend the 
Lieutenant-Governor was right in so doing, but that hfi fully understood bis 
fion’ble friend Mr. Stokes’ intention to be to refer the Bill again to Local 
Governments for their consideration. Still he thought it might be desirable to 
embody that intention in the form of a motion. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Stokes then moved that the Bill he referred to the Local 
Govcniments for consideration and report. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

NOBTH-WESTEIIN PROVINCES LAND-REVENUE ACT 
AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Stokes also moved that the Hon’ble Mr. Colvin be added 
to the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the North-Western Provinces 
Land-Revenue Act, 1873. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

BRITISH BURMA ELEPHANTS BILL. 

The llon’ble Mu. Thornton moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
prevent th8 indiscriminate destruction of wild elephants in British Burma, 
lie said that legislation, for the object stated in the title of the Bill, had 
been strongly recommended by the Local Govefiiment of British Burma, and 
was considercnl by the Government of India to be urgently required, becanse 
<hc destruction of wild elephants in British Burma was going on, and had 
been going on, so extensively and so indiscriminately that, if allowed to 
proceed, it must ultimately lead to the extinction of the breed. In support of 
this statement, he need only trouble the Council with a few extracts from the 
official correspondence oh the subject. 

Major Seaton, the Conservator of Porests in British Burma, wTote as fol¬ 
lows :— 

nierc me many large and suitable areas on, and contiguous to, the Donat Range where 
elopliants we^e found in great numbers, but where haidly a single small he^rd is now' lo be met 
with, exmsequent on the hunting proclivities of the Karens, wdio iio\v shoot the males and 
f(‘malcs indiscr'm'itiiitoly, urging, as a plea, that the unimals are becoming so scarce that the 
hunters cannot ;'ftor(l to limit o])crationB to only the malei^ although the females rarely furnish 
a tooth large enc ugh for a dagger handle, and but little or their eareashcs can be eaten and 
carried away/' 

TheD^juty Commissioner of Bassein remarked in his letter of the 17th 
October:— 

“ Elephants are constantly slaughtered in the most w'asteful manner, in hope of obtaining 
their tusks; and I am of opinion that, if (foveminent rosily contemplates the capture of wild 
elephants, all killi ig, except for purposes of defence of crops, should be prehibiteJ/' 

Again, the Officiating Commissioner of the Pegu Division wrote:— 

«• The Officiating Conservator of Forests quite recently spoke to me on the subject, and 
stated that, in parsing through certain tracts well known as the favourite haunts of wild 
elephants, he i-eocatedly came on herds without a single tusker, and consisting mostly of 
females, and that i a enquiring he found that all tlie male tuskers were i^Btematicallyshot down 
by Karens for the f^ake of the ivory, while from other sources 1 have reason to believe that the 
males are generally throughout the country shot down as soon as their tusks attain a market¬ 
able size-^a process which must lead, first to the deterioration, and ere long to the extinction, 
of the breed." 


f 
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To present this result, namely, the ultimate extinction of the breed of de- 
phants, was a matter of public concern, because the herds of wild elephants in 
the forests of British Burma constitute the source of supply of the elephants 
largely used in British Burma, not only for military and other State purposes, 
but also for purposes connected with the great and growing timber trade of 
that Province. He believe that an attempt had been made to meet the evil 
under consideration, by the issue, under executive authority, of rules prohibi* 
ting the destruction of wild elephants, except under license from the district 
officer or in the defence of life or crops ; but, as these rules had no legislative 
sanction, they could not be enforced by le^ process, and had bonsequently 
proved more or less inoperative. To meet this difficulty, legislation had been 
proposed, which would have the effect of placing the existing system on a leg^ 
basis: and he might add tliat the provisions of the Bill would be found to be 
based on the provisions of an enactment passed with the same object in 187d 
for the Mad^ Presidency, which had been found to work well. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

BOMBAY INDEBTED AGEIOULTURISTS RELIEE BILL, 

The Hon’ble Mb. Goceebell moved for leave to introduce a Bill for the 
relief of indebted Agriculturists in certain parts of the Presidency of Bombay. 
He said that the proposal to legislate on this subject was one of the results of 
the investigation conducted, and the report made, by the Dekkhan Riots Gommis* 
sion in regard to the very serious disturbances which took place in certain 
districts of the Bombay Presidency about three years ago. Those dis¬ 
turbances had their origin in circumstances not unlike those which led to 
the rising of the Santhal population in Bengal in the year 1855 ; but 
whilst in the case of the Santhdls other questions were mixed up with their 
special grievance in regard to debt and the exactions of their creditors, and the 
avowed object of the outbreak was to subvert the reigning power, the sole aim 
and purpose of the raiyats of the Dekkhan was to wreak their vengeance on the 
liated oppressor—^the saukdr—^and to procure the extinction of the evidence 
afforded by the bonds taken faom them in most cases without adequate consi¬ 
deration, which had been in the past, and was likely to be again in the future, 
used with such fatal effect against them by their creditors. 

Tlie riots, though they extended over twenty-two villages in the Ahmed- 
nagar district and eleven villages in Poona, were attended with no loss of life, 
and caused no indiscriminate destruction of property; the operations of the 
rioters were confined to w'hat to them doubtless seemed the laudable purpose 
of finally settling accounts with their creditors, and they attacked, burned and 
plundered the houses and property of the latter, ransacking every place where 
the bonds which they had been forced to execute were likely to be kept. 

The constitution of the Gommission was such as to afford the best guar¬ 
antee for the impartiality and freedom from local bias or prejudice of the con¬ 
clusions at which it might arrive in regard to the causes of the outbreak, and 
the defects of administratioh or the operation of the law, if any, which 
might have conduced to its occurrence ; for it included, in addition to two civi¬ 
lians and a Native gentleman belonging to the Bombay Presidency, a civilian 
taken from the North-Western Provinces, and selected presumably for his 
varied experience in revenue administration and the condition and circum¬ 
stances of agricultural industry. 

The Gommissioners had, by the thoroughness of their enquiry and ‘their 
exhaustive treatment of the whole subject connected with it, if (Mb. Cock- 
XSBEi.ii) might venture to say so, rendered a very important s^ice, not only to 
the Bombay Presidency in which their inquiries were conducted, but to the 
country at large, inasmuch as the state of things brought to light in r^gW to 
the relations subtisting between the professional money-lender and the agri- 
eulturist, though found probably in its worst form in the Dekkhan districts, had 
its parallel, in some degree at least, amongst certain classes of c r edi to rs and 
d^tors in other parts of the Empire.

The inrestigatioii instituted by the Oommission had elicited a mass of 
valuable information in regard to the dealings between the raiyat and the moncy> 
lender, and as to the condition and circumstances of the agricultural industry 
genendly in the Dekkhan districts, which in point of bulk was, when compressed 
into print, but very inadequately represented by the substantial volume which 
he (Mr. Oockbbbll) held in his hand. The fact of the extreme indebtedness 
of a large section of the agriculturists in the districts in which the investiga- 
tion was made had been conclusively established : nor was this genqral state of 
debt, though it had assumed much larger dimensions of late years, of recent 
origin: *it had existed in some degree almost from the time of the conquest of 
the Bekkham and its annexation to British territory. There had,‘however, been 
intervals of prosperity : the settlements of 1836-3'^ recognized for the first time 
or created the agriculturist's proprietary interest in his l^d, and this gave him 
a considerably enhanced credit with the money-lender; then the construction 
of railways and public works, and the stimulus given to the cultivation of, 
and trade in, cotton throughout these districts by the American war, followed 
in succession, causing a free expenditmre of money and consequent rise in the 
value of agricultural produce. This tide of prosperity began to ebb after 
1866-67, and by 1870 prices had fallen, and an adverse state of things set in, 
which culminated in the disturbances of 1875. The small raiyat's condition had 
been rendered worse further by a marked increase of population without any 
corresponding expansion of the area under cultivation or the productive 
capacity of the land; he had also contracted habits of increased expenditure 
on personal comfort, which in his less prosperous circumstances he was loath to 
forego. 

As an illustration of the extent of indebtedness and hopeless embarrass¬ 
ment which had been reached in the case of some of these raiyats at the time of 
the outbreak, he (Mr. Cockerell) would quote some statistics furnished in 
the Commissioners' Beport. The particulars in this respect of some twelve 
villages selected at random had been recorded, showihg an aggregate book-debt 
of nearly two Mkhs of rupees, whilst the revenue assessment of the debtors' 
lands amounted to about Bupees 10,000, and their proprietary interest in 
the same was estimated to be equivalent* to ten years' revenue; so that 
the total debt in these villages was double the full value of the en- 
tire land belonging to the debtors. This would seem obviously to point to 
the conclusion that the consideration actually passed to the debtors in these 
must have been wholly disproportionate to the sum of their recorded obli^. 
tions; for under no other hypothesis could the money-lending creditors carry on 
their business, where the value of the security was so much bdow the out¬ 
standing debts represented by it, without absolute ruin. 

This conclusion, as to the extreme disparity between the extent of the 
accommodation actually obtained by the borrower and hLs recoi-dcd obligation 
in respect of it, was fuUy corroborated by the facts wliich had been recorded by 
a member of the Commission in regard to this question. lie (Mr. Cockt-jrell) 
would cite a particular case—an extreme, one certainly, but one tlmt liarl been 
brought to light in the course of the enquiry. A raiyat had borrowed B<upees 10, 

at the end of ten years from the date of the loan, his account with his cre¬ 
ditor stood thus: ho had paid Bupccs 110 and still owed Rupees 220. So that 
in the short space of ten years, through the process of repeated renewal of bonds 
in which compound interest at high rates was added to the principal, his debt 
had been made to mount up to thirty-three times the sum actually borrowed 
by him. 

The causes of this extreme indebtedness had been recorded in much detail 
in the report of the Commission, and the possible eflcct of the Government 
revenue assessments and the state of the law applicable to the relations of cre¬ 
dits and debtor, in conducing to the embarrassments of the agriculturists, had 
formed the subject of close enquiry and full discussion, not only in the general 
report, but also in the separate minutes or memoranda which had been 
recorded by some of the members of the Commission. Foremost amongst the 
eauaes of the existing compUcatkmr were (1) unfavourable conditions of soil and 
nlimiir: (Z) kierease of population in excess of any increase in the local supply 
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of moans of supj)oi’tin" such population; (8) tlie obligations of ancestral debt^ 
and (1) the nionry-lender’s custom of inordinately enhancing the original debt 
by charges of coiaj)ouad interest at high rates, and constant exaction from the 
debtor of fresh bonds or other instioimcnts of obligation. 

An additional recorded cause of tlie general increase of debt amongst the 
raiyats of late years ^vas the greater facility of obtaining credit on inadequate 
security, brought about through the more active prosecution of the money- 
lending business by a lower class of saukars. 

There could be no doubt thatthe raiyats of the Dekkhan districts were placed 
at a very great disadvantage, owing to the naturally unproductive gharacter of 
t he soil and the ?ipccially precarious nature of the rainfall in that part of the 
eoiintry; for it was estimatenl that, with the frequent recurrence of drought and 
f»llu*r unfavourahle conditions of agriculture, in not more than one year out of 
three did the cultival or obtain a satisfactory return for his labour. As the raiyats 
in these districts held thidr lands under direct engagement with the Govern¬ 
ment, the. possible eonnoctioiL of the i*evenue-system wdth, and its partial 
res])oiisibility for, tlie poverty and embarrassments of the people became an 
iniportant su])jeet of enquiry, 'i lie report of the Commission, whilst it did 
not siiow tliat llu? assessment of the laud fixed at tlie latest revision of settle- 
Tricnts pressed with undue harshness upon the raiyats, expressed the opinion 
tiiat , in tlio peculiar conditions of tlie Dckklmn as regards climate and the pro¬ 
ductive ca])aeily of the soil, the fixity of the Government revenue demand 
operated adversely to the direction of kci'ping the^iuiltivator free from the 
need of recourse to borrowing. A more elastic system under wdiich the demand 
would lietter correspond in point of lime with his ow’ii realization of profit from 
tlie land, without at the same time introducing to too great an extent the 
element of uncertainty as to tlie amount of the demand, would, it was repre¬ 
sented, be more suitabh^ to the exigencies of the case. 

The present state of the law’ relating to the administration of justice and 
the procedure of the Civil Courts, in so far as it governed or affected the 
dealings betw^ecn the saukars and the raiyats, was fully considered and dwelt 
upon in much detail in tJie rgport of the Commission. It was held that 
the difficulties of the raiyat had been graatly increased in his earlier boiTOW- 
ing transactions wdth the money-lender through the change in the Law 
of Limitation as regards the period allowed for suing on contract-debts which 
was introduced by the Act of 1859. Previous to the operation of that en¬ 
actment, the law gave? a period of tw'olve years, and in practice it was found 
that the creditor was content to allow’' debts to nm on without any settlement 
of accounts, and bearing simjile interest at the ordinary rate for ten or 
elov-on years; whereas after ihe change in the law’ the custom of coming to 
a settlement and renewing hoiids cn tlie t'U'ms of adding interest to the amo'unt 
of the original obligaiiou every second year gradually sprung up and had 
boeoiTKi one of the chief causes of t)ij raiyats'embairassments. At each reeuiring 
renewal of a bond or other inshunu-nt of obligation, tlie opportunity of 
enhancing the propoi*tions of the previous debt hy the addition of fictitious 
charges of variou.5 kinds was larg^dy taken advantage of hy the money-lender, and 
the effect of a rcnev.’al, even W iiere no additional consideration w’as given, 
was frnquiutly to double thi^ previous debt. 

The mode; of dealing w ith casc^j between thesaukdr and tho raiyat when 
brought iato Court ami tl:o whole procedure of the Civil Courts in reference to 
such eas('s were w holly to the advautagfi of tho creditor. Ho could, by collu¬ 
sion w’itl; tho Courts* ollicors, delay or prevent the service of the usual process 
giving not ice of his claim being about to be adjudicated; and where this fraud 
was not resorted to, the raiyat, fr'un his ineapaeity, through ignoiwcO) to set 
up an answer to tho plaintilT’s claim, or h;s inability to give tho4ime required 
for a possibly prolonged atteudanee at a distant Court, put in no appearance; 
find so it resuhed that, in tho easc^ of an overwhelming majority of suits insti-' 
tuted by the moiiey-lciulers, the Courts granted ex parte decrees. 

It w.as showm further that the srulAr, having thus obtained a decree without 
any examination of the circaimstani'es of his claim, had thereby acquired'a fresh 
oppression and exaction; for, under the pressure of the process 
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issued by the Court in execution of the decree, he could extort from his judg¬ 
ment-debtor almost any terms that he chose to impose upon him, the fesir 
of haying to go to jail upon the issue of a warrant of arrest ^ng sufficient to 
induce the latter to agree to anything. 

That warrants of arrest were largely applied for with no hand, fide inten¬ 
tion of imprisoning the debtor, was clearly established by the very small pro¬ 
portion of cases in which such imprisonments had followed on the issue of war¬ 
rants of arrest; for, seeing that the average raiyat would only in the gravest ex¬ 
tremity voluntarily expatriate himself for any considerable period, the hypothesis 
he c&uld evade a teal and active pursuit with the object of apprehending 
him was wholly untenable. Ample evidence vras elicited in the enquiries 
of the Commission to show that the worst twist was given to {lie raiyat’s coU 
indebt^ness after his creditor had obtained from’the Civil Court a decree 
against him; for the decree formed the basis of a fresh agreement and starting- 
point in a further chain of embarrassments, in which the terms exact^ from the 
debtor were more oppressive than those wMch marked the stages of bond-renew¬ 
als to avoid limitation. 

To remedy this state of things, the report of the Commission recommended 
two projects of sp^ial legislation: one designed to protect the debtor in his 
early dealings with his creditor and mitigate the difficulties of his position 
during the first stage of those dealings, i.e,, the period before the institution of 
a suit against him in the Civil Coiut; the ouier for the amendment of the 
P!Tj fi t.iTig law relating to the execution of decrees. 

Draft Bills to dfect these objects were incorporated with the report of the 
Commission: the first draft made provision for (1) the appointment of public 
notaries by whom all instruments of obligation to.be execute by raiyats in favour 
of the saukdr might be written and roistered; (2)the enforcement of the praotioe 
of granting receipts for money-payments and annual statements of account or 
pass-books on the requisition of the borrower, and (3) declaring the effect of the 
registratitm of instruments by notaries to be—for the purpose of extending 
the period of limitation fixed by the present law in respect of contracts from throe 
to six years—equivalent to registration under the Indian Begistration Act. 

Tim second Bill embraced (1) the abolition imprisonment for debt; (2) the 
exemption of the judgment-debtor’s necessaries in execution of a decree; (8) the 
restriction of the power of directing the attachment and sale of immovable 
property in execution of a decree for money, to the District Courts; (4) the 
introduction of rules for securing a preliminary investigation ns to title where 
the sale of a judgment-debtor’s interest in any immovable property was or- 
^red by a Civil Court, fad (5) the prevention of agreements, without adequate 
consideration, made by a judgment-debtor in favour of his creator, under the 
pressure of the issue of the Court’s process in the execution of a decree against 
him. 

In addition to these legislative proposals, the Commissioners further recom¬ 
mended, in view to cheeking the prevalent practice of granting deoroes 
ex parte, tiic establishment of special Courts for the trial of small causes, which 
should hold their sittings in the vUlages in or near which the persons againat 
whom suits were instituted resided, so os to bring the administration of justice 
as near as possible to the home of every person sued in connect ion with his 
borrowing transactions, and that the Native Judges of the regular Civil Courts 
should be employed in m^ing tours of inspection of these sjiecial village 
Courts within the local limits of their jurisdiction, respectively, so as to insure 
regularity and uniformity of practice in their procedure and action. 

The Government of Bombay, shortly before the late Governor of t.hgt Pre¬ 
sidency quitted office, reviewed the entire report of the Conunission in a letter 
addressed to the Government of India in April 1877. The Local Government 
accepted the general conclusions of the Commission in regard to the excessive 
indebtedness of a large proportion of the raiyats in the districts to which the 
enquiry had extended, and the causes of it, but did not consider that any case 
had been made out against the existing land assessments or the system ’^under 
which the Government revenue was realized, as reasonably entitled to be reckon¬ 
ed amongst the causes of the raiyats’ present embarrassments. 
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In the opinion of the Bombay Government, there was no other way of 
acting on the rather vague suggestions of the Commission, that greater 
elasticity in the regulation and recovery of the revenue demand was needed, 
than reverting to the old system of taking the Government revenue in kind—a 
retrograde course which that Government could never agree to. A fluctuating 
demand, on the other hand, under which the revenue-payer would never know 
what claims he might have to meet would, by introducing the element of 
uncertainty into the relations between the Government and the raiyat, produce 
a greater evil than that which it was designed to counteract. 

Some reference had been made by the Commissioners to the* system of 
revenue admii\^stration obtaining in Madras, where similar raiyatw&ri settle¬ 
ments prevailed ; but it was shown in the minute recorded by a member of the 
Bombay Council which accompanied the letter of the Local Government above . 
mentioned, that in point of fact the grant of remissions in seasons in which, 
through drought or other imtoward circumstances, there was an extensive 
failure of crops, to which the report of the Commission had made allusion, was 
as much the practice in the revenue administration of the Dekkhan districts as 
in that of the Madras Presidency. 

As regards the effect of the present law and system of administration of 
justice in bringing about or contributing to the state of things brought to light 
through the investigation of the Commission, the Local Government were 
clearly of opinion that the change in the Law of Limitation introduced in 1859, 
which so materially shortened the period within which suits upon breach of 
contract would He, and the procedure of the Civil Courts under which so many 
decrees were given on an entirely ex parte view of the money-lender's claims, 
were the causes of much of the raiyat's embarrassments. T?hey accordingly 
expressed their concurrence in those protective measures advocated in the 
report of the Commission, which embraced (1) the estabUshment of pubHc 
notaries for the preparation and registration of instruments to be executed by 
the raiyats in favour of the money-lenders, by way of security for the re¬ 
payment of loans ; (2) the enforcement of the grant of receipts for money 
paid, statements of account, and pass-books by the saukdr, on the requisition 
of the raiyat, and (3) an improved mode of trial of suits upon money claims 
by the Civil Courts; and they pressed upon the Government of India the ex¬ 
pediency of reverting to the old Law of Limitation in force previous to 1859 
in respect of suits upon contracts. 

The Local Government further, in connection with the recommendations 
of the Commission regarding an improved method o^ adjudication of claims 
for the recovery of debts in the Dekkhan districts, indirectly invited a declara¬ 
tion from the Government of India as to how far definite proposals for an 
increase of expenditure on judicial estabHshments would meet with favourable 
consideration; but, as regarded the scheme submitted by the Commission for the 
amendment of the law relating to the execution of decrees, they were not gene¬ 
rally in favour of the proposal for the abolition of personal arrest and imprison¬ 
ment for debt, nor did they approve of the suggested limitations in regard to 
the sale, by the order of Civil Courts, of immovable property in satisfaction of a 
decree for money ; whilst in respect of the further suggested enactment for pre¬ 
venting the improper use of a decree by the judgment-creditor, they expressed 
no opinion. 

The -whole matter rested in this state until the question of further action 
was taken up by the present Gefvemment of Bombay, who early in the cuiTcnt 
year addressed the Government of India, submitting fresh legislative pro{K>sal 5 
for effecting the following objects :— 

let. (o) The enforced examination by the Civil Cq^t of the merits 
of every claim for which it w'^as asked to give a decree,^whe- 
ther any defence was made to such claim or not. 

(6) The disallowance of the obligation of any person to discharge 
ancestral debts, unless such person in the Court's presence 
expmssed his readiness to accept responsibility for such 
debts. • 
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(o) The disallowance of the compound interest included in anj 
clainiy as well as all interest in excess of a sum equal to 
the principal represented in such claim. 

2nd. The declaration of the insolvency of any debtor upon his per¬ 
sonal application, otherwise than after his arrest in execu¬ 
tion of a decree against him. 

3rd. The prevention of the sale of any land by order of a Ci\4l Court 
in satisfaction of a decree for money, unless the land had 
been specifically pledged as security for the debt and the 

* contract under which it was so pledged had been reduced 

to writing, and the written instrument embodying the same 
duly registered. 

Thus far he (Me. Oockeeell) had very briefly summarized the facts and cir¬ 
cumstances leading up to the motion now before the Council, by way of explana¬ 
tion of the reasons for the special legislation now proposed. It only remained for 
him to state the objects of the Bill which he was asking leave to introduce. 
■They were three in number, namely:— 

1. To empower Courts having insolvency jurisdiction to declare a 

person to be insolvent on his personal application, although 
he might not have been arrested in execution of a decree. 

2. To limit the power of the Civil Court in respect of the sale of 

inunovable property in satisfaction of a decree for money to 
cases in winch the property was specifically pledged as 
security for the claim decreed. 

3. To enforce the reduction into writing of all contracts so pledging 

immovable property, and the registration of the instru¬ 
ments embodying such contracts. 

The Council would observe that legislation for effecting any one of these 
objects would involve an amendment of the new Coder of Civil Procedure or 
the Contract Law or the Indian Registration Act, i.e.y enactments passed by this 
Council. It followed consequently that the proposed Bill, if it was to be 
proceeded with, must be undertaken in the Cq|incil of the Governor General 
instead of the Local Council, as the latter had no power to deal with matters 
affecting the provisions of Acts passed by the superior Council. 

As to the policy of the objects of the Bill, he need only say that, when the 
provisions of the new Civil Procedure Code were under discussion, there was 
-every disposition on the part of the members of the Select Committee by whom 
the details of that enactment were considered, to accept the principle of an 
unrestricted system of insolvency adjudication ; and they were only deterred, 
he thought, from giving effect to the larger measure, by the consideration of 
the insufficiency of the machinery available to secure its efficient operation. 
Such an objection would not apply in the case of the present Bill, the 
operation of which was limited to four districts only. 

The propriety or expediency of the prohibition of the sale of land in satisfac¬ 
tion of decrees for money had been largely discussed in connection with the same 
Code, and there were not wanting advocates of such a course, even if applied 
to the whole of India ; and at all events there was ample precedent for the 
adoption of such a policy when its application was restricted to tlie small arcui 
within which this Bill, if passed into law, would take effect. 

The enforcement of the registration of aU documents affecting title to, or 
interest in, immovable property without restriction as to the value of the 
interest, had more than once been advocated by liim (Mr. Cockerell) in this 
Council, as a fit provision for all India; and the only tenable objection tliat he 
had ever heard made to such a proposal was the inadequacy of the present 
registering offices and establishments for such an undertaking and the 
consequent inconvenience and harassment to the people which would result 
from such an obligation if applied to all parts of the country. The force of 
such an objection would of course be largely diminished in the case under 
discussion, because, as before remarked, the area of the operation of the measure

ATould be small, and the ezecntire would take care to make the needful profit 
sion in the way of a suitable agency for the registration of documents,' the 
registmtion of which was thus made compulsory. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. • . 

^ CODE OF CIVIL PROCEDUEE AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Ilon’ble Mn. Stokes moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
the Code of CivU Procedure. He said that that Code had now been in force for 
nearly nine months, and the object of the present Bill was to make some amend¬ 
ments which experience had shown to be either necessary or desirable. He 
might mentioUi that the late Law Member, as well as the rest of the Select 
Committee, had fuUy tunticipated that necessity for making amendments 
would ai-ise in a short time after the Code had become law. It was, however, 
thought desirable that the Code should be enacted while Sir Arthur Holdiouse 
was in the country, so as to give the Indian public the great benefit of the 
explanations which the Council would remmnber he made on the occasion of 
the Code being passed. But ogni gram ha la sua smola, ‘ every grain has its 
bran,’ and it must be confessed that this benefit was somewhat counterbalanced 
by certain faults, both in form and substance, which would probably have been 
corrected had more time been given to revise the numerous alterations made 
by the Select Committee in the last edition of the Bill. Mk. Stokes thought 
ho would now best discharge his duty by merely mentioning the more im¬ 
portant changes which the Executive had recommended to be made, and 
saying nothing whatever of the comparatively unimportant drafting alterations 
which he himself considered desirable. 

The fourth section of the Code saved “ any local law prescribing a special 
procedure for suits between landlord and tenant.” It had been held that the 
local laws referred to hero were only local laws in foioo when the Code was 
passed. The result, of course, was that the local legislatures were debarred from 
making any law dealing with that matter. It was accordingly proposed to 
amend this section by inserting after “ local law ” the wmds “ whether before 
or after this Code comes into operation.” It might also be desirable to make 
a similar amendment with regaM to Certain suits between landholders and their 
agents. 

Seel ion 229 of the Code provided for the execution in British India of 
decrees of any Courts established by the authority of the British Government 
" in the territories of any Native Prince or State in India.” He need hardly 
remind the Council how extremely difficult it was to say what “ India” really 
TnAunt. ; if hon’blc members would look into Colonel Yule’s edition of the 
Book of Ser Marco Polo, they Avould see that the term had been vaguely used 
from the time of Pliny. Indeed, until Sir Fitzjames Stephen’s Bill conso¬ 
lidating the statutes relating to this country wns passed into law, it would be 
impossible to say Avith confidence what the term “ India ” comprised. The 
result of the present AA ording of section 229 A\'as to exclude certain Courts, 
for instance the Court of the Resident at Mandalay, from the operation of the 
section, and that led to obvious inconvenience. The Bill would accordingly 
substitute the words “ Foreign Prince or State ” for the words “Native Prince 
or State in India.” 

■\Yhcn a judgment-debtor was imprisoned and the District Court Avas situat¬ 
ed a long distance from the jail, some inconvenience had been caused by the 
requirement of section 339 of the Code, that the monthly payment of subsist¬ 
ence-money of the prisoner riiould be made to the proper officer of the Court. 
If the decree-holder failed to pay this money, the Court’s fcder for the 
discliargc of the debtor codld not be notified to the officer in charge of the 
jail until some days after the failure had occurred, and it wasliard to say how 
the debtor Avas to be supported Avhile he was unnecessarily detained. This 
difficulty had arisen in Burma and Lower Bengal. The BiU accordingly pro¬ 
posed to substitute for the officer of the District Court the officer in chairge of 
the Jail and, in case of non-payment, to dispense with the order of the District 
Court as a conditidu precedent to the discharge of the debtor. 
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The next point was with relEsrenoe to section 688 of the Code, which gare 
appeals from certain orders. Two additional appeals had here been provided for 
by the Bill; appeals against^rdexs for the sale of attached property» and appeals 
against orders rejecting appUcations to set aside a decree ex parte. It was also 
thought desirable to omit mm clause (y) of that section—which allowed an 
app^ from orders under section*244, as to questions relating to the elocution: 
of decrees—^the words ** of the same nature with appealable orders made in the 
course of a suit.” Those words had been inserted by the Select Committee, and 
he confessQd he never undmtood them, and did not understand them now. 
They had already given rise to great difficulty and doubt. The effect of this 
omisaon would be to ^ve only one appeal from orders determining questions^ 
relating to the execution of a decree. Possibly thq Committee to wmch the^ 
. Bill would, he hoped, be referred might consider it preferable to strike out 
clause ( j) altogether, and to make*it perfectly clear, by a sUght addition, either 
to the definition of ** decree” wor to section 244, that the Code treated such orders'" 
as decrees and gave two appeals therefrom. 

The last point he would mention had reference to section 662 of the Code, 
which enabled the High Courts to make subsidiary rules to regulate* the pro¬ 
cedure of the subordimte Courts, but did not give power to the SUgh Courts 
to make similar rules to regulate their own procedure. In the case of the 
chartered High Courts this omission was harmless, for the matter was sufficient-* 
ly provided for elsewhere. But in the case of Judicial Commissioners and 
other “ High Courts ” as defined in Act I of 1868, this omission had caused 
inconvenience, and it was therefore proposed to insert after the words ** con¬ 
nected with” the words “ its own procedure or.” 

It had not been thought necessary to provide against difficulties which 
had arisen solely from a strange forgetfulness of the provisions of the General 
Clauses Act, 1 of 1868, section 6, and the decision of the Bombay High Court 
(6 Bomb. A. C. J. 168) on that section. But the expediency of extend¬ 
ing to Mufassal Courts of Small Causes the sections of the Code (223—£128) 
wUch enabled one Court to send its decr^ for execution to another Courts 
was under the consideration of the Home Depmiment. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjoumied to Thursday, the 4th July, 1878.

Timra^yt ,Jtme ZQth .—^The barometer is steady in Northeni India,. 
8itd is rising slowly if Southern India. The increase is most marked 
at Akola, where it amounts to *09'. The pressure in Behar and the North* 
West Provinces is low with respect to the neighbouring provinces. The 
temperature is decreasing in Bengal and Behar. It is excessive in the North- 
West Provinces and the Punjab; the highest ridings at 10 a. n. of this day; 
were at Allahabad (109'7°) and at Lahore (109*3°^. The wind is strong along 
the Bonlbay Coast and Eastmn Bengal. Hot day winds contmue over the 
North-Wert Provinces and the Punjab. Humidity is increasing in the Central' 
Provinces and the Berars. The sky is clouded in Bengal, Aracan, Bombay, and 
the Central Provinces. There has been general rain in Aracan and Eastern 
Bengal during the preceding 24 hours. It is heaviest at Akyab, where 2*9 
inches were registered this morning. There bw also been slight rmn along the 
Bombay Coast. 

Friday, Jvm 21«f.—^The barometer continues steady in Northern 
India. It has fallen from *06* to *08* over the Central Provinces, Deccan, and* 
Southern India. I%e temperature is decreasing in the North-West Provinces, 
mid Lahore is now the seat of highest day temperature. The wind velocity 
is still high along the west coast of India, and the weather is stormy at Cochin 
and its neighbourhood.' The humidity is increasing steadily alon^.the Bombay 
Coast, in the Central Provinces, ai^ ^e Deccan. The sl^ is clouding over in the 
t;wo hditer districts. The humidity *is now beginning to increase in the North- 
West Provinces. Heavy rain ottotinues in Aracan, 4'04 inches having &llen 
at Akyab during the day. Rain has commenced at Darjeeling. It is also 
increasing in amount along the Bombay Coast as far north as Surat. 

Saturday, June. 22}id.—^The barometer continues steady in Bengal and 
Behar. It is falling elsewhere, and most rapidly along a line running from ^cinde 
across Rajputana to the Central Provinces. The temperature has decreased 
over the whole of India except Assam and the Central Provinces since 10 a. m. 
of the 21st. It is now highest at Fesliawar. Strong winds from the west and 
south-west are now blowing along the west coast of India. Easterty winds 
10 % fully established at Patna in Behar, and are commencing at Lucknow in 
the North-West Provinces. The humidity is increasing, and the sky clouding 
over in Northern India. Tlie monsoon lias set in at Bombay and the neigh¬ 
bourhood : 3'55 inches of rain were registered at Surat, and 2*8 inches at 
Bombay this morning. The monsoon continues to give abundant rain to 
Aracan, 5*28 inches having fallen at Akyab during the day. Rain is 
also falling steadily in Eastern Bengal. A scries of dust-storms at the stations of 
Bareilly, Roorkee, Delhi, Lahore, and Deesa indicates that the weather is be¬ 
coming unsettled over Northern India. 

Sunday, June 2Srd .—^Tlie barometer is steady in Benga^ Assam and Behar. 
It is rising in the Punjab and North-West Provinces, and is falling along the 
west coast of India. The decrease is at 'present mdst marked at Eurrachee. 
There has been a very considerable fall of temperature averaging 9° over the 
whole of Upper India during the past 24 hours. The wind iq, still strong along 
the west coast of India. TheVind velocity is diminishing in the North-W^tem 
Provinces and the Funjab„and the wind directions are more variable. The humi¬ 
dity is increasing rapidly in the North-West Provinces and the Punjab, and the 
sky is now more or less clouded over the whole of India, except the western 
part of the North-Western Provinces. Heavy rain continues to hdl at Bombay 
and its neighbourhood: 4‘96 inches were recorded at Bombay and 1*3 inches at 
Surat this morning. The lain&U in Assam and Eastern Bengid was much less 
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j«flterday. Showen ooeoned in Southern India. The heaviest was at Yiaaga- 
patam, wheare one inch of rain feU. iBarefll;^, Boorkee, and Lahore were visited 
-with dust-stonns yesterday. At Lahore^ ashght foil of rain occurred during the 
storm. Bain ('5') also fw at Delhi and was evidently due to the same distur¬ 
bance in Upper India. 

Momdojf.-r’Hhete has been a general rise of the barometer over Hie u^ole of 
India during the preceding 24 hours. The increase is greatest at Mooltan,’ 
where it amounts to *172', and at Jacobabad where it is '167.' The pressure is' 
to-day relati^ly lo-w at Kunachee and the neighbourhood. The temperature 
has increased riightly in the North-West Provinces and Punjab, but is still 
bdbw the average for the month. There is a feeble cyclonic -wind motion over 
the area of relative^ low pressure in Western In^, including Kunachee^-* 
. Deesa, and Surat. Heavy ram continues over the same districts as yesterday: 
5 inches fell at Surat dnrmg the day, and 1‘65 inches at Bombay. Tlie rainfoir 
is again inoreasine in Eastern Ben^and along the Aiacan Ooast: *91 inches of 
rain at Patna, and 1*6 inches at Nagpore, seem to indicate the gradual estenmon 
of the area of rainfoll due to the advancing monsoon. The weather eontinoes 
to be unsettled in the North-West Provinces. Dust-storms occurred at Delhi 
and Allahabad and at Jacobabad in NorHiem Sind. 

Tneaday .—The . pressure has increased during the preceding 24 hours 
over the greater part of India. A very feeble luaometric depression is 
passing over Saugor Island and giving moderate rain to the Deltaic area. 
The increase of pressure is most marked at Patna, where it has amounted to 
*12* during the preceding 24 hours. The temperature has decreased over t^ 
whole of India with very few ezcmtions. The temperature at Lahore at 
10 A. u. to-day was 101*2', the highest recorded. There is feeble *cyclonic 
motion round the area of low prereure at the head of the Bay. The humidity 
is increasing in Northern India, and the monsoon current gradually saturating 
the atmosphere of Central and Northern India. The. sky is clouded over Hie 
whole of India except the Punjab and ■ Sind. Hea^ rain continues in 
Assam and Amcan. Continuous rain during the day has given Darjeeling a fall 
of 6*97 inches. The feeble cyclonio disturbance in Western Bajputana noticed 
in yesterday’s report has given rain, to this pal% of India. 1*2 inches fell at 
Ajmere and *84 inch at Deesa during the day. Slight showers continue' to fall 
in the Deccan and Southern India. 

Wednesday, Jwne 26(h .—^Tho pressure continues to increase. The rise 
averages *05' in Northern India, and *02' in the Decenn and Southern India. 
It is ^-eatest at Boorkee where it amounts to *166*. The Saugor lalftnd 
depression has very nearly disappeared. The temperature continues to decrease 
in Northern India, more especially in the North-West Provinces, where it is 
from 20' to 26’ lower than it ^s a week ago. The only important change of 
wind hiw taken place in the North-West Provinces. The westerly day winds 
have given pl^e to the easteriy winds of the 80uth--w'est monsoon. The 
only exception is at Allahabad, where a very feeble north-west wind continuos. 
•^ho humidity is increasing, more especially in the North-Western Provinces, 
and the sky continues to be fully clouded over except in the Punjab. 

There has been moderate rain over-Assam, Bengal, and Aracan during the 
preceding 24 hours. 1*27 inches were registered thS morning at Akyab, 1*68 
inches at Darjeeling, 1*89 inches at Silchar, 1*03 inches at Chittagong, *94 
in^ at Hazaribagh, and *53 inch at Calcutta. There has also been general 
rain over the North-West Provinces. Tlie weather yesterday was sqnally, and 
the rain at some of the sfotions followed the advance of dust-storms. 2*17 inches 
-wrere re^tered at Bareilly to-day, *94 inch at Lucknow, *41 inch at Boorkee, 
and '2 inch at Alla^bad. Moderate rainfall ccmtinucs along the Bombay Coast 
and in Western Bajputana. The Central Provinces had showers during the 
day. The r ainfall in the Deccan appears to be at present slight and partially 
distributed. 

• • Thured^.—Tbe barometer is now falling rapidly in India. The decrease 
of pressure during the preceding 24 hours is greatest in the North-West Pro¬ 
vinces, where it averages one-tenth of an inch. The changes of temperature 
and humidity are slight and unimportant. The sky continues overcast over the 
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greater part of India. The irind directions in B^gal are more westerly than 
usual, and the velocity at the head of the Bay is increasmg. There was heavy 
lain (3'62 inches) during the day at Chittagong. Over the rest of Beng^ 
the rainfall was very sUght. Moderate rain 1^ fallen in Behar: 1*07 
inches were registered at Hazaribagh, and 1*63 inches at Patna. The 
only rain reported from the North-Western Provinces was at Boorkee, where 
*42 inch fell in passing showers. The rainfall was slight along the Bombay 
Coast. It was considerably greater in the Central Provinces, 2*03 inches having 
fallen during the day at Khandwa, and *6 inch at Jubhulpore. 

Genebal Behabee. 

The monsoon was esta'blishcd along the Aracan Coast, and in Eastern Bengal, 
and along the southern half of the west coast of India at the beginning of the 
week. It has advanced steadily duimg the week, and has fully set in over 
Western Bengal, Beliar, the Bombay-Coast, Western Bajputana, and over the 
Central Provinces. The great fall of temperature and increase of humidity-in 
Upper India indicate that it is extending in this direction. The rainfall of the 
25th and 26th in the North-West Provinces is probably also due directly to the 
advancing monsoon current. Tlie rainfall in the Deccan and Southern India 
is not large in amount, but sufficient to show that the monsoon is established 
over this part of India. The rainfalls of the seven days ending Thursday, 
J une 27th, at the following stations is given for comparison:—

The above comparison suggests that the monsoon current from the west 
coast is stronger than that of tlir Bay of Bengal. The chief feature in the 
monsoon up to the present date is the unusually strong westerly element of 
tUe wind in Bengal, and the consequent unequal distribution of rainfall in 
that province. Western Bengal has hitherto received very slight rain, whilst 
A mean and Eastern Bengal liave received nearly an average amount. _^The 
l)rossiu*e is also at present relatively low in Behar, and there appears to be 
tieterimation of rain to this area.
